ewor@ Hat a Vomitory Medicine may be dul y Admini- 
\ ftred; We ought to confider what are the 
Indications or Signs which forefhew the want 
of it, what things permit it; and which pro= 
hibit it. . 
it isa fign that a Vomit is needed, when a 
| bilous and bitterifh humour floats in the Ven- 
tricle, fo that from thence a naufeoufnefs, an ungrateful favour, 
or a Head-ach is caus’d: Alfo if the Stomach be burthen’d with a

In moft cafes when with a difficulty of breathing , the loaded 


Ventricle is affected with a lothing of meat or naufeoufnefs; up- 
ward Purging is a common Remedy,

Moreover, when the Stomach is befet with forme Exotick fer- 
ment, fo that it prefently cafts up whatfoever is taken into it, 
even though the caufe of it proceeds from fome remote parts 5 
Vomiting is often advisd with good fuccefs: for by this means, 
the Veflels that contain the Gall being, very much drain‘d, the 
Choler is emptied from the Blood inea’more plentiful manner, 
and its Feaverifh diftempers are taken away- 2 
Again, forafmuch as the Siperfluities or Stagiiations of the Ner= 
Vous*humour are moft eafily Curd by this means of Evacuation 3 
the ufe of Emeticks contributes not a little toward a Cure in the 
Gout, Afthma, Epilepfy, Madnefs, and very many other Di- 
feafes which are accounted great, and molt difficult to be con 
quered. | 
Secondly, ‘As to thiugs that permit this Remedy, it may be 
given where there is a ftrength of the Vifcera, and a firm confti- 
tution of Body, and efpecially to thofe whofe Neck and Breaft 
are but fhort, fo that there is a nearer paflage from the Stomach 
to the.Mouth: We are encourag’d alfo to give a Vomit to fuch 
as Vomit eafily, and bear it well, and when the matter to be ‘ex- 
pell’d is lax, and comes away readily; ,alfo when we find Nature 
ina calm, and as it were at leifure for fuch an undertaking. 
Thirdly, The ufe of Emeticks feems to be prohibited, where 
there is a difficulty of Vomiting, or an unaptnefs to it found by 
former experience, where there is a tender and weakly Conftitu= 
tion, a tall and flender Stature, infirm Inwards, and efpecially if 
there be a Confumptive Difpofition, with an Ulcer of the Lungs, 
or Spitting Blood; alfo where there is a too great Cachexia, in 
which there is danger, left the humours fhouid be fore’d from the 
whole: Body all on a fudden into the Ventricle: Moreover an uns 
uftial effervefcence of the Blood, the fits of Feavers, and an expe 
Cation of a Crifis, do wholly exclude this fort of Medicine.

A. Cure for over-working of FKomits; aud Auntie 
Emeticr Medicines > OF fuch as ft Op Vomiting 9 
pith Liftruétions. 


F.a Vomit over-works, let the Patient prefently be put to-Bed, 

and let him make ule of both External and Internal Reme-~ 
dies 3 and firft of all:to appeafe the diforders in the Stomach, let 
there be outwardly adminiftred to it, either a Warm Fomenta- 
tion of the decoction of Sea-Wormwmood, Mints and Spices in Red: 
Wine, or let aflice of the Pith of Bread be Toafted, and dip’d in 
Clavet-Wine warm’d and apply'd thereto : Let there be a Glitter 
given of Milk, with Treacle diffolv'd init. Let alfo warm fricti- 
ons of the Members be usd, and ftrong Ligatures above the Knees 
to-keep Convulfions from thofe -parts; let the Stomach in the 
mean time be kept empty, unlefs an inclination to faint, or 
{wouning otherwife requires, but-as foon as it is able to receive 
any thing of Food, or Medicine, give fome Cordial Water ortvarm 
Burnt-Wine : In cafe the Affect be very violent, and the Pulfe 
admit it, Venice Treacle or Diafcordium, tometimes’alfo a Solution 
of Laudanum or an Opiatick Tinéture do well. 

Preternatural Vomiting ftirr'd up from other canfes, is either 
Critical or Symptomatical ; In the former nothing muft be done 
too much in hafte or unadvifedly ; that excretion fo there bea 
fiufficiency of ftrength ought not to be ftay'd, but the difcharge

of the matter to be expell’d, is either to be facilitated or haftn’d, 
Or itis to be converted fome other way 3 hence when a perfon is 
urg'd by a naufeoufnefs, or ftriving to Vomit, you may properly 
give either plain Poffer-drink, or with the Leaves of Carduus boivd 
in 1t5 allo fometimes Oxymel or Wine of Squills, or Antimonial 
Wine ; {ometimes it may be good to ufe Giifters, fometimes alfo 
a gentle Purge carries away the matter offending the Stomach; 
by a more eafie way of Evacuation through the Inteftines, | 

Symptomatick Vomiting proceeds from a conjunct caufe, either 
fubfifting in the Ventricle, which praduces that a | Affect, 
or fix'd in other parts, which ftirs up their Convulfions, and con= 
fequently Vomitive Convulfions of the Ventricle, by a commu- 
nication of the Nerves; the Cure of which Sympathick Vomiting 
depends on the Cure of the Primary Difeafe. 

When the Stomach is Primarily Affected, it is becanfe its Fie 
bres are irritated to an Excretion by fome matter which it can- 
not duly digeft or overcome, or prefs forwards into the the In- 
teltines, which matter becomes fo difagreeing or refractory, ei=. 
ther by its own offenfive quality or quantity, or through the fault 
of the Stomach it felf, its Tome being become lax, and its Fibres 
fo weak, that they are not able to brook or indure the Chyle it 
felf, much lefs the Excrementitious humours, but caft all forth 
by Vomiting : There being various cafes and manners of affect 
ing of both thefe, we fhall here briefly fet down fome of the 
chief of them together with the Remedies. 

The Emetick matter fubfifting in the Ventricle , is either 
brought into it from elfewhere, or what for want of digeftion, 
or becaufe it is vitiated, is engendred there; in either refpect, the 
prefent offenfive load is firft of all to be carried off, and then 
care mult be taken to prevent any farther fupply of it. 

Yo cleanfe the flthy Mafs of vifcous matter torth of the Sto=— 
mach, prefcribe a gentle Vomit of Carduus Poffet-dronk; oy of 
Oxymel, or Wine of Squills, or of a Decoction of the Flowers of 
Chamomil, or of the Roots of Eupatorvium, or give a Solution of 
the Sa ot Vitriol, or fuch likes then let the remainder be gently — 
carried off by Giifters, or by a Purge of Pilule Maftichin zor Pal. 
Stomach. cum Gummis, Tinitura Sacra, or an {nfufion of Rhubarb. 

Moreover, when an impure or rank Blood, conveying ever and 
anon new stores of offenfive. matter to the Stomach, either by 
the Arteries, or by the Gall-V effels which often overflow, caufes 
a difpofition to V omit, Bleeding frequently affords relief » and 
theretore Women with Child troubled with Vomiting, are often 
Curd by this means ; thofe things alfo do good which fo temper | 
the Blood, that they keep it free from breeding aduft Excre= 
ments; Hence Whey, Mineral Waters, Fuices of Herbs, Sal Pru- 
: neha

nella, and fuch like, for as much as they fufe the Blood, and . 
convey its dregsy Particles fome other Way , Often remove Vo- 
miting difpofitions. I hefe forts ot Remedies may alfo be us’d in 
cafe a frequent and daily Vomiting proceeds (as fome think it 
may ) from the meetings and conteft of the Bilous and Pancrea= 
tick humours, and from their regurgitation into the Ventricle. 

The more frequent Vomiting, and harder to be Curd, is that 
| which proceeds from a difagreeing matter, and confequently E= 
| metick engendred within the Ventricle, to wit, by reafon of the 
}  vitiated ferment’ of the Stomach, whatfoever is taken into it deo 
generates into an irritating Mafs of Corruption; wherefore in this 
cafe, after that the filth of the Stomach is cleans’d forth by gentle 
Evacuatives, Remedies commonly call’d Digeftives are generally 
usd; which according as the fermenting Juice of the Stomach 
(being for the moft part of a Saline Nature, and fometimes of a 
Sulphurous ) is in a various ftate of fixtnefs, flowing, or adufti- 
on, are variouily prefcrib’d, and’ fometimes thefe, fometimes the 
others do moft good. 

In Belching and Acid Vomiting, thefe following Medicines may 

| be try’d, and you may fix upon your method of Cure according 
| to what you find agrees beft.

In the debility or refolution of the Ventricle, by reafon of the 
Nerves being fomewhere elfe abftructed, Paralytick Remedies 
joyn'd with Stomachicks muft chiefly be inffted on. 

Take Elixiy Proprietats Tartariz’d an Ounce, the Dofe %& a Scruple 
twice aday, with the water above prefcrib’d. The Tindures of Salt 
Of Tartar, of Coral, of Antimony may be usd afier the fame manner. 
Tn ths cafe alfo the Sweet fpirit of Salt, tht fpivit of Sal Armoniack ,

and going yet farther, ftrongly Purges from the Blood, and cons 
fequently from the Nervous Juice and other parts, an Excremen= 
titious matter which is brought by the Arteries into the Inte- 
{tines. —- 
As for what concerns the choice to be usd in Purging Medi= 9 
cines, though we do not approve of thofe cry’d up Claffes of 
Medicines appropriated to this or that fuice or Humour; yet we™ 
do not think that all Purges are indifferently to be us’d in all ca=§ 
fes, but that there is‘need of a ftrong Judgment, and a wary cir= 
cumfpection in a Phyfician; that according to the ftrength of his™ 
Patients, their temperament, the {tate and ability of the Vifcera, 
their bearing, cuftome,and fancy, and fo according to the nature, 
of the Difeafe, its time and quality, he prefcribe 4 Purge more 
gentle or ftrong; and that of hot things, or temperate, gentle or 
more fmart, and in a folid fubftance or a liquid, or fomething of § 
fome other certain kind and form, as he fhall fee good. 

A Purge therefore being not convenient at all.times, nor in 
every {tate of Body; to proceed as we ought, we muft take a fit 
feafon, and ufe a certain preparation, and-both thefe have regards 
to the firit paflages, and to the Mafs of Blood. — 

As tothe firft, if at any time the Stomach be loaded with au 
Ma(s of vifcous Phlegm, or troubled with the boiling of Turgid™ 
Choler, a Purge moft commonly either becomes of no effect ors 
does hurt, unlefs thofe contents are firft of all cleans’d forth by™ 
a Vomit, or tinlefs their oppreflion and effervefcency be corres 
cted by digeftives. c

1 have often and long obferv‘d that there are two, and that 
very different kinds of that Flux ( ufually call’d the Grepzizg of the 
Guts ) which happens here almoft yearly about Autumn ; in one 
of them the Stools are watry, and in a manner cleer, witha fud- 
den failing of the ftrength ; in the other they are bloody, but to= 
Jerable withal. 

In the Year 1670. about the Autumnal Equinox, a World of 
People here were feized with a moft dangerous Fiux (though 
without Blood) and joyn’d with a cruel Vomiting, which pre~ 
fently caus’d great faintings, and a total decay of {trength. 

For the Cure of this Difeafe no Evacuation did good, may ~ 
Bleeding, Vomiting, and Purging always did hurt; only Cordi~ 
als, and thofe of the hotteft nature, to wit, fuch as abounded 
with Spirit and Sulphur, or a Volatile Salt prov’d commonly of 
sood effect infomuch that Brandy burnt a little with Sugar was 
a Popular, and as it were Epidemick Remedy, and in that fort 
of Flux was feldome given without fuccefs, though in the other 
fort of Flux which carry’d Blood with it, having been usd with= 
out due regard, it has often been found to be hurtful; Ihe me- 
thod of Cure which I then tool fuccefsfully enough with manys 
and am wont ftill to take in the like cafe, is after the following 
manner.

and Gripes, continual watchings alfo with a Feaver, anda mighty 
thirft ufually troubled them ; neverthelefs their {tren oth held com- 
monly pretty well.for fome confiderable time, and if the Flux 
were {topt fooner than it ought, it rendred the Patients conditi- 
ons worte. 

The method of Cure, with the Remedies which I found to 
give Relief in many perfons, was according to the following 
manner.

they may exhale by perfpiration, and its coagulations muft be 
diffolv’d, and its Crafis reftor’'d, as foon as may be. Secondly, as 
to what regards the Vifcera, the irkfome fenfation of the Ner- 
vous Fibres, and the irritation of the Carnous Fibrés to excre= 
fory Convulfions muft be appeas’d, and the Mouths of the Veifels 
muft be fut, to keep them from difcharging the blood and hu. | 
mours into the Inteftines. The firft of thefe is ufually, perform'd, 7 
with Opzars, and the other with Sriptick or Aftringent Remedies > % 
Befides thefe we muft have regard to urging’ Symptoms, and’ ill 
affects ufually attending this Difeafe, the chief of which fad 
ever 
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Feavér, with a Thirft and Wakings, Gripings of the Guts, and 
fometimes their fretting, Inflammation, and Ulcers. 

We mutt not proceed tpon thofe four chief Indications feve= 
rally and fucceffively , but we muft take them altogether, and . 
fet upon them at once; wherefore the Prefcripts ought to com- 
prehend Remedies of divers kinds, to wit, Alexipharmicks , Styp- 
ticks, Diaphoreticks and Opiats: And becaufe it is not an eafie 
thing to put thefe into a fet method, and under fet Rules, which 
may be generally apply'd; I have rather chofen to give you here 
fome Examples of Cures performed by mein the Bloody Flux in 
the year 1671. | 

To a Gentleman 25 years of Age, to whom JI was call’d 
the third day after he was feizd. I prefcrib’d the following 
Bolus: 

Take Venice Treacle a Dram, Liquid Laudanum Cydoniaied a 
Scruple, mix them, let him drink after it a little draught of the fol- 
lowing Fulap. Take waters of Tormentil, Mints, and Cinnamon 
hordeated, of each for Ounces, Treacle water and Plague water of each 
two Ounces, Pearl a Dram, Sugar an Ounce, make a Fulap. He 
took befides of the following Elettuary about a Dram and a half every 
third hour, with thé faid Fulap: 

Take Conferve of Red Rofes two Ounces, Venice Treacle an Ounce; 
Powder of the Roots of Tormentil, Contrayerva; Pearl, Coral prepar'd 
of ¢ach half a Dram, Syrup of Red Poppies what fuffices. | 

By the ufe of thefe Remedies the rigour of the Difeafe foon a= 
bated, fo that he had not above fix or {even ftools in the {pace of 
twenty four hours, and thofe alfo were not very Bloody as bes 
fore, but appear’d full of little flakes of Flefh, and of fragments; 
as it were of Membranes : Every Evening he took an Opiate with 
Taudanum. 

The Fifth day of his ilinefs he took the following Potion, 

Take Rhubarb flicd two Drams, yellow Mirobalanes a Dram and a 
half, yellow Saunders half a Dram, Powder of Cinnamon a Scruple; 
Salt of Wormwood half a Scruple; let them infufe all night in the wa-

It purg‘d him three or four times, and gave him eafe, and the 
next day the Feaver being abated, he was better; fo that feeming 
tO grow well, he eat flefh.

THe chief Scopes, or ends of Diuretick Medicines, are as fole 
3. lows. 3 | 

Firft, If at any time the Blood becomes fo compact and tenas 
cious from a fixt Salt, Sulphur, and Earth fermented together, 
and mutually combin’d in it, that the Watery Particles do not eafily — 
feparate from the reft, Diureticks fit to loofen its Texture, and to 
fufe the Serum, muft be fuch as excel in a volatile or acid Salt; 
for fuch Particles chiefly diffolve any coalitions caus’ by a fixt 
Salt. But in regard this difpofition is common both to a Feaver 
and the Scurvy, in the former affect, the moft proper Diureticks 
are the temperate Acids of Vegetables 3 alfo Sal Nitre, the Spirits OF 
Sea-Salt, of Vitriol, &c. And likewife fuch as have a Volatile Salz, 
as the Spirits of Hart{horn, of Sal Armoniack, Salt of Amber, of Viz 
pers, and others of this kind which we have alfo rang d anongft 
Diaphoreticks. In a Scorbutick difpofition when the Urine is but 
in a {mall quantity and thick, the Juices of Herbs, and preparati- 
ons both ofa fharp, or tart and acid nature are of excellent ufe; 
alfo Salt and Spirit of Urine, of Sal Armoniack, of Tartar, &c. 

Secondly, Sometimes the Blood does not retain the Serum long 
enough within its Body, but either being obnoxious, to Fluxions, 
or rather Coagulations, it depofes it here and there in a great a= 
bundance, even more than enough; whence it breeds Catarrhs, 

r Tumours in many places: Or, the Blood being become of a | 
weak habit, and withal of a depraved conftitution, to wit, inch-= 
ning to a fournefs its apt to coagulate, as to its more grofs Pars 
ticles, fo that the more fubtle Particles being every where thrown 
off in circulating, and falling on the weaker parts, caufe fomes 
times diftempers of the Head or Breaft, fometimes an/Afcites, or 
Anafarca: And we fhall hereafter fhew how a Diabetes happens 
from the like caufe: And in truth many difficult Difeafes which 
_ are falily imputed to the ill conftitution of the Vifcera, arife from 
hence, vx. that the Blood being diftemper’d and obnoxious to 
coagulations, when it cannot continue its full courfe of circulatis 
on,. depofes the Serum in many places, this being too apt of it felf 
to recede from it. The Diureticks to be given in thefe cafes, 
are fuch as do not fufe the Blood, but make void its coagulatis 
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ons $ of this kind are thofe things that aré endow’d with a fixe 
Volatile, and likewile Alkalifate Salt 5 and they muft be fuch as re- 
itore and ftrengthen the Ferment of the Reins, which is done 
by certain Su/phureous and Spirituous things. For thefe ends i 
given Sulphureous and mixt Diureticks, Lixivial Salts of Herbs. 
Powders of fhells, Sale and Spirit of Urine, &c. Millepedes, Fivies 
Raddifh, Parfly-feed, Nutmegs, Turpentine, and preparations made 
of it, Spirit of Wine : The vertues of a!l which are not to fufe the 
Blood, and to precipitate ferofities from its Mafs ( thefe things 
are chiefly done by Acids, and in thofe cafes do commonly Hine 
der any Purging by Urine) but to diffolve the coagulations of 
the Blood; fo that its Body recovering a perfect mixture, and be- 
ing more readily circulated through the Veffels, drinks up the 
serum every where extravafated or depos’d, and finally delivers it 
to the Reins to fend it forth. Now we fhall fhew after what 
Manner according to both thefe, as it were oppofite, ends of Cu- 
ring, Diureticks of all kinds operate, and in what forms they 
are chiefly prefcrib’d.

That Medicines conte fixt or Lixivial Salt move Urine, 
ainly enough appe Julgar and Empyrical Practice

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an Afcites, when the Vifcera, or Flefhy parts are very much {wollen 
by a loading of Waters: To give a Lixivium made of the Afhes of 
Wormwood, or of Broom, or of Bean-ftalks with Whitewine, whence 
it frequently happens that a very plentiful evacuation by Urine 
follows, and that the Difeafe is taken away. Neverthelefs I have 
obferv'd that this Medicine has not prov d Diuretick to fome per- 
fons, and rather to have encreaft the Hydropical difpofition, than 
to have curdit. The reafon of which if we enquire into, we 
fhall find by what 1s faid before, that Lixivial Salts neither fufe 
Milk, nor Blood, or precipitate them, and therefore that they are

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not Diuretick in their own nature, though that effect fometimes 
follows ; becaufe that a fixt Salt taken in a good plenty, deftroys 
the Energy of the Acid, and coagulative Salt predominating in

fo that the Blood recovering its due mixture , and being freed 
from coagulations and fluxions, drinks up again what Serum 1s 
extravafated, and conveys what is fuperfluous, to the Reins to be 
fent forth by the Ureters. But we may note withal, that Medi- 
cines prepar'd of a volatile Salt, having particles fomewhat fierce 
in operation and inftigating, when they correct the Crafis of the 
Blood, difpofe what there is fuperfluous of Serum to be difcharg d5 | 
fometimes by Sweat as much as by Urine.

Nitre is a fort of Salt, but differing from any other Salt, or 
from the nature of Saline Particles, béing neithér Acid, fixt or 
volatile, but holds the mean ftate as it Were betwixt. thofe three, 
And in truth Nitré is the thing by which all Plants-have their ye- 
getation, all Animals live and breath, and every Sublunary Flame 
or Fire is kindled and maintained. | 

But as to our prefent purpofe, it’s well enough known that 
Sal Nitre cools the Blood, and powerfully provokes Urine , 
though it feems fomewhat ftrange how this; which is cf fo fiery 
a nature fhould fo quallify the Blood, and run it into Aquofities 
to move Urine. , | 

Iconceive that Nitre works thofe effects in a two-fold refpect, 
to wit, as it is a Salt, ally'd both to a fixt Salt and 4 volatile; 
and as it carriés a living Root of Fire init. Ag to the firft; we

| obferve that Nitre ( ev'n as fixt and volatile salts) being put into 


Milk, hinders or takes away its coagulation; fo likewife Blood 
whilit warm, being pour d to this, is preferv’d from coagulation, 
and from being difcolour’d no lefs than if put to thofe. Where- 
fore fince Particles of Nitre inwardly taken preferve the mixture 
of the Blood entire, or reftore it; it follows that they prevent or 
take away the fufions ‘oy coaguiations of the fame; from —

50 again, 
Nitre in regard it carries in it a living Root of Fire; when in~ 
wardly taken, cools the inflamed Blood, and moves Urine, be- 
caufe (according to what is hinted before) it adds a vigour to 
the flame of the Blood, which before was troubled and full of 
fumes, afd fo renders it more clear and pure, and confequently 
more mild; fince therefore the Blood burning clearer by the ac- 
cefs of Nitre becomes of a more loofe confiftency, the ferous Par- 
ticles eafily get clear of the more’grofs, and pafs away in a Morea 
plentiful manner.

For Powders of Egg-fhells, ofthe Claws and 
Eyes of Crabs have been to fome a prefent Remedy in great fup= 
preffions of Urine; and if we enquire into their manner and way

Blood, nor fenfibly precipitate it; wherefore it mutt be faid that’ 
thefe things in a fourifh Dicrafie of the Blood and Humours,fomes 
times prove Diuretick , inafinuch as clofing with the Acid Salts, 
they bind them and keep them under ; fo that the Blood bemg 
free from fluxions and coagulations, drinks up again the extha= 
vafated Serum, and conveys rt to the Reins, '

The reafon of all which is} 'that when the 
Blood being weak, or turning four, or what for:want of ferfien- 
tation, or through the predoniiiancy of an Acid and Coagtilative 
Salt in it, has not fo fprightly and continued a Circulation, that 
it can contain the {uperfluous Serum within it felf, till it delivers 
it to the Reins: The afovefaid Remedies forafmiich as they pre- 
ferve the mixture of the Blood entire, or reftore it when fauktering, 
conduce to the promoting of that evacuation by Uste.

N a. Diabetes, as in moft other affects there are three Primary 
%. Therapeutick Indications, viz. Curatory, Prefervatory and 
Vital. The firft of thefe regarding the Difeafe, and attempting 
to ftay the too great Effution of Urine cannot be accomplith’d 
without the fecond, which aiming at the caufe of the Difeafe, en- 
déavours to preferve and reftore the mixture and due Grafis of the 
Blood :. Wherefore as to the Cure of this Difeafe, the chief inten- 
tions of healing muft be to keep the Blood from fufion, and in 
cafe that happens to take it away. | | 

Firft the fufion of the Blood is prevented, fo its grofs and g- © 
queous parts reciprocally contain each other, and do not readily 
and abruptly fever themfelves, which thing is effected by Incraé 
{atives (comnionly fq called ) whofe vifcous and glutinous Core 
pufcles being admitted into the Mafs of Blood, ftrongly adhere 
to its Active Particles, and fo part them from each other, and 
hinder them from mutually combining betwixt themfelves, of 
with Saline Particles coming from elfewhere, as might otherwife 
happen through fluxions. In this refpect, Rice, Amylum, Mucilae 
ginous Vegetables, alfoGumms and fome Rofins are wont to give ré- 
lief in this Difeafe. ) 

Secondly, To reftore the Blood after fufion, thofe forts of Re- 
medies are indicated which diffolve the concretions of Salts, fo 
that all the Elementary Particles in it coming again to be at le 
berty, recover their former places, and fo reftore the Crafis of 
the Blood to its firft vigour..

But the Remedies that chiefly do good in the Diabetes are of two 
Kinds, as we have hinted before - viz. Firft, thofe that hinder the 
combinations of the Salts , and confequently the fufion of the 
Blood, fuch as the Incraffatives before mentioned. 

secondly, Thofe that diffolve the Concretions of the Salts, and 
confequently reftore the mixture of the Blood, of which kind 
are Saline Remedies of a contrary nature, which are apt to cleave 
to the Acid Salt, and fo withdraw it from the combinations it has 
entred into within the Blood, as chiefly Medicines endow’d with 
a fixt, volatile or alchalifate Salt.

~ And we obferve that Sudorificks inwardly take en, feldom or ne- 
ver work of their own accord, as i umeticks,, Catharticks; or Di- 
ureticks but always need fome Governance to actuate the Medi-~ 
cine, and to determine it to that/Energy: Wherefore a Dia pho- 
retick being given, the Patient muft. p prefently be fo ordered tee 
the Pores of his Boc dy may be open’d, and the Beat of his He art 
very much heighten’d. Ivor thefe ends, either let him be kep 
in a Bed, Bath, or Hot-houfe, or let him exercife his Body with 
fome quick or laborious motion; and that thefe thin igs may fuc- 
ceed the better in promoting Sw eat; when it is in our, power, let 
us make choice of a fit time and fubject for it, U1e. Any en the 
Blood enjoying a laudable, or int very,evil Crafis, both fuftici- 
ently abounds. with a Serous humour, and has not.its Particles in 
too great a-confufion or perturb gation, .but.is in a .difpofition 
readily to be: loofen’d,.and to feparate.it felf, anc nd run into. parts. 
For in a Bilous temperament, in a thin and dr y nititution > and 
in the midft of a burning Fever, when all thing S$ are-in a trouble 
and undigefted : D Diaphoreticks commonly prove of no effect or 
do hurt. Mcreover when Dia iphoreticks are jude’d proper, we 
muft not give alhfoy ‘ts of fae m indifferently, but peculiar Medi- 
cines muft be chofen according to the various difpofition of the 
Blood, and the different predominancies of the Element in it,

As we run through each of thete Species in Or 
der, we fhall adapt to each matter the more Select forms of Pre-

Diaphoreticks which have the integral parts of a mixt for their 
foundation, in which alfo a finart or volatile Salt is predominant, 
in this refpect often conduce to provoke Sweat, that their Parti- 
cles being admitted into the Blood, and being immifcible with it, 
and not to be fubdued , exagitate its.Mafs, greatly divide it, and 
draw it afunder as it were into moft Minute parts; fo that at 
length the texture of the Blood being very much loofen’d, ands 
fet a boiling, ‘the fuperfluous Serofites, Recrements, and taints of © 
the Blood are caft forth together with the Particles of the Me- 
dicine, which are expell’d by reafon of their Heterogeneity. T hote

held him ten Months, and began to lofe its fits; daily melted into 
fuch profufe Sweats, that he was fain to change his Shift and 
Sheets thrice a Night, being as wet as though they had beendipt 
in water: This Evacuation continuing fo for many Weeks, his 
Fleth fo fell away, and his {trength was fo exhautted; that he 
look'd like a Skeleton. This Perfon when he had usd many Me- 
dicines a long time without much benefit; at length by drinking 
Ailes Milk Mornings and Evenings, and his other Dict being or- 
dered of Cows Milk, he grew very well in a fhort time.

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The fecond intention for the Cure of exceffive Sweating, con- 
fifting in a due ftate of the Pores, is perform’d in a manner only 
by outward Adminiftrations : For which end let the whole Body 
be anointed with Oyl of Date-kernels, with an Oyntment of 
Orange Flowers and the like, and let Linnen done over a little 
with the fame be worn; fometimes Bathing in cold Water, 
a River, fometimes change of Air may do well. 

It feems here proper to {peak a little of a certain troublefome 
Diitemper, relating to Sweating, or at leaft to an exceffive per- 
{piration. I often obferve that fome Perfons have their Bodies { 
difpofed, that if upon any occafion the leaft Breath of Wind or 
Air comes upon them, their Spirits are prefently in a mighty 
trouble, all their Powers are in a Confternation, and their whole 
Body is difcompos d. 

This extream tendernefs in fome Perfons more than in others 
to take cold, or to be offended ‘with it, happens either through 
the fault of the Animal Spirits, or of the Blood, or of the Pores 
of the Body, to wit, of one of them, or of more of them together. 

1. Firft, The Animal Spirits are fometimes in fault, becaufe be- 
ing very weak, they are not able to endure any thing harth, or 
rough outwardly preffing upon them; but prefently upon the ap~ 
pulfe of the bare Air, are put to flights and diftractions. And 
fometimes this Indifpofition happens through their fault, for that 
being degenerated, and become of an eager, reftlefs and uneafie 
difpofition, they are put into diforder upon every fuch'preffure of 
Air. Wherefore thofe who by reafon of the Spirits fo difpos’d 
become Hypochondriacal, being alfo fubject to the Affect before 
mention d, on every little occafion are troubled with Cold. 

2. The Blood difpofes to a habit of depraved Perfpiration in a 
two-fold manner, vz. both in refpect of its temperament, and 
of its mixture: As to this latter oftentimes the Texture of the 
Blood is fo loofe and open, that upon every light accident, and e- 
{pecially upon the appulfe of a cold moift Air, it’s prefently ftirr’d 
to fluxions and precipitations of Serolities; infomuch that Perfons 
who have {uch Blood, dare not ftep forth of doors, nay {carce 
look forth. Again, the Mafs of Blood being often hot in its tem- 
per,and very full of vapours,Ereaths forth Effluvia’s very {harp and 


or in 


§ penetrative, by which the Poresof the Skin being too much loot 


ned and laid wide open, the Spirits and the Vital Flame are expos d 
tothe injuries of the naked Air, and the Winds more than they 
ought. 

3- The ill conftitution of the Pores, gotten either by ficknefs, 
‘or other ways, or being natural from our Birth, very much in- 
clines to that habit of depraved Sweating. Forin regard thofe 
paflages being toa-wide, da always in a inanner gape, the Blood 


aid 
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and Spirits in the whole Body, or in certain parts of it are 
not fufhiciently guarded againft the encounter of the outward 
Air. 

The Intentions for Curing this Diftemper are chiefly thefe threes 
viz. firft to help the weakneffes, or dejections, or depauperations 
of the Blood and Spirits. Secondly, To take away their Dyferafies § 
if they have any. Thirdly, To procure a due Confirmation of the | 
Pores. . 

The chief ftrefs of this bufinefs confifts in the firft intention; 
which regards the ftrengthning of the Animal Spirits, and the in- 
largement of the whole fenfitive Soul; for unlefs the Patients res 
folve to take courage, fo as to attempt to go abroad, to fet forth 
their {trength to their utmoft, and accuftome nature daily to in 
ure it felf to hardfhip, all medicines prove ufelefs: Wherefore a) 
plentiful and cheerful way of living are no lefs neceflary than Phy- 
fick , that thereby the ftock of Animal Spirits may be daily ree 
new’d and increas’d, and fo confirm’d in ftrength by greater pras 
tices now and then infifted on; for which ends ftrong Wines™ 
with good Difhes of meat are very proper. Moreover all Studies 
and Cares, ( with which the Soul is depreft ) being laid: afide, let 
the time be paft in idlenefs and recreations, or in moderate’ exer= s 
cifes. As by fuch a kind of living duly ordered, the Animal Spirits 9 
are greatly refrefh'd, fo it repairs the decay and depauperations Of 
the Blood. : |

rits, it plainly follows that Medicines which preferve Life entiré; 
or reftore it when in danger, do rather and more immediately re7y 
gard thefe parts of the Soul, to wit, the Blocd, and Animal Spey 
rits than the Heart, which is a meer Mufcle, ferving for the 
Circulation of the Blood,and as often as it flackens in performing 
this duty, or gives it off: This does not happen through its owmy 
fault, but through that of the Blood and Animal Spirits, by which 
it is actuated. = 
Therefore to know the ways and manners of working of thote 
Medicines which are call’d Cordials, we muft confider thefe twa 
things, v7. Firft,how many,and particularly what ways the Blood 
being ill. difposd, and often endangered, either as to its accenfion, 
or mixture, requires Phyfical helps, which may preferve or cor 
rectit. Secondly after what manner by reafon of a defect on dee 
jinquency in the Animal Oeconomy the Heart is hindred, or petty 
verted from its due motion, fo that Medicines are Indicatedys 
which encreafe the ftores Of the Spirits, and better compolé 
them.

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The Kinds and Prefcripts of Cordials: 


Ccording to what & faid before; we diftinguith Cordial Mec 
f¥. dicines ( corhmonly fo call’d) into two kinds; fome of them 
chiefly and niore immediately affect the Blood; others the Animal 
Spirits. In the firlt rank of thofe that are defign’d for regulating 
the accenfion of the Blood, we place thofe which by encreafing, 
or exalting its Suilphureous Particles caufe its over-cold and flow 
moving Liquor to boil niore, to be more freely kindled, and te 
burn with more life; of which kind are good Wines, Com- 
pound Strong-waters diftill’d , the Spirit and Tincture of Saf- 
fron, Quercitans Elixir of Life: the Tindture of Salt of Tartar; of 
Steel, and other things that chiefly abound with Spirit, and have 
_4 plenty of Sulphur; of which fometimes thefe, fometimes thofe 
‘Tay be taken as every patient lifts. When by reafon of the 
Bloods being not kindled, and confequently of its too great 
crowding and ftagnation, as it were; within the Pracordia, a lan- 
euifhing and failing of the Spirits; with a great oppreffion of the 
Heart happens, then Aqua Mirabilis, the waters of Cinnamon, 
Cloves, Wormwood Compound; alfo of the Rines of Oranges di-

Of the Paffions of the Heart, and their Remedies. 


A, Fter Cordial Medicines, vulgarly, though improperly,fo call’d, 
4 \ it now follows for us to treat of the Paflion ofthe Heart, m 
which the Heart is really ill affected, and therefore requires true 
Cordial Medicines : Under that namie two affects, fomewhat dif 
fering betwixt themfelves are commonly denoted, to wit, The 
trembling of the Heart, and its panting: In both affects the 
motion or beat of the Heart feems to be diforderly , and in a 
manner Convuliive; but the irregularity of the firft confifts im 
the frequency of its Vibrations, and of the other in their vehe- 
mency. : 

As to the Cure of the panting of the Heart, finceits Caufes 
are various and manifold, its Cure alfo mmuft be various 3 for 
what fome affirm, that thofe forts of Remedies vulgarly calld 
Cordials, which are reputed to. revive the Heart, and to relieve 
it when ill affected, are proper in any of all thefe Cafes, it is con- 
trary both to reafon and common experience. 

We fay then that the palpitation, or panting of the Heart, 
proceeds either from the fault of the Blood, or of the Arteries 
belonging to the Heart: If it happens through the fault of the 
Blood, the chief intent of Curing muft be to raife the Blood toa 
etter Crafis, it being then become too watery and unmeet for 
accenfion and fermenting, and to exalt or encreafe its active 
principles which are then deprefs’d or diminifh’d; for which, end 
{pirituous Medicines, alfo faline Medicines of all kinds , Sulphu- 
reous and efpecially Chalybeates conduce : And to this place may 
be referrd thofe things which are wont to be prefcribed in the 
Pica or longing Dileafe, in the Leucopblegmatia, and in the

tHe trembling of the Heart is an. effect diftinét from its 

panting or Palpitation, atid of a different nature from. ity. 
for in that its carneous and moving Fibres feem affected by themes 
felves, nor does the Morbifick Caufe, as in the other affect feem 
to lie inthe Blood; or in the Arteries of the Heart. | aa 

The trembling of the Heart may be well defcrib’d to be a Spatey 
modick Convulfion, or rather a trepidation of its flefh, by which 7 
the moving Fibres haftily, and only ‘half contracted caufe moiky 
fwift turns of the Syftoles and Diaftoles; but broken, and as if 
were at halfs; fo that the Blood is brought into, and carried 
forth of the Sinus’s of the Heart, only in very {mall Portions. 

As to the method of Cure to be usd in the trembling of the 
Heart, fince this affect is meerly Convulfive; therefore they are 
not Cordial Remedies, but rather Cephalicks, and Nérvous Medi= | 
cines that aré Indicated; which néverthelefs according to they 
temperament and conftitutron of the Patient , muft be either 
more hot or moderate, or, now of this, now of that nature. Tou 
comprehend all in a few words, fince there are three forts of Me 
cines, that are wont to be mighty {uccefsful in this Diftemper, wigs 
teftaceous Medicines, Chalybeates, and fiich as are endow d witht 
a volatile Salt: I fhall here briefly fet down certain forms of each.

From what is faid, it will not be difficult to draw Phyfical — 


Precepts and cautions concerning the right ufe of Opiats, which 
we may do by-obferving the four following things, wz. before a 
Narcotick Medicine be given, we muft confider, Firftz; What 
kind of conftitution the Patient is of. Secondly, What kind of 
Difeafe it is he labours under. Thirdly, In what frate the Anis 
mal Spirits are, in refpet both of the Animal and Vital functis 
ons. Fourthly, In what condition the Blood and other humours 
are. 


1. As to the firft, when a Hypnotick is indicated, fee that the 


temperament, habit of Body, or Indifpofition, Cuftom, or man- 


ner of Life of the Patient do not indicate the contrary. For ex-9 


ample, thofe that are of a mean ftature, have a {trong, weil-fet, | 


and {quare Body, with a hot Blood, and a lively or quick afpect 
are wont to bear this Medicine beft, and moft commonly re= 
ceive benefit thereby 3 which alfo they may much more fecurely 
adventure upon, if they have been usd to it before; on thé 
contrary it does not agree with, nay fometimes it proves very 
prejudicial to thofe who are too corpulent or very thin 5 alfo to 
thofe who being of a fubtle texture of Body, have their Spirits 


eafily diffipable, or being of a cold temperament, have their Flefh — 


foft and flaggy, and being ofa fluggith and intractable Nature, 


are of themfelves dull and fleepy 5 to which this thing may be ad= 4 


ded, andit augments the weight of the reft, if they never made 
a Trial of that Medicine before. 

The nature of the Difeafe is fometimes of great moment fol} 
or againft the ufe of Opiats. None but flattering Phyficians will 
make ufe of them in flight affects. Moreover in fome great Dir 
ftempers they are either forbidden, or their, ufe is much fufpect 
ed: In the Pal/y, Vertigo, Incubus, Apoplexy; Orthopnea, the Drop}, 
of the Breft, or of the Abdomen in the numbne{s and trembling of 
the Limbs, in very malign Feavers, and in the fits of intermuitting 
Feavers, or in the Crifis of others, Narcoticks are moft common 
y forbidden.

being originally weak, fuffer’d much whenever his blood began 
to run into ferofities ; in fummer, as long as a free perfpiration 
laited he was found enough, but fpring and fall, when the blood 
changing its temper, either of its own accord or upon fome flight 
occafion offer’d falls into ferous fluxions, he fell lightly into a 
Cough accompanied with abundance of thick {pittle 5. yet this. 
affect very often vanifht by degrees within fix or feven days, 
Without any great adoe with Medicines , affoon as the mafs of 

_ blood was purg’d by the lungs: But if to the faid flight occafion 
of this Difeafe other greater Caufes were added, as chiefly the 
{ftoppage of the Pores, and errours in Diet, fometimes a mott 
violent and obftinate Cough came upon him, not foon, nor eafily 
yielding to Remedies, and threatning nothing lefs than a Phthi- 
fick : Then growing ill indeed, for the firft days he had light fhi- 
verings in his whole Body, and perceiv’d a Catarrh in his La- 
rynx: Afterwards he was troubled with a frequent Coughing, ac- 
companied with a thin {pittle, together with a giddinefs, deadnefs 
of the fenfes, and a dropping at the Nofe. 

In this {tate his beft Remedy, and often try’d with good fuccefs

I thall now give you an.example or two of Perfons affected 
With a Peripneumonia: Whilft I was writing thefe things, I was 
call'd to one very-ill of a Peripneumonia : This Perfon being a- 
bout Fifty Years of Age, of a lean Body, and a Bilious tempera- 
ment; upon taking Cold 'fell into. a Feaver-witha Cough, a pain 
in his Brett, and a difficulty of Breathing: Having {o lain jj 
four days without any Remedy or Phyfical Adminittration; § 
found him in a high Feaver with a Thirft, and nighty Inflamma-~ 
tion of his Precordia, and fetching Breath with great Pain and 


| cificulty, his Thorax much labouring, and being troubled with 4 


wheezing in the Wind-pipe, fo that he feem’d manifeitly in the 
very Agony of Death: His Pulfe, though quick and troubled, yet 
being itrong enough, I prefently ordered eight or ten Ounces of 
Blood to be taken fromvhim: By which finding fome eale, after 
three hours intermifiion, a Glyiter being firft Adminiftred, Tore 


| dered him to Bleed again to-twelve Ounces. Moreover, I di- 


rected him to take twelve drops of Spirit of Flartfhorn every fixth 
Hour with a proper Julape, and betwixt whites > a Dole of th 
allowing Powder.

A Gentleman of a Sanguine Complexion, and a ftrong habit 

of Body after immoderate drinking of Wine, fell into a Feavery 
with a dangerous Peripneumonia; fo that thirft and heat very 
much preffing him, and fitting upright always in his Bed, or m9 
his Chair, and almoft continually panting, he had very much a= 
do to draw in Air enough to fupport Life: He being not able toy 
lofe much Blood at atime, I drew Blood twice or thrice from him 
one day after another, frequent Glyfters were Adminiftred. Moress 
over Apozemes, fulapes, alfo Spirit of Sal Armoniack, and Poway 
ders of Shells were givén him by turns: Within four or five days) 
the Feaver abated fomewhat, and he began to breath better, andy 
to take now and then fhort fleeps, though he complain d {till ofa 
mighty heavinefs upon his Breaft, and an intolerable oppreflion™ 
of his Lungs. Wherefore bleeding being no longer fafe, I apes 
ply’d large Veficatories to his Arms and Legs: The Blifters im 
his Arms dry’d up in a fhort time; but thofe on his Legs didi 
not only continue open, but ran mightily after five or fix days; 
and fo for near a Month daily difcharg’d a vaft quantity of@ 
moft fharp humour: In the mean time his Lungs grew betters 
by little and little, and at length were wholly freed of their ine 
cumberance. Lattly, The Blifters raisd by the Veficatories § 
could very hardly be throughly Cur’d, and not without frequents 
Purging. oe 
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He Pleurifie is an Inflammation of the Pleura causd by a 

boiling Blood flowing into it through the Vertebral Arte- 
ries, and there growing clammy , with a continual and acute. 
Feaver, a pricking pain of the fic de, a Cough, and a difficulty of 
breathing. 

When a Pleurifie commencing pafles into a Peripneumonia, or 
an Empyema, or inclines to a Phthifick, there is a proper method 
Of Cure particularly fet down in each of thofe Diteafes for it: 
But as to what concerns our prefent purpofe, Three Indications 
prefent themfelves for a primary and fimple Pleurifie, viz. a Cura- 
tory, Prefervatory and Vit. al one. 
~ The Firft Indication takes care that the Inflammation or Ob- 
ftruction of the Blood in the Lungs be remov'd by all poffible 
means as foon as may. be : Wherefore in a Pleurifie Net Vein ie 
opend, and fo the ftreneth hol ae and the Pulfe be irons, le 
the Perfon bleed freely; and truly it is much better to ko ay a 
large quantity of Blood at firit, iid every time after ( as often as 
there is néed to repeat it) t than to Bleéd often, and to draw 2 
a little at a time; becaufe a great many portions of the Blood 
grown clammy and degenerated into a vifcous nature, are gathe- 
red together about the part affected; which unlefs withdrawn 
from thence, upon a great emptying of the Veffels by a large 
emiffion of Blood, fo that the ¢ or reatett part of them aa Ww 
forth, the bleeding will be faiftrated: of its defired affect: Its ail 
one in which Arm the Ven be opend, though its now common- 
ly done on the fide affected. 

But if by reafon of the weaknefs of the Pulfe, and the fail ing 
Of the Animal faculty, you ought neither to Bleed at Firft, nor 
to repeat it though the pain mbes very urgent; then Cupping-Glat- 
fes with a Scarification bemg apply’d to the place griev’d, may 
very well fupply its place: Moreover to take away the inflam- 
mation of the Pleura » befides an Evacuation of Blood by breath- 
ing a Vein freely, o * by Scarification, its Sérous and other Ex- 
érementitious A saithaee muft alfo be fet upon, and be gently 
purg’d forth of its Mafs ; and from the Bowels by Siege; Urine, 
ange Sweat: Strong Purges are juftly forbidden » becaule they 
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trouble the Blood, and force it farther into the Places affected 3 
and Antimonial Vomits (though approved by fome) are neither 
fafe, nor grounded upon reafon. Let Glyfters be frequently, or® 
rather daily Adminiftred; nay and fometimes gentle Purges may 
be allow’d fo the Feaver be not very great, qualifying Julapes and® 
Decoctions, and things gently moving Sweat or Urine, fuch asm 


before prefcrib’d for the Peripneumonia, are alfo proper here, 
Let all hot things of a fharp or finart nature, whether they arem

The Third and Vital Indication, which takes care that the 4 
itrength and Vital heat be preferv’d in their due Tone and States | 
during the Courfe of the Difeafe, prefcribes principally a fit Diet 
and likewife Cordial Remedies and Anodines, and things which © 
feafonably afford Relief to other Symptoms, if haply they prefent: 
Firft, in a true Pleurifie you muft order a mot thin Diet, viz, 
confifting of meer Oat, and Barley-meats, and for ordinary drink, 
Ptifan or Poffet-drink is more proper than Beer alone, though in 
a mighty thirft, this alfo may be allow’d in a moderate quantity. 
Moreover to quench thirft, Julapes, Apozemes and Emulfone! q 
may be taken at fet times, to all which let Sal Prunella be added. 
Secondly, let only temperate Cordials be given, which may gent= 
ly refrefh the Animal Spirits, and not add to the Accenfon of the 
Blood which burns before too fiercely: For thefe intents the 
Waters of Ladies Thiftle, Carduus Benediéus, Bawm, Borage, Cows 
flips, and Black-Chervies, are utually given with Food fuccefs , to 
which the Powders of Pearl and Coral may be added. Thirdly,, 
Anodines mutt be ufed both inwardly to procure fleep, if at any 
time it be very much wanted; as alfo outwardly to eafe the paid 
of the fide: The moft ufual things of the former kind are the di- 
{till’d water, Syrup, and Powder of the red Poppy, which are ac= 
counted Specificks in the Pleurifie, as well as in the Peripneumo= 
nla. 
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Mia. Moreover, when a very acute pain and watchings prefs ve™ 
ry much, we may give alfo Diacodiats: Againft Pains, Oynt- 
ments, Fomentations, Cataplafms, and fometimes the warm In- 
Wards of Animals newly kill'd, are proper to be applyed.

fleeping with difficulty, was thirfty, and had a heat about higt 
Precordia : He was a long time under the hands of fome Phys 
ficians for the Scurvy, and of others as Hectical, and after varie,

t. To fatisfy the Firft Indication, Cathartick evacuations both — 
by Vomit aid | eige are greatly conducing, with which the de=§ 
{cent of the Choler towards the Inteftines is Irritated, and the obs 
feructed Vetfels eine by this means mightily agitated, are freed 
from their ftoppages. Secondly, We mult give Medicines that 
are {mart, bitter, and falt, and others endow d with a certaurine 
{tigating vertue, which may fharply ftir up the motion of the 
Gall gathered together in the Liver, an id there ftagnating. In 
thss plac ‘e alfo we mult range ftich Medicines as-are “thought to 
be good againft the faundife by d fimilitude of {ubftance, and as 
it were by a Sa ae viz. as being endow d with a yellow Fusce; 
though many of the le becaufe they move Urine or Sweat, may 
aptly enough be placd in the fame rank with the former, viz. a= 
moneft ¢ -vacuative Medicines. 
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The Second Indication requires altering Medicines altogether, 
viz. fuch as may deprels the exaltations or Wild efforts of the Sul- 
phur and fixt Salt, and help to the reftitution of the Volatile Salt 
Which was deprefsd before: For thefe purpofes Medicines con- 
taining an Acid or Volatile Salt, and likewite Chalybeats will do 
excellently well: Hence Spzrzt of Salt, of Vitriol, Fuice of Limon; ; 
alfo Spirst of Hartflorn, and Sheeps dung, Goofe dung, Crocus Mar- 
t#, and other preparations of it of divers kinds, are often prefcrib’d 
in the faundife with good fuccefs. 

The Third Indication being for. the fupport of the n¢ 
and for removing Symptoms that prejudice it, fuggelts to us 
many and diverfifyed manners of Curing ; but to avoid tediout- 
nefs, I fhall only fet down certain general Rules concerning Diet, 
and fome Cordial and Anodine Remedies peculiarly proper in this 
Cafe.

Te Dropfie call’d Afcites, is a tumour of the Belly, causd bys 
a Watery Humour contain’d within its Cavity 5 which Hu=— 
mour probably is the Serum ot the diffolv’d Blood, diftilling ¥ 
forth of the Cxliack and Mefenterick Arteries into the Cavity 3 
the Abdomen, and efpecially if it happens, that Scirrhous Tus 
mours, Glands, little Swellings, or other preternatural Concre= 9 
tions are rais’d about the Mefentery, Liver, Spleen, Womb, ony 
other Vifcera of the Belly; for the Circulation of the Blood be=- 
ing ftopt in thofe places, the Serous part of itis fore d trem the ¥@ 
reft, and falls into that Cavity, and commonly the Nutritive — 
Juice goes with it, wherefore when this Region (wells, the Mems © 
bers are ufually extenuated. = 

Neverthelefs the Blood is not always ciffoly’c in an A/cites, asm 
it isin an Ana/arca, but is fometimes too compact in its Crafisjam 
yet fo that its forc’d by reafon of the Obftructions of the Vil 
cera, to depofe within the Abdomen its Salt Serum, which it “@ 
could not evacuate by the Pores of the Skin, and the Urinary 
paflages. , 

Its alfo likely that the Lacteous or Lymphatick Veffels being 
fometimes broken or opened, fill the Abdomen with a Mafs of Wa- © 
ter or Chyle. 

I conceive alfo that this Inundation of the Belly, may fomes 
times arife from the Nervous Liquor, diftilling gently and infen= 
fibly from the Fibres and Membranes: And likewife from vapours 
condens’d within the Cavity of the Body. :

A Woman of late being ill of a dangerous A/cites, and as it 
feemd to me ina defperate condition; by taking the following

Drop, Syrup of Buckthorn what fufpices: Make a Bolus, let they

Though there are various kinds of the Spurges, and all of them 
work violently by Vomit or Siege, by reafon of their mighty 
Irritation of the Vifcera, and confequently evacuate Serous hue 
mours in a plentiful manner; yet becaufe of the exceffive ftrength = 
of moft of them ¢ The /effer or wild Spurge, is now in a manners 
only in ufe: And its moft approved preparations are the Powder” 
of the Rinds of its Roots, and its Extraéi; We alfo add its Tins 
cture, which is not Inferiour to the reft.

given with fucce(s in a [trong Conjfiztution, and where the Vifcera are 
found, and of a good habit; but fcarce ever have a good effect in ten- 
der and Cachettical Bodies, and are feldom taken by fuch perfons with= 
out doing them hurt. 

Hydragogue Medicines which work meerly or chiefly by Seige, 
are either mild, as Elder, Dwarfe Elder, Sea Bindweed, and the 
Fuice of Englifh Orr, which are rarely given by themfelves, but 
want to be quicken’d by {uch as are {marter, and for return they 
quality the vehemency of the other; or they are ftrong, as Heag- 
FyfJop, Falap, and Elaterium. 

The Seeds of Elder and Dwarfe Elder, being dry’d and powdred, 
and taken to a Dram, gently evacuate Serous humours by Seize; 
a Water and Spirit ave diftill’d from the Juice of both their Ber- 
ries fermented, and Rebs and Syrups are made of it; which with 
Many other preparations of thofe Vegetables are highly extoll’d 
for all Hydropical Diftempers. 

Sea Bindweed, and Hedg-Hyffop, are now rarely us'd by them> 
felves, but often enter the Compofitions of other Hydragogues, 
and chiefly in Apozemes. 

The Fuice of Englif Orr# is a good Medicine, and the more to 
be efteem’d becaufe eafie to be had for poor people: Its given 
from fix Drams to an Ounce and a half, or two Ounces, either 
by it felf in a fit Vehicle, or with other proper ingredients. Fa~ 
lap is a well known and vulgar Medicine againft all forts of 


Dropfies. Every ordinary Man that has that Difeafe, prefently 
i) takes a Pennyworth of the Powder of Jalap, with a little Ginger 


in Whitewine; and this Medicine taken a pretty many times fel« 
dom fails of fuccefs. 

 Elaterium is juftly accounted a moft powerful Hydragogue, in 
regard that moft powerfully irritating the Fibres of the Vifcera, 
and at the fame time fufing the Blood and humours by a fort of 
corrofive vertue as it were, it forces whatfoever Serofities the 
Tunicles of the.Vifcera, Membranes, and Veffels ; alfo thofe that 
the Glands and Flefh contain within them, to dif{charge them- 
felves into the Cavities of the Stomack and Inteftines: Which 
Medicine working well, fometimes the {welling of the Belly falls. 
This indeed is the chief Inftrument of the Empyricks Arfenal againtt 
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all . Afcites , though ufing it in all cafes, they oftner giveit to the

of any good effect to let forth-the waters by piercing of the 
Belly 5 for prefently upon it the Spirits faint, the ftrength is die 
folv'd, nay and a freth inundation of the Morbifick humour foon: 
fucceeds it: But thofe who before having a good conftitution™ 
of the Viicera, and being found enough as to all other parts, fall © 
into an Afcites upon fome great evident caufe, as they need not 
prefently at firft attempt an Incifion, fo they ought not to defer 
it long if it be judg’d requifite.

Its befides my purpofe to defcribe here the Adminiftration of 
this Incifion, whether it be perform’d the ordinary way, or ac= 
cording to the way of Sy/vius, with a Perforated Needle.

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Lnftructions and Preferipts for Curing the Tympaity 


Tympany may be thus defin’d, or at leaft defcrib’d, viz. that 
\. it is a fixt and continued tumour of the Abdomen, equal 
hard, {tiff, yielding a found upon ftriking , taking its rife from 
afort of Convulfive Inflation of the Membranous Parts and 
Vifcera, by reafon of the Animal Spirits being driven into thofe 
Fibres in too great a plenty, and there hindred from a Recelsgs 
through the fault of the Nervous Juice obftructing it: To which} 
affect a gathering of Winds in the empty places is confequenthy 
added for compleating it. ‘= 
That we may have timely notice of its beginning, we muse 
underftand that there are fome previous affects which difpofetar 
it, as efpecially a Hypochondriack, Colick, Hyfterick, and fo e+ 
times an Afthmatick difpofition: And if after frequent returns of 
Fits in any of thefe Diftempers, a tumour of the Abdomentfe = 
lows, though never fo {mall at firft, a Tympany is prefentlyeter

A Tympany feldom kills of it felf, but after it has continuedsam 
long time, to make more fure work, it joyns to it felf at length 
an Afcites as a forerunner of death. a 
In order to the Cure of a Tympany, asin moft other Difeatesm 
there are three primary Indications, whereof the firft and always 
the moft preffing being Curatory, endeavours to remove the tian 
miour of the Abdomen, by recalling the Animal Spirits from thats 
Convulfive extention, and reducing them to order: The Seconds 
being prefervatory, keeps thofe Spirits or others from inordinates 
excurfions into the Nervous Fibres of the Belly, and at the fame 
time corrects the faults of the Nervous Liquor accompanying © 
them, as to its Crafis or Motion: The Third is Vital, and bys 
removing the Symptoms that are moft-prefling, relieves and apes 
holds as much as may be all the functions that are oppreft Of 
weakned. cS 
The Firft Indication is always of chiefeft moment, the whole™ 
ftrefs of the Cure confifting in it, but its very difficult to be per 
form’d: For it does not readily occur to us with what remedies = 
or ways of Adminiftration it ought to be attempted. Bleeding 
has no place here, but in a manher always is fhun’d as hurtful 5 
alfo Catharticks for as much as they irritate the affected es 
, an 
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and trouble the Spirits, and drive them more violently into thofe 
Fibres, do rather increafe than diminifh, or Cure the tumour of 
the Belly : So likewife Diaphoreticks force the Spirits together 
With the Morbifick Particles deeper into thofe Fibres, from which 
jy they ought to be fummon‘d forth and withdrawn. The chief 
i Means of Cure feems to be placd in the ufe of Diureticks and 
» Glifters ; and great things are likewife expected from Topicks, 
Hi becaufe they are apply'd more immediately, and by contact to 
MS the Difeafe it felf, and becaufe we fee they excellently diflolve or 
NM difcufs tumours in other places; but all diflolvents are not pros 
ee per here, even though in other tumours they are very Medicin- 
ag able: For thofe that{ are hot, being accounted difcuffors, moft 
uy commonly rather do hurt thai good in a Tympany, whether 
they are usd as a Fomentation, or Liniment, or apply d in the 
lie Horm of a Cataplafme or Plaifter : For they both open and di- 
ily © late the Ductus’s of the Fibres, fo that they lye more open te 
the Inroads of the Spirits; and at the fame time rarify the Parti- 
cles flicking in them, fo that they coming to occupy a greater 
{pace, the Inflation and Swelling of the Belly is augmented. Laft- 
ly as to Alteratives, even of thofe which do good againft other 
afiects of the Genus Nervofum, only fome few are proper in a. 
Tympany; for where the Morbifick matter fticking within the 
{trait Ductus’s cannot be driven forwards or quite through, Ela- 
dtick Medicines, by faftning the matter deeper, render the obftru- 
Ction ftill greater or more fixt: Wherefore the Spirits of Harts

active, do not only caufea very troublefome heat and drought in

Notwithitanding Phyfick can do fo little againit this Difeafe 
We muit-not ceafe to move every {tone in order to Cure, or 
give eafe to the Patient: Therefore in the Firft place (becaute it 
pis the Cuftom to begin with Evacuatives ) though itrong Ca- 
tharticks always do hurt, and the more gentle are {carce ever 
able to carry off the Conjunct Caufe; yet thefe latter, for as 
much as they withdraw fomewhat of that which feeds the Di- 
feafe, and prepare the way for other Medicines to exert their E~ 
Mergies more freely, ought to have their turns in the PraCtice of

We have treated elfewhere ex profeffo concerning Medicines 
prepard of Iron and Steel, and of their vertues and manners of 
working; {o that it’s needlefs to repeat the fame here: As to this 
Difeafe, if any of them are proper for it, certainly they are not 
all: For thofe in which the Sulphur ftill remains, and being freeja 
predominates over the other principles after that the texture of = 
the mixt Body is open’d, muft be wholly excluded from this ™ 
number; for by their powerful fermentation, they greatly fers 
ment the Juices of the Vifcera, and put the Blood and Spirits 
in {uch aCommotion, that the whole Region of the Belly is puft 
up in a greater Bulk, as though fome Spirit rufh’d violently into it 
Nor are 'thofe more proper here, from which the Sulphureous

other Alferatives have haply fome effect againft the Procatarctick 
and more remote Caufes of a Tympany, but do little or no good 
at all again{ft its Conjunct Caufe.

N Anafarca is defcrib’d after this manner, that itis a white 
A and {oft Tumour of the whole outward part of the Body, or 
of fome parts of it, yielding to the Touch, and leaving a Pit up- 
pon Compreffion, proceeding from an Aqueous Humour extra~ 
vafated and heapt together, both within the Interftices of the 


~Mutcles, and within the Pores of the Flefh and Skin, and even 


of the Glands and Membranes. 

That watery Humour proceeds wholly or forthe greateft part 
from the Blood, for being continually produc’t within the Mafs 
of Blood through the defect and fault of Sanguification, it is 
pourd forth of the Mouths of the Arteries'in a greater quantity 
than that it can be receiv’d and carried back by the Veins and 
Limpheducts and be fent forth by the Reins and Pores of the 
Skin, and other Emiffaries of the Serous Latex. 

An Anafarca whilft it is fimple, is the leaft dangerous among ft 
all the {pecies of Dropfies: And a particular Anafarca oc- 
cupying only the Inferior Members, fo the Belly do not {well 
Withal, is much fafer than an Univerfal one. 

In order to a right proceeding towards a Cure,two chief {copes of 


): Curing here prefent themfelves , viz. Firft we mwuft take Care 


that the water betwixt the Skin and the Flefh be fome way E- 
vacuated and Confum’d; and Secondly that a new fupply be not 
continually engendred and heapt together : For which end we 
muit ufe what means we may both that the Vifcera of Concoction 
being cleansd from Excrements, and free from Obftructions, 
prepare always a good Chyle, and fupply the Mats of Blood 
With it in a due quantity , and likewife that the Blood, ( its 
Principles being reitor’d to their fermenting Power) may duly 
ferment and convert into its own Nature the Juice of the Chyle 
continually fent intoit. The Vital Indication feems not neceflary 
in this Difeafe as in many others,becaufe Paintings of the Spirits, 
or Watchings, for which Cardiacks, and Hypnoticks are required, 
feldom happen here : And there is little need of reftoring Diets 
becaufe Falting and Abflinence do more good, and moft com- 
monly are the greateft part of the Cure; the reafon is that the 
Veflels being drain’d by Fafting, drink up the waters Stagnatine 
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betwixt the Skin and the Flefh, or elfewhere, and fend them forth 
partly by the Reins, the Pores of the Skin, and other Emiffariesy: 
and partly employ them moft Advantageoufly for nourifhing the 
Body, they being yet full of a Nutritivé Juice. Firft, to. pera = 
form the firft Indication which is for the Evacuation of the Moray 
bifick matter, all Hydragogue Medicines both Simple and Comey 
pound, and likewife the Forms of Medicines fet down before mm 
the Chapter of the A/cites ought to be apply’d to ufe: Moreover 
not only Catharticks and Diureticks, but likewife Diaphoreticksm™ 
have often place in the Cure of the Anafarca, though for the moi 
part they are forbidden in other kinds of the Dropfie. : 
In a fimple Anafarca you may Purge Strongly; and it ofteny 
does much good. a 
I have given you before Forms of Hydragogue Catharticks Onm 
both kinds. vz. of fuch as exert their force both upwards and 
downwards, and both of a gentle and ftrong Operation 5 fromm 
whence you may take them, and apply them to the prefenty 
Method of Curing. a 
If you ask how Catharticks work in this Difeafe,. and where=s ; 
fore they carry forth waters better and more efficacionfly than 
in other kinds of the Dropfie: I fay that in an Anafarca the = 
Morbifick matter (which is a Lympha) refieds partly in the Mais ofa 
Blood, and partly in the habit of the Body within the Poresmm 
and empty Spaces lying betwixt the Veffells : Wherefore a ftrong as 
Cathartick being given, it prefently Exagitates the Mafs of Bloodyam 
fufes it, and moves it to an Excretion of any fperfluous Or he=uem 
terogeneous thing : And at the fame time irritates the Mouths Oba 
the Arteries which lye open towards the Cavityes of the Inteftines, 
that the water caft out of the Blood may find a way forth ras 
ther by thefe Emiffaries. Hence in the firft place the watersuam 
floating within the Mafs of Blood are clear’d forth in a plen=ums 
tifull manner, and then the Veffells being drain‘d foon ‘drink pee 
the waters betwixt the Flefh and the Skin, and prefently fend 
them forth partly by feige,and partly by Urine or Sweat: Thereum 
1s no fear in the mean time, left, as in an Afcites, the Morbifick as 
matter being Exagitated, and putin Fufion ‘by the Medicines 
be driven from the Blood into the places aftected, whence it 
cannot eafily get out again ; or left, as in a Tympany, the Vit 
cera by reafon of the Fibres of the Ventricle and Inteftines be= 
ing too much irritated, are movd into Convulfive Extenfions ¥ 
for whilft the Vifcera are found, and in a good ftate, the Par 
ticles of the Medicament do them no hurt, but being care 
ryed thence into the Blood, do not only fetch waters from itj 
bnt by Exagitating its Mafs, raife up its Active Particles be 
fore 
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fore oppreft, and difpofe them for recovering their power of 
Germentation. : 

Secondly, I have alfo fet down before the Hydragogues o- 
perating by Urine, both fimple and compound, and have given 
you Forms of Medicines prepar a of both, and the ways of gives 
ing them: W herefore I fhall not repeat them here: But be- 
caufe all Medicines of this kind do not good alike in all affects 
we muft here obferve that Lixivials (as I have often found by 
experience) far exceed the reft of Diureticks in Curing the Ana- 
farcq. And now it’s a much usd and common Remedy for a- 
ny one who has his Members fwell’d, to Purge firft, and then 
to take twice or thrice a Day fix or eight Ounces of a Lixi- 
vium made of White-wine with the Afhes of Wormwood or of 
Broom, and to continue its ufe for fome Days: This Medicine 
as I have obferv'din many, powerfully provok’s Urine, nay fome- 
times in fuch Abundance that the Patients within the fpace of 
twenty four hours making above aGallon and a half of water, 
have prefently recover'd almoft to a miracle. 

The reafon why Medicines containing a fixt and lixivial Sal 
expell Urine more in an Anafarca’than fuch as are endow d with 
an Acid, or Alchalifate or Volatile Salt, is, that in this Difeafe 
the watery Humours which upon failing of the Fermentation 
of the Blood, and of its fanguifying Vertue, are gathered to- 
gether as well within its Mafs as in the habit of the Body, up= 
on ftagnating there fome time are turn’d fomewhat fharp: Where- 
fore the Lixivial Particles of the Medicine entering the Blood 
prefently grow in a heat with the Acids of the waters, which 
as they exagitate and fernient, they canfe a mighty Fermentation 
in the whole Mafs of the Blood and a following excretion.

So much of Hydragogue ! ‘ 
“which caufe waters to-be-evacuated either by drawing them 


inwardly towards the Inteftines, or by driving them out to 
the Reins, or to the Pores of the Skin: Moreover there are 
certain outward Adminiftrations usd, by which waters gather d 
together within the habit of the Body. are: put in. motion, and 
fo difpos’d’ either! generally to. pats off by Sweat, or Urine, or 
particularly, are prefently let forth, a Vent being made in fome 
peculiar places. 

In the firft rank we place: Fridlions, Liniments, Fomentations, 
Baths both dry. and.moift: And particular things, to evacuate 
Waters are Veficatories, E{charoticks, and prickings by a Needle, 
I fhall fpeak of each of thefe, or at leaft of the chief of them 
as far as they regard this Difeafe. — | 

Friétions prove often of good effect in a Lene phlegmatia and 
an Anafarca: For asthe habit of the Bedy is-not only fo 
Chare’d witha. <slut of filthy ,waters. there heapt together, 
that nothing can breath through them; but even the outward 
parts grow cold: upon the Blood’s being hindred of .an accefs 
to them, frequent and {trong Frictions give a motion .to the 
{tagnating waters, and in fome meafure diffipate them from 
‘thence, and by opening :the paflages call again the. Blood into 

thofe parts whence it was banifht, wherefore it. is. good not 
only to.rubb the {wollen Member, but even the whole Body once 
or twice a D.iy with a courfe Cloath, or with a little brufh now 
commonly made,for that purpofe. 

In rubbing, or after it, Lawiments and Fomentations are fom- 
times proper: They,are prepar’d, either of Salts, and other Mi- 
-herals diffolv’d, or of hot .and difcufling Vegetables boil’d 
with Lees of) Wine. in water ; and being apply’d hot open the. 

Pores, give a*farther motion-to the accumulated Waters and 
difcufs them, and enlarge the compafs of the Blood’s circuit, 
the watery Mafs being in fome meafure diffipated. The Liniments 


confilt of Sulphur and Salts of divers kinds , or of ,Quzck-lime 


and other Minerals, which being. powdred and mixt with the

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Mucilaginous extracts of Smart Herbs, are made into an Oints 
ment: To which for their better confiftency let a fit quans” 
tity of Oy! of Scorpions be added: Nay this Oyl apply’d by it: 
felf ( fo it be right ) gives often great relief. I knew a Boyue 
{wollen very much with an Univerfal Anafarca, who was Cur'dy 
by this only Remedy: For his Mother (I know not how aday 
visd ) anointed his whole Bedy: Mornings and Evenings with 
Oy! of Scorpions, chafing well the parts with her warm hand 35 
Upon which within three Days he began to make a vaft quanes 
tity of water, and having ‘continued to make water fo for 
{ome Days, the {welling vanifhing by degrees, he grew well. 9% 
Baths are fcarce proper for any Dropfie but an Anafarcayy 
nor for this but in the firft Difpofition to it, or as it goes 
off: For fince by the heat of Baths encompafling the whole 
Body, the Blood being made very hot and inftigated, puts the 
Waters every where in motion which were ftagnating beforey™ 
and drinking them into it felf conveys them fundry waysy™ 
there is danger left (as it frequently happens ) receiving thems 
from the habit of the Body into its Mafs, it prefently depofes™s 
thein in the Precordia, or the Brain ; for there is nothing more 
ufual than that the affects of thofe parts, vz. an Afthma, Ore 
Apoplexy happen to Hydropical perfons after bathing: But — 
when the conjunct caufe of the Difeafe ( viz. the fwelling )isy 
moderate, or not very great, a Bath of water impregnated 
with Salts and Sulphur, or alfo a hot-houle promoting a gentle® 
Sweat, are often usd with good effect. Inftead of a hot-houle™ 
it’s better that the Patients be plac’ in fome convenient Cells = 
in a Salt-houfe near the Furnaces, in which the Mineral water 
is boil’d into Salt, which often proves of mighty benefit tow 
then. a 
Veficatories let forth the waters betwixt the Flefh and the Skin 
in a plentiful manner, and fomtimes too profufely, thefe are Toy 
be apply’d to Hydropical perfons with very great caution , for 
fuch an Epifpaftick apply’d to fwollen places makes a vent tOOm 
wide ; upon the opening of which the water firft breaking y 
forth, often draws after it from the whole Neighbourhood 4% 
great Glut of it, whence prefently follows a great Confter= — 
nation of the Spirits: Moreover fomtimes the place fo draind = 
on a fudden, being depriv’d of Heat and Spirits, in a fhort 
time becomes mortifyed : Wherefore this Medicine is fer 
dom apply’d to the Leggs or Feet of Hydropical perfons where 
the heat is weak, and the fwelling very great, but fomtimes t@ 
the Thighs ‘and Arms with fecurity, when need requires. 
Efcharoticks are apply’d’ fomwhat more fafely to the fwollen 
Places than Veficatories, becaufe the Flux of waters out of ae 
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© Vent is not fo violent and in fuch Abundance prefently at firft : 
- But beginning moderately it grows after by little and little to 
\a great Current, which nature (after being accuftom’d to 


it by degrees ) bears better : Moreover there is lefs danger 
of a Gangrene after an Ejfcharotick, than after a Veficatory , 
becaufe in that Application, the part whote Union is dit 
folv’d is fortify’ by the Ejchar againft the lofs of heat. 
~ knew an illiterate Empyrick who often by an Echarotick tuc- 
cefsfully evacuated the Members of Hydropical perfons, though 
never fo much {wollen, after the following manner. wz. Firft 
he fomented their Leggs Morning and Evening with a De- 
cottion of Dwarfe-elder; Wormwood Camomuill, and other hot 
Herbs, the Lees of Wine or Ale being added to them, and be=- 
twixt the times of fomenting he apply’d a Cataplafm made of 
the Feces of that Decoction with Bran: After thefe things 
had been us’d three Days he covered both Leggs and Feet 
with a Plaifter of Burgundy-Pitch, leaving only a fmall hole 
on each Calf to the bignefs of a finall Nut, in which places 
he put an Efcharotick of the Athes of Afhen Bark to the naked 
Skin: which being remov'd after twelve hours a {mall Efchar 
was left, out of whofe Pores the Matter firft Sweated gently, 
then: daily diftil!’d forth fomwhat more freely, and at length 
(the Efchar falling off) it flowd forth in a plentifull Stream as 
from an open Source, till it was drawn from the whole Legg 
both above and beneath. 

_ There remains yet another way of drawing forth waters 
from betwixt the Flefh and the Skin, not inferior to the for- 
mer, though lefs in ufe, wz. by the pricking of a Needle: 
Which alfo muft be done very cautioufly and by little and little, 
left a head-ftrong and exceflive Flux of waters be raisd by it. 
Take an ordinary Needle, fuch as Taylors ule, and prick. the 
Skin over with it in the place moft {well’d, but let it not en< 
ter fo far as to draw Blood, and fo make fix or feven little 
holes at a time about an inch diftant the one from the other: 
The water will Iffue by drops forth of each little hole and 
fo will continually Diftill forth till all the {welling be gone from 
the place prickt: Then the next time, after fomtimes twelve, 
domtimes eighteen, fomtimes twenty four hours prick again 
in fome other part either of the fame Leg, or of the other, 
and fo continue to make fuch Vents for the waters once 
or twice a Day in this Member, or that, one alone, or two, or 


sat the fame time in many : For after this manner the Hydro- 


ical Corruption may be drayn’d more freely and fafely than 
by any other exteriour. operation whatfoever ; and if in the 
mean time its frefh fupply be provided againft by inward Phy= 
- oo eh Voie. fick, 
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Phyfick, the Difeafe will be the more eafily Curd: Moreover 
in a defperate Dropfie that Adminiftration ferves very well to 
prolong Life, becaufe the waters being continually emptied forth 
by thofe outward Vents, the inward and vital Inunda-7% 
tion is the longer delayd : A Man of late feventy years of 
Age, plung’d in a Dropfie over his whole Body has continued” 
in Life and kept his head above the waters for thefe many™ 
Months beyond the expectation of all Men by the means of 
this only Remedy. ig 
So far of the kinds and forms of Remedies prompted 
to us by the firft, that is, the Curative Indication: As for the 
Prefervative Indication which takes care to reltore the Crafisyy 
and fermenting or Sanguifying Vertue of the Blood; it fuga 
gefts to us thofe Medicines with being endowed with hot and 
elaftick Particles, raife up the active or deprefk Principles of 
the Mafs of Blood, or repair them being waited ; for which® 
ends the vulgarly calld Altering Remedies are wont to be pre= 
{crib'd in the Form of an Electuary , Powder , Pills, Diftil?@ 
waters, Julapes, Apozemes, and Dyets, to which alfo Spirits; 
Tinctures, Elixirs are fomtimes added for the greater Effica= 
cy : I fhall give you an example or two of each of thefe. 
1. Take Conferves of Sea-Wormood, Scurvy-gra/s, and the yeloa™ 
Coats of Oranges of each two Ounces, Winters-Bark two Drams, 
Species Diacurcume a Dram and a half, Steel prepared with Sulphur 
three Drams, Salt of Wormwood twa Drams, Syrup of Citron Pills © 
what fuffices, make an Electuary: The Dofe 1s two Drams mihem 
Morning and at five in | the Afternoon, drinking after it a Draught 
of Fulape, or of the Diftill’d water to three or four Ounces. | 
~'Chalybeats very often do great good in this Difeafe, as in the 
’ Green-ficknefs: Infomuch that the whole, or at the leaft thea 
chief {cope .of Curing Falls frequently on this Remedy : But we 
mult note that thefe Kinds of Medicines do not all equally a 
gree in thefe cafes + For thofe that are chiefly in ufe, vzz. Salt 
of Steel, or Vitriol of Mars, and othérs prepard with Acidsy® 
and wholly depriv’d of Sulphur ;do no good at all> bes 
caufe they do not promote the Fermentation of the Blood, but 
on the contrary rather fix it when too Exorbitant, or Elattick = 
But for an Anafarea, and any other cedematous Cachexia in the 
habit of the Body, let thofe Chalybeats be given, in which the 
Sulphury Particles are left, and are Praedominant, as eipecially 
in the Filings of Irom, and in its Scales redue’t intova fine 
Powder, and in Steel melted with Sulphur and Powdred ; thete 
Powders being taken are prefently diflolv’d by the Acid Salts 
‘ft our Bady, upon which the Sulphureous Metallick Particles

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being fet free and convey'd into the Blood, ferment its whole 
Mafs, raife up the Symbolous Particles there, before lying dor- 
mant, and being joynd with them give a vigour to the Blood, 
and renew its fermenting or fanguifying power before depreft:

himfelf to Drink very freely for quenching his Thirit, (whic 
was exceeding great ) grew in a fhort time to a vaft heights 
fo that all his Members from the Head to the Foot, and his 
Belly likewife being fwollen, he was not able to turn himfelf 
from one fide to the other in his Bed without the affiitance 
of Servants. q 

As I firlt vifited him, and defpairing of Cure, I plainly told 
him that unlefs he would abftain from Drink, he muft die in@ 
fhort time; upon which he promis’d, fo I could fave his Dare 
that he would Drink no more in a Weeks time, and Was as 
good as his word, for though very Thirity he fcarce took any 
Liquid thing into him but Phyfick for fix or feven Days: Ang 
during that time by carefully taking Hydragogue Cathartichs 
and Diureticks, and all other things Prefcrib’d, he grew much 
better ; and afterwards a Method as above Prefcribd being for 2 
time followed, he was reftord to his perfect Health, and now 
lives a found Man after five years paft. 4 

There remains certain other affects of the Vz/cera of the Belly 
of the Remedies of which according to a due Method [ fhouk 
have treated here; but i have already performd this Task fon

the greateft part elfewhere; for we have deliverd moft of the 
Medicines that concern the Reins amongtft Diureticks, and thote 
that concern the Stomach and Inteftines among the number 0 
Emeticks and Purgers: As for what refpect the Spleen and the 
Womb we have fully fet them forth in our Hypochondriack and 
Hifterick Pathology : As for what regards the Genital parts and 
their Difeafes, and Cure, we have thought fit to referve it for 
another time and place: It concerns us next after’ having treated 
hitherto of inward Pharmacy ; to difcourfe fomwhat of outwana 
Medicines, which we fhall do in the next Section beginning 
with the great Remedy Phlebotomy. :

Matical, which happen for the moft part when fhe is put by 
Of her Government, and all things are in Confufion: The E- 
§ (Uptions of Blood of the firft kind are again diftinguifht, that 
p either they come without a Fever, and are either Periodical, 
which often happen at fet times as the Menfes of Women, and 
in fome the Flux of the Hamorrhoides, and in others yearly. Bleed- 
ings at the Nofe, or otherwife cuftomary ; which cc mmonly hap- 
Pen upon the great changes of the year, or of the Air: Or 
they are erring and uncertain, as when the Blood breaks forth 
for our good from thofe places, and from many’ others, fom 
@ times in this part of the Body, fomtimes in that. Moreover 
P &xcretions of Blood fomtimes happen in a Fever, and often 
p determine it: In all thefe cafes the Blood breaks forth, becaufe 
growing Lurgid within its Veflels , and being very much rari- 
fied, it requires a larger {pace. 
_ Now the Blood gtows thus Turgid on two accounts wz. 
"both asits Liquor is inflammable, and as it is Fermentative.

To {peak now of Bleeding by Art, we generally pbfers e that 
Phyfick in fome cafes imitates nature, in others exceeds it, 
and often regulates it, and reduces it when it acts amifs 3 
though there are fome cafes in which nature far exceeds 
the eficacy of Art in Excretions of Bh od. 1 fhall fpeak brief- 
ly of each of thefe. ' 

Firit therefore in whatever affects Spontaneons Eruptions of 
Blood ufe to do good, if at any time thel e fail, Phyfick the 
Handmaid of nature aptly {uplys its place by Phlebotomy, there- 
fore if haply the Blood by reafon of its Sulphur, being too much 
at liberty and exalted, is kindled too much, upon opening a 
Vein the fuperfuity of that Inflammable fuel will iffue forth : 
So likewife immoderate T urge{cenciesof the Blood by Reafon 
of fome. unfubduable fubftance gotten into it, are allay’d by

gainit continual Fevers which proceed from the former caufe, 
and againft {uch as intermit whofe fits are from the latter + 
And fo, as often as an accuftomed Evacuation at fet times which 
is ftopt, or a humour ftruck back from the outward parts, or’ 
a iudden ftoppage of the Pores, or if a Surfeit, Diinking of 
Wine, and other Accidents of this nature, by crowding the Blood 
with Heterogeneous Particles, caufe a Turgeicency in it, Phles® 
botomy is ufually a moft prefent Remedy: q 
secondly, Phyfick does not only imitate nature in letting. 
forth of Blood, but often exceeds it ; nay and frequently aids 
it, and reduces it when it labours, and acts amifs. For if at 
any time the Blood taking a Head, ruthes in a Body to one 
_ part, and there either prefently breaks forth in a diforderly 
manner, or being gather’d together in a large quantity caufes 
an Inflammation, a Vein being open’d in fome remote part {tops 
that Praeternatural Salley of the Blood, and often puts aa end 
to the Eruption, or Inflammation: Wherefore in the Plurifie, 
Sqinancy, Peripneumonia, in Spitting,or VomitingBlood,when na= 
ture either yields it felf overcome, or being ftruck as it were 
with a Rage feems to lay violent hands on it felf, Chirurgery 
withdrawing the Blood to fome other place, and letting it forth, 
reftores all things, when almoft in a loft Condition. as 
Moreover Phyfick often moderates or reduces nature when 
too profule, or extravagant in the Effufion of Blood, for qw 
Truth all immoderate Eruptions of Blood muft be ftay’d, ra” 
ther than promoted : Again in regard in the Plague, Small-Pox, 7 
and Meazles broken forth, and in Malignant Fevers a Sponta= ~ 
neous Eruption of Blood always foreboads: ill: Therefore in’ 
thofe affects Stiptick Medicines reftraining the Eruption of Blood — 
are more proper than breathing a Vein. : Be 
Neverthelefs there are fome cafes of an Effufion of Blood by 
nature, which Phyfick can no way imitate, nor fupply by Phle-

So far of Phlebotomy compar’d with a Spontaneous Eruption 
of Blood : I fhall now fhew its ufe and effects both good and 
evil in the Practice of PI ay HER": : Therefore in the firit ‘place let 
us fhew in general what fort of alteration this Evacuation caufes 
in the Mafs of Blood, and then to what Dileafes eithe; of the 
Whole Body, or of partic ular parts’ it moft immediately Has” 
refpect to. hark 

Concerning the firft it’s obvious that the Blood after Breath- 
ing a Vein is altered both as to its qu antity, and as to its 
hn and Crafis, and as to its Motion.

by this-‘means being much bereft of its Balfam ick Salt which 
preferves it from Putrefaction : Inftead of it, it’s more fill’d with 
a Fatning and Inflammable Sulphur. ) 
Bi: Phlebotomy amends the Mixtuie and Temp erament of the 
Blood in fiindry refpects : Firft if any Heterogeneou : 
gotten into its Mais, ibe can neither be matte pe! nor eafily 
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teparated, and fent forth, upon opening a Vein the Blood flow- 


ing forth carries: with it often a great Portion of that latte 
Sovagain’ the Blood declining from its Temper ament is often re- 
{tor’d by Phiebotomy 5 5; for when its Mafs upon the exaltation 
of the Sulphur, or fixt Salt, or both of them together, is de- 
generated into a fharp, Salt, or Salino-Sulphureous nature; a Por- 
tion of the Blood a drawn out, prefently it ferments 
anew, and often there is fucha change made of all thofe kinds 
of Particles, that thence forwards the Spirits with the Volatile 
Salt begin ei again, and recover their Dominion, keeping the 
Sulphur, and fixt Salt under, as they ought to be: Hence Bleed- 
ing gives ofte: = prert relief not only in Fevers, but likewife in the 
Scur vy; Jay bndit e, and even in a beginning Pht hifick: For the Blood 
| after 
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after the Veffells are emptyed, as the Stomack when dilcharg’d, 
Concocts and Affimilates all Humours that come into it better,and 
more eafily feparates any Heterogeneous thing and fends it a- 
Way. 

But if the mixture of the Blood begins to be much diffolv’d, 
or wholly to fink,as in the Plague, and Malignant Fevers, we muft 
utterly abftain from Bleeding ; for upon taking away of Blood 
the previfion of the Spirits ( whofe only bufinefs it 1s to pres 
ferve the Mafs of Blood from Putrefaction and Corruption ) is 
diminifht: So that all things prefently tend to a pernicious Diffolu- 
tion. Moreover if the Difcracy of the Blood be tuch that the more 
noble Principles, vzz. the Spirits, Volatile Salt, and Sulphur being 
depreft or fpent, the watery and earthy Particles, have the Praedo- 
minancy, the Blood muft by no means be let forth, but be prefervid 
as the Treafure of Life: Hencein a Dropfie, Cachexia, Confump- 
tion and other affects, where the active Principles are mightily de- 
preft, you had as good cut a Mans Throat as apen a Vein. 

In the forefaid cafes where the Crafis of the Blood is con- 
fider’d, it’s eafy to determine whether Bleeding be proper, or 
not, but in certain other cafes , as efpecially in a Putrid con- 
tinual Fever, when Life and Death depend on this point, there 
is need of great Deliberation. Now in this difficult cafe we muft 
conlider the State of the Blood, the tendency of the Morbi= 
fick Matter, and the ftrength of nature: Firft as to the former, 
it ina Putrid Fever the Blood boyling very much caufes a mighty 
heat, with Thirft, Watchings, and a parching heat of the Jaws, 
and no free Sweat, or Eruption of Pufhes appears,or is ex= 
pected in any fhort time, Bleeding is fo plainly iidicated, that_ 
it were a crime to omit it: But on the contrary if in a weak 
Body, a flow and remifs, but continual Fever arifes with q weak 
Pulfe, forbear taking away any Blood, and, let it be cleans’d by 
Tranfpiration, Urine, and Bliftering. In a middle State of the 
Blood, let Bleeding, being of it felf indifferent, be determined 
by other things. Therefore in the fecond place we mut con= 
fider the Tendency of the Morbifick matter, or its Propenfion, 
Which matter if it lies dull in the Mafs of Blaod and unapt te 
feparate, and fo (as it frequently falls out ) a Tranflation of i¢ 
to the head inftead of a Crifis hapning, it threatens the Brain, 
and the Genus Nervofum, Bleeding ought to be feafonably Ad- 
miniftred for the prevention of thefe evils: But if that mat- 
ter movd with a fudden Impetus, and either rufhing inwards 

Vilcera of the Belly caufes a violent Vomiting, or Flux, 

or driven outwards brings forth the Smiall-pox, Meazles or o- 
ier Pufhes; every fuch Impetus of nature, if good ought not 
ye. difturb’d, if evil muft not be rendred worfe by Phle- 
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0\ eegnen, CMs inane Neiite abe " 
~s . SONNE A ics cay A Ol teeny cama eee 
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botomy : For to let Blood in thefe cafes is not only danger- 
ous, but very often alfo Extreamly ignominious. Thirdly, con- 
cerning Bleeding in a doubttul cafe, we muft confider the ftrength 
of the Patient; for in a found Conititution, a Vigorous Age, 
the beginning of a Ditzate, and whillt the Functions both Vi- 
tal and Animal are in a vivid or indifferent State , we may 
with confidence order Bleeding unlefs fomthing indicates the 
contrary ; but when it is otherwife as to thofe conditions we 
muft not inconfiderately proceed to, that Evacuation. 

Thirdly, the diforderly Motions of the Blood, wz. when being 
ftruck, as it were with a Rage, it either rufhes violently, or 
conveys offenfive matter fomtimes into one part, fomtimes in- 
to another , it is excellently moderated, or reduc’t by Phle- 
botomy ; wherefore for violent Head-aches, all Convulfive, or 
Sleepy Fits, for Catarrhs, Inflammations of the Eyes,and for the 
Cough, Afthma, Fits of the Gout, and of the Stone in the Kid- 
neys, or for Phlegmons, Erifipela’s and for many other af- 
fects causd by the Fluxions of the Blood or Serum, Bleed- 
ing is commonly prefcrib’d, and that with good fuccefs, for 
upon draining the Veffells, the Blood getting a more free paf- 
fage is Circulated calmly and undifturb’d : Moreover whatfoever 
Of this, or of the Serum is extravafated, is drunk up again and 
brought into its due courfe. 

Having thus fhewn you the effects both good and evil which 
happen to the Blood in its different State upon Breathing a Vein, 
we muft now enquire to what chief Difeafes either of the whole 
Body, or of fome particular part that kind of Remedy has 
moit immediate regard to it: And firft as to Seneral affec 
its well known that Bleeding is indicated by a hot and dry 
Diftemper, and forbidden by a cold and moift. In every Fever 
its ufually propos’d, never in the Dropfie: Next if we confider 
particular Difeafes, thereis no region or part of the Body but 
fome time may require it: The Headaking, the Brain oppreft 
with Blood, or Serum ( whence a world of eyils {pring ) the 
Inflammation of the Eyes, Face, Mouth and Throat, all Difeafes 
Or the Breft, and Precordia ( to each of which the diforder 
Or the Blood gives a Rife or affords Fuel: alfo obftructions,

iikewife both the overgreat fulnefs and athletick habit of the whole

The Jugular Vein, fo generally open’d in Beafts is moft fafe- 
ly and eafily lanc’t , and is as proper as any other whatfo- 
éver for a general Evacuation of Blood from the whole Body, 
befides its excellent Derivation frorn the Head. 

If you open the Vein above or near the Anclé you muft take 
a mighty care left you hurt the Tendon, which fometimes hap- 
pens through the unskillfulnefs or rafhnefs or Chirurgeons, ta 
the great prejudice of the Patient: Moreover you muft take 
care of opening a Vein near its Anaftomofis with an Artery 2 
For if this be done the Blood fprings forth violently all of a 
scarlet colour, and its {tream is not eafily ftopt, nor the Ori- 
fice of the Veffel foon clos’d. 

As to the ways or Inftruments with which Blood is drawn 
forth, it's done either by opening a Vein with a Lancet, or by 
Suction with Leeches, or by Cupping-glaffes after Scarification, 

Its known by fad experience that in Lancing a Vein fome-. 
tintes an Artery is prickt, whence either Death, or a cutting off 
of the Member fometimes follows ; the reafon is that an Artery 
ought inceffantly to vibrate and beat in like manner as the 
Heart it felf, its Fibres iterating the perpetual chargés of Sy= 
ftole’s and Diaftole’s, wherefore a hole made ini its Ductus be- 
comes as it were incurable by reafon of the continual Motion 
of the Veffel, and the Efflux of Blood: It is far otherwife in 
a Vein whofe Aperture prefently clofes again of its own accord 4 
there being little ftrefs of contraction lay’d on its Tunicles, and 
indeed only fo that its Fibres being a little dilated on occa 
fion, the Blood flowing back, may be gently driven forwards 


‘df at any time a Phyfician or Patient are fearful of opening 


a Vein, an Extraction of Blood by Leeches, or Cupping-elaffes 
with Scarification will aptly enough fupply its defect, and oft 
ten with the like Advantage 5 nay thefe Adminiftrations for re= 
moving the Conjunct caufe of a Difeafe ; where theré is need 
rather of a partial Derivatioti; or Rvacuation than a general ones 
are often preferr'd to Phiebotorny. 
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The due feafon for letting Blood is often of fo great mo. 
ment, that whereas this Evacuation does sood at one time, at 
another it proves mighty prejudicial : There are various re- 
{pects of times to be confidered concerning Bleeding, but chief 
ly thefe four, vz. the time of the Difeafe, Age, Year, and Day, 
the Firft of thete chiefly concerns the Cure of the Patient, and 
the reft his Prefervation. 

Firft, therefore if we ought to let Blood in any Difeafe, the 
fitteft time for it will be about the beginning of it, or in its ens 
creafe, but not at all, or very cautioufly in its height, or Des 
Clination: For in the former whilft nature endeavouring a Cris” 
fis is extreamly bufied, fo that the Spirits labour mightily, and 
the Blood ferments very much, that its laft effort ought not 
to be difturb'd, and when a Difeafe is upon remitting, either 
nature being conquerefs, does not ftand in need of that Aid, oF 
being conquered, Will not bear fuch Evacuation. 

secondly, if at any time we deliberate of Bleeding for pre=) 
vention, Infants, Children, and aged Perfons are exempted from: 
it by the general Practice of all Nations: This Evacuation al= 
{o heretoforé was forbidden to Women with Child, but now 
it’s very ordinarily, prefcrib’d: Men of a ftrong Conftitution, and 
of a middle Age bear Bleeding well encugh, and want it very 
oiten, but ought not to admitit the firft and fecond time with= © 
out great occafion, for once begun , and then repeated, it foon 
paffes into an Inevitable cuftom: Hence thofe who ufe to Bleed 
Spriug and Fall cannot afterwards omit this Evacuation with» 
out danger: But thofe for whom it is good or neceflary to be 
let Blood once or twice a Year, the moft feafonable times for it will 
be about the beginning of. the Spring and Autumn, when the 
Blood being apt to Ferment anew, is in danger of changing 
its Crafis. Bleeding in feafon prevents the exaltation of the 
Sulphur-and Salts, and confequently, keeps the, Blood from any, 
Feverifh, Scorbutick, or otherwife vitious Diftemper : And like=— 
wile from fufing it felf, and pouring its Serous and other dreg= 
gy Excrements on the Brain, Lungs, or. Vifcera of the, Belly. 
About the Solftices when our Bodies are very cold, or hot, the 
Blood, as alfo. the Juices of all Vegetables being in a fixt 
State, and unapt for any. Turgid Motion, ought not to be let 
forth unlets fome urgent caufe requires it. : | 

3. Whereas fome religioufly. or rather ridiculoufly obferve in 
Bleeding the Pofition of the Heavens and the Afpects of the 
Moon and Stars, it’s-altogether Frivolous. : 

4. As to the, time of the Day, in Acute, Diteafes. when. im- 
mediate Bleeding is indicated, a Phyfician being call’d, after, 
the Body is prepard, may order that opepation.at..any hour 
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6f the Day or Night, But if there be room for delay , then 
its more proper to Bleed rather in a Morning when the Sto~ 
ack \is fafting and the Veffels are emptyed by the Night Per- 
fpiration, fo that the current of the Blood is then in a very 
Steat'Calim-and free from Serous Excrements ; Nay though ne- 
céffity prefles > Yet it be delay d a ntUG till the ‘treth, Juice of 
things taken into the Body be palt into the’ Blood ; for the 
Veffe’s being emptyed will draw hattily into them the Chymus 
not only crude, but often difagreeing with, or difproportionate 
to the Blood ; whence not only its Motion is difturb'd, but alfo 
flie Vital flame ‘is fSmetimes in danger, of being overwhelmd > 
I have known fome who upon Bleeding fhortly after large Drink- 
ing, Or pouring in of Vinous Liquors , have fell into dreadful 
{wotnidine Fits , which continued a very long time, till the Vi- 
fal Spirit half overwhelin’d happen'd at length to. recover. 

5. As to the quantity of Blood'to be taken, befides the ma- 
nifeit errour of thofe who’are fparing, or profufe of it in the 
greateft extreams, there is likewife an errour of no {mall mo- 
ment committed within the moderate Limits, whilft in fome 
Cafes the Blood is taken too fparingly , and in others in a 
greater quantity than is fitting : Ina burning Fever, the Pleu- 
rifie, Peripneumonia , Squinancy,-Frenzy, Apoplexy, and other 
great Difeafes rifing from the Turgefcency or Inflammatory In- 
curfion of the Blood, a fpare Bleeding always does more hurt 
than good : For -befides that it does not remove -the ‘Antece- 
dent caufe of the Difeafe, viz. the Plethora, it moreover encréae 
fes its Conjunct caufes, viz. the Inflammation, or Irruption of the 
Blood : For it’s a conftant obfervation that after a {pare Emif- 
fion of Blood, its whole Mafs prefently boylsin a high mea- 
furé 5 and makes new Sallyes into the part affected = The rea- 
fon of which is, that in a great Plethora many Portions both of 
tie Blood and Serum being driven into ftrait and by recep- 
tacles, are forct to refide there, which upon the Veffels being 
a little emptied ruth back haftily into the Mafs of Blood, and 
trouble it mightily, driving it here and there in a violent manner, 

AS a ipare Bleeding in fome cafes is not only ufelefs but hurt- 


ful; fo in others a too large Effufion of Blood is feldom with- 


out danger, and fometimes proves mighty prejudicial to Health : 
For if at any time there be'a failing of {trength, or the Body 
labours under a great Cachexia, we muft be {pare of Bleeding, 
and it is either forbidden, or being indicated by reafon of fome 
accident it mult be allow’d but in a {mall quantity : Wherefore 
in Men of a tender, weak, or cold Conftitution, and in Confump- 
tive Perfons, and fuch as are affected with a long or Malig-= 
nant Fever, alfo in thofe that are Hydropical, or very Cacochy- 
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Cacochyinical, we muft not lightly open a Vein, at leaft being 
open’d we muft not let forth much Blood. | 
‘The quantity of Blood to be drawn being agreed upon, the 
next care mult be, that a large Orifices being made, it flows 
forth equally mixt in as fhort a fpace as may be: For others 
wife if it iffte, forth at a flender Orifices either by Drops, or 
in a {mall ftream, the Mafs of Blood fermenting will feparate 
into parts, and what is moft Subtle and Spirituous will {pring 
forth, the thicker, and more dreggy Portion remaining behind; 
Hence it is to be obferv’d, that if at any time the Blood be- 
ing let out of a large Orifice with a full ftream be ftopt 
a little by putting the Finger on it, and in a fhort while af 
ter be let run again, the Blood iffuing forth the Second time 
will be much purer and brighter than the former, becaufe in 
the interval of its running, the more fubtle Particles having got 
free of the thicker and gathered themfelves together in a Body 
prepar'd themfelves for flying forth. ‘4

fF it be Critical ought not to be difturb’d by any Medicine but 
to be left wholly to the governance of nature (fo fhe be free 
and enjoys her power) nay in Symptomatick Bleeding, fo long 
as it is but fmall, or not very prejudicial Phyfick is not res 
quired: But then chiefly and in a manner only it is needful, if 
at any time the Flux of Blood be either immoderate, or breaks 

forth in improper places, | ee : 
Bloody Eruptions of the latter kind require help chiefly if 
haply the Blood be caft forth upwards by coughing, or vomite 
ing, or be voided downwards by the Fundament, or the Uris 
nary paflages, for in thefe cafes though the quantity of Blaod 
voided be noty commonly much fear'd, yet becaufe a dangers

| Therefore concerning ,the Cure of an exceflive Bleeding at 

» the Nofe there are three primary Indications, vz. Curatory, Vi- 

» tal, and Prefervatory : The two former have regard to the im- 
j, mediate ftopping of the Symptom as often as it prefles ; and the la- 
i ter undertakes to remove the canfe of the Difeafe that the returns 

© of the Eruption of Blood may abate of their violence, or wholly 
ceafe: Again this Eruption of Blood muft be manag d one way 
if without a Fever, and fomewhat after a different manner if 
joyn’d with it. 

If at any time therefore without a Fever much Blood flows 
from the Noftrils, prefently as there will be need of Remedies 
to {top the Blood, there will be three chief intents of Curing, all 
) Of them to be put in Practice together, viz. the Turgefcency 
if Ot the Blood muft be fo allay’d that it be not prone tomake 
diforderly Sallyes: We muft farther take care that its Fluxion 
being withdrawn from the Noftrils, be diverted elfewhere,and that 
the gaping Mouths of the Veffels within the Noftrils be clos’d z 
For which ends a great many Remedies both External and In- 
ternal, and of divers kinds are wont to be adminiftred, we fhall. 
{peak of the former in order and briefly. 

Firft , therefore let the Patient keep himfelf quiet with his 
Head in an upright pofture , then let the Joynts of his Arms 
and Thighs, many of them together, but not all of them be 
bound with dtrait Ligatures, which muft now and then beloosn’d 
3 and 
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and remov'd'to other.parts's for upon their being bound all at once; 
and {o continued along time, I have known that terrible Swound- 
ings have happen’d, by reafon of the Bloods being detain‘d in the 
outward parts, and kept too much from the Heart : Though 
otherwife this Remedy being prudently adminiftred gives oftew 
relief. For fince by this means the Blood which pafles into 
the Members by -the Arteries, is hindred from its quick return 
by the Veins ,-its violent taking to the Head is ftay’'d: More=: 
over by the painful Ligatures of the Joynts the Mufcular Fi- 
bres of the Carotide Arteries from whofe Branches the Blood iffues 
at the Noftrils are freed from the Gonvulfion which they often 
fall into. 

2. To withdraw the courfe of the Blood from the Noftrils, 
fometimes it's proper to open a Veinin the Arm, or Foot, for 
the more Blood is carried by the Arteries to the place where 
a Vein is open’d, the lefs will flow to the Noftrils: Yet this 
Adminiftration does not always prove fo fuccefsful but its con 
trary effect. fometimes happens; as we have obferv’d before;where 
We treat of Spitting Blood: The reafon whereof is that the 
Veffels being fuddenly, and not fufficiently emptyed, draw in= 
to them again the difagreeing Humours before ejected, and ftag- 
nating ‘Within the:Pores, by which the Blood is prefently ftirr’d 
up again to a greater Turgefcency for Eruption. : 

3. Cold things apply’d to the Forehead and Temples , alfo — 
to the Nape of the Neck where the Vertebral-Arteries afcend, 
conitringe ‘the Veffels, and foimewhat reprefs or repel the Plux | 
of Blood; But: it is ill done of fome who advife topical -coo= 
lers: to be apply'd to the Jugular Veins, for this retarding the 
courte: of the Blood ‘in its return, caufes it toflow more /plen= 
tifully out at the Noftrils : Moreover as to the ufual Way of ap- 
plying a Linnen+cloath or a Spunge dipt in Vinegar to the Share 
and Genitals, it-gives relief only ‘as a Ligature of the Members, 
v7.in as muchas it hinders the return of the Blood of the 
Veins. A’ fuddenand. unexpected Sprinkling of cold’ water on 
the Face by ftriking a Terrour often ftops an Eruption | of 
Blood. | 

4. Cupping-glafles applyed to the Hypochondies, Flanks, ins 
Ward parts of theThighs, and to the Soles of the Feet » have 
been accounted both by Ancient and Modern Phyficians a fa- 
inous Remedy for withdrawing an Eruption of Blood from the 
Noftrils.

9. Amongft Liquids, a Solution of Vitriol made in fountain) 
Water, is accounted not only the chief, but as good as all the 
reft : Some boaft of this as of a great fecret, and an infallis 
ble ftopper of Blood: Indeed the fame apply’d to a frefh Wound, 
for as much as by corrugating the extremities of the cut Vel 
fels it clofes them, it keeps back the Flux of Blood and powere 
fully ftops it: But in regard in an Eruption of Blood from the 
Noftrils ( where the Blood is convey’d to the gaping Mouths 
of the Arteries and ought to be receivd by the Veins, this 
application clofes thefe as well, or rather than thofe, it does here 
little, or no good at all, as F have oftem known ittryd. This 
Medicine 1s prepard of green Vitriol, v7z. the Hungarian, or of 
that of our ownCountry, alfo of the Factitious Vitriol of Mars 
diffolv’d in a fufficient quantity of fountain water. I know fome 
commend a Solution of Roman Vitricl, which they are wont 
to ufe not only by tmijecting it, but by applying it Syme 
pathetically to a Bloody Linnen-cloath: I have alfo known a5 
Water prepard of an Infufion of white Vitriol with Bole and 
Camphire usd fucceisfully to Wounds, and often to other Es 
ruptions-of Blood. 

But in regard a water injected into the Noftril does not ftick 
enough to the Mouths of the Veffels, but is wafht away by 
the Bloods breaking forth before it can exert its Vertue; theres 
fore it is better either that a Stiptick Powder be blown into 
it, or that a Pledget dipt in the water of Vitriol be thruft in- 
to the Noftril to the upper part of it, either by it fel, or ftrew'd 
with an. Aftringent Powder. Many Stiptick Powders and of 
divers kinds are wont to be prefcrib’d for this purpofe ¢ Tcom- 
monly ufe either Crecus Martis Calcin’d to the higheft rednefs, 
or the Powder of Meriel Camphorated, or a Vitriolick Soor fcrap't 
from the bottom of an old Brafs Kettle, the Powder of which 
I have often tryd with fuccefs in this cafe. In obftinate He- 
morrhagies and not yielding to other Remedies, let a Pledget

having on its top a Cauitick Colcother be thruft up intothe No- 
‘{trils as far as it will go, that the little Mouths of the Veflels be-

prefcrib’d may be accommodated , though with fome caution 
anda due refpect to the State of the Fever: Or itismeerly Symp= 
tomatical, which hapning in a Malignant, or Spotted-fever , 
tlie Small-pox, Meazles, or Plague, it fcarcely either can or ought 
to be repell’d or ftopt bythe forefaid Remedies: For letting ~ | 

lood is not proper; repelling Topicks, alfo cooling julapes or © 
Decoctions, or Narcoticks have no place: The chief intention 
of Curing will be to change the Eruption of Blood into a Sweat;

Let Medicines of this kind be taken Spring and Fall for twenty) | 
or thirty Days, giving fometimes a gentle Purge between whiles ¢ 
But in the Summer let Mineral Chalybeat waters be Drunk for 
a Month, than which there is not a more excellent Remedy in © 
this cafe. I fhall now give you an example of one Cured of 
an Eruption of Blood, whofe cafe was fomewhat particular. 
I was lately fent to for advice for a Gentleman living far 
off who had been troubled a good while with frequent and vio- 
lent Eruptions of Blood , fometimes from the Noftrils, fonie- 
times from the Hemorrhoids ; this perfon had been often let © 
Blood by the advice of his friends, but found no good there-, 
by, nay moft commonly after opening a Vein falling into cold. 
Sweats, and Swounding Fits, and ftill as liable to Eruptions of 
Blood, he was wont to be much worfe: To this Perfon (not 
having feen him ) I prefcrib’d Julapes, and cooling Decoctions, 
and Anodyns, alfo Juicy expreffions of Herbs, and other things. 
to cool the Blood, but thefe things alfo (as though all yet 
were far from the mark) had nothing a better {uecefs; at length - 
being calld into the country to fee him, I found the affect with 
which he was feiz'd to be meerly or chiefly Conyulfive, for the 
Blood breaking forth daily, his Pulfe was Weak , his Extream 
parts cold, and all the Vefl¢ls were fallen, as though too much 
Nos gabe : “ate emptied 
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emptied : Moreover the Patient was troubled with a continual 
Giddinefs, and a Trembling of the Heart, and was taken now and 
then with Swaunding Fits,or with the apprehenfion of it: Truly it 
was fo far from it that the Blood fhould ‘break forth of the 
Veffels by reafon of any Redundancy or Turgefcency, that ra- 
ther on the contrary its Current was fo extreamly low and fmall, 
that it feem’d fcarce able to maintain the Stream of Circulation ¢ 
But the thing was, that often in a Day he fenfibly perceiv’d 
fomewhat cn a fudden to pafs privately fometimes up, and 
fometimes down his Body like a wind, and for the moft part an 
Eruption of Blood from the Noftrils or Hemorrhoids followed 
the Tendency of that Motion. So that it was ealy hence te 


conclude, that the moving Fibres of the Blood Veffels, by which 


they are contracted, being feiz’d with Convulfions, drew fuddenly 
every way in a diforderly manner the Stream. of the Blood , as 
{mall and low as it was, and ‘forc’t it now and then to an 
Eruption.: Which alfo was the eafier done, becaufe the. Lax 
and Gaping Mouths of the Veffels permitted the Blood dri- 
ven to them to flow forth without any due ftay: A Method 
of Cure ordered purfuant to this AEtiology confirm d it by its 


' good fuccefs: For Bleeding, and the ufe of Blood-ftopping Me- 


dicines being thencetorwards omitted , { prefcrib’d the ufe of 
the following Powder whereof he took a Dofe every fixth hour 
with a proper Julape. 

Take Powder of the Roots of Male Peony, red Coral, and Pearl 
of each a Dram , Ivory, Crabbs Eyes, Blood-{tone, of each half a Dram, 
Sal Prunella a Dram, make a Powder, the Dofe1s balf a Dram. 

Take black Cherry water eight Ounces, Balmwater and {mall Cinna- 
mon water, of each twoOunces. ‘Treacle water an Ounce, Syrup of 
Coral an Ounce and a_ half. 

I farther ordered that Ligatures fhould be us’d in due courfe 
tO certain places, and now and then to others as occafion re- 
quird, both to ftop, and to intercept the Convulfions of: the 


7 Veffels : And by thefe Remedies and ways of Adminiftrations he 


foon grew well without any Relapfe, 
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Aving treated of the Emiffion, and ftopping of the Blood; 
. & according to occafion, there remain certain other Humours, 
to wit the Nervous and Nutritious Humours, and likewife the 
Serous and other Excrementitious ones which are wont to a» 
bound within the Brain, Nerves , and within the Nervous and 
Flefhy Fibres, and even in the Pores of the Skin, and of the 
Solid parts , which being often depraved or letted in their Mo= 
tion, require an Emiffion, being otherwife apt to prove greatly 
prejudicial , and often to caufe dangerous Diftempers : Where- 
fore for a feafonable prevention of affects arifing, or which are” 
apt to arife from fuch caufe, Phyfick has found out certain 
other Emiffaries to derive immediately, or mediately the fore= 
faid Humours from the parts and places where they prove 
offenfive: And thofe Emitfaries are either continual, vz. Iffes’ 
of various kinds , which as everlafting Sources continually dif 
charge that Ichor or Excrementitious Humidity ; or they are” 
Yemporary, when upon occafion the Scarf Skin being remov'd 
in fome part of the Body, the extremities of the Veffels in 
the Skin are laidnaked, and withal fo irritated, that they dif 
charge in a great abundance Serous Humours. of a various Ori- 
sine and Nature, and continue fo too Evacuate them, for fome™ 
time, fometimes longer, and fometimes a fhorter while. Now | 
fuch a manner of drawing forth Serous Humours from the Ex= | 
fertour Surface of the Body, or of fome certain part of it is 
wont to be effected by Medicines call’d by the Ancients Phe-= 
g17MS, or Synapifms , by the Modern Veficazories 5 of which ( be- 
caule their knowledge prepares the way to the Doctrine of 
iffues ) we fhall in the firft place treat here, and fhall parti- 
cularly infilt on the explication of thefe three things, vex. firkt 
it fhall be fhewn of what fubftances, and after what manner 
ordered, Veficatories are prepar’d. Secondly, they being of va- 
ious kinds, we fhall declare what are the ways and manners 
of working in each, or at lJeait in the chief of them: And 
Thirdly, we fhall enquire for the Cure of what fort of affects 
they ought to be usd, and to what places apply’d. 
t. As to the firit, the moft fimple Blifterers are either Fire, 
or 
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| or Solid Bodies, or Liquors endued with Fiery Particles, which 


neverthelefs are feldom put to this ufe by reafon of the Terrour 
they give, and the Imminent danger leit being roughly apply'd 
they do not fo much Blifter the Scari-skin , 4s burn both this 
and the Skin, and other parts: What therefore is more fafe 
and lefs to be dreaded, let Epithems made of Concrets which 


have finart Particles, or (as is faid ) Potentially Fiery, be aps 


ply’d to the places to be Bliftered ; which being either more 
mild were call’d by the Ancients Phenigms, becaufe the Scarfs 
skin being remov’d they made the part red: Or in refpect of 
the matter they were call’d Synapifms, and were wont to be 


\ ‘prepar'd of Mujtard, Pigeons-dung, Squills bruisd, Garlick , Musik, 
) of the Fig-tree , and the like; or they were more {trong and 
¥ for the moft part confifted of Euphorbium , Cantharides, Flam= 


mula Fovis, Batrachion, water Plantain, with many other things, 
Which being endow’d with a certain Burning or Corrofive qua- 
lity are outwardly apply’d for the faid ufe, but inwardly taken 
are Poyfonous and often Mortal. 

The Compofitions and Forms of Blifterers are manifold and 
of fundry forts: Though one, or two, and the more fimple 
the better, may fuffice here, and in moft cafes it’s all one which 
you ufe * According to our wont we {hall here fet down fome 
of the more felect, and moft ufeful prefcripts of thefe forts of 
Medicines : And to day little here of Dropax's, Synapifms, and 
Phienigms, which are now in a manner out of ‘ufe: Almoftall 


Veficatories at this time made ufe of, have Cantharides for their 


Bafis. 

Take ‘Powder of Cantharides from half a Dram toa Dram, Pow~ 
der of Ameos-feed a Scruple: Stale Leaven wrought with Vinegar 
what fuffices ; make a Mafs for ‘a Playfter, fpread pare of it on 
Leather, and upply it to the pare for twelve hours. This works 
infallibly and ftrongly enough 5 bad becaufe it is not compact and 


Sticking, but 15 apt to flide from the place where it is\put , vr to 


crumble therefore for a more convenient application the following 
does very well, and is now every ivhere in ufe among{t moft per- 


fons. 


Take Cantharides three. Drams, Euphorbium balf a Dram, Pow- 
der of Ameos-[eeds a Dram, Melilot Playfter what fuffices 5 lee them 
be incorporated with a warm ‘band, ufing as mich of the Powder 
as ‘the Mafs of Plafter will receive. Let ‘a fuffictert' quantity of 
this be fpread on Leather » and be applyd for ‘twelve or fixteon 
hours. 

Some ule to incorporate as much of the faid Powder with 
Burgundy-pitch as it ‘will receive, ‘and ‘to fpread it on Leather, 
and then to cover the edges of this Playiter with another 
Mats 
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Mafs of Playfter, made of Powder of red Saunders incorpos 
rated. with Burgundy-pitch, fo adminiftring a Dropax and 
Veficatory together :. Moreover by applying continually the 
faid Playfter to the place rubified and ulcerated after the 
Scarf-skin is Bliftered and remov’d, and by wiping it clean 
only once or twice a Day, and prefently applying it again, they 
make the little Ulcers, raisd by Bliftering, to run as long as 
they pleafe, nay fometimes above a Month, and to difchargea 
great plenty of Ichor, or Excrementitious Humidities, . 

Others few up-Cantharides bruis’d and fprinkled with Vines 
gar in a little Bag of very fine Silk, and apply them to the place 
to be. Bliftered, : ) 

Some Empiricks,inftead of Cantharides lay on the place to § 
be Bliftered a Mafs of the Leaves of Batrachion, or Flammula= 
Jovis bruis’d, by which the Scarf-skin being Bliftered, or ta 
ther eaten away., the Skin it felf, as if toucht with an aCtual 
Fire, is, often mightily inflam’d, and deeply. ulcerated 5 whence ¥ 
not only a great difcharge of Ichor , but fometimes an Inflame- 
mation of the whole Member, and a Feverifh Difpofition en- 
fue , wherefore thofe things muft not be usd without con= 
fideration. 

2. 1f-we enquire into the manner and way how thefe. and 
other. Veficatories operate, Firft..we muft thew after what” 
manner actual Fire, and.things endued with Particles proceeding 
from Fire, caufe a Bliftering ; and then by.an eafy Analogy we = 
fhall: come to know the force and manner of working of thofe 
forts of Medicines which are faid to contain a Potential Fires 
Therefore concerning the tormer we obferve that Fiery Pare 
ticles ;,not apply’d too roughly, Penetrating the Scarf-skip 
without Solution. of Continuity, enter the Skin it felf, where 
the. extremities of the Blood Veffels, Nerves, and Nervous Fiz 
bres , are terminated; and there altering thefe from their Po- 
fition, wreft them fundry ways, and pervert the Conformation 
of the whole. Texture of the Skin: So. that from all the Vef== 
fels being mightily irritated, a Watery Humour fill’d with Fiery 
Particles, and therefore rejected both from the Blood, and from 


the Nervous Juice, is voided in a great abundance: That Lym- 93 


pha, becaufe it cannot pafs through the Scarf-skin, feparates it 
from the Skin and. raifes it’'into a Blifter. 

Hence it will be eafy to underftand after what manner Ve-= 
ficatories perform their operation : vzz. Cantharides (and fo all 
other things of the fame vertue ) being outwardly apply’d, and 
coming’ to be:made warm by the Effiuvia’s of the part they 
lie on, and. fo ftirrd up to exert their force, emit from them 
a great plenty of Smart. and Fiery Particles as it were, which 
pene= 
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penetrating the Scarf-skin without breaking it , ftrotgly fix 
themfelves in the Skin: Where firft they act on the Spirits 
and then by their means on the Humours and Solid parts: Thofe 
Particles very much irritate the Spirits and make them caufe 
painful Convulfions of the Fibres, and they fufe the Humours- 
arid make them feparate into parts, fo that the Watery part 
being mightily filld with thofe Smart, and as it were Ve- 
nemous Particles, is thrown off on every fide by the reftof 
the Latex: And the extremities of the Veffels and Fibres be- 
ing either in the mean time Eaten away by Burning, or opend 
and émulgd as it were by Twitching, that Ichor is voided 
in a plentiful meafure from their little Mouths carrying with 
st the offenfive Particles. Which Ichor afterwards feparates the 
Impervious Scarf-skin fromthe Skin, and raifes it into a little 
Blifter. And after this is broken and removd, is plentifully 
voided for fome time from the Ulcerated Skin. 

But this is not only fo done, becaufe the Serous Las 
tex inbibing the Smart Particles of the Medicine, and con- 
veying thein forth, does not always carry them back all the fame 
way that they came in ; but fometimes being imbued with thofe 
Particles it regurgitates into the Mafs of Blood, and afterwards 
being circulated with it, and voided with its offenfive Load by 
other Emunctories, it offends in its paflage or asit goes forth 
‘certain weak, or tender Ductus’s. Hence many after the tife of 
great or many Veficatories having their Urinary paflages there- 
by affected with an Acrimony or Erofion, get a Strangurie 
which in fome is moft fharpe and intolerable: Again in o- 
thers troubled with the Stone that application fometimes cau- 
fes Bloody Urine: Hence alfo it may be fufpected, that tender 
Lungs, or fuch as areinclin’d to a Confumption, may be much 
endangered by the outward application of this Medicine : Which 
neverthelefs { have not hitherto known happen to any; but 
rather on the contrary I can teftifie by frequent trials that it 
rather proves to their advantage than to their prejudice: For 
the {mart Particles of the Catharides, upon long application 
being fometimes plentifully imbib’d by the Blood, infect its 
whole Serum; which Latex neverthelefs fo aculeated , as long 

“as it is mixt with the Balfamick Blood, offends no part; but 
being feparated from it by the Reins, it fometimeés hurts them, 
and often not only twitches the Neck of the Bladder with its 
Acrimony,but fometimes Corroding it fetches thencea Mucus,and 
little Schims,and even Blood it felf: But in the Mafs of Blood,thofe 
fame fharpe Salino Volatile Particles often do great good; be- 

caufe they deftroy the fixt and acid Salts in it, and likewife 

open the tooclofe Texture of the Blood ; and fo caufe its Serous 
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and: other,;Morbifick’ Particles.before faft- bound in it, to be 
feparated, from it, and: to be readily fent forth by Urine and 
sweat 5 hence; in Fevers, .Veficatories long apply'd caule a large 
Evacuation by, Urine and. a free Sweat : Moreover the fame opelt 
the Obitructed paffages, and. itir up the Portions ofthe Blood 
and Serum, ftagnating in» any place, or extravafed, and reftore 
them to, Circulation: Wherefore, they are wont to do good 
not only in Diftempers of the-Serum, but alfo of the Blood, 
nay in the’ Pleurife, Peripneumonia, and in any. other Fevers 
Whatfoever. 

Hitherto havin® fhewn..after. what manner. Veficatories work, 
firft on -the-Spirits, and then. on the Humours and Solid parts ; 
{. mult; nextfet-down their effects both good. and. evil; -alfo 
the mannerjof; ufing them ;-That they work firft on the Spirits 
it 1s plain front hence, that they,exert no power on the Dead: 
And its an ill Omen in very;weak, perfons- when Veficatories 
do not, work ,~becaufe. it’s. a, fign, that the Animal Spirits are 
mightily. dejected, or. leffen’d..in.-their tore. 

Therefore to explain well, the.Energy, or Vertue of this Medi- 
cine, we, muit confider what Humours it evacuates ,. or alters 
immediately.,or mediately :.And. then in what. Difeafes, and in 
Bodies, how;difpos'd, it, does. good.or hurt. . 

As to.-the firft,.the Humours, immediately. let..forth by a 
Velicatory,partly,iflue from the Pores and. Glands. of the Skin, 
and partly jfrom, the Mouths.of the little Arteries, and_ partly 
from the extremities of the. Nervous. Fibres; haply fome little 
of the Juice frefhireceiv'd may be,caft back again trom the little 
Mouths of the Veins, though much.of it, cannot: The. Humours 
mediately;voided, by .a Veficataryare.thofe which; the forefaid 
parts being: eniptied receive from,elwhere, and. convey. forth. 

1.. The Searf-skin: being, remov-d: bya, Velicatory from the 
Skin a Serous; Humour.is drawn from the Glands and Pores, and 
this net/only from the plage.Bliftesed, .but. thofe. Pores being 
pervious; to-others, a Portien of;serum coming trom other P ores 
fometimes /fueceeds in. the,Cells of the firit.drain‘d, and thence 
alfo diftithaforth.,.whereforein.an. A4uafarca the. little Ulcers raisd

2.. Tie Mouths of the Artertes..do not only Spew forth the 
Portion,of Serum brought. to-them according. to.common courfe, 
ut- the Serous.

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forth by the faid Mouths of the Arteries, and with it other 
Excrements, and fometime the Morbid matter it felf ina large 
meafure: Hence in Malignant Fevers, nay and in‘fome Putrid 
Fevers of a difficult Crifis, when the Refufe and Cor- 
ruptions of the Blood unapt for féparation threaten the Pra- 
cordia, or Brain-veficatories deriving it forth continually and by 
degrees, often give great relief: To which may be added that 
the fame alfo (as we have hinted before) alter and reftore the 
Blood degenerated or deprav’d as to its Salts, and likewile by 
opening or raritying its Texture, difpofe it to a Euicrafy + Where- 
fore this kind of Remedy often agrees excellently. weil, not 
only in a Feverifh State of the Blood, but likewife when it is 
otherwife vitiated, or Cacochinical. 
~ 3. Reafon and Experience convince us that Veficatories draw 
from the extremeties of the Nerves, and Nervous Fibres the 
Latex: contain’d within their Ductus’s, and free it fram Stag- 
nation, and that they exagitate the Heterogeneous Particles 
mixt with that Latex, and deriving them from the’ Brain convey 
them forth, whence they are found of excellent ufe in Con- 
vulfive affects. 

From thefe things we may gather forthe Cure‘of what Dif- 


eafes this kind of Remedy is chiefly: conducing:; for an’order 


to an Evacuation from the Pores and Glands of the Skin ‘as 


often as a Serous, fharpe or otherwife offenfive Humour is 


gathered together in or near them, and being excluded from Cir- 


‘culating with the Blood obftinately {ticks there, certainly there 


is no readier, or éafier way of clearing the fame forth than 
by ‘applying.a Veficatory on or beneath the place affected ; 


Wherefore it is not only indicated in an Anafatca,-andall Cu- 


taneous foulnefles and breaking forth; but a Veticatoiy is like- 


wile requir'd in Pains either of the Gout, or Scurvy any where 
fixt in the outward habit of the Body, or in- fome- Member. 


Secondly, Veficatories are always usd’ in Malignant Fevers in 
refpect of the Blood, both to’Purge it by degrees froni all 
Heterogeneous and Morbifick matter, and to alter-it from its 
two Acid, or Salt, or otherwife vitiated Difpofition ‘int6 a due 
Temperament : Nay they are of mott- excellent ufe in all Pu- 
‘trid Fevers threatning ill, and of a dificult Determination : 
Therefore alfo in the Scurvy, Leucophlegmatia, the Longing 
Diteafe of Maids,andin any other Cacochimia that kind of Remedy 
does often great good: Again, Veficatories are generally. apply’d 
with good fuccefs not only for correcting the Blood it felf, 
but likewife as often as being deprav’d it pours its Corruptions 
on the other parts, and fo gives a beginning to Difeafes, and 
gautes Fits of them in the Head, Thorax, Eelly , or Members. 
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Wherefore in Headeaches, Vertigo’s, and Sleepy affects this is 
a known and vulgar Remedy ; and fo in a Catharrh, and any — 
Defluxion ¢ither into the Byes, Nofe, Palate, or Lungs, every 
ordinary Man Prefcribs Cantharides for a Revulfory without ad- | 
viling with a Phyfitian. I muft. own that my felf having been® 
often feiz’d with a violent Cough accompanied with much and] 
thick Spittle (to which 1 am Originally inclin’d) have not found 
more good from any Medicine than from Veficatories; there=% 
fore I am wont when that Diftemper preffes, firft to apply Blifters) 
ing-plaifters on the Vertebrze of the Neck, then thofe little 
Ulcers being heal’d, Lapply them behind the Ears, and aftere 
wards if need requires on the Shoulder-blades ; for fo the Se=™ 
rous Filth breaking forth in abundance from thé diflolvd Texe™ 
ture of the Blood, is deriv d from the Lungs, nay and the mix= 9 
ture of the Blood fooner recovers its Crafis, its irregular Salts 

being by this means deftroyed. 

3. In refpect of the Humour to be evacuated or derivd® 
from the Genus Nervofum and the Brain it felf, Epifpafticks™ 
as they are of moft common ufe in Sleepy, Convulfive, and 
Pain-caufing affects, fo they often prove mighty beneficial 3” 
Was ever any one feiz'd witha Lethargy, Apoplexy, or Falling= 
ficknefs, but prefently his Freinds or Attendants, though never © 
fo ignorant, flead his Skin with Cantharides ? In ftrange Con=§ 
vulfive Motions, ufually afcrib’d to no lefs than Witchcraft, FS 
have applyd Veficatories with great fuccefs to many parts 
of the Body together, and by renewing them now and then 
in frefh places, I have continued them above a Month: Again 
fixt and cruelly tormenting Pains in the Membranous parts are | 
deldom Curd without this Adminiftration : For fometimes Hu= = 
mours and Morbifick Particles, which being throughly radi-= 
cated, yield not at all to Catharticks, or Medicines working 
by Sweat, or Urine, feem to be utterly rooted out by Vefica= 
fories, laying hands, as it were, on the Difeafe. “a 

Yet this Remedy though very general, does not work fo rea= 
dily and fuccefsfully in fome Difeafes and Conftitutions ; where- 
fore we miuft not ufe it inconfiderately, or indifferently to all 
perfons ; for thofe that have the Stone, and are fubject to fre= 
quent and great Fits of the Strangury {carce ever undergoe its 
application without prejudice. Wherefore in perfons fo affected 
we mult not ufe Veficatories but in Malignant Fevers, or in 
Acute Difeafes of the Head to prevent a greater Mifcheif. 

As to the various Temperaments and Conftitutions of Men, 
in re{pect of which Veficatories agree or diffagree, more or lefs: 
Concerning thefe things this threefold notable difference pre- 
fents it felf, fiirft fome in a manner always bear the ule Oe 
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this Medicine well, and the little Sores made in the Skin by 
it diftill forth the Excrementitious Humidities plentifully e- 
nough without any Difury or great Inflammation of the place 
Bliftered, and then heal‘of their own accord: Which effect 
happens only in a Blood of a good Temperament, where 
the Salt and Sulphur being in a moderate quantity and in a 
due ftate, there is a good plenty of Serum 5 whofe Latex re-} 
ceding readily and in a copious manner from the reft of the 
Blood takes with it the fmart Particles of the Medicine im- 
bib’d, and partly diftills them forth by the place Bliftered, and 
partly conveys them out by the Urinary paflages without of- 
fending them: On this account alfo thofe good effects before 
mention’d are product in the Mafs of Blood. 

But Secondly, this Medicine does neither agree, nor work well 
with others, for it makes the place on which it is apply d mighty 
red, or rather excorjats it with a violent Pain, and a great In- 
flamation : And yet the little Sores there made, though they 
torment the Patient a good while, caft forth but a very little 
Ichor, or fcarce any at all: Moreover in thofe to whom Blifter- 
ing always proves fo torturing, a cruel Stangury for the moft 
part fucceeds it: This troublefome and withal unprofitable ufe 
of Veficatories happens very frequently to Men of a hot and 
cholerick Temperament, whofe Blood contains Salt, and Sul- 
phur, ina great plenty, and but a little Serum, which 1s wholly 
tainted with the others: Wherefore when its Latex which ought 
to carry off the fimart Particles of the Medicine, does not part 
readily, nor in a plentiful manner from the re{t of the Blood 
(to wath them away prefently) thofe Particles ftill fticking in 


“the Skin, Taint and Poyfon, as it were, the Blood in its paf- 


fage , and being thereby hindred in its Circulation , they caufe 
it to gather together and ftagnate within the extremities of the 
Weffels, whereby they are inflan’d: Moreover the Serous Latex 
at length feparated by the Reins, being but in a {mall quantity 
and fharpe of it felf, and made more fharpe by the Particles 
of the Medicine, irritate the Neck of the Bladder, and often 
corrode it with its Acrimony. : 

There remains a Third, though more rare cafe, of perfons Blift- 
ered, in whom the little Sores raisd in the Skin prefently pour 
forth the Serous Humour in fuch abundance, that there is ftreight 
way. need of repelling Medicines, and fuch as clofe the Mouths 
of the Veffels; otherwife upon the too great Efflux of waters 
a Diffolution of the ftrength, and a failing of the Spirits are 
endangerd to enfue: I have known this to have happen‘d fo 
conftantly in fome, that they were forc’t for the time to come 
to abitain from the ufe of Cantharides, how great foever the 
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heed were of them: The reafon of which feems to be that 
the Blood being endowed with-an Over-falt aud fharpe Serum 
had sits Texture too eafy to be diffoly’'d: Befides this oreat 
Efflux of Serum rais’d upon the firft application of a Vefica= 
fory, it hapning fometimes late in Malignant Fevers, and in 


others of an ill or no Crifis, and continuing for fome time, : 


wholly drains the Morbifick matter, and often frees the Patient 
from the very Jaws of Death ; In fuch a cafe after that the 
ttle Sores have voided little, or an indifferent quantity of Ts 


chor the firft Days, at length nature attempting a Crifis this™ 


way, a valt quantity of Serous-filth flows from the fame ; and 
fo continues to flow forth for many Days, nay fometimes Weeks; 


till the Patient lookt upon before as given over, recovers hisu™ 


perfect Health: As it is not eafy to heal the little Sores fo 


flowing in abundance , fo it is pot fafe to do it before them 


whole Seminal Root of the Difed(e be fpent: Not long fince 
a famous Dr. of Phyfick of London recovering with much a 
doe of a Malignant Fever, had in many parts of his Body places 


Bliftered, daily diftilling forth a plenty of Ichor, after fome™ 


tine (they being troublefome and tedious to him ) he applyd 
itrong Repercuflives to them all, and fo prefently ftopt all Mite 
of Matter : Thofe Sources had been fcarce ftopt two Days, but 
falling into a Relapfe of his Difeafe, on a fudden he was feizd 
with a Languor of the Spirits, and frequent Fainting Fits, with 
a cold Sweat, and a low and weak Pulfe; and not being 


able to be reliev’d by any Remedies, however cordial they were; — 


he died within three Days: The caufe of which feems to bes 
that the Malignant matter fuddenly ftruck back into the Nervs 
of the Heart ; whofe action being thereby hindred, the Vital 
Function foon fail’d, 25 
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Eficatories differ from Iffues in this, that thefe are ordered 

for longer continuance. Moreover the former for the moft 
part being requifite in Acute Difeafes and others, whofe Mor- 
bid matter requires a fpeedy removal, regard chiefly the taking 
away of the Conjunct caufe of the Difeafe, and therefore -are 
made Of a good breadth, but fuperficial withal, that fuch run- 
ming Sores being large may evacuate much Matter, and then 
be eafily Curd: But on the contrary Iffues being chiefly in- 
dicated for Prefervation, are defign’d for removing, or over- 
coming the ProcatarCtick caufe of the Diftemper : Wherefore 
they confift of a narrower, but deeper Orifice, made through 
the whole thicknefs of the Skin, fo that letting forth the Mor- 
Difick matter {till in lefs quantity, they. derive it farther, and 
continue longer to empty it forth. 
- Concerning Iffues there are thefe three chief heads of enquirie 
V1%. Firft what Humours chiefly thofe Emiffaries evacuate, and 
Whence they derive them. -Secondly, in. what ‘Difeafes” and 
Conititutions they agree better, or worfe 5; And Thirdly, ‘in 
What places, after what Form, and with what Inftruments they 
ought to be made. 


1. As to the former, Ifues in like manner as Veficatories 
Purge forth all Humours within the Skin, though lying in a 
leis compa{s, or fuch as are convey'd through it both from the 
Sangui-ferous and Nervous Veffels; nor do they only like Ve- 
ficatories. irritate and draw. from the outward Superficies of 
the Skin, but perforatitig the whole Skin, convey. forth what- 
foever flows from the fides of the. Orifice through the broken 
Veffels, and whatever comes from elfewhere under the hole: 
Wherefore not only the Humours gather d together within the 
Pores and Glands of the Skin, or convey’d thither by the Ar- 
feries and Nerves flow to Iffues, but-moreover the Serous Ex- 
cremenis under the Skin, which are wont to be convey d, or 
to pals from place to place through the Interitices of the Mufcles 
and Membranes, tend to them from all parts, and there find 
their way forth. Again, an Iffue made in a fit place antici- 
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parts that are weak, and long afflicted, and fo frees fometimes 
this part, fometimes that, from their Incurffon : Hence the Gouty, © 
or Nephritick, or Colick, nay fometimes the Paralitick , or” 
Scorbutick matter is intercepted by Iffues in its paffages from 
its Sources to the Weakned places or Receptacles ; and fo the} 
ufual Fits of the Difeafe being evaded, is convey 'd forth: And® 
this Emiffary even as Trenches cut for draining Fenny moie® 
ftures, empties forth by degrees Humours fticking in any patty 
or region of the Body, and there doing hurt, and fo it pre-~ 
vents or cures a Morbid Difpofition. = 

2. From thefe various ways of giving relief, with which Tie) 
fues are wont to do good in general its eafily gathered for whaty 
affects chiefly they are required ; for though there be in a mane® 
ner no Difeafe, in which this Remedy either does hurt, or proves 
ufelefs, yet it feems more neceffary in fome cafes than in others 
it’s prefcrib’d even by the vulgar for almoft every Diftemper® 
of the Head, both outward and inward: Every ordinary perfon® 
advifes an Iffue above all things for the Convulfions of Infants 
and Children, for the Inflammation of their Eyes, their Swellings™ 
of the Kings-evil, and fo for Head-aches, Sleepy, Vertigious, Or 
Convulfive affects of Adult or Aged perfons: Nor is this Res 
medy lefs extol’d againft Difeafes of the Breft; is there any 
one fubject to a Cough, Bloody or Confumptive-fpitting, or 
to an Orthépnza, who has not an Iffue made him? In like® 
manner alfo Ifftes are commended for affects of the Belly, there 
is fcarce any Hypochondriacal perfon, or Hyfterical Wotman,and = 
no Gouty or Cahecttical perfon but have their Skin pierc t in more 
places than a Lamprey. It would be a tedious thing to ré=§ 
count here particulary all the Diftempers for which Iffues aréy 
good. a 

3. Neverthelefs this Remedy, however good and ufeful of if % 
felt, does not agree with gil perfons, nor therefore muft it be 
indifferently prefcrib’d to. all: For there are two forts of Mens 
Who thongh they happef to be fick, may be excus’d from Tie 
fues ; becaufe this Emiffary evacuates too much in fome, and 
in others little, or lefs than it ought, and in the mean time is 9 
mighty painful and intolerable. 

An Iffue fometimes does not agree well becaufe it evacuates 
or fpends too much the Humour, or Spirits: For 1 have ob- 
ferv'd in fome that an Ifftie made in any part of the Body veids 
forth an Ichor in quantity immoderate, and in quantity vitious; 
for out of it at frequent times, if not continually, a Watery, 
thin, and fetid Latex,often making the Pea, and coverings black, § 
flows in a great abundance, fo that from its too great Efflux © 
the Strength and Fieth are confumd, - 
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An Iffue fometimes vioding forth no very great quantity of 
Chor fpends the Spirits and Strength move than it ought, which 1s 
Knewn by the effect, and fometimes not till afterward 5 to wit, 
becaufe fome upon keeping one or more Ifftes open, grow 
Weak and lean, and upon their being ftopt, become preiently 
More Vigorous, and of a full habit: Moreover it’s a common 
Obfervation that many upon having an Iffue made near the 
Head, have been foon after feizd with fome defect and weak- 
nefs in their Sight, fo that they were forc’t prefently to clofe 


it up, which feems to happen for this reafon, becauie where 


the ftock of Spirits is but finall, and their confiftency very thin, 
little fpendings of them, or of the Juice out of which they 
are engendered, in cale they are continual, are with difficulty 
endur'd. 

Moreover in an other,and that a different refpect, Tflues, as alfo 
Veficatories are forbidden tofome, or are prefcrib’d to them 
With great caution ; becaufe voiding little or fcarce any thing 
at all, they mightily torment the place in which they are made: 
For thofe who being of a Cholerick, or otherwife hot Tem- 
perament, have their Mafs of Blood thicker, and of a clofer 
Texture than it ought by reafon of-its being but little diluted 
With Serum, in thefe perfons a Solution of continuity being 
made, and kept in being by an Iffue, the Blood ( not depofing 
Serum enough to keep it felf free ) flicks it felf in the paf- 
faze, and fo being extravafed caufes a mighty painful Inflam- 
mation ; and in the mean time fuch an Iffue voiding fuch a 
very fmall quantity of Ichor proves as ufelefs as_ trouble+ 
fome. 

As to the places where Iffues are to be made, they are to 
be chofen according to the ends of Curing, or the intentions 
requir d from tiem ; which are chiefly thefe three, vez. Firft, 
a general Evacuation of Humours from the whole Body. Second- 
ly, an Evacuation, and at the fame time a Revulfion from fome 
particular Member. Thirdly, an Evacuation and at the fame 
time a Derivation from fome particular Member. In refpedct 
of the former it’s proper to have an Iffue cut in the left Arm; 
The Second intention requires it to be made far frém the 
part affected, and the Third near it. 

For thefe ends, vz. fometimes this, fometimes that, or the 
other Iffues are wont to be made, and that either by Incifion, 
or a Cautery, or Perforation, in every Region of the Body, 
giz. in the Héad, Breft, and Abdomen, and in the Arms and 
Leggs, nay in moft parts of each, and in their Orifices Peas 
or Wooden Peas, Pellets, or Pledgets are put, and there con- 
tinued fof keeping them open: By running through the Parts 
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and Members of the Body, we fhall obferve the chiefeft places, 
and kinds of [flues. 
Some order an Iffue to be burnt by a Cautery in the Go=§ 
ronal Suture, and recommend it for withdrawing the Humours 
and evacuating them from the Brain and its Envelopings : 
Though fome ‘make a comimon Practice of this, yet I have 
found it not to Have fucceeded well in many; fo that I haves 
ordered many Iffues fo made on the Crown of the Head tom 
be clos’d up, And this not without being taught by redfan™ 
and experience: For the Blood conveys much Filthy Matter = 
towards the place where it ufes to difcharge its Excrements,™ 
and depofes it in the whole Neighbourhood, and efpecially 1 in 
the part affected (as being weaker and more apt to receive 4 
them ) whence-it often happens that the Difeafe is rather mem 
créas't than Cur'd: For the fame reafon, viz. to derive Huey 
mours from the inward part of the Head outwards, others make . 
Ifues in the Bregma on the Sagittal Suture, aiid others im them 
hinder part of the Head about the ese of the Lambdordes > 
Ent the fame exception lies againft thefe as againft the for 
mer. Certainly an Iffue made in ie Arm much better an= 
ticipates the Morbifick matter which is wont to be ‘pos a | 
about the inner ‘parts of the Head, if made in the Lege it 
revulfes it, and made a little beneath the Head it derives it 
thence. Hence for great affects of the Brain, and its Meeu 
ningess in Infants and Children, we cut an Iffue on the Nape 4 
of the Neck: To Adult or Aged Perfons we apply a Canes 
tery on both fides the Spine bet wik ‘t the Shoulder-blades : And — 
there we often. make two Iffues capable of containing manyou 
Peas with great fuccefs. As to Iffues cut or burnt on 
the Ears, or a Setaceum palit through its Carneqgus Lobe Piaves 
obferv’d thefe things to have been feldom advantageous, but 
Often troublefome ; becaufe a Solution of continuity made in 
thele places neither difcharges much Ichor, nor ladts long, for 
the Orifice though filld with a Pea, or Pill, will be covered 
with a thin Skin growing over it in defpite of all we Can 
do. i 
Iffues in the Back do excellently well, not only in Difeafes 
f the Head by evacuating and d ne iz the Morbifick matter; 
| bt likewile in the G out, Stone, and all Colicks, by anticipating 
ne Matter that feeds the Difeate, te intercepting it as it pafles- 
‘§ lurking Stee” which is plainly made. appear by Bxpess 
iments and,.Oblervations made in Tenors reliev'd by them. 
1 


ines betwixt the Shoulder- lades: are good for Difeafes of % 
the Breft; allo in the Arm, or Lege to évactiate or anticipate —7 
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fame there depos’d : That an Iffue in the Thorax cut betwixt 
the Ribbs fometimes derives immediately the Confumptive mat- 
ter from the Lungs, we have fhewn elfewhere. 

The Region of the Abdomen feems unfit to have an Iffue in 
any part of it : Neverthelefs the Practice of fome, though it 
be rare, is much cried up, which order that a large Iffue ca- 
pable of contaiming many Peas, be burnt on the Region of the 
Spleen for all hypochondriacal affects ; 1 have known this done 
in fome without any great good, certainly not enough to re- 
compence the trouble of fuch a Remedy. 

Some time fince by an Ifluein the Groin Lfuccefsfully Cur'd 
‘a mighty weaknefs and ache in the Loins, not yielding to any 
other Remedies, and in.another perfon an inveterate Sciatica : 
For the Glandulous Emunctories feated in ‘that. place, imbite 
a great ftore of Excrements of the Blood and Nervous Liquor, 
which if forthwith difcharg’d from them, and that in ‘a con- 
tinued manner, it will conduce much to the freeitig of the 
Neighbouring. parts from any Morbifick Seminal Root. 

The Thigh being a large Member teems fit enough for bear~ 
ing many and large [flues to evacuate’ Humours plentifully from 
the whole Body, yet it does not happen fo in many, partly 
becaufe having a Figure too much declining like. an’ inverted 
Cone, there is no convenient place for binding to,keep in the 
Pea; and partly becanfe a Solution of continuity made amongit 
the meetings of many fendons, proves. frequently Inflaming 


= died 


and, Painful ; fo that it has been found necefiary ftometimes 


ad 


when an Iffue has been made there to caufe it prefently ‘to pe 
clofed up again to tree the Perfon from Pain, and the trou+e 
ble of Lamenefs : Though in fome it does better, becaufe an 
Jaflammation does not always happen to the place ‘perfor- 
-ated, and a Ligature apply d to it, continues ftedfait to thofe 
that ufe to Garter above tne Knee. cis 
Moreover we muft not only make choice of a fit’part’ of 
the Body for an Iffue, but likewife of a fit place in the Mem- 
der where it is made, which particularly requires the jfudg- 
‘ment of a Phyfician, or skilful Chirurgion - For we muit be 
“very careful sthat a Cautery or Incifion be not admitted over, 


} 
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or too near the Tendons or greater Veflels: Nor mutt an 
-Tiftie be made in the very Body of a Mutcle, butin the Space 
or Interftice betwixt the Mufcles ; where the hole muit pals 
the whole Skin,and fo nwch farther till the little Membrane of the 
Mufcle widerneath be penetrated, wherefore this operation 3s 
not to be committed indifcreetly to Quacks and others ig- 
“norant of Anatomy ; for upon an ill performance herein there 
enfues not only a Fruftration of all good, but often great pre~ 
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judices thence arife, nay fometimes even to the hazard of 
Lite. : 7 

Its needlefs for me here to defcribe the way of preparing 
and compounding a Cautery, or the figure and ufes of the Ins 
cifion Inftrument for making Iffues, for thefe are commonly 


known, yet it will not be amifs to difcourfe fomewhat here ™ 


after what manner we muft deal with the Symptoms which 
happen to thofe Emiffaries after they are made, and hinder or 
pervert their Energies. 


There being many and fundry forts of affects hapening te™ 


Iffues, a Cure is not requird for them all, but only for thole 


of greateft moment : Therefore in the firft place it is neededue 
whenever an Inflammation happens to*the part or place wheres 


it is. Secondly, if the Orifice voids more or lefs Ichor thath 
it ought. Thirdly, if the Sore be apt to dry up of tts Own 


accord, and now and then to be covered with a little Skinj 
or to grow rank with a Spungy Flefh growing up in its Cire 
cumference. As to the leffer defaults, as when the Sore bleeds 
often, or if changing its place it. gets by little and little intous 
a worfe., with many others in which it’s wont to press 


varicate, it will not be worth while to mind them here. ~ 


1. An Inflammation fometimes happens to an Iffae, and that 


fometimes, fo great that it threatens a Spacelus or Mortificaeum 
tion of the part, nay and fometimes brings it: Now fuch an 
affect comes either upon the frefh making of the Orifice, or 


happens afterward by reafon of the Blood and Humours being 
upon fome occafion put in a Commotion, and rufhing in a 
throng to that place. _ | 

When an Iffte is firft made, prefently by reafon of theSo= 


lution of continuity, and confequently the Blood’s being fome= 


what letted in its Circulation in that part, fome Inflammation 
and Sorenefs happen to all perfons: But in fome who have 
a very hot Blood, and little diluted with Serum, this proves 
much more violent, there hapening fometimes a Mortification 
of the part inducing a Spacelus: Or Secondly, the Blood there 
ftagnating is chang’d into a Pus to be evacuated by an Abfcets3 
Or Thirdly,,which more frequently happens, and ought to be 
srocur’d in our cafe, the Blood caufing an“ Inflammia- 
return d again into the Veffels, and reftord to its Cir 

culation by other Drctus’s into which it is fore't, Bs... 
Rut thatit be convey d back thefe two things are neceffarily re- 
anit’ dev zi, Fi rft,that it be much diluted with Serum there plentifully 
bounding, or rather protruded into the part 3 And then Se- 
udly, that the emptied Veflels behind the Tumour i 
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avain the Blood diluted by the Serum, and driven back: For 
¢he Blood driven towatd the Tumour, when it can go no far- 

“ther forward, yet at leaft that upon leffening its Bulk it may 
go back, difcharges Serum plentifully from it felf, and drives 
it into the places obftructed ; which entring into the ftagnating 
Blood,. dilutes it, and getting into its place drives it into the 
Ductus’s of the Veffels; and that Serum im the mean time 
paffing forward exhales through the Pores , and fo the Blood 
which was extravafated being diluted, and fent back by the 
Serum; and the Serum it feif evaporated, the Tumour. with 
the:Inflammation vanifh by degrees: But in cafe (as it often 
happens in hot Temperaments) the Blood extravafed and driven 
into the Pores be not diluted with a plentiful accefs of Serum, 
it will not only ftick there with obftinacy, but will caufe.a 
violently Inflamed Tumour with a Fever, and fometimes other 
dreadful Symptoms. » Not long fince a great Divine whofe Blood 
was thick and hot,having an Iffue made in the infide of his Legg, 
though the Skin only was cut, an Inflammation fhortly fol- 
fowed, which grew fo violent within a few Days that it could 
fearce be hindred from turning to a Gangreen by the ufe of 
any Remedies whatfoever. W herefore when the Blood extra- 
vafated through a Solution of Unity, and wanting an accefs 
of Serum for diluting it, and carrying it back, tends to a vio= 
lent Inflammation, Fomentations, and Cataplafims of Emollient 
things outwardly apply’d often do much good, becaufe. the 
moilt and mild Parricles parting from them, enter the {tag- 
mating Blood, and dilute it, and fo giving it a gentle motion 
caufe it to return more readily into its Veffels; fo that thofe 
moift applications outwardly usd fupply the defect of the in- 
‘ward Serum requir'd for diluting the Blood: Neverthelefs that 
the Blood fo diluted, and put in motion be reltor’d to Cir- 
culation, it’s farther neceflary that the Veflels which are to re- 
ceive it be fufficiently emptied, for which end befides a flen- 
der Diet, Bleeding and Purging are often of neceflary ule; 
and indeed it is ufual to Purge and often to Bleed Cacochy~ 
mical, and Plethorical perfons a little before, or after an Iffue 
is made. Nor are thefe Remedies only proper to prevent or 
remove an Inflammation in cafe of a frefh Iffue, but are like- 
wife good whenever that affect happens to an Iflue of a long 
fianding: Fer jf at any time the Blood being very impure, 
and withal Feverifhly boiling enters upon an Excretory Tur- 
geicency, it often falls out that it depofes its Excrements and 
Filthy Dreggs about the Hive, being hardly to be Purg’d elfe- 
where, and that it being there hindred from its Circulation 

upon their being heapt together, is extravatated , and fo caules 
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a violent Inflammation: Such an affect lately hapening in an 
Ancient Nobleman, and at firft neglected, foon turn’d toa Gan- 


green, from which neverthelefs by the help of proper Medicines 
carefully adminiftred both inwardly and outwardly, he efcapt 4

2. If at any time an Iffue difcharges too much Ichor , which | 
for the moft part is thin, and of a very ill Smell, and dome)

are two chief Therapeutick intentions, viz. Firft, to dtrengthen §

The former fcope of Curing orders fearce any thing but now 4

3. Sometimes it happens that an Iffue even as a dryed Foun- 
tain, difcharges no Humour: The reafon whereof ufually is 
cither becaufe the hole being not deep enough does not pe- 
netrate the whole Skin, which 1s eafily Curd by making it 
deeper 5 or the Sore though large and deep enough , yet fill 
continues dry becaufe the Serum does not readily nor freely 
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feparate from the Mats of Blood, this having too clofe a Tex- 
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ture, aiid then the only Remedy is to wear within the Ori- 
fice, Solids more irritating, and working more ftrongly on’ the 
Mouths of the Veflels: For which purpofe Pills are made of 
the Wood of Ivy, of Box, or of the Roots of Gentian. or of 
Hermodacts, and are often us'd with good fuccefs, : 

“4. It often falls out that the Orifice of-an fue being too 
fmall, and diftilling forth little Ichor is‘ covered over with a 


‘thin Skin with the Pea included in it, and that with the hole 


it is heald up: For which default there is {carce a proper Re- 
medy to be apply’d ; wherefore (rather than {till to fret” the 
Skin to no purpofe ) it’s better to let fuch an Iflue clofe up, 


or to transfer it to fome other place. 


5- Lhe Sore of an Iffue inclining to heal, and being hin- 
dred from it, has very often about its edges, and fometimes in 
its Cavity a Spongy Flefh growing up; the reafon whereof is 
that the Nutritive Juice conveyd to the ends of the Arteries, 
and Nervous Fibres, and not prefently wafht away by the Se- 
rous Ichor, {ticks there, and beginning to be affimilated extend , 
both thofe Veffels to fill the Cavity with Flefh; and the Blood 
in the mean while brought thither Forms within that Mafs little 
Sprouts of Veins for its return; neverthelefs that Flefh, as 
yet rough and fhapelefs, being kept from the greateft part of 
the Orifice, grows up above its Brim, and when it is rifen fo 
high that it can be no longer veiled and covered with the Skin, 
it continues {till Naked and Spongeous: This Excrefcency is 
eafily enough Curd by fprinkling on it Eicharotick Powders , 
of burnt Allom, Colcothar, or Mercury Precipitate 3 for thefe 
forts of Medicines with their Acrimonious and Stiptick force eat 
away the Flefh thus Luxuriant, repel the Nutritive Juice, and 
fhut clofe the Mouths of the Veffels. When that {uperfluous 
Flefh grows continually and increafes about the edges of an 
Iffue, it’s a fign that the Nutritive Juice abounds more there 


‘than the Excrementitious Humour, and contequently that. in 


perfons fo affected that Emiffary is not fo very beneficial, 
Wherefore under the pretext of this reafon many are mightily 


averte from that Remedy {which certainly is inoffenfive in moft, 


though it be not equally advantageous in all. ) 

There is now an unper{wadable opinion which has taken foot- 
ing amongft many here in England (1 know not if it be fo 
in other Countries ) that an Iffue or Iffues dipofe to Barrennefs 3 
wherefore to all married Women, and defirous of Children, this 
fort of Remedy, though otherwife never fo conducing to theit 
Health, is Religioufly forbidden ; though no reafonis yet given 
for this {trick Prohibition ; only ftories are told of ‘certain 
Women having Iifues who are Barren 3 when it is as oe ta * 
ine w

with them : And: truly I ufe to retort this as a chief Argue

yX the Firft place the Cuticle or Scarf-Skin being void of 
Life and Sence has fcare any Difeafes belonging to it: This 
fometimes being too compact hinders Tran{piration 5 fometimes 
alfo by reafon of fome Accidents it becomes too grofs and 
callous in fome places: But of it felf being abfolutely infenfi- 
ble, it is not Diftempered, though it be the caufe that fome 
affects, to be paft off haply by Tranfpiration, ftick about the | 
Superficies of the Skin becaufe the Recrements and Filthy” 
Dreggs of the Blood and Humours being driven outward and 
having paft the whole Skin, when by reafon of the clofe Tex- 
ture of the Scarf-skin they are not able wholly to breath a= 


way; fixing on the man part of the Skin, they produce 


various difcolourations and foul affects thereof: Of which fort 


chiefly are thofe we call 
Malignant Spots, and likewife Spots and any other Stains whatever 

bedecking the Skin; or Scarf-skin with any Marks or Specks 

without any tumour or unevennefs. 

As to the affects of the Skin it felf in general, in regard 
they are various and of fundry forts, they are wont to be di- 
ftinguifht in a. various refpect, and. firft of all that they are” 
either with or without a Tumour: We took notice of thefe 
latter even now. 

Cutaneous affects with a Tumour are either univerfal, dif 
perft through the whole Body, or particular, rais‘d in thefe or 
other Members at random, and as it were. by chance. 

The former either happen in a Fever, as chiefly the Small- 
pox, Meazies, and other Malignant Pufhes, to which alfo may 
be added the Fitting breaking forth of Children which foon 
vanifh 5 or they come without a Fever, as efpecially the Itch,

too long to treat of all thefe here particularly, therefore at pre- 
fent I fhall briefly {peak meerly of Cutaneous affects fuch as 
before mention’d. 
Firft, as to Summer Spots it’s a fign that they proceed 
from Choller and other yellow Recrements of the Blood, be- 
caufe they are moft familiar to thofe that are yellow Haird; 
again they happen to the Faireft Complexions, and in parts moft 
€xposd to the Sun and Air, becaufe their.Skin being of a 
fubtle Texture tranfmits the Humour rarified by the heat of 
the Sun, fo far till it be ftopt by a thick Scarf-skin, near the 
places where it fhould break forth: This affect as to the State 
of Health does not forefhow or threaten any ill: Thefe Spots 
differ little or nothing from thofe they call Lenticular Spots: 
There are other large Spots about the breadth of the Palm 
of the Hand which defile the Skin in many places, but efpe- 
cially about the Breft and Back with Stains fometimes of a 
dun colour, fometimes wan, or blackifh. Thefe being wont 
to rife and go away at certain times, and as I have obferv'd 
in Many, in certain parts, are commonly. call’d Liver-marks, 
though not properly, for thefe Stains happen on this. account, 
that the Filthy Dreggs and Refufe of the Blood, when not 
fuffictently receiv’d by the Veffels of feparation, are carried to 
the Skin together with the Serum, with which they are di- 
luted, and there being thrown off by the Blood, and left by 
the Serous Latex which evaporates, they ftick faft to the out- 


_ Ward, Pores and little Orifices, as a Moffy down does to the 


narrow pailages of a River. | 
Thofe Spots appear chiefly in the Summer, and moft upon 
the Back and Breit, wz. at that time, and in thofe places that 
Men are moft apt to Sweat in; that is to fay, that Serous Latex 
which has carried thofe Filthy Dreggs from the Mafs of Blood 


_ to the narrow Pores of the Skin, leaves them there, as being 


unmeet to pafs forth by Evaporation. This affect has no e- 
vil joyned with it, nor is it the Symptom of any prefent Dif: 
€afe, nor does it portend any fhortly to enfue, and in regard 
for the moft pjrt coming in places out of fight it cau= 
fes no deformity, or trouble, there feems little or no neéd of 
its Cure: But becaufe an opinion is {pread amongft the vulgar; 
that the Liver is much in danger by reafon of thofe Spots; and 
that it neceflarily requires help; therefore to fatisfy forme im- 
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portunately defiring Phyfick , befides outward Cofmeticks we 
are wont to prefcribe inward’ Hepatick Remedies; the nfe of 
which though not very neceffary, yet becaufe thereby the Blood 
is purified, and the Obftructions of the Bowels are open’d, they 
are not altogether in vain.. The inward Medicines ufeful for 
this purpofe are fet down before amongft Hepatick Remedies : 
Uhe very fame outward Remedies, or Topicks are proper in| 
this, as in all other kinds of Spots, of which we fhall give you 
fome choice Forms. | 

Having treated elfewhere profeffedly concerning Spots of the 
Plague. and Scurvy, I need not repeat them here’; efpecially be=.

"Scab which molefts the Skin in moft places of the Body with 


imall Pufhes,or breakings forth,being fometimes dry and often {cal- 
ty without much Itching, as inperfons of a Cholerick or Melan= 
cholick Conftitution, fometimes moift and difpos’d for Ulcer- 
ation with a mighty troublefome Itching, as in Perfons of a 
moult Temperament, with a foul Blood: And this affect is 
moft peculiarly a Difeafe of that part, feeing that it often has 
its beginning in the Skin it felf by outward Contagion, and is 
frequently Cur’d by certain Remedies apply d only to the Skins 


" at leaftwife the reafon of both holds good fo far that it’s fel-

as it’s daily manifefted to us, the Effluvia flowing from the Pufhes > 
of a Scabby Skin, being of no lefs efficacy than Barm or Yeit, | 
whereof if a very fmall Portion be put into new Ale un= = 
fermented, it prefently ferments the whole Mafs, be it never 


fo great, and changes it into the nature of the Liquour whence 


y¢ was taken. 

Therefore the Itch as to its Origine, either is taken by Con-"9 
tagion, or by reafon of an ill Dyet, its Incentive and Fuel is9§ 
communicated from the Chyle and Mafs of Blood being viti- § 


‘ated, or through naftinefs and want of Perfpiration it’s gene- @ 


rated in the Skin it felf: To which we may add that Infants 9 
fometimes get this evil Hereditarily contracted from their § 
Parents. ” 

Though this Difeafe be never Mortal, or very dangerous of § 


it felf, but always eafy of Cure, yet it -has often an ill iffue; \ 


becaufe being long continued it mightily vitiates the Blood, 
and the Nervous Liquour ; and if Curd on a fudden, the Mat= 
ter which is driven from the Pores being inwardly receiv d, 
brings a pernicious Taint on the Praecordia and Brain, or on 
other Noble parts. a 
The greateft danger from the Itch threatens Children, and 
Cachectical Perfons, becaufe in both thefe the Taint of the @ 
Cutaneous Humour is more eafily fent, into the Noble parts; § 
which after the outward Contagion ef the Itch is taken | 
away, remaining within, cannot be throughly overcome but by 
a great deal of Phyfick (which neither of them can well bear ) 
wherefore fuch perfons ought to’ be prefervd with all care and 

diligence from the Itch, as from the Plague it felf. SS 
Coneerning the Cure of the Itch there are two primary In= 
dications, and both’ of them twofold: wz. the Firft being Cu- 
ratory has regard to thefe two things, that the Glandulots Hu- 
mour (its Corruptive ferment being wholly extinguifht ) be 
reftor'd to its due Crafis. And then Secondly, that the Fons . 
and — 
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and Paflages of the Skin it felf being freed from thofe Con- 
® cretions of Ichor recover their Ancient Conformation or free 
© Perfpirability. 


The Second Indication being Prefervatory, provides againft 
thefe two things, vz. Firlt, that the Impurities and Corruptive

-vous Liquour, and caufe not only Difcrafies in them, but like-

adininiftred : We fhall give you fome kinds and forms of Cacia 
of thefe forts. In the Firft place things chiefly excelling 1 aay 
Nitrous Sal are Chyyftal Mineral, the Fuices or Decoctions of certame 
Herbs, and fome Purging Mineral waters. = 
Take Chryftal Mineral, or Nitre purified to the bighe/t degree 
an Ounce, Flowers of Sal Armoniack a Dram , brusfe them 
together in a Glafs Mortar, give to a Dram thrice or four tomesme 
in the fpace of twenty four hours. a 
Take Leaves of the great Houfe-leektwo handfuls, being bruisd 
boil them in tivo Pounds and a half of freflo Mulk ull st tum to 
hey and Curd, being firain'd let the clear Liquour be taken to am 
Pound twice a Duy. : 
Take Leaves of Dandelyon fix handfuls, being bruisd put them 
an aGlaz’d Earthen Pot with a cover, which put in an Oven after 
the Bread is drawn, and let it ftand for fix or eight hours, then 
the Mafs being put in a ftrainer let the clear Liquour rum out, 
the Dofe of which 1s from four Ounces to fix thrice or oftner in & Dajoum 
Cucumbers being endow’d with a Nitrous quality are found 
by experience to be good againft this Difeafe, wherefore let = 
{tore of them be often eaten, as a Sallet. Moreover let three 
or four of them beige cut into flices be mfus'd and clofe {topt 
in three Pounds of fountain water all Night; to the clear Liquour 
pour d off,-add of Sal Prunella two or. three Drams; the Dofe 
is half a Pound thrice or oftener in a Day 3 for the famepuré 
pofe 
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pofe alfo Decoctions of the Leaves together with the Frui 
made in fountain water are proper. 

Some Mineral Purging waters, as efpecially thofe of North- 
bal, being refolvd by Evaporation mauifeftly thew the Nitrous 
Salt wherewith they are imbued: And I have fometimes found 
by experience that dayly drinking about two quarts of them 
for many Days Cures a {mall running Scab. 

2. Entas I have hinted before, Mineral waters endotw'd with 
A Vitriolick Salt, as thofe of the Spay, and ours of ‘Tunbirage 
and <Ajtrepe far exceed thofe Nitrws maters, nay and all otber 
Medicines, and are of greater efficacy in the Cure of the vun- 
hing Scab. 

To, thofe who have not the conveniency of ufing thefe wa 
P ordinarily give with good fuccefs againft this Diteafe com- 
miOn Waters impregnated with’ our Steel, and fo moft exactly 
refembling thofe Mineral waters. It happens that Tv and An- 
timony by reafon of their Mineral Salts, or at leattwile by rea- 
fon of the Mercurial Partices in them are extol’d by many 
for Curing the running Scab, and are wont to be prefcrib’d 
With other Medicines. Let Shavings of Tim, and Powder of An- 
timony Ge infusd in Beer for ordinary Drink; they enter alfo 
the Decoctisns cf Sarza with Woods which are ordered againtt

The ufe of the Viper, and preparations of it, fufficiently re- 
commend the excellent Vertue of Volatile Salt for the Cure of 
the’ Geep fort of running Scab, nay of the Leaprofie it felf:

prepard of Vipers do good in the running Scab, and Lea- 
profie, cettainly the reaion of the help it affords oug 
aicribd to the Volare Salt; with a great plenty of whiclr this 
Animal is endowed: ‘For the Particles of this deftroy the fixt 
and acid Salts predominating in the Blood of the Difeas’d, and 
diflolve their Combinations ; Neverthelefs the Sait, Spirit , and 
Oy of Vipers Chymically extra@ed, by reafon of their Kimpy- 
reumatick, and mighty EHlaftick Particles, which they draw 
from the Fire, are not proper in this Difeafe; fo neither the 
Spirit, or Volatile Sait of Harts-born, Soot, or Blood, and other fich 
like Armoniacks, becaule by exagitating the Blood and Hu- 
mours above meafure, they caufe their Crafis to be more dii= 
folyd, and their Corruptions to be driven fo.th more plentt- 
fully to the Skin: Wherefore the more {imple preparations of 
Vipers, aS Broaths Of their Flefh boil’d in water, Drriabs impres= 
nated with Infutions, or Incoctions of the fame, and Powders 
Made of the fame dryed and beaten are prefcrib’d with more 
ficcefs againft this Difeafe: Moreover not only. the Fiefly-ar 
Hoh Vipers, 
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but of other kinds of Oviaprous Snakes being boil’d and 
cen for ordinary Food, give often great relief.

There is a mighty ftore of thefe Topicks to be found as wells 
among Phyfical Authors, as among Empiricks and Quacksia 
Though among them all, Baths or Liniments made of Tar fara 
exceed all the reft of the Remedies of both kinds: So that im 
truth we fhould make ule of thefe alone were it not for thems 
ill fmell: wherefore I fhall give you certain Forms of Come—us 
pofitions with Tur, and without it ; | a 
Therefore for Baths its a commion thing to ufe water kéepum 
foe time in Veflels in which Tar has been before, and fo times 
pregnated by Infufion.

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reat caution; for in regard this Adiminiftration exagitates and 
tgs the Blood, it endangers to diffolve its Crafis more ( as 
is faid before ) and to difperfe its corrupted Taints in a more 
plentiful manner to the Skin. 

2. Liniments, whofe ufe is more fafe, and proper, are of three 
Kinds, or degrees, vz. gentle, mean, and ftrong: I fhall give 
you an example or two of each of thefe. 

1. Firft, therefore in a mall running Scab, where the breakings 
forth and clufters of Pufhes are few and very fmall, fang 
Spittle is recommended: Alfo the Liquour diffiling from green 
Wood in the Fire: So likewifea meer rubbing with the Roce 
of fharp pointed Dock brues’d, and maceratedin Vinegar. (Or) 

Take Oyl of Tartar per Deliquium, Oyl of Nuts, or of bitter 
Almonds by expreffion', of each equal paris, make a Liniment to 
be applyd to the places atfected twice a Day. 

2. Liniments of the Second kind have Tar for an Ingredient 
Which is efteem’d as good as all the reft. 

_ Take Unguentum Rofatum fix Ounces, Tar tivo Ounces, being 
melted together let them be mixt. (Or) 

Take a good fat piece of Weathers Mutton, ftick it with bits 
of the Roots of floarp pointed Dock, fpit it, and roaft it: And 
bafte it with Tar, letting it drop leafurely on it, keep the Dripping 
@5 4 mofi excellent Ointment for the running Scab. 

_ 3. The ftrongeit Ointments againft this affect are Mercurial,

Be- 
fore this courfe was ended all the- breakings forth were Waa 
niiht ; Notwith{tanding which to pertect the Cure, and with- 
al to extirpate the Mercury, fhe {pent another Month in Pam 
ing, Sweating under a Cradle, au in a Diet Drink of a De 
coction of Sarfa, China, &c. at which time feeming to be per=_ 
fectly Curd, fhe ‘continued {6 for about forty Days; But fromm 
ieee forwards though fhe obferv’d an exact Form of Diet 
the fame Difeafe began to fpring forth afrefh, and encreafings 
by degrees , rife at Ten gth to an overgrown fate as before = 
I, being in fome confufion at this event, perfwaded her to hopes 
an alteration for the better after the flowing of her Menfes 
which, having not yet happen’d, was expected in a fhort time: 
Neverthelefs after long e: cpectation , that Excretion at length” 
hapning, and thenc eforward continuing its conftant courfe;:

Leaprous Scurf: So that every Night the Scales falling off ina 
great plenty within the Bed like Bran, might be gathered up 
in heaps: This perfon, in order to his Cure, firft tryed ordinary 
Remedies almoft of all kinds, but without any good : And then 
having undergone a gentle Salivation of Mercury, he found himfelf 
nothing better ;aftefward that Method being repeated, after along 
and high Flux, he feem’d reftor’d to his Health: But within three 
Months the fame Difeafe {pringing forth afrefh, rife in a fhort 
time to its Ancient Enormous ftate: Nay and having undergone 
this irkforme kind of Cure a third time, that affect feeming for a 
while to be driven away, returnd again, and thenceforward in 
defpite of this, and any other Method whatfoever, exercis’d its 
Tyranny during the Life of the Patient : I need not fay any thing 
of the Leaprofie, which being only a more intenfe degree of the 
former Difeafe, feems {carce to admit of any Cure.

CHAP. Il. 


Iuftructions and Prefcripts for the Cure of the 
Falling-fickne/s. : 


“@ HE Epilepfy,or Falling-ficknefs is thus defcrib'd sm 
\ Firft, as to the Idea of the Difeafe, a Fit of % 
the Epilepfy feems to be an Univerfal, ands 
only a more violent fort of Convulfion; ifs 
which the Spirits that are in the Brain be 
_ ing firft irregularly mov’d, and -as it wereim 
Confufion ; all the reft refiding in the Appendix both Medul= § 
jary and Nervous of the Brain fall together into Convulfive : 
motions, 
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tnotions; or diforderly contractions, and continue them for 
fome time,with frequent twitchings. The accefs of the Difeafe for 
the moft part is by way of furprife, fo that the Difeafed fall fud- 
denly on the ground, grind their Teeth, foam at Mouth, and 
Often beat their Heads agaifft the ground ; their Arms, and 
Leggs in the miean time, nay and their gNeck and Back either 
prefently become itiff, or are twifted in and out with various 
Flexions ; fome violently beat their Breft , others ftretch forth 
their Arms and Leggs with great force, and impetuoufly throw 
them, and fometimes the whole Body trom one place to a= 
nother : In many the Precordia and Hypochondres, and all 
the lower Venter {well, and are greatly blown up: After fome 
time, which is fometimes fhorter, and fometimes longer, thefe 
Symptoms ceafe on a fudden, and then the Sick come to them- 
felves again, and recover their Senfes, there remaining never- 
thelefs after the Fit a pain of the Head with a drowfinefs, and 
a deadneis of the Senfes; and often a Vertigo and Scotoma. 
Epileptical Fits are wont to return fometimes, at fet times of 
the day, month or year, but for the moft part they are wont 
to have a more certain return, and to feize more violently ac- 
cording to the greater changes of the year, or the conjunctions, 
Or oppofite afpects of the Moon or Stn; ometimes the ac 
Cefles are erring and uncertain according to the occafion and 
variety of evident caufes: And the Fits are fometimes more 
mild, foon paffing away, fo that the Difeas’d {carce fall on the 
ground, or are deprivd of Sence 5 fometimes they are mere 
violent, keeping the perfon Senfelefs for many hours, and in- 
ducing other dreadful Symptoms. Sometimes, though feldom, 
Certain Signs, forewarning a Fit, give notice to the Difeasd be- 
fore hand, as a heavinefs of the Head, a flafhing of the Eyes, 
a ringing in the Ears: Sometimes in tome exteriour part, to 
Wit, in the Arm, or Legg, oralfointhe Back, or Hypochondres, 
a Convulfion precedes, which, afcending thence like a cold wind, 
and creeping towards the Head, feems to canfe a Fit of the 
Falling-evil: Nor is it leis ufual for it to have its beginning in 
the Stomack, Spleen, Womb, Inteftines, Genitals, and other of 
the Vifcera, and to pais-thence to the Head in like manner. 

It is to be obferv’'d that fometimes the Epilepfy terminates 
of itsown accord, vz. about the time of Puberty, fo that thofe 
who aré not Cur’d before that period is paft, vx. the twentyfifth 
year, fcarce ever recover their Health: For about the time of 
Puberty a double alteration happens to humane Rody, and there- 
fore often a releafe from the Epilepfy, or any other Difeafe 
more deeply rooted: For Firft, at this time the Genital Hu- 
mour begins to be gather d together in the Spermatick ~ 
Pry: | WHREACE 
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whence it follows that the Spirituous Particles, and the Nitros 
fulphureous which are wont to accompany them, and fuch ag 
are Morbifick, are not only depos’d in the Brain, but alfo in thes 
Teftes, wherefore if the Heterogeneous Combination of the 
Spirits, before taking to the Brain, and caufing the Epileptyy 
be freely carried injg that new Store-houfe, the Brain alfo Be 
ing more free, Often fhakes off the Epileptical, or otherwife 
Morbid Difpofition. Secondly, about the time of Puberty, a 
the Blood conveys fomewhat, which before was defign’d for 
the Brain, to the Genitals by the Spermatick Arteries, fo alfe 
it receives fome ferment from thofe faid parts by way Of re 
turn by the Veins, viz. fome particles imbued with a Semi 
nal Tincture are carried back into the Mafs of Blood, whic 
Strengthen it, and infpire into. it a new and fprightly Vigour, 
wherefore at that time the endowments of the Body and Ming 
¢hiefly exert themfelves, the Hairs fhoot forth, the voice Dewmae 
comes more fonorous: The Menfes flow from Women, and Othenuas 
Accidents fupervene, by which it manifeftly appears that the 
Blood and Nervous Juice are impregnated with fome new Per 
mentation: Wherefore unlefs the Morbifick Ferments, or Sémiies 
nal Roots are overcome by this néw Natural Ferment, they 
continue afterwardsyunconquered to our dying Day: If the Be 
pilepfy does not ceafe about the time of Puberty, nor Canim 
Curd by the ufe of Medicines, it either terminates immedi 
ately in Death, or is chang’d*into fome other Difeafe ; Viz. 
Pally, Stupidity, or Melancholy , for the moft part incurablegum : 
Concerning the Cure of the Falling-ficknefs the Indications : 
(as vulgarly fet forth ) are either Curatory, having regard fo { 
the Fit, and either keep it off as it is coming, or foon forceume= 
it off when it has feizd: Or they are Prophylactick, and feamne 
gard the caufe of the Difeafe, which if they remove, its accefles 
will be kept off for the future. | a 
As to the firft intention, general Evacuatives have fearee 
place ; nor ought a Vomit, or Purge, and very feldom Bleed 7 
ing to be usd ina Fit; if the perfon continues depriv’d som 
Senle along time, Clyfters are fometimes wont to be adm 
niftred; but the chief thing to be done is to fix the Animal 
Spirits, which are too-Exorbitant and Volatile ; and to {ape 
prefs ther beginning Explofions: For which ends two kinds ' 
of Remedies chiefly conduce,vzz. Firft, Such as reprefs the Anima 
Spirits, apt to rife toan Exorbitancy and to fhoot, and repel them 
by a certain Fumigation as it were ungrateful to- them ; and 
force. them into their due courfe: Which Medicines en= 9) 
dow d with a Volatile, and Armoniack Salt,’or alfo with a Vea 
triolick Sulphur will eflect. Of which kind are Salt and Ogle \ 
or 
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of Amber, Spirit of Blood, of Harts-horn, of Soot, TinGure 
of Caftoreum and the like: Por thefe being inwardly taken 
Or held to the’ Noiftrils often give relief; nay and are thought 
to drive away the evil Spirits ‘of this Difeafe, even as jp Tabs e 
the Fume of the Gall ofa Fifth burnt did the Devi]. Secondly , 
the Animal Spirits are diverted, or hindred from entring tipon 

Explofions, when they are allur'd to, and kept imploy’d in fome 
Wofk that is ufual to them, wherefore in the Fic, Frictions 
Usd over the whele Body, and continued for fome time often 
do good: Bnt as to railing up perfons feiz'd, and wholly te- 
{training the Arms and Leggs from the Convulfive motion, or 
bindirg them in this or that Polture’'(as fome people ufe to 
do) and fe, as to blowing Sneezing-powder into their Noftrils 
and pouring firong Cordials into their Mouths, or applying 
Cupping-glaffes and Scarifications, and dealing roughly with the 
Diieas d by other. ways ot Adminiftration , thus diltm bing the 
Courie of the Fit: 1 fay this fort of practice is very often ilf 
taken in hand, becaufe by this means Nature is doubly toil’d; 
wiz. both by the Difeafe, and no lefs by ftanders by, and Sey- 
Wants, wheieas it were much better to let the Fit pafs ac- 
cording to iis courfe, that fo the Difeas'd might efcape with.one 
effiction. 

Truly the greateft care of a Phyfician and efficacy of Re» 
Mmedies is in the Prophylactick part of this Difeafe, that its caufe 
being taken away, or its root cut off, all the Fruit may wi- 
ther: The Medicines requir’ for this Indication have regard 
to many intents, which neverthelefs may be’ reduc’t’ to thefe 
two chief heads, wz. Firft, that the fuel of the Difeafe fup- 
plyed immediately from the vitious Blood and Nervous Juice, 
and more mediately from the Vifcera and firft paffhges, be cut 
off; And then Secondly, that the evil Difpofition of the Brain, 
and Spirits init, which is peculiar to the Epilep{y, be rermov’d. 

_As to the firft thing indicated, here Vomits, and Purges, 
and other both Evacuatives, and Alteratives, nay and Bleeding, 
and Cauteries have place; for as much as by thefe means and 
ways the Impurities both of the Vifcera and Humours are drawn 
away, and their Difcrafy is corrected; For though thefe Me- 
dicines. and Phyfical Adminiftrations feldom or never Cure 
the Epilepfy alone, yet they remove Impediments, raife up 
Nature, and ftir her up to fet upon her Enemy: They alfo pre- 
Pare the paflages that thereby Specifick Remedies may more 
certainly and efficacioufly exert their Vertues: Wherefore when 
the Cure of this Difeafe is attempted Spring and Fall,’ and 
at other fit feafons, by Secrets and Arcana’s, ‘it’s ufual to ufe 
Detwixt whiles thofe forts of Medicines. 
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As to Specifick Remedies which are affirm’d even alone, thouglt 
not always, to reach.the caufe of the Epilepfy, and to overs 
come it, of which kind are the Male Peony, Miitletow of the Oakes 
Rue, ¢ Caftoreum, Elks-hoof, preparations of Mans Scall, Ambon 
Coral, with many others : In regard thele nes are taken withou i 
any fenfible Evacuation, or even Difturbance following im thee

It 
feems probable that a Salivation powerfully rais’d by Mercury, 
and afterwards followed by a Sweating Diet Drink, will infal- 
libly Cure this Difeafe: What hot Baths or Mineral waters will 
do, is not yet known to me either from my own experience 
or that of others; I fhall try haply fome time what our artis 
ficial Mineral waters, v7. impregnated both with Iron, and 
Antimony being taken for many Days in a great quantity will 
be able to effect towards the Cure of the Falling-ficknefs.

Concerning’ thefe we may obferve, ‘that Children are! founds 
to be very. fubject to Convulfions chiefly at two times; Onmee 
within the firft Month after they are Born, and about:the time ope 
the eruption of Teeth: Though Fits of this Difeafe happen alloy 
often at other times, and for certain other caufes. _—

Scurvy; neverthele(s if the thing be a little more attentivelyy 
confidered, it willeafily appear, that certain Convulfive Symptoms 4 
frequently happen both to Men and Women, which properly and ~ 
duly claim the name of a Convulfion: Now thefe may be Vas 
rioufly diftinguifht according to the Manifold feat of the Mor | 
bifick caufe, but efpecially into thefe three kinds, vz, into cer= 
tain Convulfions caus’d by reafon of the Origine ‘of the Nerves ™ 
being chiefly affected, and into others which are causd by reas 
fon of the extreniities of the Nerves being ftopt with a Morbis® 
fick Matter; and laftly into others whofe Morbifick Matter de= — 
fcending from the Head, gets poffeflion of the whole, or the — 
greateft part of.the Ductus’s of {ome peculiar Nerves, Or pf 
them altogether. We fhall treat of each of thefe. kinds of Con= 5 
yulfions one after the other. a 

Therefore firft of all as to Convulfions hapning by reafon Gf 5

Hat Convulfive affects, fometimés without any fault in thes 
Head, arife from the Irritation and Explofion of the Spi 
rits lying about the extremities of the Nerves, it plainly appearsy 
even from this; becaufe when Medicines fmartly twitch the Coatss 
of the Stomack or Inteftines, or when Worms gnaw them, Cone 
vulfions do not only follow in thofe parts, but likewife Convul=s 
five motions are fometimes retorted on the Members and oute) 
ward Limbs : For as we have fhewn elfewhere, when a fenfe Of 
great pain torments any part,eand is communicated from thats 
to the Primum Senforium, prefently upon it, the Spirits bemge 
there irritated, an mvoluntary and irregular motion is wont tom 
be thence reflected ; and that not only by thofe Nerves, by which 
the fenfe of pain was brought, but fometimes the Convulfion ig) 
reciprocated alfo by others, either of the fame pair, or belonging 
to a pair wholly differing : Thus a Stone fixt in the Ureter catt= 
{es Convulfions, not only in the Veffel affected, but in a mat 
ner in all the Vifcera of the Belly, and cruel Vomitings for the 
moft part follow upon it : Wherefore it is not to be doubted but 
Convulfive Difeafes alfo,and fome fuch Symptoms are often caus @ 
by reafon of fome outward offence offer’d the extremities of the 
Nerves within the Membranes, Mufcles or Vifcera: Nay andae 
at any timein Hyfterick, Hypochondriack, and certain other pate 
fons, Convulfive motions are rais’d through the fault of the 
Womb, Spleen, or fome other of the Vifcera, the Head beings 
without hurt; truly thofe arife and are propagated on every fide 
into various Regions of the Body only this way, vz. by the am 
noyances of the reft of the parts by the Way of the Nerves, and 
not at all by vapours convey'd to the Head. I fhall now give

where leap, and are drawn with Convulfions ; 1m others that all 
the outward Members are in many places bent or extended this 

| way, and that, with various flexions and contorfions ; We fee 
fome fore’t by a matterlefsand ungovern’d impetus of the Spi- 
rits, fometimes being {truck as it were witha rage, to run or 
leap, fometimes ftrongly to belabour the earth, or any thing 
that comes in their way with their Fifts, which unlefs they did, 
they would fall prefently into Swoonings and horrible Faint- 
Ping Fits. It would be too tedious to enumerate all cafes-of thofe 
general Convulfions paffing through the whole Genus Nervofum: 
But fuch like Symptoms, though various and manifoid, may in 
fome fort be reduc’t to three chief heads, viz.as they chiefly 
© depend on three forts of caufes: For fince in thefe Convulfions

exerts it felf, and infects and poyfons with its ferment the whole 
Mafs of the Liquour in which it is involv’d: And this is more 
Clearly manifefted by the wonderful Symptoms, oz. the pains

by this means to avoid greater Difturbances and Swoonings; 
which would otherwife feize them: The reafon of which feems 
to be, that the Animal Spirits, becaufe {timulated in the whole 
Genus Nervofum from a Heterogeneous Combination, become 
Wholly in a rage and ungovernable, which therefore ought to 
be fo exercis’d and wearied, both that they themfelves may be 
maftered , and that the Heterogeneous Combination may be

That Convulfive affects are fometimes caus’d by Witchcraft, 
it is ‘both ‘vulgarly believ’d, and every where affirm’d by many 
Authors that deferve Credit: And to grant that wonderful affects 
are often produc’t in the Body of Men by tricks of the Devil, 
viz. in as inuch as by the wonderful fubtlety in operating, in 
which he excels, he infinuates Atoms or Heterogeneous Cor- 
ae - pulcles 
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pufcles into the fenfitive Soul, or the Texture of the Anima! 
Spirits, and fo fometimes ftimulates its Functions, fometimes 
binds them, fometimes violently perverts them: Nay and fare 
ther in fome manner he enters the Body of Man himfelf, and be. ~ 
ing as another Soul of a more powerful Nature, is co-extended 
to it, actuats all the parts and members, infpires them with — 
an unwonted Vigour, and governsthem at his pleafure, and ftigs 
them up to the performance of wonderful and fupernatural a¢tj- 
ons: Grant this I fay, yet all kinds of Convulfions which appear 
prodigious, as being befides the common courfe of this Difeafe, 
ought not prefently to be imputed to inchantments of Witches, 
or tricks of the Devil, for often, though appearing ftrange, they 
proceed from meer natural cafes, and f{tand in need of no other © 
Exorcifms for a Cure, than Remedies which are wont to be pres © 
{crib'd againit Convulfive affects: In truth the Animal Spirits 
when indued with a very great explofive Combination, and dif= 3 
charg’d together by it, exert fo much of ftrength and vigour © 
above their proper and wonted force, asa flath of Gua-powder 
above the burning of a common flame, {or that fuch, who, being 
obnoxious. to this Difeafe. may when they are out of the Fit 4 
be govern'd, carryed, and led at pleafure by the guidance of one | 
Man, ‘when the Fit comes upon them, are not to be manag d by 
the greateit itrength and endeavours of four or more robult 
Perfons: But if when any Perfon is diftempered there be a fulpi=

®  foimetimes in ordinary Fevers of an [ll-determination, a Vertigo 


Or Delirium arife from the Morbifick Matter’s being depos'd trom 
the Blood in the Brain; fo from the fame fall’n into the Genus 
Nervofum, Contractions and Twitchings of the Mufcles and Ten- 
dons, and allo fudden fhakings of the Members and Limbs, and 
fometimes horrible ftiff extenfions in the whole Body enfue, 
which forts of Convulfive affects happen for the moft part about 
the height of Fevers, when the Morbifick Matter, fi.ft heap’t to- 

ether in the Blood, is convey’d thence into the Brain, and that 
being either prefently paift through, or infected together with 
it, is carryed into the Sy/fema Nervofum, and thence Convulfive 
affects, with or without a Delirium are rais’d. 

Neverthelefs belides thefe kinds of Convulfive affects which 
enfue upon Fevers, and are fecondarily rais’d, we may obferve 
{ometimes in a Malignant Conftitution of the Air, and after a 
breath of a peltilential Contagion, that the Nervous Liquour is 
| infected before the Blood, or apart by it {elf from it, and that 
| then a Delirium and Convulfions precede the Feverith Diftemper. 

Moreover 1 have often obferv'd that fome Anoinalous Fevers 
have been rife, in which the Blood being fcarce {een to boil or 
tobeextraordinary hot, the beginnings of a flow, and very dan- 
gerous Fever have been firit laid in the Nervous Humours; which 
Being rais’d by degrees to a Maturity, caus’d Convulfive affects 
-with a Delirium or Mania, and other failings or exurbitancies of 
the Animal Spirits: For the Difeas’d not complaining of heat or 
drought, ona fudden becoming Weak, and as it were evervated, 
were prelently rendred obnoxious toa frequeiit Giddinefs, alfo to 
Tremblings aid Leapings as it were of the Limbs, aad likewile 
to Twitchings and Contractions of the Mufcles aad Tendons, 
and to pains moving from one place to another. Vhis hind of 
sickne(s, in vezard it feems to confit wy the folid parts, rather 
than in the Llood, is call’d by fume Phyficians a Malignant 

Hectick 
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Hectick Fever, when in truth the fame being chiefly rooted im 
the Nervous Humour, is better {aid to be a Convulfive Difeate ot 
the Nerves. ; — 
Horftius mentions a Convulfive and Malignant Difeafe, which © 
heretofore was Epidemical in Haffia, We(tphalia, and the Neigh= 
bouring parts; thofe that were feiz’d with It, without aay be=9 
verith heat, orimmoderate effervetcency of the Blood, as they 
were about their houfehould affairs, on a fiudden fcarce Pei 
ceiving themfelves fick, were wont to feel a Formication with a - 
Numnefs paffing in and out about their Hands or Feet, and 
fometimes in both: Prefently after their Fingers and Toes, and 
likewife their Arms and Legs, one while were clotely contracted, 
another while ftrongly extended, asthough they had grown tiff: 
Thefe Contractions and Extenfions followed each other alterma> 
tively, and now and then chang'd places, fo that at one time thes 
affect lay in this part, and then prefently in another : But in cafe 
(asit often fell out ) the Difeafe feiz'd the whole Brain all at oncess 
Univerfal Convulfions, and often Epileptical Fits infefted the Dif 
eas; Moreover they were obnoxious at certain times tO a Di- 
lirium, Mania, and fometimes to a Lethargy: This 2 
continued along time without a Crifis, or being perfectly relol~ — 
ved, and could fcarce ever be fo throughly Curd, but ill ana 
morbid Difpofitions of the Brain and Nervous parts laited atter=s 
wards during the whole Life. a 
It plainly appears that this Difeafe and its Symptoms wholly> 
depend on the Corruption and mighty Depravation of the Ner-" 
vous Juice: And the reafon why in this Nervous Fever, there 
happen’d a difficult, or rather no Crifis, or Solution at all, Wass 
becaufe the Nervous Juice being tough and miucilaginous 59 
as it were, and confequently flow in motion, is not pure de 
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the Blood, by an excretory effervefcence, nor does it eafily® 
fall into fuch a fermentation, whereby the pure is feparated from E 
the impure. = 

I have known a Difeafe like this, often to have reignd in our 
Country, and to have paft through whole Families, at leatty 
amongft the Children and younger People. Some years fince® 
a popular Fever forely infefting the Brain and Genus Nervojam™ 
very much reign’d about Ox/ford, and indeed almoft throughout™ 
England: The Narrative of which Difeafe, written at the times 
it reign’d, wx. dn. 1661. I fhall here briefly infert; for from 8 
hence it appears after what manner, and by what caufes Consiam 
vulfive Symptoms which happen in all Fevers, are wont to be | | 
rais d.

chiefl y among Children and young People, it was wont to mice 
them with a long, and as it were, Chronical Sickne{s :_ Nay and 
for etimes though rarely it infefted Perfons ftricken in years, and 
aved, but it kill’d them fooner,and more certainly : The affect firft 
feizing any Perfon, fo tacitely {tole upon him, that, the: begin- 
nings of the Sicknefs were fearce perceiv'd: For arifing-with- 
out any immoderate heat or great thirft, it prefently caus’d a 
great weakne(s in the whole Body, witha languor of the Spirits, 
and a deadnefs of the Animal Functions: The Stomack loathed 
all Food, and found it felf oppreft by what was taken into it, 
and neverthele(s it was not inclin’d to Vomit. The Difeasd be- 
inz indifposd to all motion, fought only to lye on a Bed, and 
do nothing: Within a fhort time, and fometimes, from the firft 
invafion of the.

I obfery’d in fome, after a long failure of the fenfitive faculty, 
and an cppreflion of the Brain’ from the Morbifick Matter, that 
at length Fumours enfued in the Glands about the Neck, from 
Which, afloon as ripen’d and broken, a thin and ftinking Ichor 

owed for a long time, and gave cafe: I have feen allo Watery 
Vheals raisd in other parts of the Eody;-which have paft ‘into 
Gollow Ulcers with ciffculty to be Curd: Sometimes fmall 
Spots, andias it were Flea-bites appear'd here and there: Though 
Phave not heard that broad and livid, Spots ever, Were to be feen 
mn Perfons fick of this Difeafe: However notwithitanding this 
Fever had not any very Malignant breakiigs forth, yet’ it was 
not free from Contagion: Forin the fame Family.it feizd almoft 
all the Children and younger’ People one after the other; and 
Often Perfons ftrichen in years, who attending the fick, famili- 
arly usd about their Beds and Bed-cloaths, were infected with 
the fame Difeafe: Yet I mutt fay there was not fo great a fuf- 
picion of infection, that for that reafon the Friends of the Sick, 
Should be wholly forbidden to vifit them, or convetfe with 
them. 

Though all along the courfe of this Difeafe Cunlefs when the 
Brain Was greatly affail’d) it appear’d only mild, ‘and paft with- 
Out any dreadiul Symptom, neverthelefs its Cure was always dif-

Bed: To this Perfor I gave often in a day Milk diftill!'d with 
Snails and temperate Herbs: Moreover infiead of ordinary drink, 
T ordered him daily to take an opening Decoction, fuch as is 
is’d in the Richets: By the help of which Remedies he feemd 
to be reftor’d to his health within a Months {pace., 


This Fever in a certain Noble Mans Family, prov'd very fatal 
amonyft his Childien, who had been originally fubject to Ce- 
phalick affects. About the Vernal Equinox, a Boy of about 
Eleven years of Age, began to fall fick. Inthe fift place with- 
put an intenfe heat or drought, a lofs of Appetite, and failing of 
Strength came upon him. Moreover an almoft continual Ver- 
tigo molefted him,with a frequent inclination to Fainting,fo that 
he often thonght hin.telf reedy to fall ina Swoon: Tothis Per- 
fon,by the advice of fome Nurfe that attended him, Glyfters were 
daily given: And afterward when from the fculnets of his 
Tongue and Mouth, the manifeft figns of a Fever zppeard, that 
Empirick gaye him a Vomit of the Infufion of Crocus Metallorum. 


And the icventh day giving’ him a Cordial Powder, and cover~ 


ing him over with Cloaths, fhe made him Sweat : His Skin ne 
fooner began to be moiit, but prefently (peaking Light-headed, 
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he complain’d that his Cap was fall’n into water, foon after be- 
coming Speechleis, he dyed, ( whillt I was fent for ) within'fous 
hours, : he 

Shortly after, the fame Difeafe feiz’d his Sifter who was 
Younger; whofeficknefs nevertheleis, becaufe it was accompa- 
med with a frequent Coughing and Spitting, was firft thought © 
ta be only a cold taken: But within a- few days, that Cough 
Became maniteftly Convulfive s\for in Coughing the Diaphragm 
being. raisd. upward, and fo held for fome tinie, by a repeated 
syitole, amighty Sarill noife, as though fhe were fuffocated came 
fsom her: Afterward this little Girl growing more manifeftly 
Fevertfh, and. complaining of a thirft and beat, paft the nights 
without fleep, with a nighty tofiimg in her Bed, and after a 


while {peaking Light-headed, the complatn'd as her Brother had 
done betore, that her Cloaths were tall’n into the waters; and 
as all things grew worfe, the began to be troubled with Convule 
five, motions, fift in the Limbs, fhortly after in the Face, and 
then. in the whole Body: The Fits returning frequently , wiz 
twice .or thrice within an hour, very forely purfued her, fo that 
this poor Wretch dyed within the {pace of twenty four hours 
after the greater Convullive affects had feiz’d her, the Tenor of 


the Animal Spirits being wholly fbverted. Whitt the Conyul- 
hve Fits prett upon her, the Pulfe was very much difordered, 
ané often intermitted, and fhe was affected with a frequent 
Vomiting. 

Becaule this Fever (cizes fome Perfon: predifpos’d for it almoft 
yearly, and haply hereatter may at fome time become Epidemi- 
cal, by reafon of the ill Conttitution of the year, I think it may

aod. not digeited :: Wherefore it would be to no purpofe to €x-= 
pect that the Blood fhould permit its Heterogeneous Particles 
to be gathered together in its Mafs, and then that an Excretory 
effort avifing at fet intervals of times, thould purge forth the fame 
heing fubtilifed: Nay rather the faid Blood, when boiling, Riles 
mag to a great.am open flame, but like a fire covered with Turf, 
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emits a moift Smoak or Breath, rather than a Flame: Yet fo that 
from thence by reafon ot the Nervous Juice s being prefently de- 
praved jn its Cralis, and often by reafon of the Lunys being ftuft 
with a-Morbifick Matter, Convulfive or Ptizical.Symptoms are 
Particularly preiling throughout the whole courie of the Difeata! 
I mutt fet down the Curative intentions according to the va- 
rious times of the Difeafe, and the diverfities of Symptoms -that 
are chiefly preiling. About the beginning of this Fever, letting 
Blood feemd to agree in.a manner with all: I have often found 
this Remedy of good effect in Children: For. by, this means a 
Breathing place, as it were, is open’d forthe Mafs. of Bloods 
which tacitely and coverily lies a boiling, and obtrudes. its foul 
{moak on the more noble parts, and confequently- its-itnpere Ef 
Horefcencies are withdrawn from ,the Head and Lungs: There- 
fore though this ill difpos’d Fever be faid in fome fort to be Ma- 
lignant, yet in as much as the Blood is not apt prefently tobe 
coagulated, but to be fus'd too much, and to difcharge its Sero- 
fities. on the noble parts, wz. the Head and Lungs, therefore 
Bleeding, fo it be us’d-in the beginning of the Difeafe, agrees in 
a manner with all Perfons. et : 
Bor the fame reafon of Curing, Cathartick Medicines, and e&- 
fpeciaily Vomits, are given prefently at the beginning of the Dif- 
eafe, for thefe donot only empty the Vefiels of, Codcoction; and 
fo withdraw both the firit, and asit were original fuel of the. Dit 
€afe, but likewife draw. Serofities fromthe Biood, and fo caufe 
its filth rather to be difcharg’d in the Stginack. and dnteftines, 
than onthe Head or Lungs. Moreover inas much as. the Glands 
witich receive the Lymphzducts, are twitchtand {trongly, fha- 
Ken by Emeticks, the Superfluities of the Nervous Juice .are 
thereby prets’d forth into the lower Vifcera, that they cannotof 
fend the Brain, and its Appendix: And. for this end, let the Bel- 
ly ftill be kept foluble by the frequent ufé of Glyfters, Inthe 
meantime, while the Blood, being defil’d, with. the taint. of. this 
Difeafe, threatens ill to the Brain or Pracordia,;it will not-be fafe 
fo attempt any thing. with Diaphoreticks or Diureticks, of alfo 
with ftrong Catharticks; For thefe forts of. Medicines, Sreatly 
fufing, the Blood, and driving its Serofities.into:the places, mot 
open to receive them, eafily obtrude on the Brain.or Lungs 
if at any time they are of a weak Conftitution, any dreggy, filth 
which is apt to depart’ from the Ma{s of Blood: So in’the Youth 
above mention’d, a Sweat being unfeafonably rais’d, it. .was ifol- 
lowed by a lofs of Speech: And I have known,that Sudorificks, 


in like manner as Chalybeats, have brought. a Confumption in 8 
» Morbid Difpofition of the Lungs. 
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herefore Bleeding, and if need be, a Yomit or Purge, wy. 
one of them, or both being prefently ordered at the beginning of 
the Difeate, the other intentions will be to divert the Morbinck 


Serofities of the Blood, which are apt to flow to the Head and 
Breit, and to derive them off gently by other ways of Evacna- 
tions, and to clear them forth : For this end Veficatories ought 
to be applyed on the Nape of the Neck, or behind the Ears, near 
the Arm-pits,in the Groin,or on the Thighs, or Calves of the Legs, 
viz. fomietimes in this part, fometimes in that 5 to. wit, that the 
little Sores made here and there, dowing continually, may plenti- 
fully difcharge the Serum filled with Heterogeneous and Morbid 
Particles. : 

Moreover Remedies vently conveying the Serum to the Reins 
and Urinary paffiges, are often given with good effect; for this | 
purpofe let Diuretick Apozems and Julapes be ordered accora= 
ing ‘to the following Forms. |

COmetimes univerfal Convulfions, without’ Poyfon, or a Feve- 
iJ rif Miafm, are caus d by reafon of aScorbutick or otherwife vi- 
tious dyfcrafie of the Nervous Juice; for the Liquor which lies in 
the Nerves, and Nervous parts, fometimes falling from its natural 
and due Crafis,is fo much fild with Heterogeneous and Explofive 
Particles, that the Animal Spirits admitting an incongruous com- 
bination ,fome ways accruing to them, are irritated to continual 
Explofive Convulfions; which kinds of affects of the Spirits are 
either divided cr feparate, betwixt which no Communication or 
dependence happens, wx. when many parts of the body are af- 
fected together with fo many Convulfions peculiar to them, 
whicn do not follow each other fucceffively, but are terminated 
in the fanie Mnfcle or Member where they begin: Or fecondly,The 
Convulfive affects which are rais’'d together in the whole Genus 
Nervofum, ave continual or connected, and being continued by a 
per petual fort of Viciffitude betwixt themfelves, fucceed each o-~ 
ther, fo that the diforderly motions of ali the Members through a 
Mutual Succeflion when they begin at one part, prefently pafs in- 
tothe others. We fhall confider the nature of both thofe convul- 
five affects, and fhall fhew what method of Gure is to be usd 
‘im each cafe. 


1. As to the former kind it plainly appears that fuch aftects 
are not fimple, but complicated,v7z. of aConvulfion and Palfey,for 
though the Mulcles and Tendons are continually infefted with

move ftrongly any Members, or the whole body: nay to thefe

and gentle Convulfions in his Lim! DS, after having Jain long ane 
der thefe affects, at length he went to Bathe fora Cure, but ufing 
there the hot Baths too cften, inftead of a cure he got only fo 
creat an exafperation of his difeafe ; that from that time the 
forefaid Symptomis did no longer follow himvat times, but almofy 
conftantly, vz. Convulfive Motions, and Painful Tenfions incef 
fantly occupied all his Limbs, nay and each part of his Body, 
(o that all the Mufcles together were perpetually Convulst with 
repeated Twitchings S, and that not without a mighty Torture; 
the only way of appeafing which w Aap tial fometimes his whole 4

cisd with a local Motion: for as Long as a was awake, he was

Sicknefs he was feizd with ahorrour at the’ fight of Fire, 
afterward becoming weaker, herefusd to fit by the Fire, even ini 
the Winter: his Urine was always of an Orange Colour, which 
if Evaporated on Coals in an Earthen Pot, a Saline filth, 
amounting to above half the Liquour, fell to the bottom : The 
Belly being always Coftive, never depos dits burthen unlefs irri- 
tated by a Medicine or Glyfter : Moreover, befides the Convulfive 
Motions, a Baftard Palfey poffeft all the Members of his Body, for 
he could neither lift up his Hands, nor walk with his Feet 5 his 
Tongue faultring brought forth only imperfect words, but fome- 
times when on oocafion his mind was poffeft with a fudden Joy,his 
Spirits and Strength being ftrangely rais'd, he was able on a fud- 
‘den to rife from his Chair and to walk upright, and skip about 
without help; which interval neverthelefs fcarce lafted a minute of 
anhour, but the Members faultered afrefh, and were troubled 
With their wonted Languor and Trembling. As this perfon 
was ill after this manner above twelve years, he got the 
advices of the moft Famous Phyfitians of all England, and tryed 
Na great many remedies and almoft of all kinds, viz. Antiparali- 
M ticks, Antifcorbuticks, Drying, and Sweating Dyets, Purges, 
Cauteries, Baths, Liniments, nay and was twice Salivated but 
could not be Cured by any of thofe Methods, ‘wherefore all hope 
® of Cure being laid afide, for the fevenlatter years of his life he 
fF ufed only remedies that had regard tofome of the chief Symp- 
® toms;5 wz.he took thrice a week a Loofening Medicine of Sena 
and Rhubarb with Correctives, fometimes inthe form of aSy- 
rup, fometimes of an Extract; he usd to take every night a 
Doife of an Opiate made of temperate Conferves and Species: 
Moreover he had a fulap in a readinefs to be taken on occafion, 
» when the Spirits faultered: He allo Drank Oat-bear, Alter’d 
# with temperate and Diuretick Herbs: By the ufe of thefe things 
* he paft at leaft feven years, without any great alteration for 
the worfe: At length Old Age preffing upon him and the DWeafe 
together, the Convulfive fits growing more violent, feis’d him, 
not as before when his fleep was over, but as foon as he was warm 
in his Bed, fo that he was forc’t wholly to forbear going to Bed, 
and he put off his Cloaths but feldom, unlefs it were to change 
Linnen: Hence tranfpiration being hindred, the Serous and o- 
ther Filthy Dregs which were wont to evaporate, were fixt on 
the Lungs, which firft brought a thick Breathing, afterward an 
Afthmatick affect, and laftly a Mortal Confumption. 

If the reafons of the forefaid affects be enquired into: it will 
appear that all thefe Evils proceeded from the ill Conftitution of

the Difeate feems to confift in the Difcrafy of the Nervous Juice; 
Which ‘liquor is not always perverted after one and the fame 
manner: But from the manifold combination of the Salts and 
Sulphurs, gets a Morbid difpofition of a various kind and con=;

ther Convulfive Motions: And whatever diforder or irregula- 
rities Happen elfe about the Motion of the Blood, they are only 
fecondary and depending on the Convuliions of the Vifcera. 
The way of the difference whereby the kinds of this difeafe both 
differ fromm each other, and from the other Convulfive affects 
is taken from the various Origine, and chiefly from the extenfion 
of the Morbifick Caufe : for the Origine of this, as of many o- 
ther Convulfive affects fometimes refides in the Head, the Womb 
being wholly without fault : Though fometimes this affect hap=~ 
pens through the fault of the Womb, and fometimes through 
that of other parts : As to the extenfion of the Difeafe, from 
whatever Origine it proceeds , for the moft part it chiefly af" 
fects the Interiour Nerves, to wit thofe that particularly regard 
the Vifcera and Precordia and their appendixes, and chiefly 
troubles the Spirits lying in them: Sometimes alfo, though rare= 
ly, the Spirits that prefide in the Exteriour Nerves and likewife ~ 
thefe in the Brain and Cerebellum, are involvd in the fame 
affect, 

As to the Morbifick Matter, or Explofive Combination, which, 


accruing to the Spirits within the Brain,and deriv d with them in 


to the Procefles of the Nerves, often is the caufe of the af 
fects, which are vulgarly call’d Uterine, or of the Mother: We 
fay this to be Heterogeneous Particles fent from the Blood,asin 
other kinds of Convulfions ; and which are wont to be made to 
cleave to the Spirits that pafs into the Origines of the Nerves, 
on two chief occafions, viz. either through the fault of the 
Spirits themfelves, or through the great force of the Matter < in= 
{tances of both kinds every where occur:Through the fault of the 
Spirits themfelves as when through a fudden Paflion, fuppote of 
Fear,Anger, Sadnefs, they are very much Troubled and forc't into 
Irregularities; through the Exorbitant force of the Matter; 
as in the evil Crifes of Fevers, alfo in any Malignant, and 
Scorbutical, and other Chronical. affects of an ill Determina= 
tion : thefecaufesare much upheld and promoted by an ill or 
weak Conftitution of the Brain and Genus Nervofum,° whe- 
ther it be hereditary, or acqnird by an ill dyet, hence Women 
aremore obhoxious to Convulfive affects than Men, and thofeé 
one more then another. 

Tho’ thefe they call Hyfterical affects very often arife from the 
Brain, yet fometimes they are rais‘d bya caute beginning either 
mn the Woinb, orin other of the Vifcera 5 and this either by rea- 
fon of a folution ef continuity, through a Tumor or Ulcer,

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_ or Stimulation of the part 5 or by reafon.of the obftruction. of 
the Nervous Juice in its Circulation ; thus when fome accufto- 
med evacuation, whereby the fuperfiuities of the Nervous Li- 
-quour were went to be difcharged, is ftop’d, as upon the fudden 
ftopping of Iffues, or drying up of old Ulcers without Purging, 
many have fallen into Convulfive attects, which fometimes alfo 
happen to Virgins and Widows through a retention of the Se- 
minal humour, which ought to be Voided its proper way: 
And fometimes theNervous Juice regurgitates toward its Origine, 
becaufe its paflage is fomewhere. itopt by a Cancrous or Scirr- 
hous Tumour.. fo illuftrate our doctrine of the, vulgarly cali’d, 
Paffions of the Womb ; I fhall now give an inftance of a perfon 
troubled with them. 
~A Renowned Lady, extreamly. beautiful, and endowed with 
am excellent temper of mind and manmers, lately lived in th 
‘parts, whofor many years was obnoxious to Convulfive aff 
fhe having contracted this valetudinary difpofition fron 
Birth, or Hereditarily, and having found in herielf thete fruit:

and undergone frequent: Abortions ) fhe was wont to be e: 
Ginarily troubled with Convulfive paffions, in amanner Hy {teri 
Cal: For prefently. upon the ftopping of the Menfes, | 
rogencous Particles being convey d to the Brain, 
wofum, brought violent Fits of the diftemper. 

After that fhe had laft conceived; in the firft Months accor- 
‘ding to her ancient wont, fhe was often troubled with Convulfive 
aiects, about the ninth week of her. being with Child, upon 
taking Cold, ihe fell into a dangerous Fever, in which very acute 
Pains forely infefting her in the Loins, and about the lower 
Part of the Belly, feemdto threaten an Abortion? But thofe 
Pains, as it appear'd at laft, being rather to be judg’d of the Cac

As foon as this Lady grew well of her Fever, and Pains, the 
Convulfive affects returned, for every morning as the awaked 
irom her fleep, fhe was wont to undergo violent Contractions 
and Convulfions about the parts of the Mouth and Face, and alfo 
in the Arms and Legs, which Symptoms doubtlefs arofe from 
the Serous filth heap’d together in the Head about the Origines of

like thofe of a perfon in Labour, arofe in the Abdomen and 
Loins as before, and miferably tormented her day and night for 
a week: At length having us’d a Bath of Emollient Herbs, and 
then being put to bed to fweat, fhe was delivered of the burthen 
of her Womb: the Conception thus paffing from her witha 
mighty torture was as a Peaehens Egg in bignefs and figure; the 
outward coat of this was ragged andbroken3; the inward coat 
remaining whole, contained about half a pound of clear Water, 
and nothing elfe: And no rudiments, of a Fetus that was form d, 
or about to be form’d, did appear: Afterward for four or five days 
the Lochia flowed from her with fome pieces of Membranes = 
Mean while Pains troubled her with their wonted violence : And

bers of the Body. Thefe Symptoms were judg’d really Hyfteri- 
cal, becaufe the noble Lady had {fo lately Aborted. 

But confidering all thefe things, I was at length of this opi- 
nion, That the caufe of both Fits, wz. the Paining, and Convul- 
five, depended wholly on the evil affects of the Brain and Genys 
Nervofum, without any fault in the Womb, to wit, that the fharp 
humour heapt together within the Brain, defcended thence, by 
the paflages of the Nerves, into parts very remote, and lying in 
the Membranes and Fibres, and fermenting with the humour 
coming to it from the Mafs of Blood, irritated them very much, 
and caus d violent pains: then afterwards, when the heterogeneous 
and explofive Particles, admitted into the Brain with that Hu- 
mour, and entring the Ductus’s of the Nerves,joyn’d with the 
Spirits, thereupon the Convulfive difpofition, now and then break- 
ing forth into violent Fits, was caus’d, as it will by and by appear 

more at large. 

Directing my curative intents according to this fEtiology, I 
ordered the fick Lady, at the time fhe was extreamly ill, that 

Blood fhould be drawn from the Saphana Vein, That a gentle 
Purge fhould be given her within two days, and that it fhould 


| Be repeated once or twice a Week: Alfo on other days I gave 


her, Morning and Evening, Spirit of Harts-horn; and at other 
hours, twice or thrice in a day, Powder of Pearl and Crabs-eyes, 
with a Dofe of the following Julape. 

Take Water of Snails, Magifterial Water of Earth-Worms, of each 
three Ounces, Water of Saxifrage, and of Black-Cherries, of each four 
Ounces; Hyfierick Water, an Qunce; § yrup of Coral, an’ Ounce and a 
half; Tindure of Caftoreum, a Dram: mix them. 

She us d frequently a Bath of frefh Herbs when neceffity requi- 

ted it; the took Opiats always with good fuccefs: Veficatories 
were applied to the inward part of each Thigh, and to her Neck. 
® Moreover Fomentations, Liniments, Glyfters, Cupping-glaffes, 
p Sneezing-powders, and many other ways of Adminiftration were 
‘Preicribd, according to the exigency of Symptoms. 

After this method of Curing ufed about fourteen days, the no- 
ble Lady, being very much relieved, was wholly without the 
Convulfive Fits ; nay, and the pains of the Bowels and Members, 
and other Symptoms, being very much mitigated, gave us a ve- 
ry fair hope of a {peedy Recovery; but after this, partly by rea- 

fon of an ill Dyet, to which the Difeafed, upon never fo little an 
amendment, always indulg’d herfelf, but efpecially by reafon of 
a fudden paffion of terrour or fadne{s, which a fevere accident 
; happen~ 
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happening Within her own Houfe, had rais‘d, falling into a Re- 
lapte, the Difeafe was prefently brought to a much worte condi- 
tion; for both the Convulfions, and Pains troubled her in a more 
violent manner, nay, and the Stomach, being ftirr’d up in a man- 
ner with a continual Vomiting, neither admitted Food nor Me- 
dicines: fhe took Affes Milk for fome days, with fome Benefit; 
yet in regard it turn’d to Choler in her Stomack, and gave her 
fome offence, it was foon left off. At length, in‘defpite of all 


‘Remedies prefcrib’d with. all diligence by the advice of many” 


Phyfitians, the noble Patient languifh’t daily more and more, 
and by degrees drew near to Death. Two days before her De- 
ceafe, the pains of her Belly and Loyns remitted very much, and) 
becoming more chearful than her wont, fhe had fome hope of) 
her Recovery; but in the mean while fhe complain’d of a pain 
and a mighty oppreflion of her Head 5 and falling into a profound 
Sleep, about the beginning of the Night, upon her awakings 
fhe tell into a very horrible Convulfive Fit, which prefently pat 
mito a mortal Apoplexy, for becoming infenfible and fpeechiets, 
fhe departed this Life within twelve hours. The Body of this 
petion being open’d after her Deceafe, the Womb was founds 
wholly without fault,tho’ many of the V/cera were preternatu- 
rally difpos’d: in the Mefentery, about the midft of it, where it 
is fixt to the Back, and contains great Plexus’s of the Nerves,a 
lax fubitance, and blown up as it were with many Bladders, was 
jcen, it equallinga hands breadth in extent: opening this place; 
{ found no Humour in it, but only that the Membranes were 
feparated from each other, and:that nothing was included m 
the {paces betwixt them but a Wind, which Separations doubt 
leis were caufed by the Convulfions and Explofions -of the Spi- 
its, jent from the Head into thofe Plexus’s: and as to thole

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pains in the Belly, and the afcent.of the great heavy thing, as 
it were, and the Inflation of the Abdomen in the Convulfive Af 
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ects, it is notto be doubted but the Seat of the morbifick Caufe 
lay hid in that part of the Mefentery. | 

As to the method of Curing to be us’d in the Paflions vulgar 
ly call’d Hyfterical, fince the greateft part of the Symptoms Of 
this Difeafe are Convulfive, it is thence plain that anticonvulfive™ 
Remedies, fuch as above written, are chiefly indicated. Ne- 
vertheleis, fince thefe Affects very often happen to the Female 
Sex, in which the Men/es, and other accidents of the Womb, are 
molt commonly taken in as apart of the Morbifick Caufe; there- 
fore Medicines having regard to various difpofitions of the™ 
Womb ought to be added to the former, and be fundry ways 
complicated with them. The Therapeutick Indications are €t* 
ther Curatory, tobe usd in the Fit, or Prefervatory, which be=3 
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ing profecuted out of the Fit, remove the canfe of the Difeafe, 
Mi and prevent its Accefles. As to the former, if the Fit be but 
Mp fall, let it pafs off of its own accord, without any farther per= 
i» turbation of the Spirits; but if it fo forely preffes that it is need: 
ful to give aid to Nature, as being greatly opprett, let this. one 
thing be endeavoured, That the Spirits being made free from 
the Embraces of their Heterogeneous Combination, remit of 
their Diforders and Explofions: For this end it is very ufual in 
the firit place to apply to the Noftrils ftinking and ftrong-fimel- 
ling things, the effluvias of which reprefs and reduce to order 
® the Spirits, which are grown too wild and apt to make exorbi- 
tant efforts, nay and difcufs their Heterogeneous Combination, 
and often wholly exterminate it. Affa Fetida, Caftoreum, Gal- 
© Yanum, tyed in a fine Linnen Cloth, and held to the Noftrils, are 
m proper; alfo the Feathers of Partridges, or old Shoes burnt, or 
‘Sulphur kindled: moreover the Spirit and Oyl of Soot, or of 
Harts-horn, often give help; tho’ I have known that thefe kinds 
of Suffumigations have prov’d very offenfive to fome Women, 
and have encreasd the Fit; it’s probable that. fometimes they 
irritate the Spirits too much, and force them into greater dif- 
orders.

Or toother Medicines of the like kind let the 
ule of Spaw-waters be joyn’d, which indeed in either, nay in any 
Caies of Hypochondriack Melancholy; .are -in a manner always 
taken with good Succefs. For want of thefe Waters, let our 
Artificial Spaw Waters be taken in their fteae: nay, and let Whey, 
and if there be a confiderable Atrophia, fet Affes Milk be daily 
taken. , 

“Befides thefe jnward Remedies; ‘and’the other outward Ap- 
plications above mentioned, let Bleeding or Drawing of Blood 
from the Veflels of the Fundament by’ Leeches; be frequently 
ufed, nay, andit is proper fometiines, according to the’ Prefcripts 
of the Antients, to open the Sa/vatella Vein. “Moreover Cauteries 
and I/fues, which continually derive forth the Recrements of the 
aduft Blood, and°difcharge them by ‘little and little, ate wont 
to do good to all. | 


4. The Fourth Indication, having regard to the Affects, of 
Convulfive Symptoms of the Brain, and’ Genus Nervofum, which 
enfue upon the former, is feldom putt practice by it felf, and 
‘part from the others, but the Remedies appointed for this end 
are complicated ‘with thofe above'written. Liquors endowed 
With a volatile or Armoniack Salt, as Spirit of Harts-horn, 
Of Soot, are very proper for this intent, and often likewile for 
the others, even now mentioned: Wherefore let fuch Remedies, 
unlefs fomewhat indicates the contrary , be daily given at a 


i ' feafonable hour: Moreover, when the Spaw Waters are Drunk, 


let Tablets or Pills, fuch as are above prefcrib’d for Convulfive 
Affects, be taken at leaft twice.a day. In a frequent giddinefs, 
and Scotomia, alfo in Paffions of the Heart, Faintings of the Spi- 
rits, with a fear, and a dread, as it were, of prefent Death, I have

Of Chalybeate Medicines. 


Ince mention is here made of Chalybeate Medicines, it feems 
\J expedient to enquire into the various Preparations of them, 
and confequently into the divers forts of Affects which they are 
wont to produce in the Body of Man, that hence it may appeat 
by what means, and on what accounts, thefe or other Preparati- 
ons of Iron mightily benefit fome Hypochondriacal perfons, and 
very much injure others. | | ; 
~ Steel or Iron confifts chiefly of Salt, Sulphur, and Earth; it 
has very little of Spirit and Water; and the Particles of the 


former Elements, efpecially the Sulphureous and Saline, in the © 


mixt, combin’d together with the Earth, remain wholly fixt and 
without Action; but being loofed, and divided from each other, 
they have a very efficacious Energy. Bs 
. The forefaid Particles are diffolv’d and fet at Liberty for ACtis 
on two ways, vz. either by Art, when Medicines are prepared, or 
by Bete after they are inwardly taken. We fhall confider 


t. The Filing of Iron inwardly taken is diffolved by the Fer 
ment of the Stomach, as by an acid Menftruums and upon the 
Tron’s being diffolved within the Vifcera of Concoction, the active 


Particles, both Sulphureous and Saline, plentifully difplay thems” 


felves, and mixing: with the nutritive Juice, are carried into the 
Blood, and as they are ofa differing virtue, often both of them; 


as it were by joint Forces, confpire for the good of the Difeafed. > 


The Sulphureous Corpufcles, paffing into the Blood, furnifh it 
with a new and more plentiful ftock of Sulphur, fo that its Mafs, 
if it were before depauperated and effete, ferments more fprightly 
within its Veffels;‘and being more kindled in the Heart, acquires 
a Heat moreintenfe, and a deeper colour. Thus many troubled 
with ‘a Leucophlegmatia, and the longing Difeafe, whofe Coun- 
tenance 1s pale, ‘and whofe’ Blood is cold and watery, after the 
ufe of Steel foon become of a more florid Afpect, the Blood being 
given a more intenfe Tincture and Heat. -Again, upon the Filing 


of Iron being diffolved in the Stomach, the Saline Pafticles alfo | 


are difplayed, and often produce good effects, both in the folid 
parts and the Humours ; for being of a vitriolick and ftiptick 


nature, they aftringe and corroborate the over Lax and weaken’ 


Fibres of the Vifcera, and fo reftore their broken Tone: More= 
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over they ftop the Impetus of the Blood, reprefs its over boiling . 
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and rifing to a Froth, and keep it in an even Circulation. And 
again, ( which is their greateit Virtue ) they ftraiten and clofe the 
oyer lax, open, and gaping Mouths of the Arteries fo that neither 
the Serum nor bloody Latex may diftil forth, or break off the 
thread of Circulation; Wherefore in Dropfes and Hzemorrhagies 


Remedies endued with the Saline Particles of Tron are of nota 


ble ufe and efficacy ; for many Difeafes proceed from this Caufe, 
That the little Mouths of the Arteries being too open, and the 
Interftices of the Veffels being become too lax, the Serum or 
bloody Latex breaks forth ; which kind of Affects are oftentimes 
cured by the Vitriolick Particles of Steel, they conftringing 
and corroborating the Blood-Veffels and the Nervous Fibres. 
After this manner the Filing of Steel inwardly taken feemis 
at the fame time to put Spurs to, and check the Blood; but 
in regard that this Medicine is much more powerful in inftigating 
than reftraining, therefore it ought to be given only to thofe 
whofe Blood is very thick and cold, as to Rufticks and very Ro= 
buft perfons: It is not proper ina very hot and fpirituous Blood, 


and in hot Bowels. Moreover in perfons of a delicate and tender 


Conftitution there is danger left {mall Portions of Steel, when 
they are not able to be diffolved, are thrown on the Membranes 
of the Vifcera, and fticking pertinacioufly to them, caufe Ulcers 
and mortal Gripes, which I have really known to have fome- 
times happend. * 


2. After the Filing of Iron, the next way of preparing it is 
by Calcining it with Sulphur, and reducing it to a Powder; in 
which Preparation of it, fome of the Sulphureous Particles exhale = 
Jn the méan time the Saline Particles feerm to be encreafed, new 
ones accruing to them from the burning Sulphur, fo that the 
active Particles of both kinds, wz. the Sulphureous and Saline, 


come near to an Aiguilikrinm; and fince by this means this Medi~ 


‘cine, the Texture of the Metal being loofened, may be brought to 
a very fine Powder, it becomes of a much more excellent ufe than 
the Filing of Iron. In many eafes, where Steel ought not to be 
‘given in fubftance, as in a Cachexia, the longing Difeafe, and the 
like, itis proper to ufe this Medicine. 


3. Inthe third place follows the Preparation of Steel with 
Vinegar, {prinkling the Filings of Steel with Vinegar, and drying 
‘yt till it may be reduced into an impalpable Powder. In this 
Preparation the greateft part of the Sulphureous Particles eva- 
porate, and the Saline are much encreafed by reafon of others 
accrujug to them from the Vinegar. This Powder does little in 
pening the Obitructions of the Vifcera, or in reftoring the Fer- 
Me os | ment 
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ment of the ‘Blood; neverthelefs in'a hot Conftitution, in Hz-~ 


morrhagies, and in the Hypochondriacal’ affect it is wont’ to 


be given with greaters-fuccefs, than the foregoing Pre. 
parations. : 


4. The ruft of Iron follows, in which there being but few 
Sulphury Particles,»it does not fo powerfully Ferment the: Blood, 
or open the obftructions of the Vifcera, as Steel prepard with 
Sulphur, neverthele(fs in Hot dyfcrafies of the parts or humours, it 
Egregioufly performs the Intents ‘required from a Chaly- 
beate Medicine. : 

In this Claffis our preparation of Steel is juftly plac’t, in which 
all the Particles of the Metal being freed from ‘the Bond of Mix- 
ture, are contained together : Which alfo (the Concrete being 
firft reduc't to a Powder) are immediatly diffolv’d in any Latex,or 
Menftruum. This Powder inwardly taken excels in the fame ver-= 
tue, as Steel Calcin’d with Sulphur 5 But to the Menftruum or 
Liquorin which it is diffolv’d, it Communicates chiefly and in 
a manner only the Saline or Vitriolick Particles, the Sulphures 
ous flying away, and the Earthly Particles fubfiding in the bot- 
tom: TIufe togive common Water impregnated with this diffo= 
lution inftead of Natural Spaw Waters, ina great quantity 5’ And 
often with excellent Succefs : Moreover I make Medicinal Wine, 
Beer, Cider, Whey, and other Liquours by diffolving this Powder 
in them, and order them tobe taken for various Phyfical intents. 
So far of preparations of Iron in which theElementary Particles of 
each kind, though in a various proportion are comprehended: 
There remain others in which the Particles in a manner only of 
one kind, vz. the Saline or Earthy are left, the reft for ‘the 
greateft part being driven away, of which kind chiefly are Vi- 
triol of Mars, Salt of Steel, and Crocus Martis. : 


5. Salt of Steel prepar'd as you may find herein Dr. %llis, has 
a Sweetifh Taft with fomewhat of a Rough Stipticknefs, and fo 
much partakes of a Vitritolick nature, that it feems not much to 
differ from Green Copperas: Taken inwardly asa Medicine it 


fomewhat ferments the Humours, and powerfully conftringes 


the Nervous Fibres : In Cold and Phlegmatick Cachexia’s, be- 
caufe no Particles of Sulphur are exerted, this Medicine is not 


proper. Itis often given with fuccefs either by it felf,or mixt with 
other Medicines asa Spur, in Hot Dyfcrafies ‘of the Vifcera, with | 


a predominancy of aduft Sulphur, alfo in Flitting, Scorbutical, 
and Irregular Boylings of the Blood; and Nervous Juice. ‘Not- 
withitanding in tender Conftitutions there is danger left through 


its 
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its acrimony, and too great conftriction, the Tone of the Sto 
mach, and the Fibres be injur d. 


6. In the laft place comes the aftringent Crocus Marzis, pres 
pard by long ‘Calcination in the Fire : This Medicine 
is of egregious ufe in fome cafes; and yields. to none 
of the Chalybeats.. vzz...in' every Extravafating, and too 
great Eruption of the Blood and Serum, as ininward, and out- 
ward Hzmorrhagies, in a Diarrhea, a Diabetes, in a Vehement 
Catarrh, alfoin an Afcites or a beginning Dropfie I have known 
nothing more excellent than this Medicine,& I have heard it lates 

ly mightily commended by. a Famous andExpert Phyfician ofour 
» Country, of which Medicine neverthelefs in regard it is wholly 
deftitute both of Saline and Sulphureous. Particles, and in a 
/ manner only confifts of fuch as are Earthy and Fiery, it is much 
im difpute with what Faculty it operates and produces fo lauda- 
ble an effect in humane body. For it might feem that nothing 
fhould remain in this more than the Caput Mortuum, or Terra 
Damnaia of Vitriol, and of other Minerals diftill’d by a moft in- 
tenfe Fire. To give my opinion concerning thefe things, it feems 
in the firft place, that a certain activity whereby it exerts it {elf 
and difplays its virtues, either by opening obftructions, or by 
Altringing the Veffels and Nervous Fibres of the Vifcera, ac« 
erues to this preparation from the Fiery Particles being included 
in the moft fixt Earth, and from their breaking. forth within 
the Body. But the chief way of giving help confifts in. this, 
that the Earthy Particles being wholly depriv’d of the Saline; 
(to which they were moft clofely bound) moft earneftly feek. to 
be reunited to the fame, or the like: Wherefore that Crocus 
Martis being Immerg’d. in our Bodies, fuddenly catches to i¢ 
felf any forts of Salts that come in its way, and clofely binds 
them toit, and fo whilftit drinks up like a Sponge a great ma- 
ny Saline Particles, it takes away many Enormities chiefly a~ 
rifing from the Flowings of the Salts. This way. itis that Harts. 
horn burnt, Spodium, and Diaphoretick Antimony exert theik 
Véitues, if at any time they give help, 


CHAP. 


of the C onvulfive Cough and Afthma: 


T is Ufual in Childrén (and I have known it alfo fometimes in 

Men) for aCough to arife from4 Mafs of Serous Filth flow- 
ing in the Lungs: Which being at firft Simple and Moderate af= 
terward becomes vehement, ahd Convulfive, fo that in Cough- 
ing the Diaphragm being contratted upward, and fo héld by a 
long, Gr very often repeated Syftole; the Lungs are 
greatly ftrditned and very much hindred, in their motion : 
Mean while by reafon of the refpiration being hindred, and 
the Blood being reftrain’d within the Przcordia, and con- 
fequently its Stagnating in other places, the Difeasd are in: 
danger of being Suffocated and often turn of a Livid or Cadave= 
rous afpect : Motéover in this cafe, befides Convulfions with a 
violent Coughing, rais’d abott the Pracordia, the Stomach alfo 
being often drawn in as a party concern’d, throws up all by Vo= 
miting that is contain d within its nay and I have khown, in fome 
Tenderlings affected after this manner, that the Difeafe now and 
then pafling into other parts, has taisd Convulfive Motions in 
the Face, Eyes and Limbs, and at length has’ become Mortal. 
This Convulfive Cough happens very often amonegft Children, 
and in certain years it feizes fo miany, that it feems plainly 
Epidemical, When it has got a Root, ft is very difficultly con- 
quered with remedies, but commonly drawing out in length, 
is fcarce ever Cured but upoh the change of the feafon of the 
year. | = — 

The caufe of this Diftémper feems.to be from thé Redun-= 
dancy of the Serous Humour in the Mafs of Blood, and in fome 
meafure in the whole Body : A portion of which matter Dis 
{tilling from the Mouths of the Arteries on the Lungs, creates 
an ordinary Cough 5 afterward when the Serous Filth, ftill aboun- 
ding in the Blood, and being fill’d with Convulfive Particles, is 
conveyed alfo into the Head, thé fame entring the Nerves of the 
Lungs, raifes the Simple Cough toa Convulfive oné : Moréover, 


whenit fometimes happens, that the fame, Matter gathered 


toyether in the Head,enters fome other Nerves; then other forts 


of Convulfive affects often enfue upon’ the Convulfive Cough. .

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As a Cough arifes, neither only, nor always through a fault in 
the Lungs, but fometimes from a Convulfive caufe alone, 


though ottner fromthis coming upon an affect of the Lungs: So

€afe be continual or periodical,in both cafes the Symptom which 


Chiefly preffes, isa difficulty of Breathing ; which indeed feems 


theretore-to be rais‘d,becaufe the Lungs being too much puft up 
and Diftended greatly, Fill the Cavity of the Thorax, and do 
not iubfide by turns as they ought: Hence neither can the 
Breath which lies within be freely fent forth, nor indeed the 


frefh Air be eafily introduc’t, by reafon of the fpace being fill’d. 

Whilft the Lungs are thusdetain’d, fora long time ina 
continued, or little remitted dilatation, oftentimes the Dia-

Cauterics burnt, fometimes in the Bregma, fometimes in the Nape — 
of the Neck, or about the Arm-pits: Preparations of Millepedes, 
wiz.inthe form of a dry Powder, or of a Dittill’'d Liquor, feldom 
want fuccefs; for fuch withdraw the fuperfluities of the Serum 


» or Genus Nervofum from the Head, and convey them to the 


Urinary Paflages: For the fame reafon gentle Purges, and fuch © 
as evacuate per Epicrafin, are frequently ufed: for this purpofe 
the Decoction of an old Cock, with altering and gently Purging 
Medicines, fownup in the Belly of it, is commended by many. 
Befides the Remedies hitherto mentioned, fome are faid to be ap- 
propriated to, and as it were Specificks for the Afthma, fuch as 
are Balfam of Sulphur Teribinthinated ; alo Spirit of Harts-horn, 
or of Scot, impregnated with the fame ; Syrup of Tobacco, of Amme- 


_ miacum, our Syrup of Diafulphur, Loboch de allio, Pills of Elecampane 


Roots, Milk of Sulphur, Flowers of Benzoin, made up with 


Tar or liquid Amber; with many other things, which it would 


be tedious here particularly to enumerate. 
_ And now having given you the ways of curing the chief kinds 
of Convulfions, it feems time to put an end to this Tract; but 
fince there remains another kind of Difeafe, we. the Scurvy,which 
contains Paffions of a mixt nature, vz. partly Convulfive, and 
partly arifing immediately fromthe Dyicrafies of the Blood and - 
Vifcera, Ithink it expedient to give you briefly the way of Cu- 
ring that ; for both thefe Affects, vz. the Scorbutick, and Con- 
vulfive, being placed together, will mutually illuftrate each other.

~-@ HE Nature of the Scurvy being fo diffufed, 
‘ and extended to fo various and fuch a multi- 

plicity of Symptoms, that it cannot be com- 
es prehended in one only Definition, or f{carce in 
i one particular Defcription, I think it fit in the - 

-  & firft place to heap together all the Phenome- 
na of this Difeafe, or to fet forth in full all the chief accidents of 
it, and then to accommodate fome Hypothefis for duely Solving 
thofe appearances. : 

As to the former, to confider the figns of the Scurvy from 
Head to Foot, we fhall begin with thofein the higheft part : To 
this place belong violent and habitual Head-aches, and thofe ei- 
ther happening at random, or periodical; fometimes a deadne(s 
and drowlinefs of the Spirits; fometimes ob{tinate Watchings,

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frequent Giddineffes’s and Scotomia’s, Convulfions,a Palfey,;nuch 
Spitting, forenefs of the Gums, a loofenefs of the Teeth,a-ftinking 

PBreath.. 2. Meanwhile about thie Region of the Breatt;. Pains in 
- Various parts of the Membranes, and’ efpecially in the Stennum, 
eWhich often being acute and pricking, miferably torture. the 
- Diteafed for many Days. and Nights, /a frequent Aithma,.a-diffi- 
Cult and uneven Breathing, a Conitriction and {traitnefs. of the 
= Breait; a husky Cough, a diforderly Pulfe, a trembling of the 
Heart, frequent Faintings of the Spirits,-a-frequent Swooning, 
and a continual being in danger of it. 3. In the Region of the 
Belly this Difeafe eftablifhing, as it were, its principal Seat, pre-~ 
duces Iliads of Evils. “For there are often.a nauteouinels, a Vo- 
miting,a Ruinbling, a Cardialgia, Inflations. and Murmurings of 
the Hypochondres, a frequentColick, and.moft troublefome Pains 
10oting every way, an -alimott continual Diarrhza, fometimes.a 
Dytentery or Tenefimus; an Atrophia, and, dometimes an’ Afci- 
tes. 

Lhe Urine is commonly very ruddy and lixivial, with:a.Scum 
{wimming on it, or fticking to the fides of the Glafs; tho’ now 
and then, at certain times , the fame: sbeing pale-and Watry, “is 
voided in a great plenty, 4. Befides, thefe inward, Affects, in the 
Outward Members, nay in. the: whole Habit of. the Body; .wan- 

-dering:Pains,.and often! very violent, and chiefly intefting ‘by 
night, are felt; a fpontaneous Laffitude, a Confumption. of the 
-<Fleth, an Ach ‘in the Loins, and a-weaknels/.and enervation of 
sthe other Limbs, Spots of various colours in the Skin, Tumours, 
-Tubercles , and often malignant ‘Ulcers break forth; about the 
*Mutcles a Stupor; Formication; and.afcent.as. it were of .a‘cold 
Wind, alfo Contractions and Twitchings of the Tendons:  More- 
“Over to Scorbutical Perfons,‘diforders of the Blood, .unconitant 
Boilings of it, refttefs diitemperatures:Feavers, without any con- 
-ttant Courfe, and great Heemorrhagies, generally happen. Befides 
thefe common and very ufual Symptoms of the Scurvy,.whereof 
fometimes more, fometimes fewer, and thofe one while of this 
Kind and fafhion, another while of that, infeft the Difeafed, fome- 
‘times alfo unufual and prodigious Accidents enfue upon this 
Diteafe.. : 
As to the evident Caufes of the Scurvy, though an ill Dyet, a 
fedentary Life, a diforder of the Spleen, and Crudities heapt 
together in the firit Paflages, are very much accusd, yet the 
unwholfomnefs;of the Air,and the Crafis of the Blood Vitiated by 
former Diftempers are wont to be much rather in the fault 5 
wherefore the Scurvy, in Maritime and Marfhy places, is often 
€ndemious: It frequently feizes {uh as are long at Sea, and ufe 
in the mean while Salt Meats, and fuch as are dryed in the Sak 
an 
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and alfo corrupted Water: It every where fucceeds long conti- 
nued Feavers, and other Chronical Difeafes ill Cured, alfo over 
great Haemorrhagies and other immoderate Excretions, nay and 
the fuppreffion of ufual Evacuations, as of the Menfes and Hz- 
morrhoids. Moreover this Difeafe, without any great procatarxis — 
is often wont to be raifed by Contagion, and fometimes 1s he~- 
reditary. 

The material caufe of this Difeafe, or the Scorbutick taint 7 
diffufed through the whole Body, is founded either in the Blood, — 
or in the nervous Juice, or in both of them together. That the 7 
Scorbutick Taint is fix’t in the Blood, its diforderly Boilings, the 
Eruptions of Spots and Pufhes, the ruddy and as it were lixivie 
ated Urine plainly teftifie ; which is alfo fhewn by the diverfified 
production of this Difeafe, which for the moft part fucceeds the 
depravation of the mafs of Blood: That the Taint fticks alfo in ~ 
the Nervous Liquor, is fhewn by the moft troublefome Pains = 
raifed both inwardly in the Membranes, and outwardly in the 
Genus Nervofium, by the weaknefles or refolutions of the Mem- — 
bers, the Giddinefs, the Convulfions and frequent Failings of the ~ 
Animal Spirits. Since therefore both general Humors are. in © 
fault, let us fee which is firft or chiefin fault, whence it drew its 
Taint, and after what manner it 1s communicated to the other ~ 
Humour, and likewife to any other Parts that are wont tobe — 
aftected. > 

As to the Blood, {in whofe Mafs the Scurvy feems chiefly fo — 
{pread its Roots) we have fhewn elfewhere that in its Crafis it 
confilts of the like kind of Particles, and is temper d almoft af 
ter the like manner as Wines. Moreover we have intimated that § 
as Wine, even fo the Blood, for two caufes chiefly, is ill difpo= > 
fed, viz. either becaufe fome extrancous thing, that will not © 
duely mix with them, is got into this or the other, or becaufe 
the Crafis or temper of the Liquor is perverted, inas much as 
one Element, or haply two, to which the Dominion is due, ~ 
being fuppreft, others which. ought to be kept under, are exX= — 
alted. : = 
Concerning the former, we obferve in Wine, that when the 
Forces, firft fever’d and thrown to the bottom, being ftirr’d a- 
gain are raisd; or if any Heterogeneous thing, as Sewet or 
an exotick Sulphur be caft into the Veffel, a mee working is 
thence caus’d, which unlefsit be appeas’d in a fhort time, the 
Crafis of the Wine is in danger of being fubverted: In like matt= 
nerthere are many immifcible things,which coming into theBlood 
“difturk its Motion and Circulation, and hinder the courfe of its 
Oeconomy from being duely performed : The Nutritive Lt 


quor being filled with filthy Dreggs, Ferments the Blood F a 
ifors 
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diforderly. manner : Nay, and its Liquor being become degene- 
rate,caufesFits of intermittent Fevers: The Vapoury, Serous, Bi- 
lous and Melancholy Recrements. of the Blood retain’d within it, 
beget Catarrhs, the Dropfie, the Jaundife, Melancholy, and ma- 
ny other Affects: Now if that extraneous thing be feafonably 
removed, the Blood even as. the Wine. being free from that 
Extraneous Mixture, foon recovers its former. Conftitution :

Crafis, and confequently is not eafily reftor’d; <-. - ee 
. Again, both Wine and the Blood fall from their due Temper 
for many other caufes: 1. Concerning Wines we may obferve, 
that fometimes the fame do not come to a ripene(s, but.for want 
Ota Pheumatofis, becaufe the Spirits; and other active principles 
® Of Salt and Sulphur, being involv’d in fuch as are more Gros, 
- Cannnot clear themfelves, remain wholly Crude : Wherefore. they 
® do not become Spirituous; but being of ,a Grofs confi- 
B tency, and of an ingrateful favour, degenerate into a Flat Wine 
® without firength : Even fo the Blood, fometimes the Spirit. and 
Sulphur being depreft, remains Crude and Watry,.alfo without 
= wigour, and unapt for a f{prightly accenfion in the Heart ; fach a 
® difpofition caufes the longing Difeafe; and an Hydropical . Dia- 
thefis, 2. TheSulphureous part of the Wine being exalted a- 
Bove thereft, caufes an Immoderate Effervefcency, or an ebul-

pbeing depreit, and the Salt and Sulphur’s being together exalted, 
yecome either Rank, or Pendulous, or Mucilaginous, we call 
at, Wines become over Fretted or become Ropy: In both changes; 
pene Spirit being brought under, the Sulphureows and Saline Par- 
Hicles are joyn d together and are above the other Klements, and,

Now it's probable that the Blood is altered after the like manner 
in the Scorbutick affect, as Wines when upon being overheated, 
become over Fretted, or become Ropy, and we may conclude 
the Dyfcrafy of the Blood, whichis the Parent of the Scurvy, 
to be two fold as that of Wine, v7z. Sulphureo-Saline, and Sali- 
no-Sulphureous. * For there being a very great variety of affects, 
which ave accounted of, as belonging to the Scurvy, all of them 
imay be aptly enough reduc’t to thefe two, asit were, chief heads, 
or as the two fountains of the evil: viz, Firft that the Blood be- 
ing touch’t with a Scorbutick taint, either is very hot, as in 
which the Sulphur having gotten the Dominion takes the Salt to 
it : wherefore being become rank it Boyls diforderly in the Vef- 
fels , and difcharges continually from it felf aduft Recre 
ments, zz. the concretions of the Salt and Sulphur, and dife 


perfes them every way, which being outwardly {pread, producé 
Spots, Wheals, Pufhes, or Ulcers: But being inwardly deposd 
caufe Vomitings, Cardialgias, Diarrhzas or Dyfenteries, and 
alfo violent pains. Inthis kind of Scorbutick ranknefs of the 
Blood only temperate remediés and frequent Bleedings agree; and 
not Scurvygrafs, horfe Raddith; and other things of a {mart and 
inftigating Nature : After the {ame manner as overfretted Wines 
areCurd byRacking them from theLees, and likewile by pouring 
Milk, Amylum, Ichthiocolla, and other Lenitying things to” 
them. Or, Secondly inthe Blood which Foments the Scurvy; 
the Salt having got the Dominion takes to it felf the Sulphur, 
wherefore it isnot fo hot, but like Ropy Wine becomes thick 
and Mucilaginous, as it were, is Circulated flowly in the Veflels, 
and is apt to {tuff the Veffels as it paffes through them, Fure 
ring them witha Muddy Filth. Such as arefo affected for the) 
moft part being without Pufhes or Cutaneous Eruptions, be 
come Dull, Purfy, and enervated, are troubled with a Sponta- 
neous Laffitude, a Straitnefs of the Breaft; nay and are found 
obnoxious to Paffions of the heart, Faintings of thé Spirits, to 
a Giddinefs and Convulfions: And in this kind of Scorbutick 
dilpofition, Hot remedies, and fuch as are endued with a Vola- 
tile Salt, nay and Calybeates, which Fufe and exagitate the Blood 
are wont to be moit of ules after the like manner as Ropy Wines 
are dealt with, to wit they ought to be very much ftirr’d, and 
agitated and alfo quicklime, burnt Allom, Lime Plaifter, Sea Salt 
Calcind, and other things of a very {mart nature are put into 
them I {hall now fhew atter what manner the feeds of that Dit 
eate are laid. in the other general hw lour, wz. the Nervous 
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About the beginnings of aScurvy, till the Crafis of the Blood: 
and the Tone of the Brain: are wholly vitiated, that Subtle Li- 
quor which paffes inthe Brain and Nerves, and is difti’d fron 
theBlood coming to theBrain,both as theMatter andVehicle of the 
Animal Spirits, is yet Spirituous and Sweet, and not very yn- 
apt for any offices itought to perform, but. afterwards from the 
Mais of Blood become depauperated, and very much Effete, a 
Much thinner Latex, and inclining to a Sournefs. is diftilld- 
Moreover from the Dreggy, and as it were Rank, or Muddy 
Blood, Heterogeneous Particles, and fuch as are very injurious to 
the Animal Oeconomy, are fent, and are admitted without. dif- 
ficulty into the Brain, which is become. weak, and. thence are ” 
diffus‘d into its appendix both Medullary and Nervous with. the 
Juice which paffés in them: Hence follow. the F: iings and E- 
clipfes, fometimes Diftractions, and Painful and Convulfive Bx- 
plofions of the Animal Spirits, that happen in each ef the Re- 
Stons. Wherefore the Palfey, Convulfions, a Giddinefs, Pains, 
Tremblings, andother Prxternatural affects of the Brain and 
Genus Nervofum are wont to enfue upon a Scurvy when deeply 
Tooted. Mean while, we may obferve in general. that the Scor- 
Dutick Taint, fixtin the Nervous Juice, Confifts in. thefe three 
things, vzz.In fome one of thena or inallof them together, uzz. 
that the Liquor lying in the Brain and Nerves becomes much 
more thin or poorer; that it degenerates- from its Spirituo- 
Saline Crafis towards a Sournefs 3 that it is ftuft't with Heteroge- 
neous and Morbifick Particles. Sea 

As tothe Prognoftick of the Scurvy, let your judgment in 
this cafe be wary, long fufpended, and not rath, for many (as it 
® has occurrd to our obfervation) accounted for de{perate, have 
recovered : I have feen fome even ready to be Choak’t with a 
horrible Afthma ; others juft a dying with frequent Swoonings, 
May and others feiz'd with a Palfey or Convulfive Fits, or a ter- 
rible Colick, who were wholly freed in a fhort time by the 
help of Medicines: Ihave known fome Scorbutica] perfons 
Swolln all over their body by the Dropfy, others brought to an 
extream Leannefs by an Atrophia, who. were reftor’d again to 
their perfect health. © Therefore though perfons troubled with 
this Difeafe are fometimes prefst upon with very. dangerous 
affects, if neverthelefs the Vifcera are {till indifferently found, 
or at leaft not very much vitiated, you muft not defpair. of thof 
evils, causd meerly by the Scorbutick taint: But on thecon. 
trary, when the Symptoms appear lefs terrible, if the contents 
of the Hypochondres and-Abdomen are become hardned, and as 
sit were Scirrhous, or if the Lungs begin to be corrupted, promie 
Mothing great or favourable concerning the Cure of the Dileate. 
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(* Since as this affect grows to ahigh pitch, a manifold and dis 
verfifyed Morbifick Matter, caufing Symptoms of a various 
Kind, and nature, is engendred, therefore let remedies not only 
of one kind be adminiftred : But when any Method of Phy- 
fick, though prefcrib’d with great judgment, does little orno- 
thing towards a Cure,the Difeas’d are not prefently to be left, but. 
Jet other: Medicines, ‘and now and then others be try d; for the 
fame do not agree with all perfons, nor always with the fame 
perton. In the affected Body the Powers and Combinations of 
the Salts and Sulphurs every where vary, even fo let the Medi- 


cines that dono good be fometimes chang’d, till you light upon 


{ome one that agrees very well, and gives help. 

But if notwithftanding the ufe of Remedies, or upon their 
not being ‘well applyed, the Scurvy getting ground by degreesis 
daily rais‘d to a worfe State; it brings at length the Dropfy or 
Ptifick : From this or that Difeafe there is a ready paflage to 
Death; for after that the Blood is very miuch depraved it dif 
chargesits dreggy Excrements, when at long run they are much 
heap't together, either on the Lungs, or on the Vifcera of the 
Belly, and centfequently, it brings one of thofe two affects which 
are alike Mortal. ome | —— 
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Of the Cure of the Scurvy. 


AS to the Cure of the Scurvy, finceit is no one fingle preter= 
/"% natural affect, buta Legion that is to be conquered, there:

fore the ‘Method of curing ought to comprehend manifold in=) 


dications, and thofe “varioufly complicated and fubordinates 
which neverthelefs according to our wont we fhall reduce to 
three heads, wz. that they. be Prefervatory, which have regard 
to, and take away the caufe of the Difeafe; and-Curatory, which 
have refpect to, and remove the Difeate it felfand its Symptoms; 
and laftly Vital, which. uphold or reftore the ftrength and vigour 
of the Patient. 5a aie ths 

From the very beginning of the Cure we ought to level againit 
the Caufe of the Difeafe, for this being cut ‘off, or torn up as 
the root, prefently the Trunk, Branches, and Fruits wither 
away: Since therefore we have fhewn that the caufe of the 
Scurvy is foundedin the Dytcrahe of the Blood, oz. Sulphureo= 


falines 
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faline, or Salino-fulphureous: In the firft place we muft endea- 
vour the beft we may, the amendment of that Dyfcrafie, as well 
Of the one kind, as of the other: For this purpofe, firft let 
the impediments be removd, then let the primary intention it 
{elf be effected: For both intents, remedies are taken from 
Dyet, Chirurgery and Pharmacy. As tothe Dyet, wesfhall fet 
down a particular form of it hereafter : Mean while to proceed 
with the reit. 

“The reducement of the Blood to its due Crafis: by appropriat« 
ed remedies is chiefly hindred by reafon of thefe two things; 
viz. firft becaufe none but a vitious ftock of nutritive juice is 
continually carryed into it; and fecondly, becaufe the Recrements 
preduct within it are not fufficiently difcharg’d by ft Com- 
mon-fhores; therefore we mu{t provide-both that the work of 
Chylification be rightly perform d in the firft paffages, and that 
the Vapoury Recrements be fufficiently difcharg’d by Perfpira- 
tion, the Serous by the Reins. and Lympheducts, the Bilious 
by the Gall Bladder, the Melancoly by the Spleen, and others of 
any other kind elfe by proper Emuncteries: Afterward, thefe of- 
fices being rightly Initituted, let us endeavour to reduce the 
Dy{crafie of the Blood by fpecifick Medicines, and efpecially by 
fuch as are endow d with a Volatile Salt. The remedies regar- 
ding every of thefe intents, oughtto be Complicated together, 
and to be applied joyntly toufe, but after what manner, and by 
What ways of adminiftration, I muft yet more particularly fet 
forth. i | 


1. That Chylification may be rightly perform’d in the firft 
Paflages, we muft take care that the load of Excrementitious 
Matter heapt together in them, be cleard forth,‘ that the left 
Or depravd Ferments be reftor’d, that the Paflages and Pores 
howloever ftuff’t and obftructed be open’d : For thefe ends Ca- 

thartick, Digeftive and aperient Medicines are defign’d. 


2. When the Recrements gathered together in the Mats of 
Blood, are not fufficiently difcharg’d by their proper Emuncto- 
ries, let them be now and then Jed forth by other ways that 
are moft proper: For this purpofe Catharticks alfo, and like- 
wile Diaphoreticks, and Diureticks are proper. 


3. Let the Scorbutick Dyfcrafie of the Blood be corrected by 
Bleeding and Specifick Remedies; wherefore to draw all that 
concerns the prefervatory indication to a Head, let the Reme- 
dies, which perform its chief intents, be Catharticks, Blood- 
ing, Digettives, Aperients, Diaphoreticks; Diureticks, and An- 
ae | : tifcorbuticks, 
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tifcorbuticks, or Specificks. Moreover, in regard digeftive Res 
medies and Aperients are often Coincident, fince both are chief. 
ly Imbued with Acid, Smart, or Saline Particles ; Moreover in 
as much as thofe kinds of Medicines aptly enough move Sweat or 
Urine; therefore the Phyfical Apparatus required for the fore- 
{aid intentions, may be brought yet to narrower limits vsz. that 
it may conlift ina manner only of Cathartick, Digeftive, and An- 
tifcorbutick Medicines, to which Bleeding is added as occafion 
prefents , | muft now fet down certain Forms and Prefcripts of 
them, and likewife the manner of ufing them. 


Catharticks. 


¢. § Et the method of Curing prefcrib’d almoft to all Scorbu- 
, tick perfons begin with Catharticks; for unlefs the fitft 
Paflages are cleanfed, the Medicines defign’d for any other ufes, 
will be depraved by the Filth in them ; wherefore Vomiting fome= 
times may be no lefs proper than Purging. 

Ifthe Stomach, (as it frequently happens ) being loaded with 

a vitcous matter that turns four or of an ill favour, endeavours 
to difcharge upward its depraved Burthen, by a naufeoufnefs or 
ftriving to Vomit, and the Patient has been wont formerly to. 
undergo ftich an Evacuation vigoroufly enough, and witha well 
bearing, nothing hinders, fo the ftrength be. not too much caft 
down, trom giving an Emetick Medicine. To thofe that are. 
{trong, let an Infufion of Crocus Metallorum, or Mercurius Vite, 
or the Emetick Tartar of Mynficht, or Glaubers Sulphur of An« 
timony, be given. Thofe that are of a weak or tender Confti- © 

tution, may take Wine. of Squills, or Gualla Theopbrafti, which. 
being given in a fimall Dofe, letthem drink a great quantity of 
Whey after it, and then the Ventricle being filled to a naufeouf 
neis, let a gentle Vomit be raifed by putting the Finger ora Fea- 
ther into the Threat, and let it be fometimes repeated, as the 
perfon fees good.

Of the C rackling of the Bones. 


Here remains yet a fymptom which happens fometimes upon 
the Scurvey, though rarely, viz. the crackling of the Bones, 
into the Nature and Cure of which it feems to concern us to en- 
“quire. Ihave known fome, though {carce above three or four, 
who being long Sick of the Seurvy, found themfelves afflicted by 
it, not only in the Humours, and the Carneous Parts, but at 
fength in the very Bones: For as often as they mov’d any Mem- 
ber any way, the ends of the Bones, as though they were bare, 
rubbing againft each other, made a mighty noife: Moreover, 
‘when they lay in their Bed, and there turned themfelves from 
one fide to the other, a mighty Crackling was heard, as it were 
of a Scelleton forcibly fhaken, terrifying even the perfons af- 
fected,

The conjunct caufe of this haply may feem to be, That the 
foft Inter{tice of the Bones, viz. the Fat, Membranes, and Liga- 
ments being greatly confumed, their Joints, as Mill-ftones When 
bare without any Corn, by reafon of their mutual rubbing ao 
gain{t each other, make a noife: But the thing appears to be | 
otherwife, becaufe neither perfons mightily confumed have this 
Crackling of the Bones, nor do perfons troubled with this Af

if you ask why that unctuous fubftance of the Joints fails; 1s 
fay this feems chiefly to happen becaufe thePores and Paflages of — 
the Bones are fo much obftructed by a certain extraneous Matter, — 
haply of a Slimy or Tartarous Nature, brought to then from the — 
Blood, that they do not fufficiently receive the Balfam de- 
fign'd for them, nor diftil it forth for moiftning their Joints; © 
but it will not be eafie (the thing being wholly in the dark ) to 
fearch out the particular Reafons of this Affect. 4 

Nor are we lets at a lofs when we proceed to the Cure of this 
Difeafe 5 for though the Primary Indication, viz, the moiftni ng 
_ of the Bones or of the Joints be obvious enough, yet it does not) 
fo plainly appear after what Manner, and by what Remedies it is — 
perform'd. For in this cafe I have known a great many kinds — 
of Medicines, and various ways of Adminiftrations tryed wholly — 
in vain.

he found not the leaft Relief ) he try’d moreover Various and © 
great Courles of Phyfick; without any fuccefs: For after a me= © 
thod usd by one Phyfician for fome Months without Effect, he — 
prefently betook himfelf to another, and fo afterwards to many; — 
mean while, by each always a new way of Curing , untryed by | 
the former, is prefcribed ; Fomentations . Liniments, and Fri- 
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tions are applied daily to each of his Joints; he usd for fome 
time the hot Baths of Bathe 5 afterward Spaw-waters of various 
kinds, fometimes thefe, fometimes others are drank : Which 
giving no help, aChalybeat courfe, at anothertime a Decoction 
of temperate Woods, fometimes a Milk Diet 5 and at all 
time Electuaries, difti’'d Waters, Apozems, and other Reme- 
dies prepar’d of Antifcorbuticks are taken: And when he had 
liv’d after this manner, above three years almoft conftantly,

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be thun’d. I fo much difapprove things prefervd, or very much 
eafon'd with Sugar, that I judge the invention of it, and itsim- 
moderate ufe to have very much contributed to the vaft increafe 
of the Scurvy in this late Age: For that Concret confifts of 
a very fharp and corrofive Salt, though mitigated with a Sulphur, 
asit plainly appears from its Chymical Analyfis: For Sugar di- 
{til'd by it felf, yields a Liquour {carce inferior to Aqua Stygia< 
And if you diftil it in a Vefica with a great deal of FPountain- 
water, pour’d to it, though the fixt Salt will not fo afcend, ne- 
verthelefs a Liquour will come from it, like the Hotteft dgua 
Vite, burning and very pungent ; when therefore Sugar muxt 
almoft with any forts of Food, is taken by us in fo great a 
plenty, how probable is it that the Blood and Humours are ren- 
dred falt and fharp, and confequently Scorbutical by its daily 
ufe ? A certain famous Author has laid the caufe of the Englifh 
Confumption on the immoderate ufe of Sugar, amongft our 
Countrymen: I know not whether the caufe of the fpreading 
Scurvy, may not alfo be rather hence deriv d. 


Let the Drink be midling Ale, mild and clear, and alfo let it 
be altered with Antifcorbutick Ingredients without an un- 
grateful favour: Let it not be thick and fweet, nor alfo too old 
and turning fharp: Let this be taken in a moderate quantity, 
and in a manner only at the fet hours of Dinner and Supper:

“& Head-ach, whether continual or periodical, if itbe violent, and 
has a Vertigo, Vomiting, and other affeéts, either convulfive or 
ileepy joyn’d with it, gives fufpicion of great danger ; forafmuch as it 
frequently paffes into a mortal Apoplexy, and often into an Epilepfy, 
Palfey, Blindnefs, Deafnefs, and other Difeafes, either very fevere or 
incurable.

Moreover, 
fome Mercurial Particles alfo feem to penetrate the Brain, and infinu- 
p ating themfelves into the Nervous fuice, to be diffufed not only 
| through all the inward parts of the Head, but through all the Ner- 
| vous Parts, and fo in fome fort to ferment the nervous liquor.

fof the Blood will find its paflage forth, which it cannot readily do 
) ellewhere. Wherefore, upon a Salivation being rais'd, the Blood 
| dong fermenting, like Wine or Beer purging ic felf, throws off by 
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the Duéfus Salivales, and the innumerable Meatus every where gaa5 
ping into the Mouth, whatfoever extraneous and degenerate fube 
fiance it may either contain within it felf, or can drink up, or receive 
from elfewhere, be it from the Vifeera, or folid Parts, or from oer 
humours. Moreover, it is likely, that as the off-fcowrings of they 
Blood, fo alfo thofe of the Liquor that irrigates the Brain, and Ner- 
vous Appendix, being ftirr’d-upon the entrance of the Mercury; are 
voided forth alfo this way, viz. by the Dudtus Salivales. 4 
Therefore a Salivation caus’d by Mercury, if haply it ficceeds: well 
removes fometimes difficult and indeed Herculean diftempers; ana 
fuch as will not be maftered by any other Remedies, «iz. forall 
much as this operation, by a long expurgation, throughly clea es 
the Blood and nervous Juice, and other humours, deftroys all €xotieks 
ferments, quells the enormities of Salts and Sulphurs, and alfo’ €xagies 
tates the morbifick matter flicking any where, or ftagnating, “amey

Neverthelef, this Medicine is not always free from danger, @iges 
becaufe the Mercury being become exorbitant, and carrying with ite 
a mighty ftore of moft fharp, and as it were, envenonyd Serum, andy 
rufhing violently into thenoble Parts, and efpecially the Brain; With™ 
the appendixes, both medullary and nervous, or into the Lungs ands 
Precordia, brings upon them an indelible, and fometimes a moran 
prejudice : Wherefore, in an ancient and fore Head-ach there 18 dane 
ger left the indifpos’d Fibres be more irritated by the Mercury perm 
vading them with much and Corrofive Serum, and be put wpom 
greater Convulfions and painful Corrugations: And alfo, left upon thes 
mighty recourfe of Humours to the Head, the Brain be invaded ands 
confequently (which happens too often.) left the fleepy or Convulfives 
aflects be caufed: IE would have difcourfed more concerning theiey 
things, becaufe it is of a great concern, but that we daily expecum 
gm exa& method of Salivation, and a full account of it, aS tO Item 
ways and efie&ts, advantages or difadvantages, to be fet forth by thes 
Learned Phyfician, Dr. Needham. 4 
_ From Chirurgery there remairis yet another famous remedy for cas 
ting inveterate Head-achs, viz. the opening of an Artery: SomeOn 
the moderns ufe this, and verymuch extollyr, it being greatly accountem 
ed of amongft the Ancients: Neverthelefs, as far as it has appeareas 
to our obfervation, fiiccefs has often been wanting to that fo muclm 
cryed up operation: Nor isit a.wonder, becaufe that ground on Whies 
g, blam’d the Arterious Blood, as differing fromum 
exorbitant, and therefore advifed it to DEN 
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t forth, does not hold good: Nor indeed. is there any other reafom 4 
re Blood drawn from an Artery rather than froma Vein Heda 
the pla e grieved, thould give eafe, but rather on the contrary wee

together, fo thatthe paflage for the Blood that way is ftopt for the 
time to come 5 hence in regard fomewhat a lefs {tore of Blood is 
brought towards the place by the Arteries, and an equal quantity is 
itil carried away by the Veins, therefore 1t fometimes happens that 
the fuel of the merbifick matter is diminifhed, and that irs ftock is 
coniumed by degrees.

jm A Woman, fifty years of age, after that fhe had been ill for about 
i) ix months with a very great pain of her Head, troubling her almoft 
continually under the Sagzttale Suture, and yielding to no Method or 
Medicines, fell at length into a Lethargy, with a Partial’refolution 
y Of her Limbs , from which neverthelefs being in a fhort-time reco- 
vered by remedies feafonably adminiftred, fhe had agaia the violent 
parm in her Head as before, and afterward within a fortnight or three 
ye weeks falling’into a fleepy affect, fhe departed this life: The Scull

Moreover, 
in'regard } judge that in many Perfons troubled with the Head-ach, 
the Difeafe depends on fuch an invincible caufe, I fhall here give 
you one inftance that is quite frefh of thar kind of afte. 
_ Some few years fince I was called to fee a Lady of Quality, troubled 
for above twenty years with a Head-ach, which at firft was intermit- 
tent, but of late isalmoft continual. She was endowed with admis) 
rable gifts both of body‘and mind, fo that fhe was excellently skilled 
Jn the Liberal Sciences, and all Learning, above the condition of her 
Sex; but (as tho Nature thought ir too much for her to enjoy 109% 
great endowments without fome affliction) fhe has futlered very fore=9y 
ly from this difeafe: Before fhe was eight years of age, upon her 
recovery from a dangerous Fever, fhe became obnoXions to pains OF 
her Head, which were wont to arife fometimes. of their own accords 
but oftner on fome light occafion offered 5 the difeafe being not Iie 
mited to one. place or part of the Head, fometimes infelted the right 
fide, fometimes the left, and often its whole circuit. During the aes 
cefs ( which feldom ending within the fpace of twenty four hours) 
often infefted her for two, three, or four days ) fhe could not endure 
light, fpeech, found, or any motion 3 but fitting upright in her Bed 
in a darkned room, fhe was able.to fpeak with none, nor to take 
any reft, or food: at length, as the Fit declined, fhe ufed to fall intay 
a.deep and troubled fleep; from which awaking, fhe was wont te-ber 
better, and then by degrees to recover, and during the time of inters 
miffion to be indifferently well, Formerly the Fit bemg raifed only 
oscafionally, feldom returned within twenty days, or a month, and 
then afterwards much more frequently 5. but of late fhe is feldom freer 
from them.

Now tho this affe@ having forely 
arflicted this noble Lady (when I wentto fee her .) above twenty years, uum 
and. pitching irs Camp. near the Gonfines of the Brain, had fo long 
befieged.its Royal Fort,however ithad not yet gotten pofleffion of it: Butuas 
the diteafed being free from a Vertigo, Scotomia, Corvulfive aflettse 9 
ndanyfleepy fymprom, had {till the chief Faculties of her Soul wholes 
nd: found, : 
Ig-order to the obtaining, or rather endeavouring a Cure, througha 
out thawhole progreis of the Difeafe, a great many Remedies, pre= 
feribed by moft skilful Phyficians, as well of our Country, as Ros 
reioners, were ufed without any fuccefs, or eafe: She tryed all they — 
Great Remedies of every kind and form, but alwaysinvain: a greate 
many years ficce fhe underwent a long-continued, and moft troubless 
(ome Salivation, bya Mercury Ointment, fo that fhe incurred a greatem 
danger of Lite.. Atterward a Cure was twice undertaken by a Flux, 
tho 
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J 
tho to no effec; by a Mercury Powder, (which the famous Empirick 
Charles Auis generally gave): She tryed hot Baths, and drank Spaw- 
Waters almoft of every Country and Nature, with the like fuccefs as rhe 
Pett: She was frequently blooded, and once in an Artery ; fhe went with 


® “Many Iflues, made fometimes in the Sinciput, fometimes in the hinder 


Part of the Head: She took the Air in divers Countreys, v7z. befides her 
Native, thatof Jre/and and France: She took Medicinesof all kinds what- 
foever ; to wit, Cephalicks, Antifcorbuticks, Hyftericks, all famons $ peci- 
ficks,nay, and Empirical Remedies, given both by the learned and un- 
Tearned, by Mountebanks and old Women ; yetthe declared that fhe 
had not received any where frona any remedy, or method of Cure, 
the leaft help or relief : But the refractory and obftinate Difeafe, be- 
ing deat to all inchantments of Medicines, would not be mattered. 
Moreover, having pofleiléd {0 long the precinéts of the Brain, tho it 
could not enter its receffes, yet when I went to fee her, extending its 
limits into certain other parts of the Genus N, ervofum, it began to raile 
violent pains in the Limbs, alfo in the Loyns and Abdomen, fuch as 
are ufual in a Rheumatifin, and in a Scorbutick Cholick. 
A worthy man, about forty years of age, robuft, and found, when, 
upon riding a whole day in the rain, he had gotten cold, by reafon 
of the hinder part af his Head being coritinwally wet, foon began to 
feel a pain in that Part, which in a fhort time being. very much éa- 
creaied, miferably affiiied the Difeafed both day and hight, and kept 
‘him in a manner, always without lleep. Blooding, Purging, Cly- 
fters, Veficatories, Hypuoticks ; Hay, and a great many Remedies of 
allkinds, diligently adminiftred by the joint advice of a great many 
Phyficians, did little or nothing towatds the Ciiré of this a@est- 
When the Difeate, notwithftandiig all thefe, daily srew wore, after 
fix weeks, Glands, preternarurally fwoln and painful, arofe allover the 
Weck, the Hemicrania in the mean while abating nothing : Moreover, 
the Tendons of the Neck being very much diftended, and Riff, pro- 
wed very tedious to him; to which in a fhort time, Convilfive mo. 


“tions, and leapings of the Tendons fucceeded in various Parts, with a 


Deliviun ; and at length the Difeafed being worn out with pains and. 
Watchings, yielded to Death. 

As in the foregoing cafes, the Head-aches proceeded from Nedeé and 
tubercles of the Meninges, fo fometimes. mortal and incurable Heads 
achs arife from a Philegmon and Abfce$. A while fince, a Univerfiry 
Scholar, after he had complained for a fortnight of avery preat Head. 
ach, affli&ing him almoft conftantly; at length the Fever becoming 

fonger, preiently Watchings, Convulfive motions, and a talking

ina fhort time followed. The Scull being opened , the Veflels fpread 
over the Meninges were filled with Blood, and very much diftended, 
as tho the whole maf$ of Blood had flown thither 5 fo that the Sinug’s 
being difle&ted and opened, above half a pound of Blood flowed 
forth: Moreover, the Membranes themfelves being aflected through- 
out with a Phlegmonous tumour, appeared difcoloured : Thefe cover 
ings being taken away, aflthe Anfraétus of the Brain, and 1ts Vet 
tricles were full of clear water; and its fubftance beirig too much 
irrigated, was moift throughout, and nothing firm: For the Blood 
being there heaped together, when 3t could not ‘circulate, threw Of

I remember another Univerfity Scholar, whoafter being conflantly, 
and very forely afflicted with a Hemicrania under the temporal Suture ™ 
for three weeks, fell ar la{t into a fatal Apoplexy.

The caufe of this periodical Head-ach doubtlefS was, that the af- 
dimilation of the Chyme, or nutritive Humour into Blood was hin- 
dred. For when its ftore received into the mafs of Blood could not 
be overcome, itwas wont, after a little ftay, to fall ac odds, and fer- 
ment with its particles : Therefore prefently the Blood falling into a 
turgeicency, that ic might fhake off that incongruous mixture, depos'd 
atsrecrements, as on other Parts, fochiefly, and with a greater fence 
_ Of offence on the Fibres of the Meninges, being before weak, orinjur'd 
3n their conformation, fo that the pain lafted till the heterogeneous 
Particles, boyling by their mutual congrefs, either were fubdued, or did 
exhale.

A handfome, tal], and flender Woman, long and forely obnoxious 
‘tocephalick affects, was wont to be infefted fometimes for many days, 
nay weeks, with.a violent Head-ach,which feiz’d her daily at her awake 
early in the morning, and afflicted her for three or four hours: In the 
mean {pace fhe was alfo affected with a heavinefs of the whole Head, 
adeadne(s of the Senfes, anda ftupidity of Mind: which affects va- 
Hifhing together wich the pain before Noon, like Clouds difperft, left 
“ail things calm and ferene: Tillthe next morning they poffeft again the 
Brain like a fogg and dark mift: For curing thefe diftempers, I pre- 
{cribed purging Pills, a {pare Bleeding, Veficatories alfo, and the ufe 
of Spirit of Harts-horn, or ef Soot, with Cephalick Juleps, or 
Waters. 

In this Gentlewoman the pains of the Head rather followed fleep 
‘than was eur’d by it; becaufe in. this morning Head-ach the: morbifick 
matter refided in the nervous Juice, whofe greateft crudity, and ag- 
gravation about the Head, happen prefently after fleep; but the other 
evening fit of this difeafe, in regard it depended on the plenitude and 
turgefcency of the nutritive liquor withjn the mafs of Blood, therefore 
hapned fo many hours after dinner, and was not mittigated but after 
fleep, which appeafes the. diforders of the Blood. ; + 
pes ho 
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Tho the Experience and Complaints of fick Perfons manifefii¥ ¥ 
fhew that Fits of the Head-ach fometimes arife by confent from the ¥ 
other Parts, vz. the Womb, Spleen, Stomach, ¢y’c. Neverthelefs it as 5 
clearly appears from the accounts of them, and the Phoenomena beings 
duely confidered, that this is done by another means than by Vapourg) 
rais'd from the Vifcera affe€ted to the Head. And firft, as to the pains) 
of the Head feeming to be rais’d from the Womb, nothing occurs. 
more frequently than for violent Head-achs to enfue upon the fupprefer 
fion of the menfes or-lochia: moreover, tho the menfes obferve theigs 
due courfe, yet fome Women are wont to be affli€ted with a violent 
pain of the Head juft as they are coming, others as foon as they are 
paft: But yet, tho atthe fame time thatthe Head is afleéted, the Wombn 
is alfo, .yet it does not follow that the Injury is conveyd immediatelye 
from this to that: but it 1s che Blood it felf which fixes the morbificke 
matter on the Head ; viz. it fometimes perverfly conveys it, being en= 
gendred within its own bofom, and defign’d for the Womb, into the 
Meninges of the Brain: and fometimes withdrawing it fromthe Partse 
of the Womb, it delivers it to the Head with a greater mifchief. Thisus 
fétiology agrees alfo with the Head-ach, vulgarly imputed to the Stas 9

Tnftructions and Preferipts for curing the Le- 
ee thargy. 


: Itherto we have deftribed with what Difeafe chiefly, and how 
| diverfly the precin&s of the Head, or the Coverings of the 
Brain are wont to be affected: Now, def{cending to its inward 
Parts, and to its cortical Subftance, which immediately lyes under 
thofe Coverings, Jet us fee to what affects chiefly this Part is found to 
be obnoxious. We have fhewn elfewhere that the Cortex of the Brain 
is the Seat of Memory, and the Entry of Sleep; wherefore we juftly

#t, fometimes a Decoction made phyfical, with Woods, . opices @ 
Cephalick Herbs, for many years. Afterward, being in a Manner alWayae 
intemperate and cacochymical, yet he lived free from the Lethargy.gu 
at length a Cachexia feizing his Breaft, being caft down by degreess 
by a Cough with an Afthma, hedyed; — 
~ The next fleepy affect, viz. fomewhat greater than the former; ana 
lefs thari the Lethargy, is that which 1s vulgarly called the fleepy Coss 
ma: thofe that are obnoxious to this, for the moft part are Oppreiay 
with a great fleepinefs, to which in a manner always giving themiclvess 
over; they lye with the mouth open, and the lower favw fallen, aon 
like to Perfons dead than living: being ftirr’d up by hard pinching omy 
pricking, they look about them, fpeak to the ftanders by, aniwer tom 
things askt, but prefently fleeping again, they feem very much tones 
bled to be hindred or difturbed from Sleep,thus pleafingly ftealing up=s 
on them: and being indifposd after this manner, they contihive ia 
fleepine(S for many dayes, nay, and fometimes Months, without a es 
ver accompanying it, or following it, or an injur’d refpiration, anda 
being eafie to be awak’d, and not very forgetful, in which things cheys 
differ from Lethargical Perfons : mean while they differ no leis fromm 
others troubled with the affe& even now defcribed: for as much asm 
thofe that have the Com, keeping for the moft part to their Bed) Gams 
aChair, do not Walk abroad, or take care of domeftical Concerns, asem 
he others. They anfwer appofitely to fome fhort Queftions, but areus 
not able to hold a Difcourfe, or deliberate of things tobe done. am 
The caufe of this doubtlefs is of the fame kind as of the formene 
Difeafes, bat ofa middle degree betwixt both before defcribed. Komm 
we may conjecture that in this affect the morbifick matter penetrates: 
the Brain a little farther than in the continual Sleepinefs, wz. thabaim 
invades the outward parts of the Anfradtus or Gyri, together with them

We. Ina Primary Coma the Therapeutick method fuggefts to us the like,

en by reafon of the taint convey d to 
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ufed inthe Apoplexy: Wherefore it will not be needful to fer down 
here Claties of Indications, or to heap together a mighty mats of Me- 


dicines, but that which feems more to the purpofe: [ thall here pro- 


pole a ftory or two of Perfons dileafed, whereof I have a great many 
ready to relate. 

A worthy man, about forty years of age, having lofthis health 
through intemperance, when he had begun to ufe I know not whar 
Remedies, prefcribed by an Empirick, fell into a Carus; haply be- 
Caule the morbifick matter being ftirr’d, and agitated by the; Medi- 
Cine, rufh'd into the Brain. Going to fee him the fecond day, I found 
him buried ina-profound fleep, and almoft infenfible; for tho upon 
hard pinching or pricking he opened his Eyes, and mov'd his Limbs, 
yet prefencly falling afleep again, he perceiv’d nothing at all of what 
he did, or endur’d. In this cafe, tho declaring a fad Prognoftick, 
however I did not forbear to ufe Phyfical means; abftaining from Phle- 
botomy, by reafon of his firength being much fpent, and his Blood 
Gepauperated, I prefently ordered a large Veficatory to be applied to 
his Neck, anda imart Clyfter to be given him, of a decoétion of 
Briony Roots, with Cavminative Flowers and Seeds, adding likewife two 
drains of the {pecies of Hiera: His Temples and Nofirils were anointed 
with Balfams: Catapla(ms of Rue and Briony Roots were applied all 
ver his Feet: Moreover, every other or third hour I gave him a dofe 
Ot Spirit of Harts-horn, with a Cephalick Fulep, and many other admi- 
Miftrations, ufual in this cafe, were carefully put in practice. To 
pWhich neverthelef& the Difeafe not at all yielding, the day following I 
preicrib’d him a Purge of Scammony prepard, to betaken in a {poonful 
Of Broth: After which, when he had frequently and freely Purged, 
he began to open his Eyes, to fpeak, and to know ftanders by, anda 
little aiter, coming to himfelf, he fully awaked. is Difeafe (as I 
ghefs) was therefore curd more eafily, and fooner than was hop’d, be- 
Caufe thatcloud fent haply into the Brain by a Medicine, could the

yethe was ftill ingood health, till about the Solftice, when as he was

prefently leaning to one fide, he fell.into a profound fleep, and lay fo

dies: But whilft the Brain grew better, the injury communicated toy 
the Cerebellum and Genus Nervofum difcovered it felf; for on the 
fourth day his breathing became uueven and difficult, and hisy 
Pulfe weaker: Moreover, he was often aflected with a fhivering, andy 
a Convulfive concuftion of the whole Body: On the fifth day, the 
Cramps and Convulfions becoming more violent, oftner infelted 
him; then the Pulfe growing weaker by degrees, on the fixth 
day, tho more free from fleepinefs, he dyal: In this, and other the 
like cafes, it’s probable that the morbifick matter mvades the

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Infiruions and Prefcripts for curing the Wateb- 
ing Evil, and the Watching Coma. | 


S Light and Darknefs, fo Sleep and Watching being fet toges 
Y ther, excellently illuftrate each others natures. 

f Concerning a continual waking, or the Watching-Evil, we 
muft in the firft place here diftinguifh, that either it is a fymptom 
which happens upon fome other Difeafe, asa Fever, Frenfy, Afanias 
or 
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/ or Colick, Gout, and the like; and then its confideration and cure 
belong to that affect, whioft offspring it is; or elfe immoderate Watch- 
ings arifing alone with out any other known caufe, feems to be a Di- 
feafe as it were of it felf, as 1 have known it in fome Perfons, and fome 


fi Of thefe Watchers, tho deftitute of Sleep, feem (carce to wancit, For 


the Spirits appear not thereby either torpid, or wearied, or exhaufted: 
but others bearing il! watching, foon become thereupon languid, and 
fofe their Stomacks, and are forc’d to have recourle to Opiats, which 
fometimes they ufe daily, and in a large dofe without hurt. 

We have intimated hefore, that the caufe of natural waking, which 
has Sleep interlaced with it, confifts in thefe two things, v7z. in one of 
them or both together; To wit, firft, that the animal Spirirs being fuffi- 
ciently refrefht, and freed from the fetters af the Nervous Liquor, vi- 
goroutly exert themfelves, and are expanded every way, and efpeci- 
ally from the middle part of the Brain to its circumference 3; then fe- 
condly, tho they enjoy a clear {pace every where, and efpecially inthe 
Outmott part of the Brain; being then free from the incurfions of the 
Wervous Juice; yer left this expantion of the Spirits ( which 1s being 
awake ) be any where protracted longer than is fitting, to their toe 
‘geeat lofs, both the Spirits being now and then weary, flagg, and as 
it were repofe themfelves of their own accord, and withall the Ner- 
vous Liquor coming to over{pread the Cortex- of the Brain, ftuffs and 
cloies their Paflages. Hence it follows that preternatural and immode- 
Fate watching depends aifo on one or both of thofe two 3 for either 
the Spirits being two exhorbirant, and firuck as it were with a rage, 
do not retreat of their own accord,and withall the Nervous Liquor does 
not fo fill and {top the Pores of the outward part of the Brain, that the 
Spirits may be forc’d thence inward to a repofe: Types of both thefe 
every where prefent themfelves to be obferved. 

And firft we may obferve that the Animal Spirits becoming fome- 
times exhorbitant, and fo elaftick, or otherwife irregular, cannot only 
be appeafed and repofe themfelves, but are fcarce able to be contained 
within the proper Sphere of their emanation ; Wherefore being ex- 
panded in a continual watching, they fo fill the Brain, and keep it 

extended, that the nervous fuice, tho heapt together ina great plenty 
atthe entrance, cannot be admitted; and if the Spirits are recall’d in- 
/ ward from the Cortex of the Brain, for that to enter, prefently being 
there reftained, or making a tumult within the midft of the Brain, 
they raife a thoufand, and often horrible Fantafms, with which Sleep 
iskept off; or directing farther their Tendency into the Genus Nerwofuit, 
they raifethere great diforders which continually drive away, and break 
off Sleep, tho feeming never fo much to be ftealing on, or to be at 
hand, 
As for the former of thefe, I have often obferved fome troubled with 
watching, who dreaded to begin Sleep, tho itcame on sane Ps to 
efire: 
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defire: for as foon as being about to fleep,, they clofed their Eyes, 
prefently flarting up again they cryed out that a confufed multitude of 
Fantafms made them mad, fo that they found themfelves neceflitated 
to abftain from Sleep. 

Secondly, when the Spirits being become exhorbitant,are called from | 
the circumference of the Brain towards the inward parts in order to 
Sleep, fometimes they convert their Sallies into the Genus Nervofum, 
and then either rufhing in a tumultuous manner into the Nerves that 
go to the Precordia, or Vifcera, they caufe diforders ia the reipective 
Parts; (hence to fuch as are {0 affected, as often as clofing their Eyes 
they invite Sleep, eicher Tremblings, Leapings, and Conftrifions Of 
the Heart, with Failings of the Spirits, and a lected Refpiration happem 
or inflations and Swellings of the Vifcera, a Senfe of Suffocation, and 
othet' Symptoms vulgarly accounted for hyfterical ) or fecondly, the 


. 


Spirits being called from their Watchings, and converted to theGenus 
Wervofien, fometimes transfer their Salliesinto the fpinal Marrow, and 
thence into the Nerves that pafs into all the outward Members: where= 
fore to fome, when being a Bed they betake themfelves to fleep, pré= 
fently in the Arms and Leggs Leapings and Contraftions of the Tendons; 
anid {o greata Reftleffnefs and Toflings of their Members enfie, that @ 
the difeafed are no more able to fleep, than if they were in a Place of 
the greateft Torture. Sometime fince I was advifed with for a Lady 
of Quality, who in the day time was wont to be afflited with a Carat 
algia, and a Vomiting, and in the Night was hindred from Sleep by 
reafon of thofe {pafmodick affe&s which came upon her as now and chen 
ihe was upon the point of reft: nor indeed was fhe able to fleep ally 
Night, unlefs fhe took firft.a pretty good dofe of Laudanum: Wheres 
dore of this Medicine, which at firft was allowed her only twice a Week, 
fhe took afterward daily for about three Months, receiving no injury 
thereby, either in the Brain, or about any other fun@tion, and whem 
in the mean while by theufe of other Remedies, the difcrafies of the 
Blood and Nervous Juice being corre&ted, the animal Spirits became 
more benign and mild, fhe afterward leaving off wholly the Opin,was 
able to fleep indifferently well. —— 
As to the cure of the VVatching-evil ( which we even now defcribid )9 
becaufe it cannot be long endured, therefore thofe things are chiefly 
to be given, which give a prefent relief: for this end thofe things 
are proper which footh the Spirits, and gently appeafe their Difor=3 
ders, as the valgarly called Anodines, viz. diftilled waters, Decoétons, 
Syrups, and Conferves of Flowers of Nymphea, Cowflips, Mallows, 
Violets, Knapweed, the Leaves of Lettice, Purflan, the Willow, alfo 
Emulfions , or juicy Expreffons. And if the reftlefS Spirits will mot 
be mitigated by fair means, we mutt force them to be quiet , by 
smpofing Fetters a5 it were, and ufing Severity: their ftores ought! 
to be diminiflyd, and withall the {paces in which they imay freely, and 
without. 


| which thereupon by their Agility and Reftlefinefs both keep the Pores 
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without tumult expand themfelves, ought to be dilated, and 
cleared from the ftuffings of other humours, viz. of Blood and Serum: 
for which ends opening a Vein fometimes is proper: Veficatories in a 


Manner always have place; moreover let Diacodium and Laudanwn, in 
iy Cele they agree well, be frequently taken; and mean while that the 
Ls Opiats give truce from the violence of the Difeafe, let the caufe of ir 


De eradicated by the ufe of other Remedies, as much as may be: 
Wherefore day after day, at Phyfical hours, let things be given thattake 
away the fharpnefs of the Blood and Nervous Juice, and reftore them 


to fweetnefs: In which rank we account Teftaceous Powders, Apozemes 


and altering diftilled Waters of temperate Antifcorbuticks, gentle preparati- 
ons of Steel, fpirit of Harts-horn, of Soot, and. above all things, tincture of 
Antimony. ~ 

There remains another kind of Watching-evil, whofe canfeconfifis 
for fome part, if not moftly, in the almoft continual opening or too 
Sreat gaping of the Pores or Paflages in the cortical part of the Brain = 
for befides that the animal Spirits being fharp and fomewhat exhorbi- 
tant,refufe to lye down of their own accord,and to yeild to reft; and that 
they are not kept down or fubjugated by the Nervous Liquor entring the 


Pores of the Brain, but being free and exempt from all impofed Bur- 
| then, they are expanded alfo within the outward {paces of the Brain 


Which are every where open for them, for which caufe thofe thar 


» Mave the watching evil perceive no drowfinefS or heavinefS§ of the 


Sinciput, no appulfe or defire of Sleep. Ihave known fome affected 
atter this manner, who when they had paft many Nights one after the 


"other wholly without Sleep, yet being {till chearful and brisk, having 
® @ good Stomack, atid ready ar bufine(s, feemed not as yet to have 
"wanted Sleep. The caufe of this doubtlefs is a burntand melancholy 


Blood, which fupplies the outward part of the Brain with a Nervous 
Juice, not mild and benign, but too much f{corcht and filled with 
aduit Particles, which confequently is neither apt to flay long within 


“the Pores of the Brain, nor kindly to receive and contain the Animal 


Spirits: Moreover the Spirits themfelves ingendred from it become 
too elaftick and refilefs in their Nature, fo that they are neither 


fatily appeafed, nor inclin’d for Sleep of their own accord. Never- 


theleis, being of a Axt Nature, they do nor readily fly away, nor are 
foon tired fo as to flag, but laft a long time and continue vigorous 
Without any great refrefhment. Concerning this fleeplefs Difpofition 
Of the animal Spirits, fince it is the fame as in Perfons troubled with 
melancholy, we fhall have a fit place of {peaking fomewhat more 
largely of it in the fequele. We may obferve that Coffee alfo on 
the fame account keeps Perfons from Sleep, for that Drink infinuates 
its aduft Particles (with which we find it to abound both by the tait 
and {mell_) firft into the Blood, and then into the Nervous Juice,

I was advis’d with fome time fince foran old hypochondriacal man, 
who, befides other fymptoms ufual in that cafe, had livd for many,

great diftance: But fometimes for a week or two, and fometimes for

rits. Narcoticks having feldome or never given him relief, he took 
fometimes inthe evening Pojlet-drink made with Ale, or Canary; at the 
beginning of the night he drank fometimes Ale, fometimes Dita: 
Warers, by the ufe of which a lirtle fleep often followed; then afters 
ward the Watching-evil vanifhing by degrees, the belching return’dsy 
Whence it may appear that the caufe of both was the fame,” vig

Concerning this you may obferve, that the Vertigo. 1s fometimes g 
tymptom depending on fome other affect, feated fometimes within the 
Brain, fometimes without it; but that fometimes it is a Difeafe by it” 
felf, which being raifed within the middle of the Brain, is very troue 
blefome, and often terrible, and difficult tobe cured. 

Asto the former, many Difeafes of the Head, véz. an acute Pain; 
the Lethargy, Epilepfy, Carus, Applexy, with many others, have often 
a Vertzgo joyned with them, viz. inafmuch as an even expanfion 
of the Spirits in the Brain, and their irradication thence into the Gee 
ns Nervvofum, is lightly difturbed from thofe various morbifick)

Moreover, this {ymptom is wont fometimes to be produced by reafon 
of other afle&s feated far from the Brain, and that chiefly after two 
manners; For firit, it is ufual for a Scotomia to arife by reafon of the 
amiux of Blood call’d ona fudden from the Brain, as in a fwoon, and!

prefent pleafant imaginations and fancies: and when in another feries

notions for the memory ; and when they dire themfelves thence 1n- 
tothe Corpora firiata, and origines of the Nerves, they actuate all the 
moving parts, and as often as there is occafion, convey to them the 
Inftin&s of fetting upon motions.

"to vulgarexperience, that this happens to fome perfons after immo- 
"derate drinking of Wine, or Strong Waters, unufual fmoakmg To- 
bacco, the eating of certain Vegetables, an anointing with Mercury, 
dsc. Secondly, we may imagine that fometimes a ferous glut of filth 
gets by degrees into the Brain, together with the Nervous Juice, and 
when at lenpth it has penetrated deeply into ir, it defiles thefe pure 
Medullz, and greatly {tufls its Pores: So that the Animal Spirits do not 
difplay theirbeams with a light that is clear and full, but fuch as is 
weak and broken, with many little Clouds, as it were, {cattered here 
atid there.

Opiats,whillt remaining in the Stomach,bring a fleepi- 
nefs,fo in theVertigoand other Cephalick Difeafes, it will not conduce a 
Mfittle to. the redrefling and regulatingof the Spirits in the Brain,whenall 
n confufion, and mightily agitated, if their confociates or relations be 
put in a confternation within the Ventricle by an irritating Medicine 5 
for whilft for the aid of thefe, a great many are call'd from the Brain, 
the others remaining remit of their diforders, and refume their 
ancient Offices ; doubtlefs ic is chiefly for this reafon, that Emeticks 
often give great Relief in affe@ts of the Mania, infomuch that certain 
Empiricks ule in a manner thofe alone.

The things which are wont to caufe a great folution of Continuity 
within the Brain, are, Blood extravafated, an Abfcefs fuppurated and 
broken, and an inundation of a ferous humour 5 and tho this latter fela 
dom or never happens of it felf, yet fometimes, by reafon of mi 
evident caufes, fuch a glut of ferous filth rufhes into the Brain,that press 
fently filling and ftuffing all its medullary Pores, it renders the Perfony 
fpeechlefs, which I have known to have hapned to fome upon fleeping: 
prefently after having drank too largely of (mall Wine and Spaw Waterss, 
have obferved the like affect upon a total and Jong contiuued fipsy 

reffion of Urine. And in malignant Fevers the ferous recrements by ae 
tritical Meta(tafis being conveyed to the Brain have often cauled a lois 
ef Speech with Death. — 

~~ Of the evident Caufes by which an extemporary Apoplexy 1s wont to bey 
procured, the other kind confifts in a fudden profligation, or excinéti= 
on of the Spirits: which ftrong Narcoticks, and an immoderate arinking 
of bot-Waters often effect. 2 a 

Thus much concerning the Caufes of the accidental and extemporarga 
Apoplexy, which bring a fit of it on all Perfons indifferently, tho nog 
predifpos’d ; and wherefore there can be no Prophylaxu ordered, ang 
tt is feldom that a Cure fucceeds.

Hand or Foot. I have now a prudent and honeft Woman in cure,whe 
for many years has been obnoxious tothis kind of baftard Palfey, not 
only in the Limbs, but likewife in her Tongue ; This Perfon for fome 
time {peaks freely and readily enough, but after long, hafty, or labo- 
rous {peaking, prefently fhe becomes as mute as a fifh, and cannot 
bring forth a word, nay, and does not recover the ufe of her Voice till 
aiter an hour or two. !

felf, motion being {till entire; this is obvious enough concerning the | 


Organs whofe Nerves are only relating to Senfe, as of the Sight, Hear- 
ing, Taft, and Smell, and the Reafon is plain enough. But that in the 
uttermoft habit of the Body, or the Members, fometimes the touch 
perifhes, the locomotive Power being without hurt 5 as it is every 
where feen in Perfons affe&ted with the Leprofie, Elephantiafis, and 
in fome troubled with the Mania who are wont to go naked, and to 
lye on the Ground, and who are become {fo infenfible in the Skin 
and the Flefh of the Mufcles, that they do not feel the cuts of a Pen- 
knife, or Needles any where thruft into them.

There is no one of the Vulgar but every where obferves that \Dia- 
phoreticks fometimes-do great good in the cure of the Palfey, and that 
fometimes they prove very prejudicial. _ Wherefore it much concerns 
us that the reafons of fo diferent an effect fhould be explicated; to 
the end that Indications may be thence taken concerning the ufe, or 
rejecting of them. 

Therefore a copious fweating is wont fometimes to prove very ad+ 
vatitageous to Paralyticks, chiefly for two reafons 5 to wit, that it may 
plentifully drive forth the impurities of the Blood, and nervous Juice, 
which are apt to exhale, fo that the morbifick Matter may no longer 
flow to the Brainjand the Parts affected,and that that which has alreas” 
dy flown to them may in part be conveyed forth.

We aflign thefe two Caufes, to wit, that the morbifick Particles being 
too much exalted by reafon of their Agitation, become more exorbi= 
tant: and then fecondly, that being driven plentifully into the Brain, 
and Genus Nervofum, they often increafe the ancient Obftructions, and 
not unfrequently produce new.

more readily let forth all Particles apt to exhale ; for this end,befides 
Bed-coverings (which only keep the Effluvza of heat emitted from

» Nevertheleis, as generous Medicines, if they do not prove Alext- 
pharmicks, often pafs into Poyfons, fo the ufe of hot Baths, when it 
Has not curd fome Paralyticks, has rendred them much worfe; fo 
that more Members, and fuch as were before affected, being more re- 
folyd,there has been no other occafion for the Difeas’d for leaving their 
Mrutches there, but that being rendred more weak they could ufe 
them no longer : we have hinted the caufe of this before, to wir, that 
bathing exagitating the Blood and all the Humours, exalts more all 
Morbifick and heterogeneous Particles,and being rendred more exorbi- 
ant,drives them from the Vifcera into the Mafs of Blood : whence (in

A child, little more than three years of Age, of a moift Brain, as it 
appear’d by fore Inflammations of his Eyes, and watery puthes of his 
Face (to which he had been fometimes Obnoxious _) at the beginning 
of Autumn being ill,with a flow Fever and a dejected Appetite, became 
very drowfie and fleepy, fo that he flepr almoft continually day and 
night ; but being awak’d, he knew the ftanders by, and anfwerd aptly 
enough to things asked: meet Remedies, viz. ClySers, Veficatortes, 
Catharticks, alfo Fuleps, Spirit of Harts-horn, Powders; with many 
other things ufual in this cafe, being forthwith, and carefully given 
him, did fo much good, that within fix or feven dayes the difeafed 
being free from his Feaver, waking fufficiently, and defiring Food, 
feem'd to recover, and fcarce to have any more need’of Phyfical help.; 
But ina fhort while after (I knownot on what oecafion_) undergoing 
arelaps, and being drowfie again, he was prefently aflected with a 
great Stupefacion, fo that being with difficulry to be awak’d, he 
{carce knew any thing, or did any thing with Knowledge ; the next 


day after, being utterly ftupid, tho being pinch’d hard, he would open 
his Eyes, and roul them this way, and that, he faw nothing: and 
within a day or two a Palfey of the whole right fide followed: The 
former Remedies repeated to him, and likewife Sneezers, Apophlezma- 
tifins, drawing of Blood, Catapla{ms to be applyed to the Feet, and 
Evifpatticks to the whole Head fhaved, with other Medicines and wayes 
of Adminiftrations prefcribed in order, did nothing; but the difeafed, 
after he had lain fo for three or four dayes infenfible, the Pulfe and 
Refpiration at length failing,he dyed.

fich a Rage within the frame of the Brain, raife manifold and very 
troubled thoughts: fo while they are carried beyond the confines o

) Getiures of the Body and Members, and often Convulfive motions, yet 


ice fuch a wild motion of the Spirits (otherwife than in the Fren{y or 
Mania ) foon ceafes, and after’ that that tumult is over, no deviating 
tracts are made.in the Brain, the Delirium foon paifies off, and the 
anected in a little time come to them(elves again, no foot-fleps of the 
diftraGion remaining. 

If it be ask’d, whence this fhort Fury is given the Spirits refiding 
an the Brain, that fhaking off the Reins of the Mind, they are fo allin 
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miunicated to them from the Blood irrigating the compages of the 
{ 
ae 
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Brain ; of certain animal Spirits refiding in fome outward part within 
the Gens Nervofum, firft begin a certain diforderly Motion; and after- 


ward the fame diforder being communicated to the Brain by the Ner- 
Nnon2 vous 
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vous Ductus’s, and affeGing in like manner the Spirits there refiding, 
caufes the Defirium, There are various kinds and caufes of both thefe, 
wherefore we: fhall here briefly touch the cheif; and firft, 1t thall be 
fhewn how and on what occafions the Blood, either {welling with too 
great an effervefcency, or being ful! of a venemous matter,becomesthe 
Parent of the Delirimm: in as much as it infinuates into the Pores and 
Paflages of the Brain, either exorbitant and mafterlefs Particles, or 
{uch as are malignant, and fubverting the animal ceconomy, 

r. As to the former, in the Fits of intermittent Fevers, and the 
height of fuchas are continual: the Blood being troubled with an im- 
moderate burning,fometimes raifes a Delzrium by the meer Impetus of 
zts Ebullition; viz. in as much as being very turgid, while it pailes the 
{mall Branches of the Arteries {pread all over the outward circumfe= 
rence of the Brain, it greatly pufis them up, and ftretches them: and™ 
therefore comprefling the fubftance of the Brain, it drives the Spirits 
{everal wayes, and forces them into very confufed crowds as it were. 
Moreover, from the Blood’s growing thus turpid through a frothy Rae 
refaction, Effluvia of heat, and Heterogeneous Particles with them 
entring the Pores and Paflages of the Brain, exagitate the Spirits, 
and carry them violently hither and thither 1n a tumultuous manner. 

2. For a like reafon in a manner to this, Drunkennefs caufesa deep 
Sleep or a Deliviam: viz. In as much as the mafs of Blood infinnates 
into the Pores and Paflagesof the Brain, the {pirituous Particles of the 


Wine, which caufes it to boyl, and by which the Spirits refiding in 
them, are either overwhelmed, or put into diforderly or confufed” 
Motions. ; 

3. Nor does the Blood only miniftring febrile and turgid, or vinous 
and mafterlefs Particles, but fometimes fuch as are malign and vene= 
mous as it were, caufle a Delirinm with or without a Fever. As to the 
former, inthe Plague, {mall-Pow, malignant Fevers, (tho the heat be 
moderate )the malignant matter conveyed tothe Head produces abrupt, 
incoherent, and at length diftraGted Notions, inasmuch as it diflapates 

he ftores of the Spirits, rather than by driving them into a tumult. 

4. Fora like reafon to this fome Poyfons, and venemous things in- 
wardly taken,and (as fome fay _) outwardly applyed,foon bring a Deli- 
rium: this is vulgarly faid of Solanum furiofum, Mandrake, and cer 
tain other Plants - the thing is moft notorious concerning the Roots of 
the wild Parfnip. An intimate Friend of mine, and a Manworthy of 
credit, and alfo very learned, told me once, that he went into the” 
Houle of a certain Gentleman, where the Lady, her Daughters, and 
all the maid Servants ( one only excepted _) being all delirons at the 
fame time, ran about the Honfe leaping and talking incongruous and 
abfurd things 5, he thinking them plainly diftra@ed, was given. to un= 
derftand by the Maid, who was well in her Wits, that all thishapned 
from cating Parfnip Roots, which fhealone had not touched ; andthe 
event 
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event alfo confirmed it ; for after, being tired, they had flept, all of 
them awak’d fober. 

5- But moreover, we obferve that a Delirium is fometimes raifed by 
a fearcity of the anima! Spirits, and their great diffipation; for when 
their Orders are broken and difcompoled,they minifter confufed and in- 
congruous Notions,as well as whentumultuarily hudled together. Hence 

“we obferve,that fome have grown delirous after great Hemorrbagies,or 
long Watchings, and along Fafting: for this Reafon many dying Perfons 
‘Tpeak light-headed and incongruoufly. 

There remains the other kind of Delirium, in which the Blood be- 
ing without fault, the animal Spirits refiding fomewhere in the Genus 
Wervofum, firtt begin to fallin diforder, and afterward the fame afle& 

creeping to the Brain by the Ductus’s of the Nerves, moves the Spirits 
refiding in its Meditullium to a Delirium: this is obvious in che Paflions 
called Hyjievical, to wit, that after a rifing of the Belly, and an Op- 


»prefiion of the Heart, at length fometimes a privation of Senfe, fome- 


times a talking idly, with a Weeping and a Laughter enfues. Inlike 
manner, I have obferved in a violent Colick, that fometimes extream 
Tortures about the Vifcera or Loinshave prefently paftinto a Delirium, 


then a little after this ceafing, that the Torturesreturned. I knewa

Girl, who after taking an Emetick Medicine was wont conftantly to be 


)eelirous tillit wrought: for this alfo makes what 1 often obferve, that 
/@ Delirium is raifed by a Gangreen, beginning in fome outward Mem- 


ber: and this is generally accounted for a morral fign in a Wound, or 
ker; becaufe it denotes the animal Spirits to be generally a killing 


inthe part affected. 


Nor does that Symptom afford a better Prognoflick to fuchas have 
been tong valetudinary, and are almoft worn away: in the Fits of 


| tatermitrent Fevers, its ina manner alwayes fafe, but in continual Fe- 


vers its of a doubtful and fomewhat a fufpected event; in malignant 
Fevers it commonly threatens ill: in Convulfive Difeafes, the firft in- 
Vations of a Defirium for the moft part are without danger, but a fre- 
quent acceis of it often begets a difpofition to a Carus, Apoplexy, or 
Paljey. 

_ This affect, as often as it feems fafe, does rot require a Cure, for 


® the Fit foon and eafily pafles of : but becaufe fome, whofe Brain is 


weak and lax, and whofe animal Spirits, being too diffipable, are apt 
tOa flight and confufion being troubled on. any light occafion, are 
wont prefently to act or {peak deliroufly ; therefore there is need of 
Phyfick for thefe, tho not of Hellebore, but of Cephalick Remedies 
for corroborating the Brain, and fortifying it againft the incurfions of 
the morbifick Matter ; alfo for ftrengthning the animal Spirits, and 
rendring them more fixt and ftronger to refift. We have given the 
Forms and wayes of Adminiftration of thefe Medicines before, they 
being profitable for removing the Procatarais of any other Cephalick

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A Deliriam hapning upon continual and malignant Fevers, requires 


a peculiar way of Cure, for it particularly indicates that the morbi- 


fick matter, dangeroufly convey’d toward the Head, ought to be re- 
vuls’d thence fome way or other; for which end, let Veficatories be ap- 
plied to the Neck, Plaifters or Cataplafms, or the Fle(h or warm Vif- 
cera of Animals tothe Feet: .Inwardly, let Zemperate Cep Saye 
given, as Powders of Coraland Pearl, the Waters of Black Cherries, of 
the flower 5 of Cow flips and Popfie , and other things refr efhing and 
foothine the S ITI.

hings being thus premitted concerning the firft and lighteft 
f Raving, lee us. afcend to a higher degree of it, viz. the 
Frenzy, which is far greater, and more durable than the former affect. 
In a Delirium the perturbation rais’d in the Spirits,refiding in the Brain, 


Lv 
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feems liké an undulation of Waters ina River, upon throwing im a” 
ftone ; but in a Phrenfy their commotion feems as the troublousmotion 
of the Sea-waves raging upon a tempeft. 

The Phren/y is detin’d, That it is a continual raving, or a depravation 
of the chief faculties of the Brain, arifing from an inflammation of the Mez 
ninges with a continual Fever. With this Difeafe another allied’to it is 
rank’d, viz. the Paraphrenefis; and its caufe 1s faid to be not the In- 


\ 


flammation of the Membranes thar cover the Brain, but of the Bia- 
phragm 3 moreover, in both affeéts the Fever, as tho ir were only 
fymptomatical, is faid (as alfo in the Pleurifie tho falfely ) to arife 
from the fame Conjundét Caule, viz. a Phlegrmon of fome Part: but that 
the Phrenfy rather fucceeds the Fever,both Azppocrates heretofore, and 


now every Vulgar Perfon obferves,and that itis produced becaufe the 
% | 


boyling Blood conveys itsadaft recrements to the Head 5 v7z. foraftnuch 
as the Urine of a Feverifh Perfon being changed from being troubled 
and thick, 


to be thin and watery, indicates an imminent Phrenfy: of 
which affeét therefore the caule is gathered to be the removal of the 
febrile matter intothe Brain. 

But as to the Conjun& Caufes of the Phrenfy and Paraphrenttiz, 1t will 
ne eafie’ to fhew, that the former does not alwayes proceed from the” 
inflammation of the Meninges, and the latter never from that Of the 
Septum: in Anatomical Dide€tions I have commonly feen the Me- 
Hinges, nay {ometimes alfo the outward circumference of the Brain 
befet with a Phlegmonous tumour ; but the difeas’d being not affected 
with a Phrenfy, but on the contrary with a drowfmefs,dyed of a Carus 
ov other fleepy difeafes. And indeed Reafon plainly dittates the thing 
to be thus, for inflan’rd Mehinges, and much more fwollen, greatly” 


comprefs the Brain, and {top the paflages of the Spirits, which caufes 
a Lethargy; whereas in a Phrenfy the Spirits are dilated above med- 
fare, the Pores of the Brain being all open’d:. tho it may happen by @ 
Jong continuance of that Difeafe, that the Blooc being heaped toge= 


cher too much within the Veflels of the Meninges, and there ftagnating, 
at 
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at length begets a Phlegmon in them ; but then we fufpec& for char 
caule ( by reafon it frequently falls out fo _) that the Phrenfy paf- 
fes into'a Carus or Lethargy, of which fuch ashave the Phrenfy often 
dye. 

" Nor do we lefs reje& the inflammation of the Diaphragm, which 


"Galen with others have aflign’d for the caufe of the Paraphrenitis: 


Anatomical obfervations plainly make out the contrary: fome time 
fince, opening the Body of a Girl dying of a fudden Letpothymia, we 
found in the flefhy part of the Diaphragm, a great Abiceis with a 
bagg, full of a gore and little bladders of Water, yet fhe was never 
Wont to be troubled with a deliriwm or phrenfy. And heretofore, when 
We diflected the Body of a Renowned Perfon of the Univerfity, whe 
dyed ofa baftard and long continued Pleurifie, it manifeftly appear’d 
that a great Abfcefs in the Pleura and intercoftal Mu(cles, being fuppu- 


‘tated and broken inwardly, had pour’d a mighty quantity of Pi into 


the cavity of the Thorax, which corroding the fubjacent Diaphragm, 
had made a mighty hole in it; and yet this Perfon in all his ficknefs 
had neither the Phrenfy, nor was delirous ; wherefore I judge that 
this affle& is {carce ever produced by fuch a Caule: but that opinion 
feems to have rifen thence, that oftentimes in a true Phrenfy, toge- 
ther with a continual Raving, the motion of the Diaphragm is wont 
to be hindred or perverted : as may be gathered from the uneven and 


) dificult Refpiration, v7x. fometimes being painful and fufpended, as 


"it were, fometimes thick and {wiftly repeated with an Infpiration, 
fometimes doubled, which kind of fymptoms, and withall the alienati- 
on of the mind are faid to proceed from the Septum being inflamed,and. 
therefore convuls’d : wherefore the Ancients called the Diaphragm 
Phrenas : tho they need not have done it, if they had confidered that 
‘all the aGtion of the Diaphragm depends on the efflux of the animal 


Spirits from the Cerebellum,and therefore, if when the Phrenetick matter 
"\invades the Brain, fome part of it withall rufhes into the Cerebedur, 


befides the raving, the motion alfo of the Septurn, tho in 1t felf being 
without fault, will be altered. 

| Therefore the formal nature of the Phrenfj feems to confift in t 
thatthe animal Spirits being very much irritated, chiefly in the whol 
brain, are driven into diforderly, very confufed, and withall imperu-

and varioufly perverted: the Ideas of things are confounded, ¢9’c. More: 


over the Spirits, not only inthe Brain, but likewife in the Cerebellum, 


and every where in the Genus Nervofum, being firuck as 1 re with 
mrage, fallin a tumult; wherefore fuch as have the Phrenfy do not 
nly {peak ravingly, but breath unevenly, cry our, beat their Fits, 
throw their Hands and Feet, and exert all their Members with a 
'e "gp tee a 


mighty ftrength and force» that really the whole Soul feems furioufly 
to fret and rage in the whole Body, or rather being fet on fire asit 


ASA. Of the Phrenfy. 


were, to be all in a flame: and indeed the Phrenfy cannot be more 
aptly defin’d, than that it is a Phlogo(is or inflammation of thé whole 
fenfittve Soul, or of the animal Spirits in their whole Hypoftafis; This 
burning flame always beginning from the Spirits refiding in the Brain, 
and thence pafling into the other parts of the fenfitive Soul, feems to 
receive both the matter which firft kindles it, and the conftant fupply 
of Fuel for it from the Blood, firft burning with a feverifh biaft ; for 
its probable that the Blood, feverifhly burning, brings into the Brain 
fometimes fulphurous Particles together with the f{pirituous 5 which 
being half kindled, and in a manner on light fire, if they have penes 
trated together with the others, thence preféntly entring all the me- 
dullary and nervous Dudtus’s, every where cleaved to the Spirits, and 
render them, being fo inflamed, mightily exorbitant and implacable. 
Certainly it is more likely that the Phretily 1s caufed after this manner 
by the inflammation of the Spirits, than by that of the Menges of 
the Brain, which (as I have found: by frequent difie@ions_) will more” 
certainly bring the Head-ach or Lethargy, thana Fury. 

As to the Procatar&ick Caufes of the Phrenfy, we fhall find them 
partly inthe Blood, and partly in the Brain, and in what refides in 
it. 3 

The previous difpofition of the Blood difpofing to a Frenfy, fome- 
times is fimple, and fometimes two-fold : the former 1s its hot and ~ 
fharp or bilous conftitution, to wit, that it contains a great many ful 
phureous particles in it felf, which being kindled more than they 
ought in a Fever, are apt to inflame the Blood more, and to infinu- 
ate ills burning flame into the Brain: this difpofition, when it is pows 
erful and mightily a&uated, often produces that Difeafe by it felfs 
but for the moft part there 1s another difpofition of the Blood, which 
aids the former, and renders 1r more efficacious, to wit, that béfides 
fulphureous and inflamable particles, there are others fharp and pe- 
netrative, which enter the Pores and’open them, and fo more readi- 
Fy introduce the others : Saline Corpufcles joyned with fulphureous 
in fome fort effect this 5 hence Cholerick and melancholy Perfons that 
are in a Fever, are more inclin’d to Phrenfies : but much rather 
heterogencons Particles, when they are in the Blood, being ftirrd by 
a Fever, open the entriesof the Brain, and let in all fuch Particles as 
are inflamable: wherefore the Phrenfy frequently happens upon the 
{mall Pox, and malignant and peftilential Fevers. 

The other Preparation for a Frenfy, belonging to the Brain, cons 
fifts partly in the temper and conformation of it, and partly in the 
difpofition of the Spirits refiding init : as to the former, thofe that 
have a hot and dry Brain are found more prone to a Frenfy3 not that 
that Conftitution is more obnoxious to an inflammation, or. Phleg- 
mon, (for it is lefs apt to this) bur becaufe in fucha Brain, otherwife 
than in ahotand moift, ora cold and dry, the pores and paflages

_ * Ifa Frenfy happens t 
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are more open, and gaping too much, afford apaffage to the incen- 


tive matter miniftred by the Feaver: Which likewife will much 


. fore eafily be admitted, if the Spirits being very apt to be put to 
> flight, and pathetick, on any I'ght occafion are prone to the paffions 


Of fadnefs, fear, anger, or harred 5 fo that they lefs withftand the in- 


© curfions of the extraneous matter, and more réadily take fire them- 
»felves. : 


“The evident caufes of the Frenfy areeéicher remote, viz. whatfoever 


B® things are’ wont to raife the febrile diftemiper, as Surfeiting, Drun- 


kennefs, a violent perturbation of the body or mind, folemn evacua- 
tions fuppreft, with matiy others; of immediate, a8 a Fever, and 
its little appendixes and adjunéts ; viz. if it be peftilent, malignanc, 
Grilldifpofed ; if it arifes by furfeiting with meats or drinks whiclt 


» are very difagreeing 5 or if it follows upon violent paffions of love, 


hatred, envy, itidignation, or fadnefs, or immoderate {tudies : for 
thefe kinds of occafions refider the Blood and Spirits feverilhly boyl- 


Bing, very rinch inclined to the affect of the Frenty. 


~ This’ Difeafe, according to the temperament of the Difeafed, is

Hot improperly, for the Animal Spirits, according to their various 
Mifpofitions,; are wont to rage aftef a different mannér in this 
Difeafe. ‘ | 

The Progroftick in this diftemper is d4lwaysdubious, and to be made 
with the fufpicion of an ill event: For ‘the Frenfy 1s a moft acute 
and dangerous Difeafe of it felf; moreover, if it happens upon a 


© peftilent, mialignant, or ill difpofed Fever, we may expect none but 


a fatal event. | 


)a found Body; well in flefh, a fanguine 
temperament, and in youth, there 1s a gteater hope of doing well; 


‘than if the. Difeafed be elderly, lean; bilous, aid fubje& to violent 
-paffions. 


» If aFrenfy frequently remitting, has lucid intervals, ic is better 
than if the fury be without difcontinuation : but if the Difeafed feem- 


ing fomietimes to be better, after moderate fleep always awake fran- 


tick, itis a fign that the Difeafe will be obftinate, and confequently 
dangerous ; viz. ina{much as a new ffore of incentive matter 1s often 
miniftred tothe Brain; which we have fhewn elfewhere to be done 
much more plentifully during fleep, than whilft waking. 
_ The Frenfy is either terminated ina fhort time with a Fever, by 
a Recovery, or Death; or being long protracted, and remaining 
after the Fever, it is either cur’d at long run, or paffes into other 
Difeafes, viz, a Lethargy, or Mania, or Melancholy. 
__ if Fever having a laudable crifis, by a plentiful fweating or ma- 
king water be througiily folv’d, the Frenfy alfo for the moft part will 
wholly ceafe; butif the. Fever being nor determined, ftill fends the 
: O09 : mor 
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morbifick matter into the Brain; fo that befides the animal fyn@j. 
ons being deprav’d, the vital begin to fail ( which will plainly ap. 
pear from the Pulfe and refpiration alrered for the wore) if the 
Urine be pale, if frequent droppings of Blood from the Nofe, if 
Vomitings, and Convulfions happen, the Phyfician may conclude 
that Death is at hand. | 

Sometimes a Fever, tho it be not determined at once and pepe 
fe&ly, yer afterward pafling off by degrees and leifurely, leaves the 
Frenfy or raving behind 5 which if by itslong ftay it has not defaced 
the ‘former tracts of the Spirits in the Brain, afterward it either 
ceafes by degrees of its own accord, or is cur’d by the help of Mes 
dicines. 

But if by reafon of the Frenfy being long protra&ted, the Mes 
ninges, or Cortex of the Brain are at length pofieft with a phlegmo- 
mous tumour, or a ferous glut of filth hapning from the Blood or 
Serum there heaped together and ftagnating, the Lethargy, or the 
fleepy affects enfue; whofe Cure is often difficult, or none at all; 
But if after a long Frenfy, either the Animal Spirits ( tho their bura- 
ing ceafes ) contract a vicious difpofition, or if the Pores and paflages 
of the Brain are perverted, often a perpetual raving ( the former 
Difeaie pafling into a Mania, or Melancholy, or Fatuity ) enfues: 
Wherefore it.is vulgarly faid of Franticks, not foon cured, that the 
Grain # crackt ; fo that afterwardthey always are mad, or become 
delirous. . 

In the Cure of the Frenfy, we muft have regard both to the Fever 
and to the fury: The feverifh burning, or immoderate effervefcence 
of the Blood, which for the moft part is the antecedent caufe of the 
other afie&, ought in the firft place to be reftrained and appeafed, 
aind withall the Animal Spirits ought to be pacified and freed from 
any violent excandefcence. If a Frenfy happens about the begin- 
hing or middle of a Fever, ina manner the fame remedies and me- 
thod of Curing conduce for both ends: But if that affe& happens 
upon this whilft it is in its greateft force or height,the ways of curing 
often are contrary to each other; and there is need of great caution, 
left while we give help to one difeafe, we increafe the other ; in this 
cafe the vital indication concerning the prefervation of the ftrength 
has the firft place, and let not Blooding or Purging be ufed rafhly, 
and ina large meafure. \ 

In the former cafe, when the Fever and Frenfy are almoft of the 
fanie ftanding, let Phlebotomy, which is feldom or never to be omitted, 
prefently be ufed; and if the ftrength bears it, let ic be fometimes 
repeated. for nothing depreffes and diminifhes the immoderate flame © 
of the Blood as much as this Remedy, and nothing more removes 
or withdraws its burning flame from the Animal ceconomy : Where- 
fore, if the cafe requires it, let a Vein be opened fometimes in thé 
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Arm or Hand, fometimes in the Leg or Foot, fometimes in the 
Neck or Forehead; fometimes haply it may be expedient to open 
the} Artery of the Temples 5 and fometimes alfo to draw Blood from 
Other places by Leeches or Cupping-glafJes, for this is the chiefeft re- 
lief: And according to Galen, this beingthe firft and greateft of ‘all 
Remedies, is wont to fatisfie a great many indications in the 
Frenfy. 

Moreover, to prevent the violent recourfe of the febrile matter 
from the Vifcera to the Head, Clyfters will be of chief ufe; with 
Which, if need be, let the Belly always be kept foluble : Voenits and 
Purges, unlefs only fuchas are lenitive, have feldome place here: 
Let Cataplafms of Rue, Cammomil, Vervain, Briony Roots, Red Poppy- 
Powers, with Soap be applied all over the Feet: or in their place let 
Prdgeons fit in two be applied whilft they are warm. Mean while 
Fuleps, Apoxemes, Powders, Confections ; by which both the boylings 
Of the Blood, and the excandefcence of the Spirits are appeafed, 
Ought to be prefcribed according to occafion, 

Take the waters of Apples, Black Cherries, Cow/lips, of each four 
ounces 5 of whole Citrons two ounces, Pearl powdred a dram, Syrup of 
rhe juice of Citrons an ounce, mix them, make a Julep, let three ounces be

Jul; Barley half an ounce; Apples flic'd, Corinths, or Strawberries, or 
Rasberries, ahandful; let them boyl in four pounds of Fountain-water 
to the confumption of athird part, to the clear {training add Syrup of 
Violets an ounce, Sal Prunella a dram and a half. | 
» Take frefh and tender leaves of Borage four handfuls, Wood-Sorrel two 
handfuls, two Apples pounded to a maf, Sal Prunella two drams, the 
palp of one Orange, double refined Sugar an ounce, being bruis’d together 
pour to them of Fountain-water two or three pounds, make a firong ex- 


© Preifion, keep zt in a glafs to be clarified by ferling: Let fix or fevenounces 
‘be taken at pleafure often in a day. For quenching thirft, drink at plea- 
) fare the divine drink of Palmarius, viz. Fountain Water with Sugar, 


and the Fuice of a Limon, or Water, or Whey with the leaves of Meadow- 
freet, or Burnet infus'd, or boyl'd in them; emulfionsof a decoction of the 
roots and flowers of Nymphaa, with the feeds of Melons, or fountain, 
OF aiftil’d Water, with the pulp of bayled Apples difflued in them. 
Aypnoticks are often neceflary in this Difeafe, but fuch as are ftrong 
are not proper prefently at the beginning, nor may they be freqnent- 
ly nied, becaufe fleep caufed by opiats brings the matter more to the 


Brain, and fixes it there more deeply.

Let Narcoticks, confifting of meer cold things, be given with cautj- 
on; becwufe they do notagree with fome,whofe Stomachs have their 
fibres very tender and fenfible. I have often obfery’d that thefe 
Kinds of Hypnoticks have caus’d a great oppreffion in the Ventricle, 
and that then prefently irs inflation, and a litle afterward diftraGi 
ons and diforderings of the Spiritsin the Brain, nay, in the whole 
Body followed ; So that not only afruftration of fleep, but a mighty 
reftlefnefs was caus'd. | 3 

Let a dofe of liquid Laudanum, prepared with Salt of Tartar, or the 
Fuice of Quinces, be given in a convenient liquor. 

Epithemes alfo, which provoke Sleep, are often applied to the 
Temples, Forehead, and Sinciput, with fuccefs: of which kind are- 
Oxyrrhodinumn, an Embrocation of Water or Milk, liniments of the Oyl of 
Nutmezs by expreffion, and unguentum populneum ; to which fometimes Tet 
five or fix grains of Opium be added; or a cake of Rofes, or of Poppys 
flowers, with Vinegar and Nutmeg, &c. 

Again, on this account, rather than for removing the inflammation 
of the meninx, the wari lungs of a Lamb or Weather, alfo Pidgeons or 
Chickens cut intwo, often give an excellent relief. For this ufe the 
great Burr-dock bratfed and mixt with Womans Milk, and applied to the 
Sinciput (haved is greatly commended, Al\fo Penotus’s Epithemesof twelve 
grains of Musk, half a fcruple of Camphire, and twenty ounces of Rofe- 
water, impregnated withthe Tincture ef Red Saunders, i commended by 
fome. 

Moreover, not only to the Head, but likewife to the Aeart, Liver,

in the mean while a very great regard onght to he had of the 
Strength, for this being too much broken, all hope of Cure is loft 
Now the ftrengch is wont to be fon confumed by reafan of great 
watchings, perpetual agitations of the body and mind, a thin dyet, 
and Blooding fometimes, it being often needful. Wherefore we 
muft take a great care, left whilft we go about to eradicate the Dif 
cafe by Purging, and frequent Bleeding, we on a fudden weaken the

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Vital funttion; if this begins to waver, neglefing the Frenfy, and al. 
lowing amore nourifhable Food, we mutt cheifly ufe Cardiacks.

“Inthe Phrenfy not only the Belly, but likewife the Bladder, when 
unmindful of its Office, ought frequently to be moved or irritated to ir.” 
Wherefore the difeafed are to be admonifht, and a Chamber-pot be- 
ing prefented, to be entreated to make water; which if they donot 
Obey, Let the Region of the Share be fomented with a Decoétion of Pellitory 
of the Wall, Elder Flowers, the Seeds of Parfly and wild Carrots with a 
Spunge, and after the Forent ation let it be anointed with Oyle of Scorpions 
and Unguentun Dialthea: in a long Suppreffion of Urine you must put a 
wax Candle into the Uretkra. 

So many and fo various Cafes and Stories of Perfons troubled with 
the Frenfy are written by Hippocrates in lib. Epidem ; that it may feem 
to little purpofe.to add others here: efpecially becaufe it would be a 
thing of an immenfe Labour and Tedioutnefs to relate the various Con- 
ditions, and Geftures of Franticks: mean while, as to the event of the 
Difeafe no great diverfity occurs. For, for the moft part either, the 
Fever being determined, the Frenfy ceafes by degrees, or that having 
no Crifis or an il] one, either death or a long raving enfues: Neverthe- 
lefs for the Illuftration of our Aypothefis concerning the Inflammation 
ofthe Spirirs, I fhall here fet before you one rare inftance. 
| Some time fince I was called ro cure a robuft Maia fervant,who be- 
ing.in a Fever, and very much diftragted, was continually kepr bonnd 
in her Bed: to this Perfon I ordered Blood to be drawn in a plentiful 
Manner, and afterward the blooding to be repeated, the Belly to be 
frequently loofned by a Clyfter, and all other Adminiftrations ufual in 
this cafe to be performed in order; mean while I gave her Emuljionsy

Fuleps, Hypnoticks: but thefe doing little or no good, fhe continued 
{till for feven or eight dayes without Sleep, and extreamly raving, 
howling, and crying out continually for cold Drink : wherefore it be- 
ing allowed her to drink her fill of cold Water, fhe became not at all 
the more appeafed or lefS dry; Therefore ( it being Summer ) I or. 
dered, that in the midft of the night, being taken up by Women and 
led forth, fhe fhould be put into a Boat, then her Cloaths being ta.”

S the Frenfie arifes from the burning of the animal Spirits, or 

from the inflammation of their Subftance ; fo other affeé&ts of 

& raving proceed from their Subftance being altered after other 

manners, and its being changed from its genuine difpofition, viz. 

foirituo-faline, into an acetous or fharp nature, refembling aqua fiygta, 
or into a fatnefs or deadnefs 5 which therefore are either Afelancholy, © 
or a Mania or MadnefS, or a Morofis or fatuity : of which we fhall now ~ 

fpeak in order, and in the fir{tplace of Melancholy. 7 

Melancholy is comraonly defined, a Raving without a Fever or Fury, 
joyird with fear and fadnefs; whence it follews to be a complicated 
affe& of the Brain and Heart; for, rhatmelancholick Perfons rave, it 
proceeds from the faule of the Brain, and the diforder of the animal 
Spirits refiding in it; but that they are fad and timoroms, this is attei- 
buted to the Pafiion of the Heart, : 
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Of Melancholy, AbL 


There are various and fiindry kinds of the Imagination’s being de. 
praved in Melancholy, concerning which we may obferve in general, 


Ne that the atlected either rave concerning all things, or at leaftwife 


Ccncerning moit, fo that they pafs a right judgment in a manner con- 


“Cerning no fubje&; or they imagine amifs only in one or two parti- 


ular cafes, but of moft others form notions not altogether abfurd. 
Firlt, we fhall enquire concerning this affect, as it is more Univerfal, 
how the Imagination is prevaricated concerning moft things, to wit, 
for what Caufes, and with what difference of Symptoms this is wont 
to be done, afterward we {hal| {peak of the particular ravings 
Tho the delirous affet of uxiverfal Melancholy contains manifold 
fymptoms, yet they confilt chiefly in thefe three things 3 firft, that 
the affected are almoft continually occupied in thinking, fo that their 
Fancy is {carce ever idle, and at reft. Secondly, in thinking they com- 


| prehend fewer things in their mind than they were wont before, fo 


“that they oftenroul in their mind the fame Obje@ day and night, being 


Hothing follicitous of other things, which fometimes are of far greater 
moment. Thirdly, the Ideas of Obje@s or Conceptions appear often 
deform’d, and like frightful Apparitions as it were, and they are al- 
Wayes reprefented in a greater Species, fo that every fmall thing 
feems to them great and moft difficult, and by reafon of this hor- 
mid and unufual appearance, the Image once conceived is not cafily,

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« Melancholy is nor only an affect of the Brain, and Spirits refiding in

mage on each other: the melancholy blood, that is, comfifting of fas 
line Particles exalted, together with fuch as are fulphureous, engenders 
animal Spirits of an acetous nature, as we have fhewn + and thefe Spi 
rits performing the viral Funéion amifs, caufe fuch a dyferafy of the

So far of Melancholy ingeneral, viz. of its Effence, conjunct Caufes, 
and chief Symptoms: before we proceed to the kinds and differences 
of this Difeafe, we oughtto explicate from what caufes both fighes 
&ick,and evident, itis wont to arife and be fomented: and firft,whence 
both parts of the Soul. viz. both animal and vital acquire their mor- 
bid Difpofitions.

Of thefe we have fhewn the former to be acetous, refembling Spirit: 
of Vitriol, or of Vinegar, and the other to be S alino-Sulphureous, OF 
Atrabilarious; moreover, and that as they both foment each other, fo 
that they firft engender each other: for fometimes melancholy begin-_ 
ning from the animal Spirits being troubled and put'ina certain confufi=, 
on, and perfifting fome time, brings a melancholy habit to the Blood; 
fometimes alfo the Blood, contracting firft that difcrafy,perverts the Na- 
ture of the Spirits. 

That Melancholy oftentimes begins from the animal ceconomy,its afte 
ly feen in exceffive Love, extream Sadne{s, panntck’ Terrours, Envy, 
Cares, arid immiderate Studies, for on thefe occafions the animal Spi 
rits being driven out of the wonted Paths of their Expanfions, and 
perfifling in their errour through the affiduity of their Paflion, at length 
fall irito devious Traéts, which afterward keeping to, they are with 
difficulty reduced into the ancient and right again. Moreover, fince 
thereupon the Motion and Vigour of the Heart are dininith’d,. there 
fore the Blood falls from its due Crafis and Pnewmatofis, and thereby 
being rendred more fixt and falino-fulphureous, farnifhes onlyannnal 
fpirits degenerated to a fournefs ;- and fo the Blood being depraved

Melancholy long protracted often pafles. into a Fatuiry, and fome= 
times alfo intoa Mania, or Madnefs: Moreover, fometimes it brings 
Convulfive aflects, or a Palfey, or Apoplexy, nay, fometimes a vie-

There is little or no hope of a Cure, if the affected, being very 
fiubborn and -refra€tory, refufe .all Medicines, and any method of

The Cure of Melancholy, as it is always difficult and Jong, fo it is 
wont to be very intricate and perplex’d ; feeing that in refpeét of the 
caufes of every kind, evident, procatardlick and conjundt 5 alfo by rea= 
don of the fymptoms daily emerging, it ought to. be diverfly taken 1m 
hand, and often to be varied: Nor muft we only change the Reme= 
dics and m'thod of Cure, but varioufly intermix with them ad- 
vices, deceptions, flatteries, entreaties, and punifhments. 
~ But in the frit place let the evident caufe of the Difeafe, 1f any no- 
table one has pfeceded, be fearch’d out; and if it may be, let it either 
be prefently remov'd, or let the removal of it be fome way coun- 
terfeired: Moreover, Iet the violent paflions of the mind thence 
raisd, either be appeas’d, or be fubdued by others that are oppofite. 
Wherefore in an exceflive pafiion of Love, Indignatlon and Hatred © 
come in as arelief,; to SadnefS, let baits of Pleafures, Mufick, the 
defire of vain Glory, be oppos’d, or alfo a pannick terrour: In like 
manner you may proceed with other Paflions, either for curbing, oF 
eluding them. | 

The Therapeutick. Method, fitted to the Cure of Melancholy, fugeefts 
many other Indications: ‘Whereofi the chief, ard to which ihe reft 
may be beft reduc’d, are thofe three fo vulgarly known, viz. the 
Curatory, which regards immediately the Dzfeafe,. and its Conjund 
caufe; the Prefervatory, which regards the procatarétick and evie 
dent caufes; andthe Vital, which. is occupied in preferving the 
Strength. 3 7 a. ; 

Asto the firft: Indication, the ‘Phyfical Intentions will be, fo far to 
raife, volatize and corroborate the Animal Spirits, being become fixt, 
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for deje&ted alfo, atid apt to a& overthwartly, or go aftray, that af 


terward being more freely expanded, they may irradiate the whole 


» Brain with a full and ftedfaft beam of Light, for the afts of the Imagi- 


Mation, Judgment, and the other chief Faculties; and may fo vigo- 


» toufly aware the Pracordia, and make them vibrate fo ftrongly, that 


‘the Blood being plentifully kindled may thence {pring forward with- 
out {top or reftagnation throughout the whole Body. 

Therefore, for the cure of the Spirits, let ic be chiefly procur’d, that 
the Soul-be withdrawn from the troublefome and forc’d Paflion, viz. 
from excefive- Love, Fealoufie, Sadnefs, Commiferation, Hatred, Fear, 
and the like, and be compos’d to a Cheerfulnefs and delight: let a 
Merry: or jocofe Difcourfe, Singing, Mufick., Painting, Dancing, Hunting, 
-Fijhing, and other pleafant Exercifes be brought in ure: — thofe to 
‘whom Delights, or Sportsare not pleafing ( for thefe are always ungrate- 
ful to fome melancholy Perfons ) maybe put upon fome light Employs; 
“mathematical or chymical Studies, fometimes alfo travelling does 


" great good ; moreover it is often profitable to change the Places of their 
» Habiration in their native Soyl. Thofe, who muft always ftay at home, 


fhould be advifed to look after their houfhold Affairs, and govern 
their Families; to cultivate and order their Houfes, Gardens, Orchards 
sand Fields + for a Mind,employed in neceflary Cares and Offices,more 
readily depofes vain or mad Thoughts, and at length quits them: 
Let melancholy Perfons be feldom left alone, for ifat any time they 
are permitted to followand dwell long on their Phantafms, and aereal 


» Speculations, the Sou] fubfides within, and leaving the Body, and 


undergoing a certain Adetamorphofis, indues a new {pecies, and often 


“fontrary to the {tate of Man; wherefore the.afieéted ought to be con- 
/-tinnally difturbed by the difcourfes of their Friends and Acquaintance, 


0 wit, that the animal Spirits being call’d outward from their bye 
wayes, be brought again into their former and ufual Tra&ts. But if 
the difeafed, being feduc’d by fantaftical Illufions, imagine and firmfy 
"believe certain prodigious things of themfelves; the Mind is to be 
withdrawn from-thofe things by artificial Inventions, of which man- 


“wher of Cures there are many Cafes and Examplesto be féund in Books, 


and a prudent Phyfician may invent the like as occafion requires. 
Tho a melancholy new-contra&ted is fometimes cur’d by a meer or- 


‘dering and management. of the Mind and the animal Spirits, yet ina 


Jong continued or inveterate melaacholy, where the Spirits have con- 


Matted an acetous Difpofition, and the Blood an atrabilarious dyfcrafy, 
| and that the Conformation of the Brain, as to its Pores and Paflages 


4S injured, and other indications, called prefervatory, are required. for 
Hemoving the procatarctick Caufes of the Difeafe. Concerning this 
thing, the Phyfical intentions muft be in the firft place to reduce the 


Plood toa better and genuine, to wit, a fpirituo- faline Crafis ; and then 


to give a vigour to the Brain, and, its Pores.being opened, to render it 
RAS : Sn eee 
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clear and diaphanons, and withall to ftrengthen the animal Spiritsand 
to ftir them up to a vigorous Emanation: for which ends I propofe 
the following Method, which neverthelefs ought tobe varied according 
to the various Conftitutions of the difeafed. 

Blood-letting has place ina manner in every melancholy, and fome- 
times it is often to be repeated, for the aduft and effte Blood being 
withdrawn at times, a new and more fpirituous Blood {prings up 10 Its 
place. Concerning the Quantity, Place, and Wayes of adminiftring 
this Remedy, Authors are of various Opinions; but the’ Motion and 
Affects of the Blood being duely weighed, it may fuffice firft to draw 
an indifferent quantity of it from the Arm, and afterward, if need be, 
a lef, eicher from thence, or ‘from the Veflels of the Fundament by 
Leeches: how the opening of the Salvatella Vein fhould give fo nota- 
ble a releif, as 1s faid, T confefs 1s unknown to me: if melancholy Per- 
fonsare ftrongly perfwaded that blooding there will cure them before 
any where elfe, haply it may do them good: a frequent opening OF 
the Hemorrhoid Ve(Jéls induces Nature afterward to endeavour thateva- 
cuation, which fpontatieoufly hapning (as Hippocrates tells us’) often 
cures this difeafe. | 

Purging ought to be ufed from the beginning,and tobe repeated by 
intervals, in regard it withdraws the fewel of the difeafe from the firft 
Paffages, and removes the impediments of other Remedies : as to 
what fome judge, that for the fpeedy eradicating of the Difeafe, we 
mutt chiefly ufe Hellebore, or the Spurges, and quote Hippocrates their 
Author, thofe things, if the fuccefs be look’d upon, are not found fo 
generally to agree ; but that they often very much injure the Difeafed: 
for ftrong purgers do not take away the caufe of the Difeafe, to wit, 
the dyfcrafy of the Blood, but rather encreafe it: moreover, they far- 
ther weaken and proftrare the animal Spirits before dejeted. Helle- 
bore is fo frequently prefcribed by Hippocrates, becaufe fearce any other 
Catharticks were then known, at leaft wife they were not in common 
ufe; but now it is far better to draw gently from the receptacles of 
the Humours by fuch as are mild and without roughnefs, and to 
cleanfe the Vifcera and firft Paflages without troubling much the Blood 
and Spirits, 

Vomitortes (as in moft Cephalick Difeafes, free from a Fever ) are 
wont to give relief after a peculiar manner in any forts of Difiractions 5 
the reafon of this partly confifts herein, that the vifcous load of the 
Ventri¢le, which (as we have fhewn elfewhere ) greatly oppreffes the 
‘mind, being cleans’d forth, the Spirits thereupon being more free, 
expand themfelves more vigoroufly and cheerfully. Moreover, if 
as much as vomiting comprefles and evacuates the neighbouring Re- 
ceptacles of the Humours, to wit, the Gall-bladder, the Ductus of the 
Pancreas, and the Glands of the Mefentery, it keeps their Contents from 
being conveyed to the Head.

of his own Family, nor was he greatly follicitous concerning the 
welfare of his Soul, or the health of his Body, but rather was con- 
tinually perplext about petty things, and almoft of no moment: 
he was fo fearful of all things, that he fancied fome harm, or Death 
would prefently happen to him upon any little accident. In fine, he 
always liv’d fo fad, as tho he endeavour'd to exceed Heraclitus in 
mourning. Moreover, he was troubled with fo great a {traimefs and 


‘ conftriction of his Heart, that it feem’d to him as tho the whole 


Precordia were mott clofely ftrain’d togecher as a firft contra&ted, and 
he thought that he always carried a vaft and very oppreflive burthen 
there, which forc’d him always to go forward, and ftooping towards 
the Earth, Whilft he was difcourfing with his friends, that con- 
firiction and oppreffion of the Precordia was wont fomewhat to re-

Cure he. confulted the moft skilful. Phyticians of Spain, France, Hol-. 
land, and.of late in Ergland, and tryed various methods of Curing, 
tho fcaree withany benefit. To wit, that melancholy Difcrafy of the. 
Blood, firft contraGed by the diftemper of the Air, continuing ftill, 
cauied Spirits of an acetous nature, asit were, to be fupplied to the 
Animal ceconomy. In the firft place I thought good ro commend to 
this Perfon the following Remedies. nt sie :

they ina manneralwayes think, and by reafon of all the Powers of the 
Soul being continually fpent in this one thing, they live always penfive 
and fad: Moreover, they have abfurd and incongruous Notions, not 
only concerning that Obje&, but alfo concerning many other Accidents 
and Subje&s.. In this affeé the corporeal foul being altered from its” 
proper Species, aflumes a certain new one, and being not conforma-' 
ble to the rational Soul, or to the Body, or to-it felf, it undergoes a

= There are two kinds.of occafions, from which a particular Melan- 
choly chiefly and moft frequently arifes 5 viz. firft, if at any time fome

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affeted, prefently he feems transformed from himfelf into @ living 
Statue, fs it ae he thinks or fpeaks of nothing but his oe 
héfeeks to put himfelf upon any of the greateft dangers of : e and, 
Fortune for her fake; mean while he does not only negle& the care 
of Domeftick.or Publick Concerns, and even of his own Salvation,

danger, is wholly immaterial, and 1ts affe&t being firft conceiv’d by 
the Rational Soul, is imprinted on the other Corporeal Soul; in the 
profecution of which, if this readily obeys, thenno difturbance of the 
mind of Man arifes; but if the Corporea] Soul fhewing a relu€ancy, 
( as it often falls out ) the Rational flill prefles with advice and threats,

tween the two Souls, and fometimes the Willis fuperiour, fometimes 
the Senfitive Appetite prevails ; at length a,Court of Confcience is fet 
mp by the Mind, where every a& is narrowly examined ; By reafon 
of thefe frequent variances of the Souls, the Animal Spirits, as be- | 


ing too much, and almoft continually exercis'd, being often com-

at length fall fomewhat from their vigour and good difpofition, and 


at laft being become fixt and melancholick, in as much as ‘they are 
with-held from their wonted Expanfion, they form bye and unufual

Continued melancholy, the Mind being blinded, is wholly fallen both 
from it felf and the Body, fhe afie&s a new Species or Condition, and, 


as much as in her lyes, really aflumes its 
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CHAP. XI. 

Iuftrucions and Preferipts for curing Madzefi, or 
the Mania. : 


Fter Melancholy, \t remains for us to treat of Madne/, which 1s 
fo far ally’d to the other, that thefe affedts often change turns, 


. and each pafles into the other; for a melancholy di(pofition 
growing worfe brings a Fury, anda Fury coming to abate, often ends 
in a melancholy dijpofition. . ae | 


Since Madne/’, raifed without.a Fever, and with a mighty annoy- 
ance of the animal Fun@ion, is wont to be continual and long-lafting, 
its next and immediate fubje& muft be the animal Spirits ; which be- 
Ing affected not per confenfin, nor by another thing forcibly moving 
them, but per fe, and habitually, fail from their proper and genuine 
Difpofition, viz. falino-[pirituous, into a falino-fulphureous nature, refem< 
bling Aqua Stygia, as we have hinted before: and confequently they 
exert none but aiforderly A€tions, and continue fo acting amifs for a 
long time: to this their Fault haply the Brain, the Blood, or other 
parts contribute fomething, but the Spirits themfelves are firft, and 
chiefly in the fault. A 

Concerning Maniacal Perfons we muft-obferve,that thefe three things 
are in a manner common to them all, viz. Firft, that cheir Fancies or 
Imaginations are perpetually cccupied with the raging of impetuous 
Thoughts, fo thar mumbling to themfelves, or crying out and yelling, 
they talk aloud various things both Day and Night. Secondly, that 
their Motions, or Conceptions are either incongruous, or are repre- 
fented under a falfe or erroneous Species to them, Thirdly, that with 
their raving a Boldnefs and Fury are moft-commotly joyned, contra- 
ry to what it is in melancholy Perfons, who are always aflected with 
a Fear and Sadnefs. 

The Depravation or maniacal Difpofition of the animal Spirits, to- 
gether with the Juice irrigating the Brain, is wont to arife after vari- 
ous manners, and for divers caufes 3 biit for the moft part that ‘affe 
( as we have obferved in Melanchdly ) begins either from the Spirits 
themfelves, or from the Blood. | , 


1. A madnefs beginning from the Spirits, fometimes arifes from a 
folemn evident caufe, as from a violent Paflion, fometimes alfo it pro= 
ceeds from a Procatarxislaid in the Brain, as when it happens upon 
Melancholy or a Frenfy; Let us confer a little the Cafes, Reafons, and 
the various wayes of the coming to pal of both, : : 
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| xs As to the former, when a vehement Paffion turns any one from 
| his right mind, that fo happens to be done either becaufe the Ant- 
Ne mal Spirits are too much caft down, ahd driven into confufion, or 
ie becaufe they are raifed above meafure, and endeavour to expand 
» themfelves beyond their Sphere. 
)X. The Spirits are wont to be caft down by a violent and terrible 
O® Paffion; fo it many times happens, that fome upon a real or imagina- 
i ty. teeing of a Ghoft, prefently being ftruck with a pannick terrour, 
tye tall into a perpetual madnefs. Moreover, fome,by reafon of fome great 
fie Gllgrace, or reproach, others by reafon of the hope of an exceflive 
ip Love being fruttrated on a fudden and unéxpectedly, and others by 
reaion of Vows ralhly broken, and their Confcience being violated, 
Spe urit being mightily difturbed in Mind, become fhortly after mad: the 
ip teaion whereof is,that the animal {pirits being driven out of their ranks 
pana ulual Paflages, and put in a Confufion, frame new and bye wayes 
itor themfelves, which entring, they prefently form delirons Phantafins - 
jpeancan while the faline Particles of the nervotis Juice fall from their 
Spe volatility, the {pirituous being deprefs'd, and coming to flow, take to 
Methem the fulphureous Corpufcles {ent from the Blood into the Brain, 
being then weak and open; whence this Liquour prefently becomes 
moit tharp like Aqua fortis, and the animal Spirits exorbirant, and 
very much troubled. 
i Secondly, the animal Spirits, fometinics, whilft they ate raifed too 
mich, almoft after the like manner, bring both to themfelves, and 
Meee Nervous Juice, a Difpofition to Madnefs; hence Ambition, Pride 
and Emplation have made fome run mad; the reafon whereof is.that 
tp) Wailit the corporeal Sou!, {welling through the Opinion and Pride of 
ie tts OWN Excellency, raifes and endeavours to expand it felfevery way 
dw as far as may be beyond the limits of the Body, the animal Spirits tu- 
ieeenultuarily call’d into the Brain, are not able to be contained within 
¢) their wonted Tracts, but being there refracted, and diverfly reflected 
4 by reaion of their too great exertion, are forc’d into new and wholly 
ge devious Tracts; wherefore, both themfelves being difturbed from the 
i courte of their proper Emanation, and the nervous Liquour, foon ac- 
squire a-tharp and irritating difpofition, and confequently a madnefs 
enfues. Wet S i 
= 90 far of Madnefs raifed by réafon of a folemn evident caufe alone: 
but this difeafe alfo arifes often by redfon of a Procatarxis preexifling 
p in the Brain, and chiefly by reafon of a ‘preceding Melancholy or 
® Phrenfy : in that the animal Spirits being exalred a

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da little too much 
with the nervous Juice, and in this being a little too much deprets-d, 
acquire the Difpofition to madnefs. ‘i 
» 2: The Difpofition to madnefé no Jeff requently has its roots jn the 
panais of Blood, and at length is produced into a&. to wi ve 
3 Blood being mightily depraved, and nitrofulohureous, either perverts 
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the nervous Liquour together with the animal Spirits, or furnifhes: 
fuch as are evil, which kind of taint of the Blood is either hereditary 
or acquir'd. 

Firft, its a common obfervation, that men born of Parents that are 
fometimes wont to be mad, will be obnoxious to the fame difeafe: 
and tho often they have lived prudently and foberly above thirty or 
forty years, yet afterward without any occafion or evident caufe will 
fall mad. The reafon whereof is,thatthe Blood at that time being fal- 
len from its due crafis by degrees to be nitrofulphureous, furnifhesthe 
Brain with animal Spirits, and a nervous Juice of a moft fharp Natures 
We have formerly fhewn that the Elementary Particles in our Body 
perfift during Life, feparacely from thofe that are fecondary, fupplyed 
by Nutrition, and that they have times of their Crudity, Maturity, 
and Decay: wherefore we judge alfo, thar the morbid Seminia come 
to a ripenefs alfo according to the periods of ages: Moreover, we ob- 
ferve, that often thefe morbid Fruits being ripend, continue a good 
while, or during Life, and that fometimes they wither away again as 
it were of their own accord, and then that afterward, after fome tract 
of time, new Fruits-fpring forth again from the miafm left behind, and 
rifes hy degrees to their height; wherefore an hereditary Madneis 
fometimes is continual,fometimes intermittent, and its Fits fometimes 
are wont to return after fhorter intervals, fometimes after longer. 

3. As the Procatarxisof the Mania, fticking in the Blood, 1s often 
innate or originally in it,fo the fame fometimes 1s engendred by degrees, 

ither by an ill form of dyet, or by a fuppreffion of folemn Evacuati- 
ns, by reafon of a precedent Feaver, or for othercaufes, and at length, 
being brought to a maturity, breaks forth into a madnefs. _ It’s ufual in 
a great dearth for certain poor People who are forc’d to live only on = 
difagreeing Food, or fuch as 1s of an ill digeftion, at firft to become 
fad, with a ftaring and wan afpect, and in afhort time after to turn 
mad: the Flux of the Hemorrhoids or Menfes being reftrained, or 
malignant Ulcers fuppreft, difpofe towards this Difeafe. Moreover, 
thofe who originally or acquiredly are of an eager Temperament, an 
extravagant Behaviour, and an earneft Countenance, becaufe of being 
nigh to a nitrofulphureous Difpefition of the Blood, are in danger of 
falling mad upon fome ftrong evident caufe. 

3. Venemous Fermentsinfinuated into the Blood and nervous Juice; 
as efpecially from the biting of Animals that are mad, or by the taking 
of fome venemous things, are wont to caufe Madnefs. Concerning the 
reafon of the former, we have elfewhere propofed our Conjeétures. OF 
Jace a noble Lady, and worthy of Credit, related to me of her own 
Knowledge, that a certain Gentleman after having eaten at Dinner the 
tender Leaves of Wolf-bane in a Sallet with other Herbs, found hime 
felf ill in the Evening, and complaining of a great agitation and reft- 
lefinefS of his Blood and Spirits, entreated his Friends that a Chirut= 
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® eon might be calledto open a Vein, and faid that otherwife he fhould 
© prefently ran mad: which indeed happned as he faid, for, before he 
could be let blood, falling mad, he dyed within the {pace of twenty 
Me four hours; which deadly affect hapned fo ona fudden,in as much as the 
Ne Poyfon didnot only pervert both the Blood and animal Spirits as to 
tee their Crafis,but by its malign Ferment prefently fubverted them utterly. 
ime © The reafon why mad Perions are bold and very confident, fo that 
they flye no dangers, and fet upon the moft difficult of things, is, that 
the animal Spirits being very exorbitant, and vehemently moved, 
i > both fortifie the Imagination, that no Obje& feems greater or more 
ME terrible to it than ufual, and actuate the Prxcordia with Vigour, fo 
Me thatthey ftrongly and fwiftly convey the Blood, and briskly drive it 
ii into the outmott bounds of the Body. In this affte@ the Soul ftrivesto 
ip Outgoe, and to {pringit felfas it were beyond the circumference of the 
le Body, and fo making an effort every way, it bears it felf undaunted 
ie againft any incurfions of exteriour things. 
fie 2. The Reafon why mad Perfons are firong to a miracle,is,that Par- 
ip ticles as it were nitrofulphureous, or otherwife very fharp, or asit were 
= Stygian, are contained in their Blood and nervous Juice, whence the 
} animal Spirits excell in a {tupendous and incredible elaftick, or ex- 
fee plotive force, far abovethe natural. 
ie. 3. it isto be obferved, that mad Perfons are hardly ever wearied, 
ip tor tho by raging and ftriving they ftrongly exercife their Limbs for 
ie many dayes and Nights, and in the mean while live without eating 
ie and fleeping, they {carce at all faulter, nor defift from their ftrugling 
je tnrough a failure of Strength ; which doubrlefS fo happens, for as 
i much asthe animal Spirits,tho very movable and elaftick, yet are not 
ee) volatile and eafily diflipable, but by reafon of the faline Particles de- 
© pres from their volatility into a flowing ftate, and being combin’d 
= with the fulphureous ones, become firm and fixt, and therefore hold 
{ ) Out verylong intheir AGivity. 
=) 4> Almoft for the fame reafon, many Perfons, how much foever 
they fiffer or are affliGed, are not hurt: but endure Cold, Heat, 
a atchings, Faftings, Stripes and Wounds, without any fenfible dam- 
mage, becaufe the Spirits being ftrong and fixt, do not faulter nor 
lye away. Moreover, the Blood having got a nitrofulphureous dyt- 
Cray, is incapabje of any other change, wherefore, tho infenfible tranf{- 
= Pitation be ftopt, and other folemn evacuations are fuppreft, or fup- 
i plyes of the nutritive Juice aredeny’d, neither a Catarrh, nor Feaver, 
sMOr an Atrophia, or Cacochymia lightly enfue upon Madnef, for in 
tis afte&, tho the Particles of the Blood are grown very turgid, yet 
by reafon of the ftore of Salt, they do not take co a feverifh Flame. 
As to the prognoftick of Madnefs, fince the affected are never ob- 
» MOxious to a Fever, nor to other Difeafes befides, nor are eafily hurt 
_ by outward Accidents, it is not a mortal Difeafe of it felf : but is very

difficlt of Cure, becaufe a great alteration is to be made in the Blood 
and Spirits, and the Difeafed are refraétory to any method of Cure, 
being Enemies both to the Phyficians, and themfelves. a 

If the Madnefs be inveterate or hereditary, or be caus'd;by the bite 
of a mad Dog, it admits of a perfect Cure with difficulty, or not af 
all ; that which is rais’d through fome occafion, whether it be from 
an evident caufe alone, or comes upon a Fever, alfo on which the 
Itch, Sinall Pox, Hemorrhoids, or Varix’s happen, is more eafily 
Cured, | 

Thofe that are obnoxious to this Difeafe at times, are very much 
in danger about the Summer Solflice, or in the Dog days; alfo 1n great 
changes of the Air, aswhen long colds or heats are changed into op- 
pofite conftitutions cf the Heavens. | 

Since there are two kinds of ‘Madnefs, to wit, a continual and, 
intermittent one 3 the method of Curing alfo ought to be two- 
fold. | ? 

1. The Therapeutick method to be ufedin a continual Mania, fug- 
gefis to us the three primary Indications fo vulgarly known: viz. the 
firft Curatory, which, regarding the Difeafe ir felf, endeavours to core 
re& or appeafe the furies and exorbitancies cf the Animal Spiits: 
The fecond prefervatory, which, levelling at the caufes of the Difeafe, 
undertakes to remove- or amend the fharp and nitrofulphureous 
Dyfcrafies of the Blood andthe Nervous juice, and the Stygian difpo- 
fition, asic were, of the Spirits. The third Vital, which diredts fuch 
a way of Dyet and refumptive nourifhment, that both the nutritive 
and vital fun@tions may be able to be carried on and maintain’d as is 
barely neceffary in this Difeafe. : _ 

The firs Indication, viz. Curatory, requires Difcipline, vzz. threats; 
bindings, or ftripes, as well as Phyfick; and therefore the mad 
Perfon, being put into a Houle fic for that purpofe, let him be fo ma- 
naged both by the Phyfician, and prudent attendants, that he be 
kept in a manner always in his due behaviour, and in meet geftures 
and motions, either by advice, chiding, or by punifhments now and 
then inflicted on him; and indeed there is nothing more efficacious 
or neceflary for curing mad Perfons, than that they always dread and 
ftand in awe of certain Tortures, as it were ; for by this means the 
Corporeal Soul, being fomewhat depreft and reftrained, 1s forced te 
remit of its haughtinefs and exorbitancy; and therefore afterward 
grows mild by degrees, and is reduced to order. Wherefore mad 
nen are fometimes fooner and more certainly cured by punith- 
ments and tortures, in a pent up room, than by Phyfick, or Me- 
dicines. | 

But withal, fuch a courfe of Phy(ick alfo ought to be usd, which

Wherefore in this Difeafe Blooding, Vomitories and Catharticks, how 
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ftrong foever they are, and given at rovers and boldly, very often do 
good. Which indeed manifeftly appears, becaufe Empyricks, only 
with this kind of Phyfick, together with governance, and a {evere 
‘difeipline, often fuccefsfully cure Mad-men. Tho this rough way of 
handling, doesnot fo well agree with all mad perfons, but hieflywith 


 fuch as are raving mad, othersbeing moreremifily mad, are often 


cured by fair ufage and gentle Medicines. 
But in molt wad perfons, it is both the common voice and general 
raGtice to bleed plentifully about the’ beginning of the Difeafe; and in- 
deed it will be good now and then to repeat it as far as the ftrength 
will bear, and fometimes to perform the operation in the Arm, fome- 
times in the-Fugular Vein, Forebead, or Foot 3 and fometimesto open 
the Hemorrhoid Veffels by Leeches: For thefe evacuations being. fea- 
fonably made, both the exorbitancies of the Spirits, and the haugh- 
rtinefs of the Soul are excellently fuppreft; andlikewile the Dyfcrafies 
Sof the Blood are ‘corrected, 1n regard that anew and more mild

and corrofive. 
> That Vomits alfo do great good in curing mad perfons, it is paft even

Caufe it is veryneceflary, if it be wholly wanting, ought fometimes to 
be caus'd by giving Remedies; for which end, the Hypnotick, Medi- 
emes pretcribed before for Melancholy, are proper alfo in this difeate, 
habitual Madnefs are feldom put toa 
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Phyfical cure,but being committed to Hofpitals for mad Perfons,by the 
ordinary difcipline of that Place, either return at length to themfelves, 
or are kept there from doing hurt to themfelves or others. 

Tt is not needful to illuftrate the nature of chis Difeafe with Hiftories 
and Examples, and to fet forthmany Types of it5 but rather addrefg 
your felves to the Hofpitals of mad People, where, not without 4 great 
admiration, you may behold as it were a new and monitrous Genera- 
tionof Men, viz. contrary to fuch as are rational, and as 1t were Our 
Antipodes ; who, if chey could all be gathered together into one place, 


and all the Fools and fenfelefs Perfons be joyned with them, I know — 


not whether they would not make an equal divifion ofthe whole Earth 
with the fober and prudent. 

So far of the cure of a continual Madnef:. But the intermittent 
has perfeétly lucid intervals, in which the difeafed return to a found 
Mind, or the Fury only ceafes, the Delirium {till remaining, fo that 
the affected become gentle and tractable: yet continuing ftill to err 
as to their Imagination and Judgment, they fpeak and do a great many 
abfurd or incongruous things, and afterward become mad again at 
times, 

The remedy of both thefe affects, as tothe curatory Indication, isthe 
fame as in a continual Madnefs, that it will not be needful to fer down 
here any other Method or Medicines : but as to what regards the Pro- 
phylaxis, or prefervatory Indication, to wit, whereby the way of cu- 
ring tobe ufed out of the Fits for preventing or leflening them is order'd, 
in which the Fury only intermits, the Delirium remaining, the very 
fame phyfical Method and Remedies, whicli we haye prefcribed for 
emoving the Pracatarxis of Melancholy are proper. 

In a madnefs which intermits perfectly, as to all fymptomis; at the 
moft fit feafons, to wit, Spring and Fall, folemn couries of Phytfick 
ought tobe entred upon; and alfo there 1s always need of a care and 
governance of the Difeafed; both that as ro his diet, and way of Life, 
he be kept always in an even and moderate Temper; and that as foon 
as the figns of an imminent Fit appear,blooding and purging being pre- 


fently ufed, its accefg be kept off. 
_ Therefore, at the approach of the Equinoxes, let Blood be drawn 
fromthe Arm, and then after feven, or eight dayes from the Hemorr- 
hoid Veins by Leeches: Let Purges and Vomits by due intervalsbe gi- 
ven twice or thrice : moreover on inrermitting dayes,let altering Re- 
medies be orderly taken at phyfical Hours: forms of chefe are deliverd 
both in this Chapter and in the foregoing for the cure of Melancholy:

For firft, Stupidity is fometimes originary, or born with a man3 
and {© either it is hereditary, as when Fools beget Fools; the 
fame effete Particles concurring to frame the Animal Organs in the 
Son which were in the Father; or the Connate Stupidity 1s acciden- 
tal, as it were, to wit, it frequently happens that wife and mighty 
ingeniousmen beget meer Sots, which fometimes fo falls out for thefe 
reafons, either that the Parentsfpend their Spirits in Study and too 
m ich thinking,or weaken and enervate the Body through intemperance, , 
luxury, and illliving: Whereas we fee in other Animals, as ina goed 
breed of Horfes and Cocks, that their young ones do certamly patri- 
zare, fo that prefently they are fold at a great rate, their Vertues, 
in regard they are not broken by a diforderly and preternatural way 
of living, defcending ina long feries to their pofterity. | 

Secondly, there are many evident cautes, by which Stupidity is 
brought on fuch as are originally found: Some at firft being witty 
and ingenious, in their declining years grow dull and doltifh 5 on the 
contrary, fome at firft heing dull and incapable of Learning, as they 
erow further in years, become very witty. 

Thirdly, fometimes a great wound, or concuffion of the Head,

, Mong the Difeafes of the Head and Genus nervofum, we juftly 
Vi 4 rank alfo cerrain Affects which are wont chiefly to infeft the 
A MM Feet and Belly, to wit, the Gout and Colick, For we may con- 
clude from the primary fymptom, viz. Pain, that the Seats of both 
are in the nervous Parts. 1 fhall {peak in the firft place of the ie 
mer. The 
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The Gout moft commonly ts wont to arife about the Internodia of the 
Bones of the Feet 3 tho often it happens in the Foynts of the Hip, Knee, 
Elbow, Shoulder, Wrift, Ancle, and of other Parts, 

The Fits of this Affe? ( which in a manner 1s always intermittent) 
Either feize at random, or periodically; which ending {ometimes foon- 
er, fometimes later, good lucid Intervals enfue ; prefently, upon the 

firft invafion, Pains for the moft part arife without any (welling; tho 
afterward, about the height of the Difeafe, the Part affected often 
fwells; the Pains about the beginning fcarce yield to any Remedies, 
but are wont to be very much exafperated by Catharticks, and not 
prefently to be driven away, or aflwag’d by Topicks ; the Fits moft 
commonly feize on a fudden, and without a previous afleé&, tho 
fometimes it has a fore-running effervefcence in the Blood, ora little 

Fever. The Difpofition to this Difeafe fometimes is Hereditary, fome- 
times acquird through an ill Diet: the Occafions or Caufes, which 
being wont to actuate the Difpofition, raife the Arthritick Pains, are 
fome violent alterations, or Paffions inflicted on the Humours and Spi- 
fits. Hence Surfeiting, immoderate drinking, efpecially of acid and 
thin Wines, Tranf{piration letted, Anger, immoderate Venery, Sad- 

mieis, alfo the Revolutions and great changes of the Year and Air, eve- 
ry where bring Fits of this Difeafe: thofe that are obnoxious to this, 
are alo in danger of being fometimes troubled with the Stone or Gra- 
welinthe Kidneys, and on the contrary: moreover, the Gout increa- 
ting gathers together every where about its chief Seats, to wit, the 
jOynts, a calculous matter, and there raifes a tophous mafs.

ing ftate and origine, meet, and mutually conteff, they twitch the ¥i- 
bres of the Membranes and Tendons, and fo caufe the Fit of the Gout, 
the appeafing of which depends wholly on the mutual fubduing and 
diflipation of the fharp Particles of both ‘kinds. : 

As to the evident caufes for which the nutritive liquor, brought 
from the Blood to rhe Toynits, is too much ftored with a fixe Salt, and 
by reafon of which thefe Parts become over-ready and eafie to receive 
yhat is difproportion’d to them, in regard they are various and ma- 
nifold, we fhall here briefly touch the chief of them.

Moreover, at each 
quarter of the year, efpecially Spring and Fall, they are more forely 
Stormented; wherefore the “quinoxes are always religioufly obferv’d 
bby them : The reafon of thefe things partly confifts in this, that in- 
® fenfible tran{piration is varioufly alrered by reafon of the changes of 
Bethe dirand of the year; for which reafon, the Effmia, which were 
@ wont to tranfpire, being reftrain’d, ferment the Blood and Ner- 
Svoushumour, andeafily ftir them to Arthritick fluxions. Moreover, 
Pethe humours of our Bodies, as the Juices of Vegetables, and other 
natural or artificial liquors, diverfly ferment according to the changes 
Nor the feaions, and fallinto various ftates, fometimes of fixation, 
» fometimes of volatility, fometimes of flowing. : 
The chief differences of this Difeafe are taken from the places af- 
fected, and therefore they are made, as it were, the diftinct_{pecies 
morthe fame, v7?z. to wit, the Hand Gout, the Hip Gour, the Knee 
MGour, the FootGout: Mean while, pains ufually raisd in any other 
peMemibers, go by the common name of the Gout: Whether the

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fy of the Blood, in both affe&ts depending on the fixt Salt; and likewife 


thar the Scorbutical difpofirion eafily comes upon Gouty perfons; for 
that keeping long to their Bed or 2 Chair, they ufe no exercife, 
Secondly, the Scorbutick affe&ts which imitate the Gout, are a Rheu- 
matifin, andthe Arthritis vaga Scorbutica, concerning which we have - 
writen in our Tract of the Scurvy. 

The Gout has fo near a Relation to the Stone in the Reyns, that 
both afleés, as tho they were of the fame Origine, moft common- 
ly concur : for {carce any Perfon is troubled with that Difeafe, but he | 
is found obnoxious to this; Moreover an inveterate Gout 1s wont to 
caufe {trong concretions in the Joints, fuch as the Nephritick Difeafe 
sa the Reins: hence I thinkir'very likely that the ach in the Reins ar- 
rifes from a like, or wholly the fame caufe which we have affign’d for 
the Gout: towit, that the Salino-fixt matter depos’d by the Blood in 
the Reins ferments with the acid humour often fent thither by the Ner= 
vous Dudtus’s; and that therefore Nephritick Pais are frequently caufeds 
and that afrerward the Stone is form’d by both matters coagulated af- 
ter fermenting. | 

Asto the Prognoftick of the Gout, every man knows it to be a Di- 
feafe that is fafe enough, bur extreamly difficult to be cured, 1. AS to 
the former, this Difeafe is not only void of danger as to it felf, but is — 
a prevention again{tmoft other Diteafes; for gouty Perfons by reafon of 
a faline-fixt Di(crafy of the Blood are not obnoxious to Fevers 5 More- 
over they live for the moft part free from other atiects of. the Head or 
Vifcera, in as much asthe Recrements both of the Blood and Ner- 
vous Juice are continually depos’d in the Joynts. 2. But as tothe way 
of its cure, it is fo difficult, that for the removal of the Procatarxis of 
the Difeafe there is requir’d both a moft perfect amendment of the two 
Humours, viz. of the Blood and Nervous Juice, to wit, that they eh- 
gender not any Saline-fixt, or acid Particles, and likewife a Reftituti- 
on of the weakned Joints (neither of which can-ever eafily be done ) 
to which may be added, that the conjunéct caufe of this Difeafe lies in 
parts very remote, where the Vertues of no Medicine reach. 

Sometimes it happens by reafon of the fluxions of the Arthritick 
matter being fuppreft or {truck back, that one while sripes of the Belly 
or Vifcera ofthe Abdomen, another while a Dy{pnaa, Afthma, or other 
affeéts of the Breft, andfometimesalfo that the Apoplexy, and other 
fleepy or convulfive Difeafes are raifed; from which things being obferv- 
edit will be obvious to objec, that the Minera of the Gout is not fuch 
as we even now deferibedit,becaufe its faline part,in regard it is the fame 
which is appointed forthe nourifhment of the Joints,cannot be driven 
thence,or convey’d,or depos’d elfewhere : then as ro the other part, t0 
wit, the acid Seminium depofed in its ufual place,iefeems that that calls 
not cafily be driven back, and being fuppreft by it felf,or in its Paflage 5

Blooding in a new Gout,or which 1s not very inveterare,and efpecial- 
lyin a hot conftitution, being ufed about the beginning of the Difeafe, 
often gives relief: but in an habitual Difeafe, alfo m a cold tempera- 
ment, and in old Age, itis wont to do more hutt than Good, in 4s 
much as it depreffes the vigour of the Blood and Spirits,which are not 
too exorbitant, without a diminution of the morbifick matter. 

Concerning Purging about the beginning of the Difeafe, the thing 
4s very much controverted, whilft fome Phyficians religioufly abftain 
from all Purging, before the declination, or end of the Fit; and others 
on the contrary conftantly give'ftrong Purges about the beginnings of 
the Difeafe: the reafon of the difference feems chiefly to lye im this, 
viz. that infome gouty Perfons, who are yet firm in the Conftitution 

and Tone of the Humours and the containing Veffels ; and whofe Joynts 
are not yet weakned, as often as the Blood and Nervous Liquour are 
troubled by a Medicine, their Superfluities and Recrements are not 
prefently precipitaed into the Minera of the Difeafe, ‘but yielding te 
the Medicine irritating and ftirring them, they are drawn from 
the Mouths of the Arteries into thé Cavities of the Inteftines5 and 
mean while the emptied Vetfels withdraw or drink up again a part of 
the morbifick matter. but on the ‘contrary,in tender and weakned con- 
ftitutions,upon the gentleft commotion of 4 Medicine, the Recrements 
of both humours fall into the Place troubled with the Gout.

ake Leaves of Henbane,and Hemlock of eachthree Handfuls,let them be 
put into boyling Water, and.as foon as they grow tender, let them be 
raken forth ; to which,beingbrutfed,add Powder of the Flowers of Cam- 
monil about treo drams, the yolk of one Egg, make a Cataplafm.

As to what regards refolvent, and difcuflia Topicks, fuch are not 
required, which only open the Pores, that the Serum may evaporate, 
and the Blood may be reftored to Circulation,as in 4 Phlegmon or Atdes 
ma, but whofe faline Particles being deftinated for ftrongly affaulting 
the faline Particles of the Arthritick, Minera, may either draw them 
forth by laying hold of them, or,by precipitating them, keep them from 
their Pain, caufing Effervefcencies: wherefore, in this Difeafe, when 
Fomentations, or Cataplafms of Chammomil, Mallows, Mar(hmallows, 
Linfeed, and Fenugreeb feeds do little or no good, nay often much 
offend the nervous parts by relaxing them, the Diffolutions, of Srilla- 
titious Liquours of Sal Armoniack, Sea-falt, Nitre, Vitriol, quick Lime; 
and the like; which in other Humours and Pains are always offenfive, 
are wont to prove very beneficial. | 
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Of thefe kinds of Liquours to be applyed to the part pained in Fits of

free from the Nephritick affect, he liv’d above feven years without any 
very great Fit of ir. The Method of Cure which a certain Gentleman 
had taught him, without any Phyfick, was thus, Abftaiming from Wine 
andCyder, he drank for ordinary Drink a fmall Ale made of Oaten - 
Malt; Moreover, once a week he took inthe Morning a drawght of 
the fame Ale to about half a pound, with three fpoonfuls of che Pow- 
der of Offa Senelorum diffolv'd in it: by the ufe of thefe tings feem- 
ing to have bid farewel to the Diteafe of the Stone withia four Months,

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Asto the Part primarily affected, when the Difeafe prefles, tha 
whole region of the Belly is wont to be troubled, yet its primary fear 
ought to be plac’d where the pain infefts ehiefly,and flicks moit obfti- 
nately. Now this 1s faid by many Phyficians to be fomewhere in the 
Colon, becaufe we generally obferve, that the Inteftines, and chiefly 
the Colon, being irritated by Flatus’s, by which choler and haply 
other humours, contained within their cavities, fall into pains and ~ 
gripes; but if the pains of thé Cholick’ proceeded from the fharp 
and irritative contents of the Colon, doubtlefs thofe things which 
foofen the Belly, and ¢opioufly expell F/atus’s and the Feces, would 
bring a moft certain relief: the contrary of which oftentimes haps 
pens, viz. that after frequent, or violent Purging, that Difeafé be- 
comes worfe. a 

Wherefore, that the feat and nature of this Difeafe may be duely™ 
known 5 we muft firft diftinguifh here concerning the Gripes or 
Pains of the Belly, vulgarly accounted as of the Colick. For either, 
being meerly occafional, they arife from an evident caufe alone, and 
without 4 previous difpofition in any Perfon indifierently ; thus altera- 
tions about the fix non-natural things,often raife mighty difturbances in 
the Vifcera of the Belly with pains: Which kind of afe@&tneverthelefs 
ought not to be lookt wpon as a Difeafe, but only as a fymptomraisd 
from a.manifeft caufe.

As to the Procatarxis of the Colick, it confifts chiefly in thefe two 
things, viz. firft, that many Recrements are heap’d together in the 
nervous Liquor, and fecondly, that they being chiefly received by the 
Nerves appointed to the Vifcera of the Belly, and conveyed # the 
Mefentery, make there the morbid Mineras.

crements by fit common Sewers: Wherefore the incongruous mat- 
ter,fince it cannot be otherwife fent from the Brain, moft readily rufhes

fromthe Blood, and diftin& from it, yet whilft mixt with it, they 


ought to be lookt upon as Parts received into it, or belonging to its 
Accomplifhment: and as long as both thefe are circulated with the 
Blood in the Veflels, they participate of the Effervefcencies of the pri- 
mogenious Cruor, and often begin the fame on occafion, or encreafe

ture, and what Proportion they have init; We do not allow of the . 


Opinion of the Ancients, That the Mafs of Blood confifts of the four 
Humours, viz Blood, Flegm, Choler, and Melancholy; and that. 
according to the Eminency of this or that Humour, the divers Tem- 
peraments are forin’d,ahd that by reafon of their fermentings or Exot 
bitances,in a manner,all Difeafes arife: nor has this Opinion been fo ge- 
nerally ufed for folving the Phenomena of Difeafes, fince the Circula- 
tion of the Blood, and its other Affects, before unknown, came to 
light: and fince thofe Humours confift of other Principles, viz. Cho- 
ler of Sale and Sulphur, with a mixture of Spirit and Water, and 


Melancholy of the fame, with .an addition of Earth; and fince the 


Blood is immediately compofed of thefe kind of Principles, and is 
wont to be fenfibly refolved into them, I have rather chofen, omit- 
ting the vulgar Accep‘ation of the Humours, to make ufe of thele 
known Principles of the Chymi(ts for explicating the nature and affeds 
of the Blood: therefore there are in the Blood,as in all other Liquorsapt 
tOferment,a great deal of Water and Spirit, a {mall Proportion of Salt 
and Sulphur, and femewhat of Earth. I fhalf briefly run, over thefe 
Principles, and endeavour to fhew after what manner they conftitute 
the Confiftency, Properties, and Affedts of the Blood.

How great a Vigour comes to the Blood from the Womb and geni- 
tal Paris, appears hence, becaufe from the Privation or Difcrafie of 
théfe in Virgins a Green-ficknefs, in Mén a want of Beard, a weak 
Voice, and an amiffion of Virility follow, but the cheif ferment which | 
ferves for Sanguificationis lodged in the Heart; for hereis the greateft 
feat of heat, in which the more crude Particles of the Chyme arekind-  ~ 
led as it were, and acquire a volatility. 


Therefore the Motion and heat in the Blood, depend chiefly ontwo

Mow it 1s worthy to be enquired into, after what manner thefe work, 
and by what means they {top the.feverifh acceffes. It is manifeft in 
the firft place, that the vertue and a@ion of thefe things which are: 
outwardly applyed, are communicated to the Blood and Spirits. 
immediately ; and in regard they drive off the Fit by way of preventi- 
on without the evaeuation of any humour or matter, of neceffity the 
reafon of this effe& mut cenfift only in this, that by the ufe of thefe: 
kinds of Medicines the Turgefcency and Fermentation of the a |

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© with the Febrile matter are ftopt,that is to fay,from the Medicine bound 
about the Veflels, certain Corpulcles or Effluvia are communicated to 
me the Blood, which greatly fix, and conftringe its Particles, or alfo by 
S fufing and exagitating precipitate them as it were: after both wayes 
© the {pontaneous Effervefcence of the Blood is hindred: like as when 
B cold Water isput into a boyling Pot; or as when Vinegar or Allum is 
= put into new and working Beer , prefently the fermentation ceafes, 
Sand the Liquour acquires anew taft and confiftency, and is as fit 
Stor drinking as if ithad been ripened a long time. Now that thefe 
= Pebrifuges operate after this manner, it feems plain enough, becaufe 
m thoie that are of chiefeft note excell in a ftyptick and aftringent, or 
® allo in a precipitating Virtue: hence Sea-fult,'Nitre, Sal Gemm, the 
me Juice of Plantain, Shepherds pouch, all aftringent Herbs bruifed with 
3 Vinegar, and the like things bound to the Wrifts; the roots of Yarrow, 
Se formentill, a\fo Camphire hung about the Neck, are faid to remove this 
BeDileaie: Moreover the things that are taken inwardly are of the like 
fort, the Juice of Plantain, red Rofe-water, Allum, inas much as the 


© fix and conftringe the Blood; a Decoéfion of Pepper, Sal Armarévk , 
Bor Of Wormwmocd, Spirit of Vitriol, alfo a fadden Paflion of Anger or 
Serear, in as much as by fufing and exagitating the Blood, they pre- 
Secipitate it, often hinder the feverifh accefs: like as a concuffion and 
Seexagitation of any Liquour, or an infufion of aftringent things in it 
Sehinder a {pontaneous Effervefcence or Effort. It is ufual with fome 
Seeeeinpiricks for the cure of intermitcent Fevers, to make a hard Ball of 
Se flax or Paper rowled up, and to bind ir fo clofe to the Wrift where 
Stine Pulfes beat, that the circulation of the Blood in that place isin 
; Setomie mariner ftopt, and by this means the invading fit of the Fever 
Beis ariven away. I have certainly known many cured after this man- 
memcr Of a long continued Difeafe: thereafon of which feems to. be,that 
Sewnilit the Blood is ftayed in its Motion in any part, ic ftirrs more vi- 
molently inthe reft, and fo from that trouble raifed in the whole Blood; 
Seene tpontancous Effervefcence of its Liquour, which was to follow a 
Sewalle after, is ftopt: and upon the Firs being put off twice or thrice, 
Seevature takes to the digeftion of the matter, and to igs ancient regu- 
© larity. 
Se Lhe dogmatical cure for the moft part is undertaken by Vomirs and 
Becarnariicks, alfo by letting Blood. with which the Difeafed are mife- 
Srably tormented, and the Difeafe is feldom brought to an end, tho 
Hlometimes Tertian Fevers are taken away bya Vomit given alittle be- 
maore the Fit, which happens,becaufe by this mearis the Blood is pretty 
Beauly cleanfed of irs bilous Humour: tho its worthy obfervation that 
Vomits do no good in a Quartan Ague, and feldom ina Tertian, un- 
Mies they are’ given prefently at the beginning, when the febrile Dif 
pofition is yet light, and not fully confirmed.

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Concerning intermitting Fevers in general, there remain yet to be 
explained certain irregularities of them, in which they alcer from the 
common way ; firft therefore, the firs are wont fometimes to be with- 
out cold.or fhivering: an intermittent Fever was rile this Aucumn, 
whofe accefles troubled the difeafed.only with heat, and that very in- 
tenfe, in many there was a violent vomiting, but no cold or {weat 5 
after four or-five returns had hapned, .as the fit invaded, the difeafed. 
were wont to bea little chil’'d, and afterward plainly to have the cold 
fit, and, as it went off, to fweat: the reafon of this was,becaufe by the 
hot fummer the Conftitution. of the Blood was become fharp and very, 
much burnt: wherefore the. Particles of the crude Juice mixt with it 
were prefently feorcht and burne,that they did not wax cold firft with 
a fourneis ( like new beer) and then afterward burn out: but a Tur- 
geicency being raifed, the whole (like dry Wood laid on the fire) 
prefently burnt out in.a light flame; but afterward, the Liquour of the:

A certain noble Youth, of a cholerick Temperament, was feifed 
with an intermirtent tertian Fever; as the fit came on him he vomit- 
ed very much yellow and greenifh Choler, afterward. for many hours 
he was forely troubled with a moft intenfe Heart-burning, a heat and 
a drought. The day of intermiflion,on which it was my chance to be pre- 
fent, eipht ounces of Blood were drawn by my order from this Perfon, 
and in the Afternoon an emollient Cly-ter was injected: he ufed alfo, 
avery thin diet, (uzz. only of Barly Meats) hetook every Night going 
to reft this Opiate, «7%. Conferve of Rofes vitriolated half a dram, Dta- 
fcordium a.feruple, and every Morning a Scruple of Salt of Worrm-mood, 
in a fpoonful of the Fuice of Oranges: but thefe things not fucceed- 
ing ( for the it returned fomewhat more renuS, bur with 
@ ie 
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a violent vomiting as before ) and likewife in regard this fick Perfon 
greatly dreaded a Vomit ( beca ufe upon taking a very gentle Emetick 
not long before he had vomited about thirty times, even ull being 
feizd with a Cramp and Convulfions, he was brough rtoa great failure 
of ftrength with danger of Life _)t herefore, t the day fol lowing the faid 
fit, I gave him a potion of the infufion of Senna, Rhubarb, and yellow

rEXt after a Tertian Fever, by reafon of their Affinity and the 
+ likenefs of the Fit, follows a Quotidian, viz. whofe accefs 1s 
1 “ wont to returnevery day. It is the Opinion of fome that this 
Fever is only a double Tertian, and that it arifes from the matter being 
difperft; and getting pofleftion of a two-fold focus 5 to which never- 
thelef I do not agree, and I judge that its rife 1s to be attributed toa 
peculiar Difcrafy of the Blood: in this the fymptoms of Heat and 
Cold are mys remifs; but the accefs holds longer, and 1s often-wont 
to continue ighteen or twenty hours: this Fever for the moft part 
follows ee 4 Tertian, for when the vital Spirit is much {pent bya 
frequent Defla agration of the Blood, and (the feverifh Difpofition ftll 
remaining ) the Blood is become weaker, it lefs concotts, or brings 
to perfection the nutritive Juice,and perverts it inamanner wholly i into 
a fermentative matter : wherefore it is fooner brought to an increafe, 
atid 1s heapt oeaet to a plenitude of Turgefcency in half the time as 
before: but becaufe the matter he apt togel ‘her partakes as well of cru- 
dity as aduttion, therefore the heat of the fermentation is more res 
mils and more unev 52 and (like green Wood laid on the fire ) it 
burns more flowly; wherefore the fit is ofa longer continuance. 
Sometimes it happens that a Quotidian Fever arifes firft without a:

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The Autumnal Seafon is moft proper to produce this feverith hae 
bit of the Blood, becaufe when very much of Spirit and Sulphur has 
paft away by the Summer heat, and that which remains begins to be 
preft upon bythe Cold,the Liquor of the Blood (as Wine turning four 
after too much Effervefence _) eafily degenerates into a pontick and 
Sharpifh Nature: this alfo is procur’d by the Air of the Sea infecting” 
the Blood with faline Vapours, which fix the Spirits. Moreover, the ~ 
affinity of this Difeafe which the Scurvy and the Hypochondrial affeé 
plainly fhews that the evil Difpofition of the Blood 1s in fault, wheres 
by it 1s become falt and earthy with a defect of a Pneumatofis. 

"The laft year, towards the end of the Summer, . which had been 
very hot, an -Epidemick Fever arofe: then Autumn coming on, when 
that Difeafe ceafed, a Quartan Fever began to be very rife, fo thar in 
many places well near the fourth part of man-kind was feis’d with the - 
fame, and thofe of all Ages and Temperaments,which plainly fhewd 
that this afe& did not take its rife from a melancholy Humour heapt 
together through the fault of the Spleen, ( as fome have thought ) 
bur from the Difcrafy of the Blood caufed through the diftemperature 
of the Year. | 

Tho many Phyfical A pparatus’s were ordered againft this evil,yet ve 
ry few were cured within the compafs of the Autumn: In fome, about 
the firft beginnings of their Sicknefs, before the Difeafe had taken 
root, Vomits gave relief: tho, in ‘moft, Medicines purging any ways, 
tho repeated a hundred times, did not the leaft good at all: thofe in 
whom the evil was deeply rooted, received not any relief from the 
molt exa&ly devifed Remedies ufed throughout the whole Autumn 4 
when at this time f faw the vulgar Methods of Phyfick put in pragtife 
in vain. Toa certain noble Virgin who defired a fudden Cure to be 
performed by any manner of means, I proposd, that if fhe would 
undergo a Salivation for {ome dayes by a mineral Medicine, fhe might 
thence hope a fpeedy conqueft of her Difeafe: fhe readily agreeing to 
this, I gave her a gentle and very fafe Medicine, by which only a gen- 
tle (pitting was raifed, and that ended within twelve dayes ; from 
the time the falivation began, fhe prefently mift her firs; but at the 
tines they were wont to come fhe found a difturbance in her whole 
Body, with an oppreflion of the Heart, and a danger of Fainting , but 
afterward, the fpitting being ended, fhe feem’d throughly recovered 5

Fourthly, itis to be obfery oda hat this Remedie does not ftop the 
accefles of Fevers, as vulgar febrifuges, by fixing or alfo by fufing, 
the Blood ; for th en always the imminent fit, and not the fecond, or 
third to follow after would be pre vented. 

Which things being confidered, that we may. fubjoyn fome things, 
as a Corallary, eae te the way of operating, whereby this

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Continual Fever is that whereof the accefs is prolonged to many 
dayes without any ceflation: it has irs times of remiflion and 
 & exacerbation, but none of intermiffion; the burning fomes 
times is more remifs, fometimes more intenfe, but the Difeafed are . 
{till in a Fever, till the Difeafe be wholly folv’d by a Crifis, or an ine 
fenfible recovery. | ' 

Now there are three degrees or manners of Effervefcency by which @ 
the Species of continual Fevers are determined: from the fubrle por- | 
tion of the boyling Blood, or from the Ebullition of the Spirits ariles 
the Ephemera, alfo the Synocus of one or many dayes : from the fulphu- 
reous or oily ‘part of the Blood too much heated and kindled, is rai 
fed the putrid Fever; thirdly,on a venemous Miafm infe@ing the Blood, 
and congealing irs Liquour,rnalignant Fevers depend: ineach of thee, 
from the depravation or rather corruption of the nutritive Juice, frefh 
heapt together in the Blood, various. Paroxifins, Inequalities, and 
critical Motions arife. | 

If it be asktafter what manner the Effervefcency of the Blood ina 
continual Fever differs from that other which makes intermittents; I 
fay,that the Efferveicence of the Blood in the latter depends only onthe 
mingling of fome fermentative Matter with the Blood,which will not 
duely mix with it, and on its heaping together to a plenitude of Tur- 
gefcency: by reafon of the Effervefcency of this with the Blood in the 
Veflels, and its deflagration in the Heart,the fit is caufed, its difflation 
is followed by an Apyrexia,fo that in the intervals of the fits neither the 
Spirits nor the Sulphur make an effort, but the Liquour circulates 
evenly and without tumult in the Veflels, the bond of mixture being 
entirely preferved ; on the contrary,in a continual Fever, the Difor- 
ders of the Spirit or Sulphur,or of both of thern together caufe theebullie 
tion of the Blood by their proper Effervefcence, without the mixture 
of another thing: Wherefore, for a ceflation of the burning heat 
befides the difflation of the excrementitious matter, a deflagration of 
the kindled Blood, and its redu&tion to a due Crafis, are required. 

The Confticution of the Blood in a continual Fever, is as that OF 
Wines when they ferment by too rich Lees; that is to fay,they are ftrong 
with Spirit, and grow turgid with an exalted Sulphur,and therefore of

Pores, Surfeiting, alfo a Bubo or Wound, in Child-bearing Women 


an increafe of milk are wont to bring thefe; the procataréhick caufes 


which difpofe to them are, a hot temper of Body, an Athletick habie, 
a Sedentary Life, and a Difufe of Exercife. 7 

The firlt beginnings of this Difeafe depend on the prefence of an 
Evident Caufe; for either the Corpufcles of an extraneous heat mixt 
with Blood, make it boyl like Water on the F ire: or a Fever is 
brought by motion, or by reafon of Tran{piration being letted, even 
as when Wines being heated, or ftopt clofe in a Veflel, are fet ina 
firong working: after what manner foever the Inflammation be firft 
rais‘d, prefently the Spirits make an effort, and moving hither and thi- 
ther, force the Blood to boyl, and to inlarge it felf in a greater. 
{pace, with a frothy rarefa@tion: wherefore the Veflels are firetcht, and — 
the membranous Parts are vellicated ; hence a Pain, efpecially in the 
Head and Loyns, a {pontaneous laffitude, and an inflation as it were. 
of the whole Body enfue. But if with the Spirit of the Blood 
fome fulphury Part withall be fomewhat kindled, a {mart heat. is 
diffus'd through the whole, the Pulfe becomes high and quick, 
the Urine ruddy; alfo Thirft, Watchings, and many other offenfiye 
Symptoms arife. | 

Concerning the Solution or Crifis of an Ephemera Fever, and of &. 
Synochis not putrid, there are three things chiefly requifite, viz. a res 
moval of the evident Caufe; fecondly, a fevering or difflation of the 
depraved or excrementitious matter from the Mafs of Blood ; thirdly, 
an appeafing of the parts of the Blood, and their reftirution to a nate 
ral and even motion and fite. According as rvefe things happen, fome- 
times fooner, fometimes flower, and with mure difficulty, this Difeafe 
is ended in a fhorter or longer time.

~ Concerning the Crifis of a putrid Fever, I fhall here fubjoyn a par- 
ticular prognoftick, in which, tho the things that appear at the begin- 
ing promile a wifhed for event,a very fad one is at hand:, I have often- 
times obferved in a putrid Fever, which begins Slowly and with a {mali 
burning, if the Urine be ruddy, and, when itis made, be prefently 
troubled, and opake, which is neither precipitated by the cold, nor 
epoles a fediment of its own accord, and if at the fame time the 
Difeafed lye for many Nights without Sleep, tho they are quiet, and 
without toffing, their ftate is very dangerous; and there will be a 
greater fulpicion,if in the mean time they are not preft with an intenfe

As to the firft, if with a good fore-running of Signs and Symptoms, 
after that the Blood has burnt enough, and its burning has remitted, 
the aduft matter being evenly fubdued and fubtiliz’d, rifes witha full 
increafe to a Motion of Turgefcency, and Nature being free from any 
impediment or depreffion, 1s of ftrength fufficient for a confli&, the 

everifh matter is exterminated for the moft part at one motion of Ef- 
florefcence, and the Blood being become free from its Contagion and 
Fellowfhip, recovers in a fhort time its ancient Vigour. : 

2, Bur if Nature be irritated to a critical Motion, before the Blood 
has perfectly burnt off, orthat aduft matter be prepar’d for excretion, 
tho, as to the reft, affaires are in an inaiflerent ftate, yet none but an 
imperfeé Crifis follows hence, whereby fomewhat of the Burthen, or

By the Word Declination 1 underftand the Condition of the Difea- 
fed and of the Difeafe, which follows the height of it, whether it tends © 
to a Recovery or to Death: whether the Fever, orthe Life it felf of 
the Difeafed at this time declines. 

As to the times of the declining flate, it will be neceffary for us to 
enquire what the temper of the Blood is, and what alterations it un- 
dergoes, as often as a progrefS is made from a good Cyifis, or an evil, 
toa Recovery, or Death. | 

The vice or depauperation which the Blood contra@s from a fe- 
verifh effervefcence, confifts in thefe things; the Spirit very much

tr. A Cardialgia happens in Fevers, when the Ventricle, and ef-

an acid and corrofive Humour ; for hence a Pain arifes from the Acri- 
mony of the Humour, after the like manner as when the Sphinéfer of 
the Anvws is aflected with a tedious Pain in bilous Deje@tions. 

12. For the like Caufe, a Vomiting and a Naufeoufhefs are wont to 
be raifed; to wit, the Ventricle being befer and irritated to.a Con- 
traction by a matter which is extraneous and not agreeing with it 
felf. Such an excrementitious matter is heapt together in the Ventri- 
cle, after three manners : for, either the Aliments, partly through de- 
fe& of an acid Ferment, wherewith they ought to be .duely concoé- 
ed; partly by reafon of the burning Heat of the Ventricle, are parcht 
into fuch a Maf$ of Corruption: or fecondly, this kind of Matter is 
depofed into the cavity of the Ventricle, from Arteries terminated in 
it, as it ufually happens in the Small Pox, Plague, and malignant Fe- 
vers: or thirdly, meer Choler expreft from the Meatus Choledochus 
into the Intefiinum jejunum, by reafon of an inverted, and, as it were, 
convulfive Motion of the Inteftine, is caft up into the Stomach. The 
lofs of Appetite alfo happens by reafon of the Ventricle being filled 
with vitious Juices, and becaufe the acid Ferment is wholly perverted 
by the fcorching Heat. Thefe kinds of Affe&s of the Ventricle and 
Vifcera, fometimes arile from an excrementitious matter, ( v7z. the 
Alimentary degenerated whilft it’ was conco&ing ) heapt-together in 
the firft Paflages along time before the Fever, which often is the 
occafional Caufe of the Fever it felf: but fometimes the Naufeoufnefs, 
Lofs of Appetite, Vomiting, Cardialgia, &c. are the immediate Produas 
of the Fever; for, when the day before the failing fick the AffeGted 
had a Stomach good enough, affoon as the immoderate Effervefcence 
is brought on the Blood, whilft that boyls above meafure, both the 
Efluvia and Recrements wont to be evaporated outwardly, and the 
bilous Humour flowing from the Vafa Choledocha, are pour'd into the 
Stomach, with which its Crafis is pérverted; and the Relicks of the 
Chyle, and other Contents in the Vifcera, are mightily depraved, 
whence the forefaid Affects draw their Origine.

a great Coullition of the Blood, the Artery has a vehement and quick 
beat, as long as the Spirits hold a eood ¥ 
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being fomewhat exhaufted, the {trong Pulfe remits, which neverthe. 
Jefs is recompens’d by quicknefS, and becomes quick and fimall. If the 
Fever be mild,and be attended by a lefs burning, the Pulfé alfo declines 
lefs from its natural ftate; and in the whole courfe of the Difeafe the 
moderation of this denotes a truce of Nature, nor does the Pulfé only 
diicover the ftrength of the Fever, as it were of the Enemy, but plainly 
fhews alfo the ftrength of Nature, and its ability of refifting : as long 
as the Pulfe is' laudable, things are in fafety, and it gives very good 
hope: but from the evil ftate of this a very ill omen is given, and a 
delpair of doing well. So thar without a frequent and diligent éxami- 
ning of the Pulfe, the Phyfician can neither make a due prognoftick, 
nor fafely order a Medicine. : | | 

I. As tothe firft: he ought to khow (as far as he may) what fort of 
Pulfe a Perfon has according to his natural Conftitution, for in fome it 
isftrong, in others weak; again in each change of Fevers he muft _ 
weigh by what degrees it differs from its natural {tate ; for one while. 
it Is more vehement than it ought, and argues the Fever to be in- 
tended: another while it’s depreft lower than ufual, and denotes the 
Spirits and Strength to be deje&ed. P 

Thofe whofe Artery has a weak and langnid beat in their ftate of 
Health, when they are taken with a Fever it is not fo very ill with 
them to have a {mall and weak Pulfe, that we muft prefently defpair 
of their well doing : thofe who have naturally a ftrong and vehementus 
Pulte, if after the Crifis of the Difeafe it fcarce holds a mean Vigour, 
tho it be not altogether weak, it argues the ftaté of the difeafed to be 
fufpected, and not fafe. | 

if at the beginning of a Fever, before the Blood has much burnt,or 
if after a Crifis, when part of the burchen isdiminifht, or if atanother 
time the Pulfe becomes weak without an evident caufe, it fore-bodes 


fed as to the reft of the Symptoms feems to himfelf to be better, you 
may give a fad prognoftick of Death, and on the contary, tho hor- 
rid Symptoms are prefling, if notwithf{landing the Pulfe be laudable, 
we may flillhope fora Recovery. If in a robuft man, being in @ 
Fever, the Pulfe becomes very fmall and formicating, Death is neat 
at hand. |

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| Tour of the Urine thews the degree or excefs of heat in the Blood, 
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that Perturbation the ftrength is more debilitated.- And when the 
Spirits are broken, and the Strength dejected, a Purge cafts them down 
more, and fomerimes wholly refolves them.

that in the Phrenfy, Peripneumonia, Squinancy, and the like Difeg- 
fes, an Inflammation or Extravafation of the Blood does not always 
depend on the exuberancy of the Blood, and the plenitude of the Vef.

It only remains for us to enquire whether thé Fever which accom=-. 
panies thefe affets, be to be accounted of the number of thofe which 
are called putrid, or not; To this we reply, that oftentimes they are 
Simple Synochi, in which only the fubtle and more fpirituous part of the 
Blood is inflamed, and therefore, if after a copious taking away of 
Blood, or the Veflels being emptyed by fweat, the extravafated Blood 
be reftor’d to Circulation, prefently the Effervefcence is reftraind, and 
the Fever in a fhort time is appeas’d: Neverthele(s fometimes when 
a Predi{pofition happens, as in a Plethora, or mighty Cacochymia, a 
putrid Fever is kindled together with thefe kinds of aflects wholly from 
the fame occafion. . 

Among Syinptomatich Fevers they place that which is vulgarly call'd 
Febris Lenta, thofe that are troubled with this grow hotter than they 
ought, efpecially after Meats, or any Motion, or Exercife, the Urine 
for the moft part is ruddy, the Spirits are weak, and the Strength de- 
jected as to Appetite and Sleep they find themfelves indifferently 
well, they are without a Cough, or much Spitting: but daily ( like 
coniumptive Perfons ) they pineaway, and without any manifeft caufe:

Concerning the Cure of putrid Fevers of what kind foever, there aye 
four general intentions, on which the whole ftrefs of che Bufinefs lies, 
Firfi, that the Blood (if it may be _) be freed from its burning, and 
that the Flame or Fire kindled in its fulphury part be wholly fuppreff,” 
which often happens to be done about the firft beginnings of this Di.” 
feafe. Secondly, that when the Blood, being fet a burning, cannot 
prefently be extinguifht, it may go on with it at leaft mildly, and with 
as little damage as may be. Thirdly, that the burning being over, 
the Liquour of the Blood may be clear’d of the Recrements of the burnt 
and aduft Matter, and be reftor’d to its natural Vigour and Crafis, 
Fourthly, that the Symptoms chiefly prefling be feafonably obviated,» 
without the removal of which the attempts both of Nature and Phyfick 
will be in Vain. | 

As to the particular Remedies, with which thofe intentions are anf. 
werd, there are various Prefcripts, and Forms of Medicines every 
where in ufe, not only amongft Phyficians, but likewife old Women 
and Empricks ; from which neverthele(s, in regard they are usd like 
a Sword in a blind Mans Hands, without difference, and an exaG&t Me- 
thod of Healing, more dammage than benefit often accrues to the Di- © 
feafed. It will not be needful for me to repeat in this Place the Forms 
of Purgers, Cardiacks, or other Medicines neatly. enough delivered in 
many Authors. I fhall briefly fet down fome of the chief Indications, 
and Phyfical Cautions which oughtto be obferved in the courfe of this 
Fever, according to the various Seafons, and divers Symptoms of 
it. 

r.. About the firft Invafion of this Difeafe,you muft endeavour that the 
Fever be forthwith fuppreft,and that the intammation of the over-heat- 
ed Sulphur may be ftopt; to which breathing aVein chiefly conduces; for

fonably and with judgment, the Fever prefently ar the beginning, its 
Fuel for accenfion being withdrawn, is extinguifhe. But af notwith-

A robuft Young-man, and well in Flefh, about the Summer Solftice, _ 
after immoderate Exercifes, and then a fudden Cold coming upon 
the Heat, fell ill. Firft, he was affected with a lofs of Appetite, a 
Naufeoufnefs, a violent Pain of the Head, alfo with a Thirft, and a 
Heat more intenfe than ufiial. On the fecond day, an acute Pain in 
the Right-fide, with a Cough and a difficult Refpiration, ferzed him 
Blood prefently being plentifully drawn from the Arm of the fame 
Side, that Pain fomewhat remitted; which neverthelefs, returned 
more violently in the Evening, with a Cough and a {pitting Blood 5 
the night paft without fleep, and very reftlefs. On the third day 
Blood was taken away again; and moreover, Liniments and Fomen- 
tations were applyed to the Side pained; Antipleuritick Powders, Ju- 
leps, and Deco&tions, were inwardly taken: about night, the Pain, 
in a manner, wholly ceas’d 5 prefently after, the Difeafed was affected 
with a violent Head-ach, and a Vertigo. On the fourth day he bled 
two ounces of Blood at the Nofe; after which, that Affe@ of the Head 
clearly ceafed ; but in the Evening the Pain returned in the Side firft 
affe&ed, with a greater Fiercenef$: mean while the Pulfe was low 
and weak 5 that when it was confulted concerning letting Blood, there 
was danger left the deje&ted Strength would not admit of fuch a Reme= 
dy; wherefore, Blood being taken only in a {mall quantity, it was 
prefcribed, that a Fomentation and Cataplafmes fhould be diligently 
applyed to the Side ; moreover, that twenty Drops of Spirit of Hartl- 
horn fhould be given in a Spoonful of a Cordial Julep, and that the 
farne fhould be {till repeated every fix Hours: he fweated plentifully 
that Night, and the Pain very much abated ; the Spittle was but little, 
{prinkled with Blood, which wholly ceas’d within a Day, the Pain al- 
fo vanifhing by Degrees: the Difeafed took twice a day a Scruple ioe

© forthwith diffolved, and its Liquor runs into parts ; and fo that horrible 
Symptoms, with a manifeft danger of Life, are caufed in this kind of 
Affe&. Under this Rank we comprehend Malignant and Peftilential 
S Fevers, the Plague, the Small Pox, and Meafles ; concerning which, it 
= remains for us to treat at prefenr. 
By the unanimous Content of all, the Force and Power of thefe. 
i Dileafes are plac’d in a venemous Matter 5 becaufe, upon a Peftilen- 
lm tial Affect, even as upon drinking Poyfon, we find that the Strength 
i 35 fuddenly caft down, and that Life is {oon deftroyed: and therefore, 
fe for explicating the nature of the Peftilence, it will not be amifs, firft ane 
f0 enquire concerning Poyfon in general, and after what manner it a 
“affects our Bodies; and then to fhew what fort of Venom is difperft in 
» the Plague and contagious Difeafes: which being premitted, we fhall 
» fpeak in particular of the Affeéts even now mentioned,

m there isa yait {tore of thefe in Nature, which are often engendred

Mieciables; and Animale m the difting Families of Minerals, .

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As there is 4 great variety of Poyfons, fo there is no lef a diverfity. 
of them, as to theSubjeéts, and the ways of their hurting 5 for, 
tho a great many poyfonous things are faid to be contrary to us, ag 
to the whole Subftance, fo that they fet upon ‘any thing, and like a 
Funeral Flame, with a cauftick Force reduce it, aS 1t were, into Afh- 
€s< yet fome of thefe, being endowed with a peculiar Force of of - 
fending, rather hurt one Part or Subftance than another: ° The Sub. 
je&s on which the Taint of the Venom fixes it (elf firft of all, and 
moft immediately, are two-fold, to wit, the Animal Spirits, or the 
{pirituous and fubtle Liquor paffiing in the Brain and ‘Genus Ner- 
vojum, and the Blood flowing in the Heart and Veffels. Whena dif 
proportionate Objeé prefents it felf to one of them alone, or to both © 
together, fo that thereupon the Crafis of the Liquors or of the con- 
taining Parts, is fubverted, whereby Functions neceffary for perform- 
ing the Offices of Life and Senfe, are letted and this is done after a 
fecret manner, and as it were on a fudden, thefe kinds of Effe@s we 
afcribe to Poyfon. | 

The nervous Bodies, with the animal Spirit, are not fet upon whole 
ly after the fame manner by all forts of Poyfotis ; for fometimes they 
are aflail'd with a Stupor, fometimes with Cramps ahd convulfive mo= 
tions, and thofe of divers Kinds and Conditions. The Bite of the 

« —farahtula caufes a Dancing 5 the force tranfmitted from a Tortoife by 
a Spear, or the Cords of a Net, ftupifies the hand of the Fifher; the 
Roots of Wild Parfnips, or the Seeds of Darnel, eaten, make Men 
run mad 5 Opium, Mandrake, Hehbane, and the like, caufe a deep, and 
fometimes a mortal Sleep.’ Thefe, and a great many other things, 
without any mighty Perturbation of the Blood, or Injury brought on 
the Heart, faft'n chiefly their Venom on the Animal Faculty or Spis 

rit. 

There are alfo fome Poyfons which chiefly infinuate their Malignity 
into the mafs of Blood; wherefore, after uimg fome Medicines, a yel- 
iow or black Jaundice, fometimes:a Leprofie, leprous Affeés, or: 
swellings of the whole Body, are produced; Vapours rifing from fub- 
terrancous Vaults, alfo from Charcoals newly kindled, often fuffocas 
ting the Vital Spirits, congeal the Blood withall, and {top its Motion; 
fo that the Flame of Life cannot be continued in the Heart. Every 
Man may fee how great a Corruption is communicated to the Maf of 
Blood from the peftilential Miafm, by the Spots and Pufhes which are 
the infamous Marks, as it were, of the blafted Blood. 

if the Injury firft infli@ed on either, viz: the ceconomy of the 
Heart or Brain be light, for the moft partit is brought to an end with- 
out any great Offence of either; wherefore, Convulfive Motions, 4 
Stupor, Lethargy, Melancholy, Paralytick Afledts, often begin witha 
landable Pulfe, and without an immoderate Effervefcence of the 
Elood; and afterward, if the Affe& does not wax ftrong, they comie

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to an end, and ceafe by litcle and little. There are other Poyfons 
Which often deprave the Blood, and corrupt its Mixture by diffolving 
it, the animal Fundtions in the mean time continuing whole and

A 
Taint inflicted on the Extremities of the Nerves, any where, whether 
inwardly or outwardly, is difpers'd to a diftance by their ready Con- 
yeyance, prefently many Sprouts of the fame Branch being brought 
to communicate of the Evil. Often, a light Touch of a venemops 
Thing by the Finger, or the extream part of any Member, prefently 
conveys the Taint rec@ived to the Brain, and thence it is retorted om 
the whole Body, and the moft remote Members: the Reafon of this is, 
that the Particles both of the nervous Juice, and. of fome venemous 
Miafm, are fo active and quick of Motion, that either of them pafs 
moft iwiftly through the whole Mafs of the other, as Rays of Light 
through a Diaphanous Medium. 
2, As often as the Blood gets Mifchief by a venemous Thing, the 
Venom {ticking in it, either is dull and of Jefs A@ivity, which does 
ot prefently difcover it felf, nor breaks forth into terrible Symproms, 
till after a long time, when it is brought toa Ripenefs by a tacit Fer- 
mentation, and has firft infeGed the whole Mafs of Blood ; as we may 
oblerve in fome Poyfons, which are {aid to kill at a diftance, and not 
but after fome Months or Years: or the Poyfons infpired into the 
Blood are imbued with a much fharper Sting, that the Taint cons 
tracted by their Contagion prefently breaks forth into terrible Symp- 
toms; and thereupon follows fometimes a feverith Effervefeence, 
wich a Vomiting, a Thirft, and a burning of the Precordia 3 fometimes

cless The Motions of thele being both very fwift and reftlefs, are of 
Saimanifold: and very difiering Figure; wherefore fome of them con- 
E tinually encounter others, and according to their various Configurati- 
© ons, they clole with thefe and are mutually combined, and are driv’n 
) and fly from others : on this the Reafons of every S ympathy and Anti- 
"pathy chiefly depend ; from the divers Agitations of thefe kinds of 
Ny Atomes near the Surface of the Earth, this or that Traé of the Air 


Meundergoes divers Alterations, with which Bodies, efpecially thofe that 
are living,are varioufly afiected, for the inward Motion of the Particles 
Sof each Animal depends very much onthe motion and temper of the 
© Particles of the Air: Since thefe continually exagitate thofe, ftir them 
Sup when they are drowfie,repair the Lofles of thofe that fly away, exa- 
Mpitate the vital Flame with their Nitrofity, and fupply it with a nitro- 
fulphureous Food, and eventilate it being kindled by the continual 
NGourles of Accefles and Recefles: as long as an apt Contemperation 
Shappens for the Motion and Configuration in both, Animals enjoy a 
perfec: Life and Health; but if the Corpufcles flying in the Air are of 
fe a'kind of Figure and Power, that they are manifefily contrary 
Sto the Spirits implanted in Animals, they loofen the mixtures of thefe 
wirom the reft of the Elements with which they are bound, and per- 
Svert tneir Motions : hence the Crafes of things are deftroyed, Life ts 
Soverthrown, and that being fcarce extin@, the Bodies incur Patrefa- 
tion; fietice the Tops of Trees or Corn being ftruck with a Blaft 
Gwither On a fudden; hence the Murrain oftentimes reigns amongft 
m@attel, which kills whole Herds together. For this kind of Caufe 
line Seeds of the Peftilence firft exert themelves, and threaten a uni- 
Svetial Slaughter of Mankind; for even as venemous Corpuicles gather- 
wed together in the Bowels of the Earth, or on its Surface, produce Ar- 
Henical Mixts, or venemous Herbs; fo thefe being refolved into a Va- 
spour, and gathered thick together in the Air, create pernicious Blafts, 
wirom which malignant and peftilential Difeafes arife: and it feems to 
sme not improbable, that the things which firft give a feminary of the 
SPeitilence to any peculiar Trac of the Air, are the venemous Effluvia 
wor Salts and Sulphurs grown exorbitant, and breathd forth of the Bow- 
wels of the Earth; which fometimes, being firft long included in the 
SEarth, are exhal’d by degrees 5 fometimes, by reafon of Tremblings 
Hor Openings of the Earth, break forth together; of which kind alfo 
Wthere are generally breath’d from the Tents of Souldiers filled with 
eNattinels, by reafon of dead Carcafles lying unburied, or from places 
Paild with ftagnating and fiinking Mud. And Corpufcles exhaled 
§ after this manner, by a long Putrefaction, acquire to themfelves won- 
» cerfal Powers and Difcongruencies, that thereby they are difagreeing 
and heterogeneous to all others whatfoever 5 and fo being received in- 
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to the Aur, they ferment it (like a mafS of Liquor) and pervert jg 
from a wholfome and benign into a pernicious and curft Nature. 
Some Bodies eafily receiye the malignant Tin&ure of a peftilential 
Air, others not fo readily ;thofe who have a very great Cacochymia by 
reafon of an ill Dyet, and thofe who by reafon of a Plethora have a 
Blood filled with an mnflamable Sulphur, a light Blaft of a venemous 
Air faftens the peftilential Venom on them, efpecially if they lye un- 
der a Fear and Sadnefs, which convey inwardly the lighteft Parts of 
Contagion, as it were by acertain Infufion. On the contrary, thofe 
who have the Vifcera clean, and the Mafs of Blood well tempered, 
and thofe who carry a ftrong and undaunted Mind, do not fo eafily 
receive this Infections and fometimes being receiv’d they expell it 
again. | | 
So far of the Peftilence and its Communication, according to its firft : 
Being, and the Source of the infeéed Air thence drawn; it remains : 
for us to {peak of its Propagation by Contagion, as it is often eommu- 
nicated from fome Men to others, as it were ex traduce. 
By Contagion we underftand that Force, or A€tion, whereby any _ 
Affe& being in one Body ftirs up the like to it in another ; but fince 
this happens either immediately by Conta&, as if any one lying in the } 
Jame Bed with another Man feiz’d with the Plague, gets the fame Dif- 
eafe; or mediately, and at a diftance, as if it happens that the Conta- 
gion be convey’d from one Houle to others at a diftance; and fo ifthe 
Plague aflails any Perfon handling a Garment or Houfhold-(iuff of an 
infe&ed Houfe, after fome Days, or Months, or haply Years: there- 
fore, that the nature of a Contagion, and the divers manners of it, 
may be plainly known, let us examine firft, What that thing is which 
flows from an infected Body: fecondly, How it is difpofed in the me- 
dium through which it paffes: thirdly, After what manner it engen< 
dlers.an Affect like it {elf in another Body. | 
I. That from every Body, though of a fixt Nature, Effluvia’s’ of 
Atoms conftantly flow, which make, as it were, a mift or cloudy Cir- 
cle about them, and inveft them, as it were, like the Down of a Peach, 
it is {0 receiv’d a thing among the foundeft Philofophers, that there is 
nothing more; and the more attive Particles any thing confifts of, by 
fo much it fends from it Corpufcles of a more notable Vertue, and 
Energy : hence the Efflavia which part from Ele@trick Bodies, are. 
adle to move other Bodies from their Places ; from Sulphurs Emana- 
| ons pais, which fill the whole Neighbourhood with Odours : fince. 
therefore the peftilential Venom, as is faid before, tho in a {mall Bulk, 
1s of a mighty Efficacy and Operation, wherefoever it is fixt, certain, 
Emanations neceffarily proceed from the Bodies imbued with it,which. 
carry the nature of the fame Poyfon and Malignity, and diffufe it on 
every fide according to its Sphere of A@ivity: but fince thefe Gorpuf- 
cles which retain the Contagion of the Peftilence, when they flow from 
oe 
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éne body, are not prefently received by another, let us inquire how 
they are difpofed in refpes of their pafling through the Medium. 
Where prefently occurrs the difference of them from moft others, 
in regard that the Effluvia, which generally evaporate, do not long 
" retain the Nature of the body whence they flow, but either yanifhin 
“the tennated Air, or clofing with other bodies, are affimilated with 
them: but thofe Particles which part from a peftilential Miafm, are 
not eafily abforb’d by the Air, or other Body, fo that they wholly pe- 
rifh; but among various Confufions of Atomes, and Dafhings againft 
‘Other bodies, they preferve themifelves entire : for this Poyicn being 
in a manner mafterlefs, and infuperable by others, continues fill the 
fame; and tho it confifts of a very fmall heap of Atomes, it does not 
©prefently vanifh, byt taints with its Ferment the next Corputcles to it, 
and fo acquires to it felf new Stores, and géts Strength as it goes; 
Whence it lies long hid in every Fomes, and after along time, when it 
whas lighted on a fit Subjeé&, it exerts it felf, and communicating the 
“dnfeGion of its Venom to the other, it refufcitates a-new the Difeafe 
Ofthe Plague, which before {eemed to be driv’n away, and tho from 


-— a yery fmall Seminary, it difperfes its mortal Poyfon far and near. 


"For the Plague difclofes fuch moft certain Signs of its Contagion, 
that fome Authors affirm it to fubfift among Mortals only by this 


fe means, and that it no where arifes a-new, but is preferv’d only by a 


» )Fomes, and that it is now and then conveyed from one Region into 
another. Hiftories tell us, that the Seeds of it have lain dormant for 


"many Years ina Garment or Bed-Cloaths, that upon the fame after- 
Wee ward being fiirr'd, they have fhewn themfelves, and have brought the 


Mileate of the Peftilence, arifing a-frefh, with a mighty Deftrudtion of 
Mankind: when by reafon of a Fomes the Peftilence is propagated to 


fe a diltance after this manner; the venemous Corpufcles which remain 


: g inthe Miafm, being ftirred, prefently {pring forth, and difplay their 


fe Venom on every fide, as it were by a certain Irradiation: if they any 


fe Where light ona humane Body, they prefently feife the Spirits, and 


ee aire conveyed inward by their Vehicle, and then eafily enough infe@ 


fm the Blood, and all other Humours flowing in the Veffels with their 

» Ferment, and in a fhort time caufe Coagulations and a Putrefa@ion in 
them. And after this manner, by mofi fubtle Fffiuvia, there is made 
Sa certain Tranfmigration, as it were, of the peftilential Difeafe, ev’n 
= as when a graft cut from fome Tree, and laid afide for fome time. and 

alterward inferted in another Trunk, is able, though froma very {mall 
HBud; to produce a Tree of the fame Kind and Nature, :

There are a great many Signs occurring to us, which fore-fhew that 
the Pettilence will h appen in a fhort time, to wit, if the Year does not 
keep its Temp yerament, but has Hakipeey te and very unfeafonable 
exceiles of Heat or Col d, Drought or Moifture: if the Meafles or 
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small Pox are every where very rife, if Phle jen ons, or Bubo’s accom- 
any rel ning onal ; from a preceeding Famir ap moft certain Pre-

fage is taken of an efifainp Plague 5 for the like - Conftiesaial of the 
Year which f for the moft part brings a Dearth of Provifions, by reafon 
of the Corn being blighted, is apt al Ifo t ) produce a Plague ;/alfo the evil 
aa of Dyet, which fuch as are preft with Hunger make ufe of, eating 
all kinds of unwh olfome t things we hout choice, di ifpofes their Bodies 
more readily to receive the Contagion. Moreover Earth- quakes, and 
frefh-opened Grotto’s and Chee upon the cleaving of the Earth, by 
reafon of the Erupti fs Obs malignant and venemous Air, have often 
given Beginnings to Plagues. Again, as there is need of great Dili- 
gence in taking a fore-view as it were, from a Watch-Tox er, Of, an 
imminent Plague, fo we ought to be no lels fagacious in obferving the 
fame as it firft ; riles, and ¢ C alti ts init Darts 5 for often » being too follici- 
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tous, we dread even vuloar F evers, if haply they end in Death, for 
ray ii eg 
this ogre and fometimes being too fecure, contemning the Pe- 
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fiilence by

reaion of its Symptoms refemb ling thofe of a common Fe- 
ver, we find our cineca? but too late: w nek fore , for the fuller know- 
ledge of this ] Difeaie, we fhall fer down its Signs ‘and Symptoms both 
cominon and pathognomick. 

Belides the Signs above delivered, which by a certain Demontftra- 

; lort, Bive a Snipe clon of an enfuing Plague; there are 
others whofe concurrence with it plainly thew its Prefence in a Body 
tfeasd:: of thefe fome are common to a Plague with a putrid Fever, 
are more proper to this Affect; for the Impreffion of the Plague | 
oftentimes ftirs up an Effervefcence of the Blood, and has a Fever fo- 


fre- 
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frequently joyn'd with tt, that by fome, in the Definition of the 
Placue, the Fever is put as 4 Genus wherefore, by reafon of the 
Ebuilicion of the Blood, and the fnyury brought on the Vifcera, pre- 
fently an Incalefcence with a fpontaneous Laflitude, a Thirft, a burn- 
ing of the Precordia, Vomitings often violent, a Cardialgia, Gripes 
in the Bowels, a Roughnefs or BlacknefS of the Tongue, a Swooning, 
and a fudden Fall of the Strength, enfue. Tho vulgar Fevers are of- 
fentimes attended with thefe kinds of Symptoms, yet if at the fame 
time a Plague be rife in the Neighbourhood, and a fear of the fame 
feifes the Minds of Men, hence a greater Sufpicion of this Evil is gi- 
ven and efpecially, becaufe, when a Plague reigns, all other Difea- 
fes leave their own Nature and pafs into that: wherefore, if to the 
Affects even now mentioned, there be added a Communication of the 
fame Difeafe tomanv, and many dye of it, fo that it generally becomes 
mortal and fpreads it felf; and if befides, Buboes, Carbuncles, Pufh- 
Ss, Or others Marks of a peftiferous Contagion appear, the thing is 
Se put without doubt, and we hence proclaim a Pefiilence, with no lefs 
mecontidence, than we do a Fire when we fee a Flame burft forth 
Meetirough the Roofs of Houfes: but becaufe a mention is here made of 
Bepuboes, Carbuncles, and other Symptoms, it remains for us to give 
Wee orietly the Caufes of them, and the ways of their being produe’d; they

The Generation of Carbuncles feems to be after this manner; when 
venemous Miafmé light on a Blood parch’d with Heat before, its 
congeal’d Portions are fixed in the Superficies of the Body 5 and at 
that place, becaufe the motion of the Blood is a little letted, mrfta 
litle Tumour is made, which afterward, the malignant Venom pfés 
fently fpreading it felf farther, being increaft by little and little, creeps 
into the Neighbourhood. Suppuration does not follow, becaufe they 
matter extravafated, and ftagnating, is not concoéted and digefted 
wich a gentle heat, but by reafon of the Particles of the Sulphurj) 
prown exorbitant together with the Salt exalted, being heap’d toge=: 
ther into thefe Tumours, and by reafon of the Stagnation being forth- 
with diffolved from mixture, an Aduftion 1s caus‘d, as if a Cautery 
were applied to the part: the pieces and lobes of Flefh, eaten as tho) 
covered with an Efchar, fall away, becaufe the corrofive Venom 
fticking to the Mufcles, does not corrode them only in their Surfaces 
but through their whole Subftance; wherefore, before the whole 
Flefh is confumed, the Membranes in which it 1s involved being eaten 
away, fome pieces fall from the reft as tho cut from it: often one, of 
ten more Carbuncles arife ; fometimes they are alone, fometimes they 
have a Bubo accompanying them. _ , | 
A peftilential Bubo arifes only im glandulous parts; toward the 
bulk of which, not only the Blood congeal’d by the Venom, and car 
ried thither by the Arteries, but alfo the nervous Juice there heaped) 
together, and to be carried back into the Veins, contribute. Becaule 
this Tumour happens from Juices lefs parch’d, and in a colder party) 
therefore it partakes of Suppuration; for, the Matter heaped together 
by degrees when (the vital Spirit departing by reafon of Stagnation )¥ 
it has loft the Form of Blood, through the Particles of the Salt and 
Sulphur being exhaled, and kept in the Tumor, 1s converted into 4 
Pus by long Concoétion. Now that thefe Tumours only happen in 
the Glands, the Reafon is, not that the Fewel of the Difeafe 1s con- 
veyed to thefe parts by a certain Appointment of Nature, but as the 
Particles of the virulent Miafm abound every where in the Blood and 
nervous Juice, they are heaped together there more.readily, asi im} 
a common place of Retreat, where both the Blood conveyed to. the 
Extremities of the little Arteries,is with difficulry and not fo readily ré=§ 
ecived and carried back by the Veins, and withall, where the nutrie§ 
sive. Juyee, to be carried back from the Nerves into the Veins, 1 
depofed. That both of thefe are done about the Glands, it 1s mani 
feft, both by Experience, and late Anatomical Experiments; wheres 
fore, fince both Humours fill’d with the Seeds of the peftilential Come 
tagion 
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tapion met together in thefe Parts, a feat # rp is here made 
by reafon of the Virulency depofed here by both. ae 
Pufhes, Wheales, and Purple Spots, in re{pect of the Venenolity, are 
of the fame Batch with the Tumours even now defcribed; but in thefe 
the Produéts of the Virulency are lets in bulk, tho with a greater dan- 
er, by reafon of the Seeds of the Venom being more difperfed : {mall 
ices of coagulated Blood {ticking in the Skin, make thefe lefier 
Phoenomena; wherefore, fome of thefe, rais’d into Bladders, fuppu- 
rate ; others, by reafon ofa certain Mortification or Syderation of the 
corrupted Blood, turn into Purple Marks and Spots. fix 
- Tho the Plague, by reafon of the Deftruétion wherewith it threat- 
ens the Difeafed, both fecretly, and very much on a fudden, {carce 
affords Place or Time for a Prognoflick ; and tho by reafon of the oc- 
eult ways of doing Mifchief, this Difeafe carries all things fufpeéted tn 
it; yet it is manifeft, by frequent Obfervation, that fome Signs ap- 
pear in the Courfe of it, from which we are wont to divine a Recove- 
ry or Death. The Cafe is full of Danger if the Contagion fuddenly 
pailes into an univerfal Sicknefs, and makes violent Invations ; 1f an 
Hemorrrhagy, or -only a {mail Pain happen in the beginning of the 
Difeafe; if the Urine be thick, and troubled, the Pulfe unequal and 
Weak ; if a Convulfion or Frenzy prefently follow; if the Vomitings, 
Or Stools, are livid, black, or very fiinking; if the Pufhes at firft red, 
Watterward turn black and blue; if the Carbuncles are numerous, 1f the 
)Buboes firft arifing, difappear ; if the Strength be caft down on a fud- 
gee cen; if the Countenance looks difinal, or turns black and blue; if 
hee With a cold Stiftnefs of the extream Parts there be a burning of the 
S Vilcera, efpecially if thefe or moft of them happen in a Body very 
acochymical, or.in an unwholfome Seafon. On the contrary, the 
)Diteafed are bid to be of good Gourage, if the {tate of the Peftilence 
ie be lighter, and lefs dangerous; if the Difeafe happens in a found and 
de fobuit Body with a Fortitude of Mind; if Remedies are feafonably ad- 
Mee aminiftred before the Difeafe has feifed the whole MafS of the Blood ; 
me allo, if the Courle of the Difeafe goes on wich a conftancy of the 
i -otrength, a Vigour and Evennefs of the Pulfe, a Suppuration of Bu- 
me Docs, and a large Difcharge of Pus, and with the abfence of horrible 
Symptoms: mean while, tho we may hope here all good, yer it is 
not free for us to be fecure, becaufe fometimes, with a laudable Ap- 
= pearance of Signs, Ambuthes are privily laid for Life; and, as from 
= areconciled Enemy, we fuffer moft feverely, when we {eemidto haye 
m® eicap'd his raging Threats. | 
Mee in the Cures of moft Difeafes, the chiefeft Work is committed to 
i Nature, to whofe Failure Phyfick gives a helping hand: andthe Of 
1) 3 ‘fice and Science of a Phyfician chiefly confifts in this, To wait ft Oc- 
H pale of giving Aid to her, when fhe is ata Fault. But the’ Placue 
yp has this peculiar, that the Cure of it is not to be left to Nature: bur we 
| Hhhh 2 mutt 
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muft fight againft it always with Remedies taken from Art; nor mift 
we be here follicitons of a more feafonable, and as it were, a milder’ 
Time: but we muft get Medicines affoon as may bé, and infift on 
them at all Hours, and almoft Minutes. But, becaufe when a Plague 
reigns there is need of no lef care for driving away the Contagion) 
than that the Contagion receiv’d, be cured: therefore a Phyfician has 
a double Task; to wit, both that he take care for the Prevention of 
this Difeafe; and for its Cure. | 
Prophylattick Cautions either regard the Publick, and belong to the 
Magiftrate, or Drivate Perfons 5 by which it is taught what mult be 
done by each Man when a Plague is feared. 

The publick care, in a time of thé Plague, chiefly confifts in thefe 
things; That Divine Worfhip be duely obferved 5 that all Matters 
mainraining Putrefation be taken away; that Filth, Dunghils, and 
all {tinking Things, be removed from the Streets, and every occafion 
of Contagion be moft diligently avoided; that Commerce with infeG= 
ed Places be forbidden; and that a-wholfome kind of Diet be con- 


ftantly kept to by the Citizens; let the Poor, who have not a plens 
ty or choice of Provifions, be fed at publick. Charges. If the Plague 


be already grown rife, let the venemous Force of the Air be corre@ed 
as much as may be, which will excellently be purg’d by a frequent 
burning of fulphureous things: let the infected be feparated from fuch 
as are found, and let thefe keep from their Carkafles or Houfhold-ftufh 
Laftly, lec skilfull and meet Phyficians and Attendants be gotten to fape 
ply the Wants both of thofe that are in Health, and of thé Difealed. 

Che Rule ofa private Prophylacis is wont to be concluded ia-thele 
three things; viz. Diet, Pharmacy, and Chirurgery: The Diet tegards 
the fix non-natural things, amonett which, thofe of chiefeft Note are 
the Air, and the Pajfions of the Mind: as to the reft, the Precept of 
Hippocrates futhces, viz. that Labour, Meat, Drink, Sleep, and Venws, 
all keep a mean: let the Peftilential Air either be avoided by remo- 
ving into another place, or let ir bé corre&ed by fulphureous things 
duely kindled, or-let it be refre : 
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tne Mind, Fear and Sadnefs, whilft a Peftilence reigns, are asa fe 
and Dinagne- fre } r afta rhea freer eh WOR ty a ir

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Among Chirurgical Things to be uled for Prefervation, Blooding, 
Cauteries, and Amulets, are utually recommended: where there is a 
Plethora with a great Turgefcency of the Blood, or when by a long 
Ulance Perfons have accuitom’d themielves to be let Blood, opening 
@ Vein agrees with them 3 for, by how much the lef the Blood boyls, 
and is circulated in the Vellels without trouble, by fo mucit the flower 
is it infected with the venemous Contagion. I{iues made by Cauteries 
are fo much approved of by the Suflrages almoft of all Men, for Pre- 
fervation againit the Plague, that their ufe is generally receiv'd among 
the Vulgar; for thefe conitancly drain the afliduous encreafe of the 
€xcrementitious matter: and if any Miafms of the Peftilence are in- 
Wardly admitted, they caft them forth by their open paflage. 

Amulets, bung about the Neck, or worn about the Arm-Wrifts, 
are thought to have a wonderful Force againft the Peitilence : of thefe 
the moit excellent are accounted by fome, which confift of Arfenick, 
| Quickhlver, the Powder of Toads, and other venemous Things: that 
tie fame do good in fome Cafes, befides the Obfervations of Phyf-cians, 
P this Reafon feems fomewhar to convince; the Effiuvia, or atomous 
Corpuicles which fometimes flowing from certain Bodies,fometimes fet- 
fing onothers, tly about the whole Region of the Air; thefe being di- 
verily fgurd.fome of them excellently clofe with others; but if they jut 
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againit Corpuicles of another Form, they enter a Confli& with them, - 


anid fubvert them hence the Particles of the peftilent Miafm, which 
are contrary to our Spirits, excellently agree wich thofe Corpufcles 
"ofthe Poyfon coming to them, and readily clofe with them: where- 
fore Amulets made of Poyfon do this; to wit, they gather into them- 
felvies the Seeds of the Pefiilence coming againft. us, by reafon of a 
pemmilitude of Parts; nay, and by drawing the fame from our Body to 
their Embraces, they in fome fort free the Infe€ted from the Malig- 
| nity. 
ee the Pharmaceutick Prophylaxis has a double Scope; firft, That the 
S aaiduons Increafe of the excrementitious M or Humours, be re- 
samoy d by a gentle Purge as often as there is : fecondly, That by 
= Slexipharmicks daily taken, the Spirits and our Bodies be fortified 
@gainit the Incurfion of the Venom: by the former, the Food and 
mewel which increafe the PutrefaGion caufed by the Venom, are 
Withdrawn}; by the other, the firft kindling of the pef{tiferous Conra- 


Mpion, as it were of a funeral Flame, is hindred: for Alexipharmicks 


deem to give help again{t the Contagion of the Peftilence under this 
two-fold Refpec ; both becaufe the Mafs of Blood, and the Vifcera 
fill’d with the particles of thefe, alfo the Spirits being firft potieft by 
ithe fame, do not éafily admit the Fellowfhip of the.venemous Miatm.

So far of Prefervation : it remains now for us to treat of the Curé of 
the Peftilence 5 the Doétrine whereof is either general, and comprifes 


the Remedies which are taken for this end from Diet, Chirurgery, | 


and Pharmacy 3 or fpecial, which delivers the ufe, and cautious con- 


cerning the giving of thofe Remedies, and after what manner we muft 


obviate Symptoms varioufly emerging. ; 

The Diet compreheids the ufe of the fix non-natural things, the 
the chief Care and phyfical Cautions are concerning the Food ; the 
primary Indications of this have not place together, and at the fame 
time, but ought to be fupply’d as occafion requires, now one, how 
another, and accerding to the Exigency of Nature. In refpeét of the 
Malgnity and the Deje@ion of the Strength, Aliments are required, 


Which greatly refrefh the Soirits, and afford a plentiful Nourifhment:” 


in refpect of the feverifh Diftemper, a Dyet feems to be required 
which 1s thin, ‘cooling, and qualifying.of the Blood. Leta Phyfician 
rake care of both; but ler him dire& his Remedies rather againft the 
Maligniry than againft the Fever. 3 

The Aids which belong to Chirurgery are Bleeding, which ought 
to be ufed feldom, and with great Caution in this Difeafe, becaufe 
he Blood being too much exhauited, and the Veflels falling, a Sweat 
ot fo eafily procur'd ; the place of this is better fupplyed by Cups 
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ng-Glatles with a Scarification 5 for this, and Veficatories are aptly 
uied for drawing forth the Venom. Moreover, againft Buboes, Car 
buncles, and malignant Ulcers produc’d by them, Cataplafins, Foe 
mentatians, Plaifters, Liniments, and many other things, to be ap~ 
ply'd outwardly, are taken from Chirurgery, with which fome poy- 
fonous things, as Drawers of Venom, are prefcribed to be mix'd by 
fome: wherefore, Preparations of Arfenick, vzz. its Oyl, and Balfam, 
are recommended in this Cafe, as of excellent Ufe and Efficacy. 

Medicines, in order to the Cure of the Plague, are either Evacuas 
tives or Alexipharmicks. . The Intention of the firft is; that the Se- 
rous Latex in the Blood, and the excrementitious Humours, which 
adound in the Vifcera, be fent forch; and together with them, a great 
many Particles of the venemous Miafm every where difpersd in the 
Body. Now thefe things are perforn’d by Vomitories and Purges,

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whofe ufe is rare, and only in the beginning of the Difeafe; alfo by ® 


Diaphoreticks, which at all times, as long asthe Strength 1s able to 
bear them, are indicated in the Plague: for thefe evacuate more fully, 
and withal from the whole Body, and alfo by exagitaring the Blood, 


they free it from Congelation, and in regard they move from the Cen- 


rer to the Circumference, they drive the venemous Ferments, and al- 
fo the Corruptions of the Blood and Humours far from’ the Heart, and 
repell che Enemy from the Fort: but Vomitories and Purges evacuate 


lefs generally, and often by concentrating the malignant Matter, draw”

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they work by Purging, or Sweat, ought to be fuch as have’ Particles 
of the fame kind with the venemous Miafin, rather than with our 
Blood or Spirits 5 for fuch a Medicine will sie through the various 
Involutions of our-Body with its entire Force, and by reafon of the 
Similitude of both, will certainly lay hold on the virulent matter of 
the Difeafe, and through a mutual Adhefion of Parts, Nature being 
irritated, will carry it forth with it felf: wherefore Medicines, whether 
Catharticks or Sudorificks, are moft recommended, which are pre- 
pard of Mercury, Antimony, Gold, Sulphur, Vitriol, Arfenick, and 
the like ; which, in regard they are not {ubdued, or overcome by our 
Heat, become excellent Remedies again{t the Venom of the | Peftilen- 
‘tial Contagion 5 for, thefe do not only powerfully evacuate fupertiu- 
ous things, but for as much as they exert, and difplay on every fide 
in our Body very ftrong and mafterlefs Particles, ‘they dif ipate, and 
hinder from Maturation, the Ferments of the Venom gliding every 
way. And fince the Remedies themfelves, being infuperable by Na- 
ture, muft of neceflity be fent away by the open paflages of the Body, 
thev carry forth together with them whatfoever is extraneous and ho- 
ftile. 

As to Alexipharmicks, which are faid to refift the Venom of this 
Difeafe without a fenfible Evacuation, they are for the moft part 
fuch whofe Particles are neicher very agre eeing with Nature, that they 
turn to an Aliment, nor are {0 contrary to it, that they ftimulate an 
Excretion. The fame being inwardly taken, and refraGted to moft 
minute Parts, they, by their C orputcles, infpire as it were with a 
new terment, the Blood and fuices flowing in the Veffels and Vifce- 
a, and by moving them gently, and keeping them in an even ae 
ture, they free | chem from Co apulation and Putrefaction: by the fame 
gentle Agitation they diflipate from each other, and hinder frenit ma- 
‘turation the Particles of the Venom beginning to be gathered thick te- 

1e Blood and Spirits, they defend 

"them from the Ingreffions of the peftilent Charafter: of thefe Reme- 
dies fome Simples are recommended, as Rue, Scordium, &c. but thofe 
are efteem’d far better, which are n nore compounded 5 wherefore 
Treacle, Mithridate, and Diafcordium, whereof {ome confift of at lea 
fifty Simples, are accounted Medicines fo compleat in all Refpe 
bthat it is elteem’d a Crime to omit, in the making of them, evn, 
Plant; the Reafon haply is, That many things being put Sethe ate 
a Mats, whole diverf ifye ed Particles; being exalted aby a long g Digefti- 
on, caufe a greater Fermentation in our Blood and | Humours. 
Having thus fet down the Remedies with 1 which we ought to be 
provided for curir ng the Plague, we fhould fpeak next of its methoc 
Of Cure, to wit, what is to be done in the firft place, and 

in order; but that all things are fo Sse tee in this Difeat 
there | 18 NO room. for Delibera! on. nor will | Ph vii ‘cian b 
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prefent with the Difeas’d for fear of Contagion: wherefore there is ng 
need here of many Pracripts, or a long Series of Indications, This 
thing is to be done quick, and muft be comprehended in a few words: 
when therefore a Peftilence reigning, any one is infected with this 
Difeafe, God’s help being implored, we muft prefently flye to Res 
medics. If the Plague happens in a Body that is not well pure’d, and 
prone to Vomit, prefently lec a Vomitory be taken; the Operation 
of which being ended, prefently Diaphoreticks being giv’n, leca Sweat 
be procured, and let the fame be continued as the Strength will bear; 
afterward let it be often repeated: moreover, Alexipharmicks muft 
be ufed almoft every moment, till the Venom be wholl¥ fent forth by 


Symptoms chiefly prefling 5 bur efpecially for the cure of Buboes anid 
Carbuncles, let fit Aids be taken from Chirurgery. The whole 
ftreis of the Bufinefs relyes on thefe two chief Intentions, that the pe- 

by all means expelled from within, outward; 
and then that the Return of it, being expulfed, be with an equal Di- 
ligence prevented. 

It is not an eafie thing for us, in the Plague, to give Examples 
and Hiftories of Perfons dileafed, with exact Diaries of Symptoms 3 for 
thefe kinds of Sickneiles do not happen every Year, nor when they - 
are rife 1s it free for every Phyfician, who minds his own Health, to 
vitit the Sick with a curious Eye, or to ftay long with them, that he 
may diligently obferve every Accident, and carefully weigh the Rea- 
ons of them 5 which Task, neverthelefs, the Famous Diemerbroch has 
‘fo accurately performed, that fince him, others may lawfully farceafe 
from this Work. When heretofore in this City, v7z. Anno 1646.4 
Plague ( tho not exceeding great ) was rife, Mr. Henry Sayer, a Phyfi- 
cian very learned, and fortunate in Practife, boldly went to vifit all 
forts of fick Perfons, both poor and rich, many. others refufing this 
Undertaking : he daily gave them Medicines, tonching Buboes and 
virulent Ulcers with his own Hand ; and fo by a diligent, tho dange- 
rous, means, cured many of the Difeafed. ‘To forrifie him€If apainft 
the Contagion, before he went to infeéted Houfes, he only was wont 
to drink a good Draught of Generous Wine, and after he had gone 
his Circuit, to repeat the fame Antidote. .After that he had taken 
Care a long time of the Sick in this City, without receiving any Injury, 
as though he were Plague-free, he was fent for to Wallinzford Cattle, 
where this Contagion violently raged, as a fecond Aculapius, to the 
Governour of thar place ; and there, in a fhort fpace, having dard 
tolye in the fame Bed witha certain Officer (eifed with the Plague, 
whofe Society he very much delighted in, he took the Infe@ion of the 
fame Difeafe: nor could then thofe Arts prove of Ufe to their Ma- 
fter, which had been beneficial to all others, nor without a a 
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lois in the Art of Phyfick, did he perifh by that Difeafe. To others 
feifed with the Peftilence, he was wont to order this method of 
€ure; If he was called before Pufhes or Buboes appeared outwardly, 
for the moft part he gave Vorttories, the Prefcripts of which were of 
the Infufion of Crocus Metallorum, fometimes with white Vitriol, and 
fometimes with Roman; the Vomiting being over, he caufed them 
to be caft into a Sweat, by giving prefently Diaphoreticks; and after- 
ward, fome Intervals being allowed for the reftoring of the Strength, 
he ordered the Sweating to be continued even to the Declination of 
the Difeafe: but if he was called to Perfons affe&ted after the Tokens 


appeared, Vomiting being omitted, he infifted only on Sudorificks. _

they imitate the Types of Putrids, nor do not fo certainly kill the 
ie Afiected, or infe& others, as the Plague, they do not deferve the name 
fe 0! Plague, but in a mildes Appellation, of a Peftilential Fever. Be- 


p tides thefe, there are Fevers of another kind, whofe Deftruétion and 
= Contagion are more remif$;_ yet becaufe they are more dangerous than 
)Putrids, and contain fomewhat of Divine in them, as Hippocrates calls 
BiG, they are called, in a lower Expreffion chan the others, Malignant 


Fevers, 


i, Thefe Fevers differ both from the Plague, and from each other, ac- 
) cording to the Degrees and Vehemency of the Contagion and: Deftru- 
) Gtion ; fo that the Plague is a Difeafe contagious, and deftrudive to 


Kind in the higheft Degree : A Peffilential Fever is thar which ge- 
merally reigns with a le{s Diffufion of its Miafm, and with a les Mor- 


pp tality: when an Infection is only lufpetted,and only a treacherous or 
p unlafe Crifis happens, aboye the Events of vulgar Fevers, itis faid to 
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be a Malignant Fever: They may be defcrib’d yet more fully 5 
thus: | | 

Wheh a Fever ¥nlgarly reigns, which for the variety of Symptoms 
carries the Nature of a Putrid fo called, viz. which has‘a Thirf, © 
Burning, Laflitude, reftlefs Pain, a Roughnefs of the Tongue, Watches 
ings, a Frenzy, Vomiting, lofs of Appetite, Fainting, Swooning, a 
Cardialgia, and the concourfe of other terrible Accidents joyn’d with 
it; if moreover, there be added to it Spots either like fmall Fleas 
bites, or broad and black and blue like the Impreffions of Stripes; wé 
efteem this Difeafe of an ill Naturé: again, if ic does not difcover it 
felf after the wonted way of Fevers; but the Strength of the Sick falls 
without a manifeft Canfe, and Death often happens on a fudden, aiid 
untuipected, contrary to the Prognoftick of the Phyfician, there grows 
{till a greater fufpicion of Malignity: but if moft of the Sick dye, and” 
thofe that converfe with the Difeafed take the Infe@tion of the fame 
Difeafe, fo that oftentimes the fame runs through whole Parifhes and 
Cities, it is called, above the Appellation of a Malignant, a Peftilent7- 
al Fever; of which, a farther Proof is made if it generally rages if 
moft with fome common Symptom, as with a Quinfey, a Dyfentery, 
or if a mortal Sweat, fuch as heretofore was famoufly known in Engs 
Jarid, accompanies thefe kinds of Fevers, 

But ifa Fever arifes, which afte&ts many together living in the famé 
Region for the moft parr after the fame manner, which neverthelefs 
in its Courfe obferves the laws of a vulgar Putrid, and comes to a Crifis 
élmoft after the fame manner, (but that in fome; troubled with a 

uighty Cacochymia, it difcovers certain figns of Malignity by an ap- 
pearance of Spots or Buboes, fometimes by a mortal Crifis, anda 
Contagion fpreading to others) this is not called a peftilent, but only 
a Malignant Fever. | 

If it be enquired in which Claffis of the Fevers above treated off, 
Peftilent and Malignant Fevers are placed, we put thenr only in the 
Rank of Continual Fevers, and exempt Intermittents from them, be- 
caufe by Intervals thefe grant fach firm Truces to Nature, and hikewife 
obferve regularly and exaély their Periods, which will not confift 
with a venemous Diathefis: we exempt alfo Heicks from Malignity, 
becaufe otherwife they would not protraé Death fo long) but, patta- 
king of Venom, would kill fooner. Of Continual Fevers, tho we dé 
not look upon Simple Sinochi, as free, yet we affert them to be feldom 
touch’d with this Taint; but moft commonly, the Fever which gives 
snarks of a peftilent Nature or Maligriity, iS fuch as imitates the Type 
of that we call a Putrid Fever: for fince in thefe Fevers, befides the 
Phoenomena of a Vitulency, we obferve a contirined Effervefcence of 
the Blood, which, as in Putrids, paffes through the Stages of a Be- 
ginning, Increafe, Height, and Declination, we juftly conclude, that 
the fulphureows part of the Blood here, isheated, and kindled, and by

)Mous Miafm; and the Blood being blafted wi 
Poyfon, naturally falls into an over-veheme 
‘Med; as when any one, by a Contagion, or by brea 
Air, falls into a malignant Fevegp without an evid 
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its burning brings the Fever: wherefore, in thefe kinds of Fevers twa 
things are chiefly to be noted, to wit, the Effervefcence of the Blood, 
and a Malignity joyn’d with it, of which fometimes this, fometimes 
that, excells, and in both there is a great Latitude, and there are 
many Degrees of Intenfion, according as the Fever becomes more or 
lefS acute, or malignant. ere? 

The Effervefcence happens after the fame manner, as it is faid before 

of putrid Fevers, to wit, the fulphureons part of the Blood, growing 
hot above meafure, by its fervour,takes to a Flame, as ic were; whilft 
at burns it heaps together a vaft Store of aduft Matter in the Blood; 
on the fubduing and exclufion of which, after the wonted manner of 
Fevers, the height and Crifis depend: but befides, the Blood being 
infected with a certain venemous Miafin, begins, in burning, by reafon 
of the malignant Fermenr, to be coagulated, and to putrifte by Parts : 
wherefore, befides the ufual Symproms of a vulgar Fever, by Rea- 
fon Of certain Portions of the Blood being congealed, or mortified, a 
Fainting and Dejeion of the Spirits, alfo Appearances of Spots and 
Marks enfue. Moreover, the Venemous Effluvia, which part from 
the Difeas'd, by the force of the Contagion, are able to ftir up the like 
Affe& in others: wherefore, by reafon of the Deftru&ion and Conta- 
gion, and the various Degrees of the fame, it is call’d a Peflilential or 
Malignant Fever. 

When the Blood, boyling over vehemently, is infeed alfo with a 
malignant and venemous Ferment, not only Coagulations of its own 


»Mais, with a Difpofition to a Putrefaction are caus’d, but the nervous 
2 7quor alfo readily contraéts this Taint; whence being rendred dif pro- 


portionate to the Brain, and for the economy of the animal Spirits,

that during the time an Epidemick Fever reigns, others, after what 
manner foever they arife, pafs into it. * 
Malignant Fevers, as alfo Peftilential, for the moft part are Popular, 
and feife many together ; but fometimes they are peculiar and {pora- 
dical, that haply they {eife only one or two in a whole Country. In 
fuch a cafe we may imagine, that they proceed, not from an Infe&ed 
Air, or Epidemick Caufe, but from a morbid Difpofition of the Bo= 
dy; for I have often obferv’d, that when, Spring’or Fall, a pretty 
common Fever has reign’d in fome City, or Village, of which a great 
many Sick efcap’d; haply fome one, on whom an evil Predifpofition, _ 
and a ftrong evident Caufe, brought the Fever, lay feis’d with more 
dreadful Symytoms, and great Notes of Malignity: in which Cafe, 
that Malignity is not to be faid a common Fever, but only a {poradical 
and accidental one. : 
Tho the greateft Difference whereby thefe kinds of Fevers are diftin- 
guifhed betwixt themfelves, and from others, confifts in their Morta- 
lity and Contagion; yet fometimes they are mark’d by fome peculiar 
Symptom, from which both the note of Malignity, and the name they 
are called by, are taken for that time: hence in fome Years an epi- 
demick Fever reigns, which caufes in moft that are affeéted with it, 
a Quinfey, at another time a Peripneumonia, Plurifie, Dyfentery, or 
ome other Affect, and that often dangerous and contagious: fo that 
not only the Seeds of Difeafes deriv’d from Parents ex traduce, difclofe 
their Fruits,by a certain Deftiny, as.it were,in the fame Part or Member; 
but alfo fuch as are received from a venemous Miafm generally reign- 
ing, produce in all Perfons Affe€ts of the fame manner and form: which 
neverthelefs I judge to happen, not becaufe the Seeds of the venemous 
Muiafny regard this or that Region of the Body by fome peculiar Ver- 
tue: but they affeé thus the Mafs of Blood after the fame manner in 
all, forafmuch as, for wafhing off that taint, a Crifis muft of neceflity 
be attempted. after the fame manner. in all; for when without Malig- © 
nity, the Blood is apt to be extravafated by reafon of Coagulation, or 
haply for other Caufes, the ufual Places in which the Portions of the 
fame extravagated are wont to be fix’d, are, the: Throat, Pleura, Lungs, 
and Inteftines : wherefore it’s no Wonder when a Congelation, and 
therefore an Extravafation of the Blood is procur’d from a malignaht 
Caufe, if the Difeafe lodges it felf in the ufual feat of Nature.

on of the only one of this kind which has occur’d to our Obfervations 
Annd 1643. when in the beginning of the Spring the Earl of Effex 
befieg’d Reading, kept by the King’s Garrifon, in both Armies a very

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till the Befieved were forced to a Surrender, The Affed fo prevail’d, 
that in a fhore while afterward there was a Ceflation on both fides, and

® himfelf at--------, and the adjacent Places, where, in a fhort 
® time, he loft.a great. Part of his Men; and the King returned’ to 0x- 
i, ford ; where the Souldiers firft keeping themfelves in the open Field, 
Wand afterward being difpofed offin Towns and Villages, he underwent 
i 4 lofs not much inferiour; for his Foot ( whom it chiefly feifed ) 
ip being lodg’d a great many of them together in ftreightned Lodgings, 
We When they had filled all Places with Naftinefs and Filth, and {linking 
Odours ( that they feem’d to have defil’d even the Air it felf,) fell fick 
many of them together, and as it were in Files: at length the Fever, 
reaching farther than the Souldiery, aflailed every where the wealt 
Multitude, to wit, the Perfons of the Houfes where the Souldiers 
Iddged, and others, tho many of them at firft (the Contagion being

peat: whatfoever Houfe it entred, prefently it fet upon the whole, that 
me tere were {carce enough remaining in Health to attend thofe that 
® Were ill; fuch as came to them from elfewhere, or Hirelings called to 
me attend the Difeafed, were prefently feifed with the fame Infe@ion: 
WS that at length, for fear of the Contagion, fuch as lay fick of this Fe- 
eect were fhunn’d by thofe that were in Health, in a manner, a Per- 
® fons troubled with the Plague. | : 
i Nor did a {mall Mortality or DeftruGion of Mankind attend this 
p Difeale; for a great many old Men, Cache&ical, Ptyfical, or otherwife 
Weeuntiealthy Perfons, fell under this Fate: alfo nota few Children, 
me LOuths, and fuch as were full grown. I remember, that in certain 
villages, allthe elderly People, in a. manner,.were carried off this 
Ue rear, that there fcaree remained alive any for upholding the €u- 
pitoms and Priviledges of the Parifh, by the Traditions receiv'd from 
® their Anceftors: | 
b When this Fever firft began it carried fomewhat the Type of a pu- 
‘trid Synochus, but it came with difficulty to a Crifis, and when it 
Heemed to be folv’d by a Sweat, of a Loofnefs, it was wont prefently 
pe £° Wax worfe again : but for the moft parc after a Deflagration of the 
We Blood, continued for fix or feven days, this remittng, and in- 
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ftead of a Crifis, the aduft Matter being convey’d to the Brain, the:

Difeafed lying a long time, fometimes raving mad, oftner with g 
Drowfinels and a great Weaknefs, and fometimes with convulfiye 


Motions, {carce efcaped at length with Life. About the middle of 
the 


e Summer, befide the Contagion, and the frequent Mortality, this 
Lileate difcovered its malignant and peftilential Force, by open 
Signs, vz. by the Eruption of Pufhes and Spots 5 for about this time 
without any great burning of a Fever, the Pulfein many grew un- 
even, weak, and very diforderly; alfo, without a manifeft {pending 
of the Spirirs, the Strength prefently became languid, and very much 
dejected 5. in others, lying ill after the like manner, Pimples fomes 
times finall and red, fometimes large and livid, appear’d; in many, 
Buboes (as in the Plgate) about the glandulous Parts 3, fome of thefe, 
Without any great Conflict of the Spirits; or feverifh Excandefcence 
raifed in the Blood, died without noife and on a fudden: mean while, 
others, growing prefently raving mad, as long as they continued in 
Lite, underwent horrible Diftra@ions of the Animal Spirits. Such 
as cicap’d from this Difeafe, recovered not but after a long time, and 
that without a laudable Crifis (unlefs by a Sweat procured by Art) the 
Erain ac length, and the Genus Nervofum being affe&ed, and they be-, 
ing feized with a Dullnef&S of the Senfes, Tremblings, a Vertigo, a. 
Weaknefs of the Members, and convulfive motions. During the Dog 
days this Difeafe ftill infefting, began to be handled not as a Fever, 
but as a milder fort of Plague, and to be overcome only by Alexiphar-—

mick Remedies; Bleeding was always thought fatal to it: Vomitories 
and Purges were ufed now and then, tho not fo frequently; but the” 
chicieft methed of Cure was placed in Alexipharmicks, and a Sweat 
feafonably procured. For this purpofe, befides the Preferipts of Phy- 
fictans taken from Apothecaries Shops, certain Empirical Remedies 
deferv’d no {mall Pratle: then firft in this Country, the Countefs of 
Kent's Powder began to be of great Fame ; and another ath-coloured 
Powder was not of ce leat note, which a certain Courtier, coming by 
chance to this Cig, gave to many with good Succefs, and fold i 
others, who approved of its ufe, at a great rate. The Difeafed were™ 
Wour, 19d" ariaking haifa Dram of this in any Liquor, to fall intoa™ 
moit copious Sweat, and fo to be freed from the Virulency of the 
r 
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Difeate: th wation whereof I learnt after- 
ward from the Authors Sifters Son) was only the Powder of Toads, 
Cleanfed with Sar, and afterward wathed with good Wine, and light- 7 
ly calcin'd in ai earthen Pot. Autumn coming on, this Difeafe re- 
miced bY Degrees of its wonted Fiercenefé, that fewer fell fick, and 
a great many of them recovered; till upon the accefsS of Winter, 4 
flacc of Health was again entirely fetled in this City, and in the ad- 
yaceot Country. 
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Let us here confider the Rife, Progrefs; and laftly, the End of this 
Fever, which at firft was only belonging to the Army, and at length 
became peftilential and epidemick: that the Difeafe firft began in the 
WS Souldiers'Camp, itfeems that it ought not only to be imputed to their 
 Naftinef and ftinking Smells, but in fome meafure, to the common 
Fault ofthe Air; for, fince thefe Fevers do not happen yearly, their 

"Origine will be fomewhat afcribed to the peculiar Conftitution of the 
© Year: for alight Diftemperature of the Air being thereby contracted, 
MS tho it does notill afiect fuch as ufea wholfome way of living, yet in 
' an Army, where, “to the general Procatarats, evident Caufes, viz: 
a preat many Errors in the fix non-natural things, are joyn’d, thofe 

> kinds of Sicknedes muft of neceflicy be more eafily:rais'd. Now the 
Vernal Conftitution of this Year was:very moift, being almoft contt- 
Hm  nually attended with wet Showers; to. which afterward a hot Sum- 
mer fucceeding, both rendred ftilh more depraved the Miafms of the 
) feverifh Contagion reigning here before, and more difpofed ail Bo- 

dies to receive them: wherefore, that this Diftemper became in a 
manner peculiar to this Country, and, epidemick at this time, 1t was 
long of its Seminary, arifing in the firft place from the: Army lying 
i round about: but in as much as becoming afterward peftilential and 
We Very epidemick, it infected the greateft part of Mankind here living, 
i and killed nota few ; the caufe was, the ill Affe@. of the Air, which 
® being unwholfome through the Diftemperature of the year, became 
i Moreover fo vicious at length, by the continual breathing forth of 
bee Sinking Vapors from the Souldiers Camps, and the Cohabitation of 
ie the Difeafed, that the Miafms of this Fever, difperft in it,were preatly 
Ji exalted, and rife almoft to the Virulency of a Peftilence. Diemer bro- 
ue erius relates, That from fuch a kind of Camp-Fever, rais’d in the 
om Summer, in the Town of Aguitane, afterward another malignant and 
2 nie and at length the Plague it felf grew: and that this our 
i » Pever at laf{t ftood in competition with the Plague it felf, befides the 
» great force of the Contagion, and the great Mortality, the very ill Af- 
Wee fects of the Blood and nervous Liquor, prefently caufed in all from the 
) 3 fame, did declare; for the Strength dejected on a fudden, the weak, 
Jie Fitermittent, and formicating Pulfe; the Eruption of Pufhes and Bu- 
We bocs; argued the Coagulation, and corruptive Difpofition of the 
Blood. Moreover, a Delirium, Mania, Frenzy, Deadnefs; Sleepy- 
Mhefs, Vertigo, Tremblings, convulfive Motions, and other Affe@s of 
the Head of divers kinds, fhew’d a mighty Annoyance of the Head 
and Genus Nervofum | | 
_, For fetcing forth the Type, or Idea of the Malignant Fever to the 
Ny Lite, there are a great many Obfervations or Stories of Sick Perfons 
VS eady at hand: Of many Examples of this Difeafe, I fhall here inferc 

7 only a few, which fome years fince happened in the Houfe of a Vene- 
P. Fable Perfon, after a manner to be lamented, and nor without fome 
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About the Winter Solftice, Anna 1645. a Boy about feven years of 
Age, being ill without a manifeft caufe; was afteed with a great’ 
Pain in his Head, a Sleepynefs, and a mighty HeavinefS; there was 
Wwithall a Feversrtho not intenfe, with an mdifferent Burning, which. 
uever-helefs, by unconftant Fits, had its time of being intended fomes 
times once, fometimes twice within the {pace of. twenty four Hours, 
Pretenily,from the Beginning of the Difeafe,he fleppalmoft continually,’ 
he was wontalfoitd cry ouc in his Sleep, to talk idly, and oftentimes 
to leap out of Bed; being ftirred up, and fometimes awaking of his 
own accord, he was ftraitway prefént to himfelf, and: always defired. 
Drink: his Urine was ruddy, and filbd:with Contents the Pulfe was 
uneven, and {trong enough 3 the Coritractions of the Tendons in the 
Wrifts were light: in the Neck, and orher Parts of the Body, certain — 
red Spots, like Flea-bites, appeared: > On the firft days,a gentle Purge: 
was ordered, and a frequent eafing:dfthe Belly by the ufe of Clyfters :: 
Cordial Juleps with Alexipharmicks were daily taken: Veficatories. 
were applyed to the Neck, and other Plaifters to the Soles of the Feet, 
On the fixth day, alittle Blood dropt from the Nofe. On the feventh: 
the Fever:very. much remitted without a manifeft Crifis, the Heat, 
being only mild, ‘was perceivable by the Touch, and the Urine was 
pale and thin, without any Sediments neverthelefs, a Sleepynefs, and’ 
Heavinels of the Head preft far more feverely, fo that the Urine, and 
Excrements of the Belly, fowed from him infenfibly: however, being 
call’d upon by Name, he knew the Standers by, and anfwered to things 
asked, Thofe Affects, notwithftanding Remedies, daily grew worfe’ 
and wortes. About the fourteemh Day the Difeafed became fo {tupid,' 
that he could neither underftand, nor fpeak, yet he ftill fwallowed: 
down things put into his Mouth, tho unminded by him, and his Palfe 
vas Jaudable enough: abour this time he had a Looienefs, naturally 
happening to him, for four Days; which at length ceafing, a whitifly 
and: chalky Cruft, as it were, began to cover the whole Cavicy of his 
Mouth and Throat, which being cleanted off often ina Day, prefently a: 
new one aroie. When he had bee troubled after this manner for four. 
Days, he was better as to his Underftanding and Senfation; 0 that he 
could know Friends, give a Nod to what was faid; and'do fome things | 
he was ordered: but as the fenfitive F acuity began to be reftored, fo the _ 
Evil iicreafed -as to the Organs of the Speech, ‘atid? Swallowing? 
doudtlefs the Matter being tallen from the Brain into ‘the Beginnings 
and Ductus’s ofthe Nerves. The Heavinets and Stupidity were follow- 
ed by a Palfie in the Tongue and Throat; which A@ea grew fo much 
in a fhortfpace, thar afterward the Difeafed was not able to fwallow 
at ail, but things put into his Mouth prefently came forth apain, nor 
did any thing defcend into his Stomach ; when, befides the Violence 
ot the Diteafe, there was danger, left he fhould dye through Hur 


ger, an Inftrament wa; made of a flexible Whale-boné, and a‘Lawn 
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Button fix'd tothe end of it ;-and this being thraft into the Throat, 


Spened for a time its Clofure, thata Paflage was made for Food giv’n 


after the ufe of this a Day or two he could {wallow again, and after- 
ward take in Food enough 5 and within a few days he began to {peak, 
to difcern every ‘thing, and growing wonderfully hungry, to defire 
‘all day long Food of all kinds, and moft greedily to devour all things 
giv’n him: mean while, through his long-continued Sicknefs, and the 
nervous Parts being forely injur'd, he grew fo Jean, that at length the 
Skin fcarce fticking to the Bones, he exactly refembled a living Skele- 
ton; tho afterward by the diligent, indefatigable, and prudent Care 
of his Mother, as to his Dyet, he recovered a perfect Health, and 
continues {till well, biees 
At the Time that this Boy was about the height of his Sicknef, 
his Brother, abont two years elder, fell fick almoft after the fame 
Manner, on the firft day of January. Firft, he was afleGed with a 
Dullnefs, and a heavinels of the Head. On the third day growing fe- 
verifh, he had a Sleepine& and Stupidity: he began in his Sleep to 
talk light-headed, and upon his Awake, {carce to be prefent to him- 
elf. After four or five Days thefe Symptoms increafed ; he could 
underftand little, nor {peak without ‘tripping of his Tongue, and 
{carce arciculately: his Urine was thick, and opake, without an Hypo- 
Malis, or fabfiding of the Contents: red and {mall Spots like Flea-bites 
appeard, asin his Brother: the Excrements, as well of the Belly ag 
Of the Bladder, pafsd from him infenfibly ; but the Pulfe held ftill 
firong and even: the Hypochondres were extended, and blown up 
with a Swelling of the Abdomen. About the eighth day a little Blood 
dtopt from his Nofe: On the eleventh day of the Sicknefs he fell into 


» @Loofenefs, whereby he had feven Stools, of a bilous, thin, and very. 


Seb matter, within five Hours; whence there was fome hope, 
that the Condition of the Difeasd would change for the better; tho 
‘the next day after, the Loofnefs ceafing, a Pain, and Gripes, violently 


/ tormented him in his Belly, that crying and howling, he complain’d 
| molt forely Day and Night: 


nt : the Hypochondres and Abdomen were 
fwollen, and very much diftended like a Drum. Not receiving any 


| thing of eale by any Remedies tryed by the moft exquifite Endea- 


p yours of many Phyficians, he died on the fourteenth day, convulft 


an thefe Tortures. 
A little after the Death of this, viz. on the x sth. of Fanuary, his El- 
deft Brother, about eleven years of Age, a very hopeful Lad, began 


) tobe feverifh, being affe@ed witha Dullnefs, and a Heavinefs of the 


Head, as the former, tho Jefs intenfe : but in his Blood, which 
of ahot Temperament, a greater Effervefcence and trouble appear'd, 
that on the firft fix days, befides aHeatand Thirft, he was molefted 
with a continual Effort of Excretion, fometimes by Sweat, fometimes 
by a Loofhefs 5 ‘his Urine was fuddy-and troubled; certain red Spots, 
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as in the others, brake forth. On the feventh day an Hemiorrhapie 
happened to five ounces, which ceafing, a mighty Dullncfs followed, 
that for all that day, and the following Night, he was fearce able to 
open his Eyes. On tbe eighth day a very copious. Hemorrhagie of 
the Noftrils happened again, that there was dange? of pouring forth 
his Soul together with the Blood; the Blood fprang forth fo copioufly 
from the left-Noftril, that, being received into.a Bafon, it made vaft 
Bubbles by its fall: when he had loft above two Pounds of Blood, 
and being all ina cold Sweat, began to lofe his Strength; Reme- 
cies being at length applyed, the Flux was ftopd with great difficul: - 
ty; the Hamorrhagie being appeafed, the Lad flept a found Sleep, 
and became fleepy all that Night; tho often waking, he was prefent 
enough to himfelf, and had a quick Senfe and Underftanding: being 
‘sked concerning his Health, he faid he was pretty well; the Urine 
which before was ruddy, and troubled, appeared then pale, thin, and 
with a laudable Hypoftafis, that the Difeafed ( efpecially becaufe free 
from Thirft and.an immoderate Heat) feemed to be come to a perfect - 
Crifis, and free from the Fever. The Morning following, the ninth 
day ofthe Fever, he continued ftill dull; but being ftirred up, he 
feemed without a Diftemperature, and to be chearful ina ftate of 
Convalefcence, only that he began a little to faulter in his Speech: 
in the Evening, when things were not fufpeéted, the Fever being ” 
kindled again, he fell on a fadden into a Lethargy, that he was fcarce 
able to be awaked from his Sleep, and being pull’d up, hardly to know 
any one, or to {peak articulately: Tho fo great a lofs of Blood-had 
preceded, his Pulf was again quick, high, and flrong, and his Urine 
was ruddy; after deriving and revulfing Remedies ufed all that Night, 
this noble Youth feemed fomewhat ina better ftate; fo that the next 
Mornirig he kept himfelf longer from Sleep, began to turn his Eyes 
this way and that, and to raife himfelfa little, tho without Speech, © 
or Knowledge of the Standers by; before Noon, his Eyes being closd 
again, he wholly loft the ufe of every Animal Faculty, and lay, as it 
vere, Apopledical for three Days, with a high and vehement Pulfe, 
a Palpitation of the Heart, and a fhort and broken Refpiration: the 
Fulfe at length growing lefs by degrees, he died on the tenth day of 
the Fever, é 
On the 18th. of February, his little Sifter, having a feverifh Dt- 
{temperature and a Thirft, began to complain of a Pain, and Gripes 
in the Belly, a trembling in the Hands, and a painful Tenfion in the 
Mufcles of the Neck. Onthe laft day of February, being more openly 
feverifh, fhe was not able to keep out of Bed; moreover, fhe was 
affected with a running Heat, fometimes in the Hands, fometmes ‘a- 
hout the Jower Parts; fhe became alfo drowfie and fleepy 5 awaking 
from her Sleep fhe did not forthwith come to her felf. On the firft of 
March {he was gently Purged with an Expreffion of Rhubarb, which — 
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gave her eafe ; the Urine was thick and ruddy, alfo red Spots like 
Flea-bites (as in the reft) were plain to be feen. We gave her after- 
ward frequently for four days, to wit, every fix hours, Ten Drops of 
Spirit of Harts-horn, in a Spoonful of a Cordial Julep: the forefaid 
Symptoms afterward remitted by degrees, and this fick Perfon reca- 
yered her Health, tho flowly, without a manifeft Crifs,

neis naturally happening, voiding bilous and green Excrements for 


“many days, more eafily recovered. Alfo in the fame Family, a great

© tendants, fell ill of the fame Difeafe, the Taint, as ic were beirg pro- 


pagated by Contagion: all of which, notwithftanding, efcaped ar 


) fength with a difficultand long Convalefcence, without any Crifis re- 
 gularly made. 


That this Fever was malignant, it feems to be rnanifeft, from the 


» Contagion, Mortality, the appearance of Spots like Flea-bices, and 
= many other Tokens; tho that infecting Miafm, whereby it pailed 
/ grom one to‘dnother, was torpid and le(s efficacious: for, berwixt the 
) Sicknefles of each, many Days, and often Weeks, interceded, that 
nthe Infection of this Difeafe, tho acute, and its Propagation in many, 
Were {carce ended within four Months fpace in the fame Houfe: the 
sBever about the firlt Beginnings feem’d mild and gentle, not very ter- 
le ible by its Burning: but the Matter heap’d together after the Defla- 
gration of the Blood, prefently became mafterle&, and difficulc to be 
)exterminated, alfo offenfive to the Brain arid Genws Nervofim; where- 
Hore in each, the Beginnings of the Difeafe were known rather by a 
| Prowfinels and a Sleepynefs, than by a Sweat and Burning: alfo the 
= Crifis, tho attempted various ways, to wit, by a Sweat, a Loofnefs, 


@nd an Hemorrhagie, did not fiuccced well; but for the moft. part, 
the Blood growing turgid by a critical Motion, was fore’d to transfer 


me tne febrile Matter from its own Precin&s into the manfion Places of tte 
» Animal Spirits; nor did it felf, notwithftanding, hecome purified after 


this manner 5 but about the height of the Fever, both Humours ( to 


© wit, the Blood and the nervous Juice) being vitiated together, and 
Morely blafted with an impure Mixture, made che Event of the Difeafe 
» either fatal, or yery dangerous, 
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CHAP. XIV: 
Of the Small-Pox and Meafles.. 


7 N the rank of peftilential and malignant Fevers we place next the 
 Simall Pox and the Meajles, which in Truth are mixe Afteés, both 
44 according to, and againft our Nature: As to their Origine, they 
have a feminary Connate to us; but as to the Affe&ts, they produce 
preternatural Symptoms, and venemous, as the Plague it felf ; fo that 
they conflitute a certain peculiar fore of Fevers, which belong to all 
Mankind, and only to them, and that but once. If haply any one lives 
free from them all his Life, or fome one falls often into thofe Affe&ts, 
thefe are rare, and unufual Events of Nature, which do not derogate 
to common Cbfervation: but it may pafs for a Truth, thar a//, and 
only Mankind are obnoxious tothe Meaflesand Small Pox,and that they 
are utually freed of them at one Bout. We thall {peak of the Meafles 
by themfelves, 
tr. As tothe Small Pox ; The natural Predifpofition which inclines 
Mankind to it feemsto bea certain Taint, or Impurity of the Blood,

conceiv'd in the Womb with the firft Rudiments of the Fetus. Alf ; 
Authors, in a manner, will have this afcrib’d to the menftruous 
Blood: which Opinion does not feem altogether improbable ; be- 
caule in the Womb of a Woman (otherwife than in moft other Ani- 


wh 
e inthe 
mals) a certain Ferment is engendred, which being communicated 
to the Mafs of Blood, gives it a Vigour and Pneumatofis, and after- 
ward procures, at fet Periods of Times, a Turgefcency, and an Ex- 
cretion of the fuperfluous Blood; and at the time of Conception, 
when the Menfes wholly ceafe, a great deal of this Ferment is commu- 
nicated to the Foetus; and its Particles, being heterogeneous to all 
the rett whatfoever, are diforderly confounded with the Mais of Blood 
and Humours, as fome extraneous thing 5 in which being involvedsand 
being feparated from each other, they lye hid a long time ; tho af 
terward at fome time being ftirr’d by an evident caufe, they ferment 
with the Blood, and canfe in it an Ebullition and afterward a-Coa- 
gulation ; from‘ which moft of the Symptoms of this Difeafe 
arlie. 

2 The Evident Caufe which ftirs thefe Fermentative Seeds, and 
oitentimes brings them into A@, is faid to be threefold ; viz. Conta- 
gion receiv'd from elfewhere, the Difpofition of the Air, and an im- 
moderate Perturbation of the Blood and Humours : Perfons related foon 
infe& eaeh other; alfo thofe that are fearful, and mightily dread this 
Difeafe, fall more readily into it: for, by Fear the Particles of rs 
Malm 
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 Miafin are convey’d from the Surface of the Body inward: at the time 
® that the Contagion is rife, and the Small Pox is Epidemick, all other 
) Difeates in a manner degenerate into this. | 
© 3. Astothe Conjuntt Caufe of this Difeafe, to wit, what is the for- 
mal Reafon of it, or its way of coming to pals, ‘the thing feems a litrle 
® More intricate: It is vulgarly wont to be compared to the Effervefcence 
i Of new Wine, or of Ale, when they are depurated in a Vetlel, be- 
Hing put in a Fermentation by the mixture of fome heterogeneous Sub- 
>} ftance ; but ifthe thing be narrowly confidered, a great difference 
Will here appear: for, the Miafn of the Small Pox is as a Ferments, 
Pbut corruptive, and forces the Flood to ferment, not towards a Per- 
pfection, but a Depravation; for when the venemous Particles of this 
)Miafm light ona capable Subjeét, they prefently ftir up Corpuicles 
» like themfelves, and innate to us; with which being joyn’d, they 
Be pervade the whole Mafs of Blood, and make it grow mighity turgid, 
Sand boyl, and after fome Effervelcence, to feparate into Parts, and to 
pbe coagulated: to wit, the difpers'd Seeds of the Venom diflolve the 
© Mixture of the Blood, prefently fubvert thé more pure Spirits, and 
@acerward gather to themfelves the more grofs Particles of it, and con- 
pgeal them, as it were, by their Adhzfion. ‘The Portions fo coaguia- 
uted, together with the Seeds of the Venom mingled with them, being 
Wolete by the reft of the Blood in its Circulation in the Extremities of 
mene Vetiels, are fix’d on the Skin: after which manner, if Nature 
wbemeg fttong enough, fends off the whole Venom with the congeal’d 
WW Blood, the ‘reft of the MafS of the Blood, tho depauperated, is never- 
mptnclels good, and capable of continuing Life; but, if the Blood being 
goo much coagulated; cannot be cleanfed after this manner 5 or ifthe 
frortions of the Blood clofing with the Venom, do not fully, breaic 
jpeorth; they either reftagnate inward again, and wholly corrupt the 
lor Of the Blood, or. fixing themfelves on the Vilcera, and efpe- 
ally the Heart, they deftroy their Crafis and Strength. 
= ine Portions of the Blood congeal’d with the Venom, about the 
fourth day (fometimes fooner, fometimes later) begin to break forth 5 
for the Coagulation is caufed nor prefently, but after fome time thar 
tne Venom difplays it felf, and by its Effervefcence ferments the Blood:

appear, ‘and thofe which brake forth firft, by the accefS of new mar: 
fer, and by the‘continual Appulfé of the congéaled Blocd, grow big- 
ger, and are raisd intoa Tumour; afterward thefe Pathes, which ae 
Farered, being encreafed by degrees, at length turn white, to wit, 
me Blood extravafaicd with the Venom, by reafon of the Heat and 
Btapnation, is chanp’d intoa Pus. About the feventh da ‘he 
Eruption, the white Tumours turn to a dry Scab; for the more fubrie 
P Hof the Matter being evaporated, the refi grows hard 
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length, the Scarf Skin being eaten off and broken, falls from the 
SKIN. | 
When the Miafin of the Small Pox is once gotten into the Spirits and, 
Mas of Blood, ir is very feldom thar it can be deftroy’d or clear‘d off 
by Medicines or Bleeding, but the latent Difpofition will break forth, 

into A&; wherefore, firft ic diffules it felf gently, and infpires the Mafg 
of Blood, as it,were, with a Ferment: hence an Ebullition and Ef 
ferve(cence are produced in the whole Body, the Veflels are extend- 
ed, the Vifcera are irritated, the Membranes are twitch’d, till the) 
Seeds of the Gontagion, by fufing and coagulating the Blood, at length 
being involv’d in its congeal’d Portions, are thruft forth. The Effence 
of this Difeafe will be the better known, if I fet down the Signs and 
and Symptoms which are obferv’d in the whole Courfe of it, and givé 
you in order the Reafons of them, and the Caufes on which they des, — 
pend. Now thefe are either fuch as indicate the Difeafe prefent, or 
{uch as fore-fhew the height of it, and its event: | 

Asto the Diagmftick of this Affect, whereby it may be known whether © 
any one, at firft falling fick, will have the Small Pox or not. There | 
muft be confidered at that time, the force of the Contagion, and the, 
Concourfe of the Symptoms firft appearing; for, if by reafon of the 
malignant Conftitution of the Air, this Difeafe generally reigns, no 
one is then feifed with a Fever without a fufpicion of the Small Pox;. 
efpecially ifthe Perfon never had it before: but if this Difeafe be more: 
rare; and there be no Fear of Contagion, yet its unexpe&ted Invafion — 
in'a fhort time difeovers it felf by thefe kinds of Signs and: Symp- 
toms. | | 7 

1, There is an inconftant Fever, coming at random, fometimes 
intenfe, fometimes more remifS, oblerving no fet form of Increafe, or 
coming toa height, fo that the Difeas’d one while are mighty hot,’ by 
and by, withour an evident Caufe, they are without any Fever 5 the 
Caufe of which is, That the fermentative Seeds are not agitated with” 
an even motion, but like Fire half exrmG, one while they have an 
extraordinary Flafh, another while they lye quiet, and dye, asit 
were, till the Burning {preading it felf, the Flame breaks forth every 
where. : ) 

2. A Pain in the Head and Loins is fo peculiat a fign in this Affects 
that it alone, in a continual Fever, fignifies an imminent Small Pox 
the Canfe of which, is vulgarly imputed to the great Veflels being ve+ 
ry much extended by the Effervefcence of the Blood 5. tho it does not 
appear why the fame Pain fhould not be as well caufed in other Parts 
by rea(on of the like Extenfion of the Veffels, and why thofe kinds 
of Pains are rife in the Small Pox, rather than in the Caufon, or other 4 
Fevers, where the Blood boyls more. Again, you may obferve, that 4 
mighty Pains are prefling, fometimes in the Head, fometimes in the 
Brains, when, the Blood not being turgid, the Veflels are net enlarg’ds

viz. in the beginning of the Difeafe, when the Feverifh Diftemperay 
ture is not yet confpicuous: while the Difeas'd are yet walking abroad, 
and have a good Stomach, the imminent Small Pox firft difcovers it 
felf by thefe Pains; wherefore, it feems that the Caufe of thefe kinds 
of Pains fabfifts rather in the Genus Nervofum 5 to wit, that thofe Pains 
, . arife im the Brain, and {pinal Marrow, by reafon of the Membranes 

© and Nervous Parts being twitch’d by the Particles of the Venom; for 
it is likely that the innate Seeds of the Small Pox are chiefly ftored 
up in the Spermatick Parts, and that the firft Contagion of the Miafn 
for the moft part feifes the Animal Spirits: hence the firft Effervef 
cence is raifed in the Juice wherewith the Brain and nervous Parts, 
but efpecially the {pinal Marrow, are irrigated ; and thence the taint 
is communicated to the Mafs of Blood: wherefore, in the beginning 
of this Difeafe, the Head and Loins are prefs’'d with a violent Pain; 
 atcerward, the Venom being convey’d into the Blood, the feverifh 
) Effervefcence is rais’d-in the whole. 
m3. A great Irkfomnefs.and Reftlefinefs, and fometimes a Swooning, 
) anfeft the Difeafed, to wit, by -reafon of the Motion of the Blood be- 
© ang troubled, and its even mixture being begun to be diffolv’d by the 
i venemous Ferment, the Blood being hence apt to flagnate, and to be 
ie Jetted in its Circulation, caufes the Affects even now mentioned. 
4. Aviolent Vomiting, even when the Stomach is free from an im- 
» pure Mais of Humours, very often accompanies this Affe; the Reafon 
Of which is, becaufe the Fermentative feeds being put in motion, are 
i depofed in the little Arteries which open into the Tunicles of the 
® Ventricle, upon each Appulfe of the Blood, and raife a Vomiting 
ee even as'the Particles of Antimony fwallowed down: but afterward, 
i aioon asa Sweat being procur’d, the Venom is driven outward, this 
ju Symptom ceafes, and the Difeafed are well in their Scomach, without 
ue any purging forth of offenfive matter. 
jee «5° Lothefe may be added the Symptoms, which, according to the 
ie Various Difpofitions of Bodies, happen after a various manner, as are, 
ie 4 great Sleepynefs, Frights in the Sleep, Deliriums, Tremblings, and 
» Convulfions, a Sneezing, Heat, Rednefs, a fenfe of pricking in the

Be 2. ASto the Prognoffick of this Dileafe, it is indicated either to be 
fafe, or mortal, or doubtful, by fupervenient Signs. 

»_ 1. Things feem to be in fafety when this Affe& has benign Circum- 
» ftances; to wir, when ir happens in a good Conftitution of the Air, 
) and of the Year, at a time thatthe Small Pox is not Malignant and 
» Pettilent; alfo there is lefs danger if it happens in Childhood, or In- 
) fancy, if in a fanguine Temperament, and a good habit of Body, if it 
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chances in a Family to whofe Predeceffors the Small Pok' has hotbeen - 
mortal: moreover, if in the whole Courfe of the Difeafe laudable © 
Symptoms happen ; if at the firft Invafion there be a gentle Fever 
without a violent Vomiting, a Swooning, a Delirium, or other horris _ 
ble Affe&s ; if, about the fourth day, the Fever with the moft preffing 
Symptoms are appeafed, and then fome red Spots begin to appear; 
_ if the fecond day of their coming forth, a great many more of chofe 
red Spots are confpicuous, which afterward grow by degrees into 
Pufhes, and are ripened into a Pus; if about the tenth day, more or 
Jefs, after rhe Eruption, the white Pufhes begin to grow hard, and af- 
terward to fall off by little and little; if after the time of their fir 
breaking forth the Small Pox are foft, feparate from each other, few, 
round, raifed at the Top, poflefling only the Skin, and not the in- 
ward l'art, we may prefume the cafe of the Difeafed to be in a good 
State. , . 

2» The Phoenomena, which, in the Small Pox fignifie the Cafe to 
be {ufpected and full of Danger, are thefe 5 if there be a Malignant 
Conititution of the Air, that this Difeafe is become peftilent, and 
many have died of it; if Perfons well grown in Years are feifed with 
it, if it chances in a cold and melancholick Temperament, or in a 
foul and cacochymical Body, where the Blood is neither readily circu- 
lated, nor Perfpiration duely perform’d; or if the Hypochondres or 
Przcordia are obftru€ted, any Vifcera infirm, or affected with an UI- 
cer; or if the Habit of the Body be too grofs, the Small Pox does not 
happen without great danger of Life: Nor is it lefS to be fear’d, when 
pretently at the beginning a mighty Fever, a violent Vomiting, a 
Swooning, a Dejection of the Strength, a Frenzy, or Delirium, affail 
Perions, and give not over when the Small Pox are fully broken forth; 
for thefe things fignifie an over-great Perturbation in the Blood and 
Humours, as alfo a Confufion and Contumacy of the mortifying Mat- 
rer, which can neither be fubdued, nor eafily feparated, orevenly ex- 
truded from the Mafs of Blood; if there be an Irkfommefs, anda 
preat Refileflnefs, with a diforderly Effervefcence, and Ebullition of 
the Humours; or ifa mighty Thirft, and a difficuly of Breathing, alfo 
a Loofnefs, or Dyfentery, they fhew that Tranfpiration is letted, and 
that the Malignant Humours reftagnate toward the inward Parts. The 
Small Pox breaking forth flowly, argue the Crudity and Unrulinefs of 
the Matter, and the Impotency of Nature: much more, when double ~ 
and confluent, do they fhew that there is an excefS in quantity, and | 
a Confufion, alfo a diforderly and irregular Expulfion of that matter, 
fince it is not caft forth at determinate Pores or places of Vent,’ but 
indifferently on every fide. Small Pox which are hard fignifie the 
Incocubuity of the faid Matter, and if flat, the weak Expultion of it, 
and they are by fo much the worfe if black Spots appear in the midft 
of them 3 or if fuch Spots as are familiar in a Purple or aie vot 

; ever, 
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» Fever, are mix'd with the Small Pox, they thew a mighty Melignicy 
and Corruption of the Blood, fuch indeed, as js found in the Plague. 
© Finally, black, livid, or green Small Pox, threaten ll; becaufe, befides 
the Coagulations of the Blood, they argue its Mortifications and Cor- 
W ruptions, asin a Gangrene; or peftilent Carbuncle: if when the Small 
Pox are come forth,they prefently wither,and the {welling of the Parts 
® remits,it indicates the Recefs of the malignant Matter, orof the Blood 
Songeal’d with the Venom, and its Reftagnation toward the Inward 

@ Parts; whence unlefs, upon rai(ing a free Diaphorefis, it be again fene

» Yenom: mean while, a Caution mutt be had, that the work of Fer- 
piientation, or Effervefcence, be neither any ways check’d, nor too 
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pMiuch irritated ; for by this the Ma& of Blood is fore’d into congeal’d 
» Portions more than it ought, and by the other it is reftrain’d too 
| much in motion, nor are the venemous Particles fent away forth 
§ with the congealed Blood. Nature is wont to be hindred from th 
py Work of Secretion and Expulfion, by a too great heap of Excrements 
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in the Vifcera, or by an over-abounding of Blood inthe Veflels 5 wheres 
fore prefently, at the firft Invafion of the Difeafe, we muft endeavour 
that an Evacuation by Vomit, or Seige, if need be, be feafonably pro- 
curd; we muft ufe only mild and gentle Medicines, that 1s, which 
do not irritate, or tronble the Humours; wherefore, at this time, 
fometimes Emeticks, Purges, or Clyfters, thefe one while, another 
while thofe have place; opening a Vein alfo, if there be a Plenitude, 
1s ufed with good Succefs. During this Effervefcence of the Blood, 
let.a thin, and moderately cooling Diet, be ordered; to wit, of Oat 
and Barley Meats, Poffer-drink, Small-Ale, and the ‘like; let Flefh, 
and Broaths made of it, be avoided, with wlrich the Blood, by rea- 
fon of their too great ftore of fulphureous Fuel, is too much kindled; 
alfo cold and all acid things, do hurt, for thefe congeal the Blood 
more, and contract the Mouths of the Veffels by Aftri&tion, that the 
Small Pox do'not break forth freely : alfo let hot and cordial things be 
cautioufly giv’n, for by thefe the Blood and Humours are too much 
ftirred, and put in Confufion. 

2. When the Small Pox begin to appear, there are three things 
which we order conftantly to be done to all Sick Perfons; to wit, 
that a mild: and gentle Diaphorefis be always continued in the Mais 
of Blood; alfo that the Throat and Eyes be preferved from the too 
great Eruption of the Small Pox; that the Blood gently boyling may | 
puth forrh the Small Pox, Decoftions of Figs, of the Flowers of Ma- | 
rigolds, and of the Shavings of Ivory, in Poffet-Drink, are vulgarly 
pre(cribed, and their ufe has grown rife for’a long time, almolt 
among all Perfons, For the fame intent, we are wont to give mode- 
rate Cordials divers times in a day, but let fuch as are hot and 
{trong be diligently avoided: Purging and Bleeding are here cenfurd, 
and tho the Pretext of neceffity may prefs for them, Phyficians fearce 
dare ufe them for fear of incurring a Blame. For a Guard to the 
Parts of the Guillet and Throat, we are wont to faften outwardly a 
Chin-ftay with Saffron fewen in, and dipt in Womans Milk; for thefe, 
by opening the Pores, draw the Venom from the inward part of the 
Throat, outward: alfo, for this Purpofe we give Gargarifms, and 
things to wafh the Mouth, which by their reftrictive Force reprefs the | 
Small Pox ready tobreak forth inwardly.We fortifie the Eyes from the 5 
Incurfions of the Small Pox by Epithemes of Rofe-water, Womans Milk, © 
Saffron, and the like, frequently iterated: Befides thefe,certain horrible 
Symptoms are fometimes prefling, which we muft feafonably obviate 
with fit Remedies: fometimes there are Watchings, a Frenzy, Ha 
morrhagies, Vomitings, Loofnefles, Fallings in of the Small Pox. A 
prudent Phyfician knows how to provide againit all thefe, and any 
others whatfoever, as occafion requires ; in which, neverthelefs, there 
is need of great Caution, left while we take care of fimall things, the 
great Work ot Nature be difturb’d throngh the over-great citqureing 
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Of Phyfick + for, during all this time, there is one continued Crifiss 
© wherefore, nothing is to be mov’d rafhly. There is required a very 
rear Care and Circumfpection both in the Phyfician and Atrendants, 
When this Difeafe is in 1ts height; to wit, That when the Small Pox 
) are fully broken forth, and raifed to their preateft height, they do nor 
I hinder Tranfpiration; for then the Difeafed are in danger of having 
) their Fever renewed, and of the Reftagnation of the Malignant Matter

= 3. When the Difeafe is in its Declination, and the Small Pox’begin 

Sto wither away, and to grow hard, the Cafe for the moft part is out 
of danger, nor has a Phyfician much to do: let the Difeasd, tho grow- 
"ang very hungry, ftill be content with a thin Dyet, without Meat : 
$f the Pox are flow in falling off, we are wont to haften their Fall with 
S) Liniments and Epithemes, by which they are prevented from Pitting 
Weemuch, After that the Difeafed, the Small Pox being wholly fall’n 
I away, is able to arife from his Bed, and to walk in his Chamber: a 
) Purge being repeated twice or thrice, let the Filth, and excrementiti- 
yous Matter left in the Vifcera, and Blood, be carried off, and afterward 
he may be permitted a more free Dyet. 
S The Meafles are fo allied to the Small Pox, that amongft moft Au- 
Wethors, they have not defervéd to be treated of apart from them 3 bur 
Wethe Affeéts of both are deliver'd after the like Manner and Method 
Meee topether. The Effence and Cure differ as to more or lefs, or at leaft- 
wile accidentally; becaufe in the Meafles the Pufhes are not fo much 
Nailed in height, nor are they fuppurated: wherefore the Difeafe ends 
Mooner, and with lefs danger. This Affe@ is wont oftentimes to reign 
among Children, but feldom feifes fuch as are grown in Years, or old 
= People ; alfo thofe who have had the Small Pox before, are not after- 
ward fo obnoxious to the Meafles, but in moft they are allied Affe&ts 5 
Nto Wit, the Taint contracted from the Womb difpofes Men alone, all 
Men, and that but once to the Meafles: A malignant Conftitution of 
Mhe Air, and fometimes Surfeiting, but moft commonly Contagion, are 
Swont to draw into A& the latent Difpofition. There are Marks of 
Malignity, and the Difeafe often becomes Epidemical, with a Mortali- 
"ty, and Contagion. 
> To give you the thing in fhort; it feems that the Meafles are a cer- 
Wtain light Efflorefcence of an extraneous Ferment, contracted from 
sthe Womb; whereby fome Particles, being ftirrd to motion, caufe 
ithe Blood to boyl gently, and to be a little coagulated: wherefore, 
the Pimples thence brought forth, are blown off by Evaporation, with- 
} Out a breaking of the Skin. But the Small Pox are a more full and 
) firong Agitation of the fame Ferment, and in all its Particles, which 
© Cauting a greater Ebullition and Coagulation of the Blood, produces 
4 great many more Pufhes, and thofe greater in bulk, and nor diffol- 
a vable 
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vable without Suppuration. When the Small Pox precede, there 
follows not only an Immunity afterward from the fame Affe&, but for. 
the moft parc from the Meafles alfo. The Meafles, becaufe they. con- 
fume only a few Particles of the F erment, leave ftill a Difpofition to 
the Smal] Pox; wherefore, old Perfons, or fuch as are grown in years, 
are not fo readily infe&ed with the Meafles, becaufe having been be- 
fore infected with the Small Pox, they are freed from the Contagion; 
oS pe Spirits being robuft, eafily refift the light Miafm of this Af. 
Cce. 

Of the great number of Stories and Obfervations relating to Perfons 
troubled with the Small Pox, I fhall in this place propofe only a few 
Cafes, and thofe remarkable for certain Irregularities, 

it is a ufual thing to treat all Perfons, affeGed with the Small Pox, 
with the like, or wholly the fame method of Healing, and form of 
Diet; wherefore, a Phyfician is feldom call’d to the Vulgar, but the 
BufinefS is wholly committed to certain Women-Tenders, who boaft 
that they know this Pra@ice beyond all others; and thole are wont to 
boy! Marygold Flowers, and Shavings of Harts-horn, and fometimes 
Figs in the Broaths, and any other Liquors to be taken by the Difeas'd, 
and to give at Night a Bolus of Diafcordium : fach as do not recover 
by fuch a Management, are declared not to be negle&ed, ‘but that they 
are incurable through the Violence of the Difeafe. . But that this kind 
of Practife does not equally agree to all, nor is to be usd to all indif- 
ferently, the two following Relations plainly fhew. 

A Young-man about twenty Years of Age, of a thin Body,. and hor 
Temperament, began to be feverifh in the beginning of the Spring: 
in the firft days violent Vomitings, an Oppreflion of the Heart, fre- 
quent Changes of a burning and cold Shivering, a Pain in the Loins, 
a Perturbation of the Fancy, and Watchings, infefted him :. On the 
third day the Small Pox appearing, thofe Symptoms remitted, tho the 
Fever {till continued with a Thirft and Heat. To this Perfon, noton-- 
ly che Decodtions ufual in this Difeafe, but Juleps alfo, neatly prepar’d 
with a grateful Tafte, were fo naufeous and offenfive, that he could 
not fo much as fip of them without great loathing: as often as he took 
at Night Diafcordium, or any other temperate Cordial, cho in a finall 
quantity, for continuing'a Tranfpiration, he pafled the Night follow- 
ing without Sleep, and with a great tofling of the Body, and in the 
Morning he oaks an Hemorrhagie, which hapning once, and then.a 
fecond time through this occafion, after that the Small Pox were 
fully broken forth, the weil-doing of the Difeas'd was mightily endan- 
gerd 5 wherefore, when I had found by Experience, that the Blood 

of this Perfon was apt to boy! immoderately upon a light Irritation, I 
ordered this Method, according as the Occafion required: All Phyfick 
whatfoever being laid afide, for quenching Thirft he took {mall Ale, 
and a fimple Almond Drink at Pleafure.; His Food, becaufe he ea 
: a 
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© all Oat and Barley Broaths, was only Apples boyl’d to a Tendernefs, 
© and then feafon’d with Sugar and Rofe-water, which he ate at fome 
) certain times in the veh Nature, content with this thin Dyet, and 
© feeming to be difturbed by any other whatfoever, perform’d her work 
 fuccefsfully, that the Difeafed recovered without any fore Symptom 
afterward, the Small Pox ripening by Degrees, and then falling off of 
i) their own accord. 
In the midft of Autumn of the laft Year, a noble Youth, having a 
i tharp Blood, and being obnoxious to a frequent Bleeding at the Nofe, 
oe) fell fick of the Small Pox; his Blood naturally boyled immoderately, 
that the Pufhes brake forth extream thick all over his Body: in this 
i Perfon, Whey with Marygold Flowers, and other things ufually boyl’d 
» init, alfo juleps, or any Cordials (tho temperate) gently promoting 
) a Tranfpiration, did moft certainly raife.a Flux of Blood; wherefore 
© fordered hima like way of Diet asto the Difeafed before mention’d, 
i) by which indeed he was better: however, in the very height of the 
i Diteate, ( when, the Small Pox being fully broke forth, the Fever is 
i wont to be renewed in all Perfons by reafon of a difficult Tranfpirati- 
»)0n) this fick Perfon fell into a copious Hemorrhagie ; that after a large 
= Profution of Blood the Small Pox began to be flaccid; after that a 
Segreat many Remedies for {topping Blood were tryed in vain: at length, 
UE ou hanging a Bag about his Neck (in which was a Toad dryed in 
pte Sun and pounded) he firft of all,.and immediately, found eafe; for 
the Hemorrhagie being hereby prefently appeafed, and not returning 
Mepaiterward, (he conftantly wearing thenceforward this Epitheme in 
Nehis Bolom) our fick Perfon ufing always a moft thin and cooling Dyet, 
Npegrew perfectly well: thac it may really feem to be manifeft hence, 
Niethat tho the Blood in this Afte& be mighty apt to coagulate, yet as 
Wiroug as the Vital Spirits are {trong and robuft enough, and have a go- 
jeeverming Power, relying on their own Strength, by a certain prudent 
Wiicretion as it were, they. excellently feparate and fend forth the. 
Gongealed Portions of the Blood; and this Work is mightily difturbed 
When the fame Spirits are too much irritated, and forc’d into a Con- 
aiion by hot Cordials or a hot Dyet.

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POX, it is preatly doubted. Formerly, among our Country-men, this 
ming was ftil’d facred, nor was Blooding wont to be admitted under 
any pretext of Neceffity : but of late it is proved by Experience, that 
Gis altogether ufeful and neceflary to Jer Blood in fome Cafes; whic 
#yacuation, neverthelefs, if it be ufed indifferently in any Conftitution, 
of be done in too large a quantity, when there is need of it, great Da- 
Mages often enfue thereby. rane 
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Some years fince, I went to fee a Young-woman of Quality, of a 
florid Countenatice, and a hot Temperament, who was fall'n very fe- 
verifh after the fourth Month of her being with Child: fhe was prefs'd 
with aviolent Vomiting, a fierce Pain in the Loins, and alfo witha 
moft Intenfe Heat and Drought: her Pulfe was very quick, witha 
{trong and vehement Vibration : tho the Small Pox no where reign’d 
in that place, neverthelefs, thofe Symptoms of that Affect gave us no 
fmall fufpicion of them. Be it how it would, the very immoderate 
Effervefcence of the Blood indicated, that fome ought to be taken 
away: wherefore, I prefently took about fix Ounces; thereupon the 
Heat fomewhat remitted, tho the Vomiting ftill continued, with the 
violent Pain in the Loins. Atthe time of her going to reft, I gave 
her a Cordial Bolus with half a Grain of our Laudanum, whence a-qui- 
et Sleep, with a mild Sweat, and an appeafing of all Symptoms, en- 
fued. ‘The next Morning the Small Pox brake forth, which, tho the 
Difeasfed had very thick, yet: without any dangerous Illnefs, or fear 
of Abortion, fhe recover'd, and perfeGly compleated her Child. - 
bearing. | 

In the laft Autumn, a robuft Man, of an Athletick Habit of Body, 
tho of a pale Countenance, and a cold Temperament, fell into a Ke- 
ver, On the fecond day he was tormented with a Heat and a Drought, 
anda moft violent Pain in the Loins; when, it was ordered that he 
fhould be let Blood in a fmall Quantity : a Quack Chirurgion being 
called, he took from him almoft a pound and a half; a little after, 9 
the Difeafed began to fall all into a cold Sweat, and his Strength fail- 7 
ing on a fudden, to be feifed with a Shivering, a weak and uneven 
Pulfe, and a frequent Fainting: being called at this time, [ordered 
him temperate Cordials to be taken frequently: then upon the refto- | 
ring of his Pulfe and Spirits the Fever was renewed, which afterward 
held the Difeafed for many Days, nay Weeks, after a very irregular 
manner ; for he was wont, for three or four days, to be very hot, alfo 
to be infefted with Thirft, Watchings, a Head-ach, and other Symp- 
toms, afterward to fall into a copious, and as it were, critical Sweat, 
all over his whole Body, by which indeed, in half a days time, he 7 
found himfelf better, tho afterward the Fever renewing again, fre- 
quently heaped together a new Matter, {till to be blown off by a fecond, 
and afterward by a third Crifis. After that he had lay’n thus irregular- 
ly feverifh for at leaft twenty days, at length the Small Pox broke forth 
here and there in each part of the Body, and then the Fever firft be- 
gan wholly to remit 3 tho within a few days, by reafon of Errors com- 
mitted in Diet, a great many Pufhes fubfided again, a few only being 
brought to a Ripenefs : however, in the place of the fabfiding Small 
Pox, a mighty Bubo grew behind the right Ear; which being fuppu- 
rated and broken within a fhort time, a great ftore of Pus flowed 


forth for many days; and {0 at length, the Taints of the Blood hardly 
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to be blown off other ways, were fent forth by degrees, and the Dif- 
eafed perfectly recovered his Health. 


CHAP. XV. 
Of Fevers of Women in Child-bed: 


y Ulgar Experience abundantly ceftifies, chat the Fevers of Woe . 
men in Child-bed are very dangerous, above the Nature of 
a Our common Fevers: alfo it clearly appears from the Signs 
and Symptoms of them, duely confidered, that the fame very much 
Sediner as co their Effences, from a Synochus both fimple and putrid : 
ie wherefore I have thought it not amifs, after malignant Fevers, to treat 
menor the acute Difeafes of Women in Child-bed, as being very much al- 
Sliced to them by reafon of their Mortality. But before I fhall fet up- 
pon the Explication of the Affects themfelves, we muft confider their

Houvjects, to wit, the Bodies of Women that bring forth Children, af- 
Meter What manner they are predifpofed, and with what Apparatus they 
Ne pecome obnoxious to thofe kinds of Difeates. 
me Concerning this, ic firft occurs, That to undergo:a Flux of menftru- 
mous Blood belongs to Humane Kind, and that alway to Women ; con- 
Seerning the Nature and Origine of which, it does not concern us here 
Mo enquire 5 but ic may fufice to nore, that in them the Particles of 
ste Blood to be voided periodically, are very fermentative, which if 
mney dre retain d in the Body beyond the ufual Cuftom of Nature; 
mney Oftentimes become the Caufe of many Sicknefles ; {till excepting; 
Bithe Woman has conceived with Child; for all the time of Child- 
ipearing the Menfes {top without any great damage: and mean while, 
mor the Nourifhment of the Fetus, Milk, or a nourifhable Humour, is 
Weemepoicd in a great Plenty about the Placenta of the Womb: but, after 
Delivery, that long Suppreffion of the Menfes is recompenc’d by 4 
opious flowing of the Lochia, and the Milk, within three days {pace, 
seaving wholly the Womb, flies plentifully into the Breafis; at which 
time, Child-bearing Women are wont te be fer upon by a {mall Fever: 
and if the Milk be driven from the Breafts, ir reftagnates again towards 
mnie Womb, and is voided forth together with the Lochia under the 
gorm of a whitifh Humour. Mean while, afrer Delivery, the Womb 
Meat telt undergoes various Affeds, for often its Torie is injur’d, irs Unicy 
Mee ailioly’d, and a great many other Accidents are caufed, which ren- 
emer Women in Ghild-bed fubje& to a dangerous Condition: where- 
| Vi it mi it fore; 
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fore, that their acute Difeafes may be duely explicated, we muft chiefly 
confider thefe three things; to wit, firft concerning the Nourifhment 
of the Fztws, or of the Generation of Milk, both in the Womb, and 
in the Breaft, and of its Meraftafis from either of them into the other, © 
Secondly; of the Purgation of the Maternal Blood, or-of the flowing 
of the Lochia after the Menfes being long fuppreft. Thirdly, of the 
State of the Womb after Delivery, and of its Influence on other parts 
of the Body. And thefe things being premitted, we thall {peak of the 
kevers of Women in Child-bed; to wit, both the LaGeal, and that 
called Yutrid, which, by reafon ofits Mortality, deferves to be calld 
Malignant. 

Firft, the Milk and nutritive Humour, heap’d together in the Utes 
rine Parts for the-Nourifhment of the Fetus, are by Nature alike, tho 
they difler fomewhat in Confiftency: the Milk indeed is the thicker, 
becaufe, being to be received in the Mouth, it ought to be digefted 
in the Stomach, and afterwards its more tender Portion to be convey’d 
into the Mafs of Blood. The other nourifhable Humour is more thin, 
and like to diftill'd Water of Milk, becaufe it’s immediately infufed 
Into the Blood of the Embryo, by the umbelical Veflels, without a 
previous Digeftion. Both Juyces are thought to confift of the Chyle 
frefh matle in the Mothers Stomach : that which is depofed in the” 
Greaft is grofler and whiter, by reafon of the courfe Strainer, and its 
Cogtion in the greater Glands; ic happens on the contrary in the 
Womb, where the {training is clofer, and the Glands are very fimall. 
Now itis greatly difputed among Authors, by what Ductus’s that Hu- 
‘mour 1s conveyed both into the Breaft, and into the Placenta of the 
Womb. Some fay that the Milk is engendred only from the Blood 
freely concocted in the Glands, which neverthelefs does not feem pros 
bable, by reafon of the immenfe Spendings of Milk which does not cons | 
fift with the Blood. Others affirm, That the Chyle, or LaGteal Hue 
mour; is conveyed immediately into both Receptacles from the Vifcera ° 
of Concoction through occult Paflages, without any Alteration. But 
till thofe Dudius’s appear, it feems more likely to me, that from the 
Food taken into the Mothers Stomach, a Portion of the Chyle 
thence made is prefently abforbed into the Veins, which having gotten 
the Vehicle of the Blood, and being brought by the Arteries into the 
Glands deftinated here and there for receiving it before it is affumilated, 

and being feparated, ts depos’d again from the Mafs of Blood. ~ 
Secondly, as to what regards the Menfés, fuppreft during the time 
of being with Child, and the Lochia plentifully flowing after Child- 
birth ; we fay, That after the Foetus is conceived, the Menfes are 
ftopt by Divine Appointment, becaufe their flowing often brings Abor-

{cration happen, that the Womb does not duely contrac 1c felf, bur 
the Motion of the Fibres being inverted, afcends upwards, and is raje 
fed into a Lump;-alfo the Membranes being afleGed witha Twitch 
ing, it is ftill affail'd with Tortures, as tho the Throws of Child-birth 
Were in being; which kind of Affeés, if they continue for fome time, 
by reafon of the Orifice of the Womb. being conftringed with a Con- 
vulfive Motion, the Lochia alfo are often ftop’d: hence fevere Symp- 
toms enfue 5 and oftentimes it happens, that a Fever either thereby is 
firft raifed, or being induc’d by fome other caufe, is rendred far more 
dangerous.. Secondly, as to the Unity diflolv’d by the Placenta being 
broken, it happens either at the due Time of Delivery, or when it is 
precipitated and over-hafty ; and then the Secondine is thrown out en 
tire, or being broken, part of it being left behind, it comes away asit 
were at halfs. If a Child-birth happens at the juft time, and the Fetw 
falls away entire, and without Violence, from the Cavity of the Womb, 
with its Envellopings, as ripe fruit. from a Tree, the Mouths of the 
Veflels are fomewhat opened, that the Lochia flow moderately; and 
hence no fevere Symptom is feared. But if the Fetus, not yet ripe 
for Delivery, be torn away as it were by force, tho the Placenta, with 
the Membrances are torn away entirely, yet the Veflels being broken, 
a great Hamorrhagie, and at length the Mouths of the Veflels gleeting 
forth a ftinking Ichor, an ulcerous Difpofition enfues. And if part of 
the Secundine or the whole, fticks to the fides of the Womb after Deli- 
very, and there putrifies, they gleet forth very ftinking Ichors, and caufe 
mifchievous Afieés:: oftentimes the Orifice of the Womb is fhut, and 
retains within Clots of Blood, and pieces of Membranes, or Flefh; 
which putrifying through Heat, Poyfon the Blood, and Humours 
Howing thither by Circulation from the whole Body, .and by aitronble- 
{ome Irritation ftir the Parts of the Womb, which are very fenfible, 
into Contra@ions. | 

Since therefore,after Child-birth an Injury is brought on the Womb 
after the forefaid Manners, the fame is {oon communicated to the other 
‘Parts, not without a Difturbance to the whole Body 5 which is ufuaily 
done in a aouble Refped ; for firft, this happens, becaufe the Lochia, 
hindred from. being voided forth, prefently reftagnate into the Mafs of 
Blood, and defile it with a fort of virulent Miafm. Moreover, from 
the Contents putrifying in the Womb, either the Subftance it felf of 
the Ichor, or the Particles departing from the cadaverous thing, are 
mix’d with the Blood and nervous Juice, pafling through them, = “

1t foon fills them to a Tenfion, and begins to load them. At this time 
Women delivered ( tho not all, yet moft ) are wont ro be affeGted with 
@ feverifh Diftemperature, a Thirft, Heat, and Reftlefnefs of the 
whole Body: they complain of a fad Pain in the Back and Shoulders, 
ofa fulnefs of the breafts, and a burning, and, unlefs the Milk be dilj- 
gently drawn from thence, being heapt together too much, it often 
caufes an Inflammation witha following Abfcefs in the breafts : This 
Fever, fo the Lochia pafs as they ought, {eldom laft above three days, 
but about that time, a copious {weat {pontaneoufly arifing, 1s wont 
to be appeas'd : yet this Diftemperature raifed by the coming of the 
milk, is fomewhat intended, and ftays longer, if at any time the 
Milk being freeely entred into the Breafts, be not drawn away, but be 
again repell’d thence 3 for upon its departure, even as upon its com- 
ing, a perturbation is wont to happen in the whole body, witha Thirft 
and Heat, which alfo more certainly comes to pafs, if that happens to 
be violently driven away with repelling Topicks: but being driven 
from the breaft by their help, or departing thence of its own accord, 
it is voided with the Loch7a in the form ofa whitith Humour, anda 
Sweat, or a full per{piration exterminates the reliques of the Difeate, 
But ifby this kind of diftemperature, being caufed by reafon of the com-

alfo all vehement or ftrong Objeétseafily pervert the Crafes or Functi- 
ons of thofe parts, which when they have been once injur'd, they af- 
terward in a manner always accuftom themfelves to the fame Irregula- 
rities. Butto return whence we made a digreflion: the Fever even 
now mentioned is wont to infeft Women in Child-bed, at various 
times, and for divers Occafions ; fometimes 1t arifes prefently after 
delivery, efpecially if ic has been difficult and laborious, fometimes 
the fecond, third, or fourth Week; tho the later it begins, the fafer it 
itis wont to be; the Type of thar effec pafles after thismanner: afcer 
a previous indifvofition an open feverifhnefs for the moft part witha 
¢old and a fhivering makes the firft invafion, which prefently 1s follow- 
ed bya heat, afterward a fweat enfues for a day haply or two, there 
are various reciprocations of Fits of heat and cold: afterward, the 
Blood being kindled throughout, the Lochia, unlefs fuppreft before, 
either flow a little, or wholly ftop. If the Difeafe be acute, and of a 
quick motion, on the third, or fourth day it comes to its height, 
then there is an intenfe heat, with a very troublefome drought, a ve- 
hement and quick Pulfe, there are obftinate Watchings, a great reft- 
leffnefs of the whole Body, fo that the Difeafed continually tofs them-

Texture being loosned, it declines toward Corruption; hehce when 
it has a little abated of its Heat, the Spirits, being caft from their Go- 
vernance, are driv’n into Confufion: mean while, the fulphureous 
Particles become mafterlefs and exorbitant ; wherefore the Strength 
fails without a manifeft Caufe, the Pulfe becomes weak and diforderly, 
Tho from the Deflagration of the Blood a great many aduft Recrements 
are heap’d together, yet nothing is duely concoéted or feparated 5 bue 
Nature being greatlyoppreft,altho the Difeafed continually fweat, they 
often receive no eafe thereby: but the Febrile Matter, which ought to 
be purged forth, being conveyed into the Head and Genus Nervofum, 
caufes there very fore Perturbations of the animal ceconomy. Second. 
ly, The Tragedy of this Difeafe, for a good part of it, is afcribed to 
the nervous fuyce forthwith turning fharp, and therefore rendred dif 
proportionate to the Brain and irs Appendix; for this being defiled 
with a Taint contracted from the Blood, does not gently irrigate and 
mildly infpire its Subjeds, but (as when an Infufion of Vitriol 1s pour'd 


ona Worm) mightily vellicates, and irritates into Contractions, and 


as it were into Motions.of Trepidations and Leapings thofe tender 
Parts, and fometimes wholly overthrows their Fun@tions: hence Con- 
tractions, fevere Convulfions, a Delirium, Watchings, fometimes 
a Stupor, and fleepy Affects, happen to Women after Delivery. Third- 
ly, whilft thefe things are done, often a third Troop of Symptoms in- 
feft the Difeafed ; to wit, for that the Womb, being fome way hurt, 
moves it felf diforderly, and is ftruck with a Contraéion in thefe or 
thofe Parts 5 thence prefently by the Membranes and nervous Duétus’s 
convulfive Motions pervade the whole Region of the Abdomen, where- 
fore the Vifcera and Hypochondres are blown up, Belchings and vio- 
Jent Vomitings are raifed; afterward the Affect creeping upward, and 
pofleffing the nervous Parts of the Thorax, a difficult and uneven 
Breathing, a Palpitation of the Heart, a fenfe of Choaking in the 
Throat, by reafon of the Mufcles there drawn together, and other 
Symptoms are raifed throughout the whole, upon the fame Injuries 
being communicated to the Brain.

ie fed cannot freely breath, nor draw their Breath deep, nor from the

Be concerning the Cures of thefe kinds of Fevers, a Phyfician has a ve- 
Sty hatd Task; becaufe, among the Vulgar, all Medicines to Women 
in Child-bed are accounted not only ufelefs, but likewife very hurtful ; 
pwherefore, Phyficians are feldom called, but when there is no place 
M@eit for Medicines, and the occafion for a ufeful Afliftance 1s wholly 
“paft: and if they are prefent about the firit beginnings of the Difeafe, 
will not be an eafie thing to procure Health to the Difeafed by vul- 
par Remedies; and whatfoever they try, unlefs it gives Help, is af- 
surmed by old Women, and thofe that are about them, as pernicious, 
tend the only Caufe of their Death: thac in realicy, there is wont to 
mecrue to us about the Cure of no Difeafe, lefs benefit and more Dif- 
grace than of this. 
sow the method of Cure (even as in contagious Difeafes) is twofold; 
EO Wit, Prophylactick and Therapeutich: the former of thefe delivers 
eFecepts and Cautions, with which Woien in Child-bed are preferved 
fom the Incurfion of Fevers; the other fuggefts curative Intentions, 
pith which the Difeafed (if it may be) recover again their Health.

For thele ends, thefe three things are to be chiefly inculcated in the 
Praicripts of Phyficians: Firé, I think it neceflary that a moft exa@ 
form of Diet be ordered Women in Child-bed 3 to wit, that at leaft 
fora Week they wholly feed on Oat Broths, fometimes prepar’d with 
Ale, fometimes of Water mixed with White-wine; becaufe they are 
much empried, therefore they may fup often of them; but let no- 
thing of a folid or {trong Food be piven ; for I have diligently obferv’d 
thac an over-hafty eating of Flefh, or of a rich Food, has oftentimes 
brought thefe Fevers. For, Women in Child-bed ought to be ma- 
haged not only as Perfons forely wounded, but as having gotten a fe- 
verifh Indifpofition from a troubled Crafis and Diftemperature of the 
Bloods for in them, the Blood being for a long time too much exalr- 
ed and infpired with. an impure Miafm, prefently upon the Accefs of 
any fulphureous Fuel, takes a light Flame. The fecond Care, after 
Diet, muft be, that the Pores be not closed, or the Lochia {topt, upon 
the unwary Admiffion of an outward Cold; for upon the highteft oc-

The Indications of the Smal! Pox do not only differ from thofe ev'’n 
Mow above defcribed, but are attended by fome Contrary to them- 
i felves; for they require the Flowings of the Lochi% to be a little ftopr, 
(45 isfaid before; ) tho withal, that the Efflorefcence of the Blood, 
ip end a gentle Sweat, be continued: for fince in this Difeafe thcre isa 
double venemous Ferment, and the corrupted Particles of the Blood 
mere Carried forth two ways, Care is to be taken that the lef and nat- 
mrower Paffage do not craw co it felf all the Matter, or more than it can 
paet forth : therefore, left the Lochia too copioufly flowing draw inward- 
may tie Venom, which is apt to make an outward Efflorefcence, the 
@rorm of Dyet muft be fomewhat chang’d; and in the fictt place let 
Weetaings be boyled in the Broths of the Difeafed, which have an Alexi- 
‘ eS together with am aftringent Vertue (as the Roots of Tormen- 
Seette and of Biftort,) alfo it is good to give at due Intervals of time, Pow- 
Bieeers, juleps, and Opiates, endowed with fuch a kind of Vertue: 
pmorcover, in this Cafe let ic by no means be allowed Women to feed 
Seon Flefh and Broths made ofit, or to rife from bed; but a quiet both 
emind and Body being procured by whac means we may, and a Diet 
sbeing otdered of thofe things which do not exagitate the Blood, let the 
Hee butinels in a manner wholly be committed to God and Nature. 
=) ft were an eafie thing to illuftrate with Stories and Obfervations what 
Mts faid above concerning the acute Difeafes of Women in Child-bed ; 
But the Examples which may be brought in this kind, are for the moft 
bart deplorable and of an ill Event; for thofe Fevers generally are ter- 
Minated in Death. Now to defcribe thefe kinds of Sicknefles will ne1- 
fier Confirm the Endeavour of a Phyfician, nor at all recommend the 
method of Phyfick ufed in them ; however, fince the Knowledge of 
mele makes for the better Diagnoftick of that Difeafe, I fhall here 
ropole certain fingular Cafes and Varieties of Symptoms of Women 
mter Delivery ; in which, tho Forms and ways of curing feldom occur, 
at leafiwife you will have certain Rules of Precaution of no cot- 
temptible ufe. | 
» A renowned Woman about twenty fix years of Age,was delivered of 
aixth Child with great difficulty, and not without danger of Life. On 
me fecond day, fhe ate a whole Chicken. On the third, being taken up 
fom her Bed, fhe fate for four hours in a Chair. The night following 
mie was ill, at which time the Milk {prang into her Breafts ; which ne- 
s Oo000 verthe- 
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verthelefs foon difappeared upon the Application of the Diachylum 
Plaifter. The next Morning fhe complained of a Laffitude, and a Pain 
like a Sorenefs of her whole Body, alfo of a Vomiting, a Naufeoufneg 
and a Plenitude about the Ventricle and Hypochondres: a very trow. y 
blefome Night. followed. . On the fifth day fhe was more openly fe. yt 
verifh, and felt fometimes a Shivering, fometimes a Burning all about Mf 
her. She naufeated all things, had. an Oppreflion of the Stomach, WM 
moreover, being reftleS, and without Sleep, the Lochia flowed but lit- 
tle, but a whitifh Humour (vulgarly call'd a flowing of Milk) flowd ¥ 
from her. In the Evening fhe had a heavinefs about the Fore-head W 
and Temples, as tho fhe were fleepy, and began to fleep a little: af % 
rer an hour and 4 half, awaking with a troubled Fancy, the complain’d jo 
of her Head being increas’d as it were to a mighty Bulk, alfo of her sin 
Jans being clofed that fhe could not open her Teeth, and of her Fifts vi 
eing clofely contracted ; moreover, in her whole Body fhe feemed to itt 
perceive a pungitive fort of a Stupor: the Ventricle and Hypochon- :

eating of Flefh, and the too quick rifing from Bed, all concurred, as 
tho confpiring together, for a greater Mifchief. The Blood taken with 
i afeverifh Burning began Diforders: ic drew the Lochia, and haply other 
hee Corruptions of the Womb, into it felf, and thence acquir’d a gréater. 
‘faint and a wholly venemous Difpofition; the Membranes of the Vif- 
™© cera, whether upon their being fill’d wich a degenerate nervous Juyce, 
i Or upon Contractions being communicated to them from. the Womb, 
We were firuck with convulfive Motions : for thofe kinds of Inflammations 
and Diftenfions about the Abdomen, are really the Effed&ts of Convul- 
ie Mons: for tho the dire& Fibres contraQing that Member, often com- 
i prels it, yet when the Fibres both {tretght and tranfverfe, and others 
ee placed in a various Site, are convulfed together in the Membrane com- 
palling about the Cavity, part of it {wells like a blown Bladder, into the 
ieee vacuity of-which the Air fecundarily pafles it felf. So far it is from 
Wey What is vulgarly faid, wz. That the Air, or Flatys’s firft heap’d together 
Methere, are the Caufe of the Diftenfion. In our Sick Perfon the Blood 
he growing hot, and foon being full of an aduft and malignant matter, 
Meeepreiently, it being incapable of being fubdued, and feparated by Sweat, 
ie endeavoured to fix it in the Brain; the firft difcharge of that Matter 
son the Head, by reafon of the Animal Spirits being half overwhelmed, 
Wee brought the Senfe of the Heads being very much increaft in bulk ; 
Wee which happens after the like’ manner, as when the Foot, being feifed 
Wee With a Stupor, feems to be felt much greater than it felf: now that af- 
m ter fome eafe, by flumbering, and clofing the Eyes, the Affe@ return’d 
Beanew, the Reafon is, becaufe Watching, and the ftirring of the Senfes, 
Sia fome fort fhake off and remove from them the Matrer befetting the 
MBrain and Nerves; which neverthelefs, being feated near, and ina 
Beadinefs, Sleep ftealing on, is a5 it were imbib’d by them, and 
Mithroughly enters their Bodies together with the nutritive Juice. Now 
sthe Blood, tho it had copioufly difcharged the Recrements on the 
SBrain, yet it became not free it felf;. but being {till full of an impure 
mLoad, fell as it were upon a critical Eflorefcence, -and with a Shiver- 
ping, followed by a Heat and a Sweat (as js ufual ina great Excretion) 
Sit tryed again and again to fhake off its Burthen; tho all it could do 
by that Effort was, that the Matter {ticking to the Brain got deeper 
PRoot in it, and fixing it felf in certain Sprouts of the Nerves, it took 
S away Speech, and Swallowing, and then afterward Senfation ; and the

Child, and during the time of her Ingravidation having ufed but little: 


Diet, and almoft no Exercife, underwent in her Travail Pains and 
Throws, but with Intermiflion and’ a frequent Refpite, for twelve 
Hours, and brought forth a Son; the Fwtus came away with the Se- 
cundine, and all things were well abont the- Womb. On the firft and 
fecond days fhe was indifferently well, but on the third, after a light 
Shivering, fhe began to complain of a Thirft and a Héat 5 which a 
Looinefs followed, fo that fhe had four Stools that day ; the Nighe 
pafled in a manner without Sleep, the feverith Diftemper continued 
afterward for two days after the fame manner; fhe daily had three or 
four Stools, the Lochia as yet flowing moderately. On the fixth day, 
when by the Perfwafion of Women fhe had taken fomewhae for mode- 
rating her Loofnefs,the Purgings of the Womb were in a manner wholly 
flopt: at which time, the Fever became more intenfe, and Symptoms 
refembling Hy{terical arofe; for, in the Precordia fhe had great and 
frequent Oppreffions, and had a fenfe of Choaking in the Throat. On 
the feventh day, there was a more intenfe Heat, anda difficuit and 
more painful Breathing ; and then by a Phyfician’s Order, at that time 
firft call’d, three ounces of Blood were drawn from the Foot, after 
which, for four Hours, fhe was better 5 for a quiet Sleep, with a copi- 
ous Sweat, enfued, the Lochta, tho in a {mall quantity, appear’d again : 
in the Evening all things grew worfe, the Strength being very much 
refolv'd, the Pulfe became weaker, and uneven ; fhe complain’d alfo 
of a Noife and a ringing of the Ears, with a Plenitude of the Head, 
moreover fhe had Leapings of the Tendons in her Wrifts, alfo ‘udden 
Coenvulfions of the whole Body, and ftill the Loofnefs troubled her. 
To this Perfon Cordials and other Remedies and kinds of Adminiftrati- 
ons diligently ufed by the Prefcripts of many Phyficians, did not the 
leaft good; the pulfe growing weaker, and the Strength decreafing by 
degrees, on the ninth day after Delivery fhe died. 

This Fever depended very much cn the vicious Difpofition of the 
Body, as onthe procatar@ick Canfe ; for Ihave often obferved, that 1t 
falls our ill with Women in Child-bed, who when they are with Child, 
unwholfomly feed on fruits and any forts of food, and living without 
Motion and Exercife, indulge themfelves only to Idlenefs and ae 
the Blood, by reafon of the previous Cachexia, without any a ae) 
Occafion, fell a burning as it were of its own accord; now wil ¥ 
boyled, depofing its Recrements and Impurities full inward, it oe fh 
the LoofnefS: nor did its Ma become more pure from that i my 
continued Excretion, but its Mixture or Crafis being ftill more 1 bbs 
ved, at length the Blood fell wholly from its genuine Nature, an a 
came uncapable of fermenting in the Heart: the Lot ee 
hap’ning was ill flopr, efpecially by the ufe of Aftringents; tor

often obferved, that thefe things are not attempted without wie 
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for a LooinefS has cured fome that were ill, and in that Lady, and in 
many others ( as we have fuificiently found by Experience ) tho it did 
not take away the Fever, yet it freed them from the more fevere Af- 
feéts of the Brain and Genus Nervofum; whence this Difeafed was whol- 
ly without a Delirium, nor was {the feifed with convulfive Motions, 
till fhe was brought almoft to the laft. 

~ A worthy Matron about thirty fix Years of Age, going with Child 
the feventeenth time, was very fad, and perplex’d with Thoughts that 
fhe fhould dye in Child-bed upon her Delivery: but (as it pleafed 
God) fhe was very well delivered of a Son, and was chearful for three 
days after. Onthe fourth day, having eaten more of a Chicken than 
the ought, alittle before Night the fell into a feverifh Diftemper, with 
a Vomiting, and the Lochia were ftop’d: all the night fhe lay without 


) Sleep and reftlefs; the next Morning, within an Hours {pace fhe had 


four Stools, and feem’d to be reliev’d 3 about Noon (at which time f 
eame_) fhe complained again of a Heat and a Drought, alfo of a Palpi- 


» tation of the Heart, and of the Afcent of a certain heavy thing in her 


Throat ; the Pulfe was quick and fmall, the Urine was ruddy, the Lo- 
chia {carce appeared. I ordered that Cordial Juleps, and things mo- 


ving a Uterine Purgation, fhould be given to this Perfon; moreover, 


That Fomentations fhould be applyed to the lower part of the Belly, 
alfo that the Legs and Feet fhould be often rubbed with warm Cloaths: 
at the time for Sleep, I gave her 2 Grain of Laudanum, with half a 
Scruple of Saffron powdred in a Spoonful of Treacle Water. She flept qui- 
etly, and the Lochra flowed plentifully, afterward, ufing a thin Diet, 
and things gently promoting a uterine Flux for a few days, fhe per- 
feGtly recovered. 

"A Noble Woman, Young, and Handfome, had a good eafie Deli- 
verance of a fecond Daughter, and for fix days being well as to the Lo- 
chia and other Accidents, fhe was wholly free from the Sufpicion of 
any Diftemper 5 fhe daily ate Flefh, and being taken forth of Bed fhe 


~ hived chearfully in her Chamber. On the feventh day. wirhout a ma-

nifeft Caufe, fhe had a Shivering, witha Fever, and the Lochia were 


To the tenth day after her Delivery, be- 
ing only gently feverifh, and the Purgings of the Womb ftill flowing, 
7 the livd free from any fevere Symptom 3 but then, tho very feverith, 
fh the feemed more chearful than ufual, and more confident of her doing

» Lochia were ftopt, and the whole Body was ina Shivering, the Ten- 


dons in the Wrifts were convulfed, fo that her Pulfe was fcarce to be 


© diftinguifhed; which in the mean while was weak, uneven, and very 


Quick. I declar’d, That this Perfon, unlefs the Hand of God unex- 


~pectedly delivered her, mutt dye in a fhort time 3 however, fix Grains 
of Oriental Bezoar being given ina Spoonful of a Cordial Julep, and 


Cdu- 
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canfing a copious Sweat with a better Pulfe, and afterward other Cor-' 
dials given at due Intervals, gave fome hope of doing well, tho doubr-: 
ful, and not to be relyed on. After four Hours after I came, being in 
a languifhing Condition, fhe had a very large Stool, then prefently 
her Strength wholly fell, and within an hour and a half the died, 

A Woman of Quality, fcarce exceeding twenty Years of Age, ofa 
Horid Countenance, and a thin Body, the Lochia tio wing immoderate- 
ly after Child-birch, ufed certain aftringent Remedies by the Advice of 
the Attendants,. whereby they were wholly ftopt: but a LoofneG fol- 
lowed ; which inereafing for three days, the Women gave her other 
Remedies to ftop the Loofnefs, nor wese they fruftrated. of Succefs; 
mean while they brought a dangerous Fever, and Affects as it were 
hyfterical in the place of the formers; for the unfortunate Woman in 
Child-bed was affected with a Thirft, and a Heat, with Watchings, 
afterward with a frequent Swooning, and cold Sweats. Being called 
at this cme, I ordered Cordial Remedies, and things to promote ute- 
rine Purgations to be drank, and likewife a Clyfter to be mjeéted 3 the 
Loofnels of the Belly being again procur’d, the Lochia alfo came down, 
and the Difeas'd being freed from the forefaid Symptoms, and the more 
fevere Dileafe, viz.the Nurfes Remedies,foon recovered from her Fever. 

Here let it be obferved by the By, that it’s very dangerous either 
ro ftop,or to alter, or to thwart any Motion raifed by Nature, tho 
anomalous. 

A Woman of Note, about twenty years of Age, of afulland well- 
fiefh’d Habir of Body, aborted twice within a Years fpace; when af- 
terward fhe had conceived with Child, by her Phyfician’s Order, once 
a Month drinking plentifully of Whey, fhe raifed a Vomiting, whereby 
fhe was wont tacaft up a great deal of thick and clammy Flegm3; al- 
fo during the time of her being with Child fhe was let Blood five times. 
The time of Child-bearing being over, fhe brought forth a Boy with 
great Difficilry: the Secundine came away entirely, and fhe purged 
egregionfly. On the fecond day, as fhe ratied her felf on her Feet in 
her Bed, that the Cloaths might be put in order, fhe took Cold 5 and 
thenceforward the bloody Lochia were wholly ftopt, and only a little 
ferous Water flowed forth. On the third day fhe began to complain 
of an acute Pain in the right-fide; the Women prefent applyed to . 
Bags of Camomile made warm with Bricks: neverthelefs, a a 
was very much increaft with a bloody Spittle. On the fourth aya Gk 
Delivery a moft acuté Pain, with a moft difficult and very ae “5 
Breathing, (eifed her. By the Order of a Phyfician then Be “ali 
the Neighbourhood, fix ounces of Blood were drawn from ; ie Ba is 
ca, and fhe fuddenly found Relief, and was better for ten Hours.

Midnight a pricking Pain returned with the won ried chacit Ol 
other Phyficians being called to confult, they all concluded t 


inj rhe Side affected. d bein 
neecilary to bleed again in the Arm of the Side affected. Bloo ee 
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drawn to four ounces, the Pain remitted, and the Difeafed breathed 
better: afterward Diaphoreticks being giv’n, fhe fell into a copious 
Sweat, with a quiet Sleep; but the Pulfe became more quick and 
weaker: alfo Contractions of the Tendons appear’d in the Wrifts. 
Prefently afterward fhe talked light-headed, and within twenty four 
Hours after Blood was drawn the laft time, fhe died. 

That this Lady, upon the Lochia being fuppreft, together with a Fe- 
ver, fell into a Pleurifie, the Caufe in fome meafure feems to be the 
Bleeding fo often ufed during the time of her going with Child; for 
by this means the Blood, accuftomed to be breathed by the Arm, after- 
ward fermenting, leaving the Womb, ran towards the wonted way 
of being let forth;-where not finding a Paflage, ic fixed it felf in the 
neighbouring fide as in the next feat of Extravafation. Moreover, be- 
fides the ufual ftate of a Pleurifie, no fimall Malignity was added to 
this Difeafe ; for the Blood being freed from Extravafation, prefently 
began to be corrupted in its Crafis, and on the third Day of the Fever 
was fo far depravd, that it was not able to ferment longer in the 
Heart, and {fo to continue Life. 

-. Not long fince, the Wife of a certain Smith was brought to Bed at 
the time that her Children were fick of the Small Pox in the fame 
Houle, and her felf, as it feems, took the Contagion of the Difeafe ; 
for, on the fécond day after Delivery Pufhes began to break forth with 
a feverifh Incalefcence, and a Pain in the Loins; which for three day, 
| the Lochia flowing moderately, rife up as they ought to good Wheals; 
and thoa uterine Purgation happened copioufly atthis time, fhe had 
the Small Pox very thick in her whole Body; nor were they only on 
the Surface of the Skin, but they likewife fo filled the Cavity of the 
Mouth and Throat, that fhe was {carce able to {peak or to fwallow. On 
) the tixth day, after being delivered, the Lochia flow’d immoderately, 
whereby prefently the Small Pox falling,a Swooning, frequent Convulti- 
ons, and other Symptoms ofan ill nature} affail’d the Difeafed, which 
“threatned Death ina fhort time. Being called, I prefcribed haifa dram 
of this Powder to be taken conftantly every three Hours in a Spoonfirl 
of the following Julep 5 viz. , 
Take Roots of Tormentil powdred two drams, the bes Bole-armoniack 
Done dram, S'pecres of Hyacynth half a dram, make a Powder. 

Fake Water of Scordium-compound, of Dragonwort, of Meadow freet, 
of each three ounces, Acetum Theriacale an ounce, Syrup of Corals two 
“ounces, burnt Harts-horn half a dram, make a Fulep. 

Moreover, I ordered that in her Broth, and in all things fhe drank, 
the Roots of Tormenti! fhould be boyled ; by thefe Remedies the ute- 
rine Purgation was wholly ftopt, and the Small Pox without any fevere 
Symptom, being ripened by degrees, fell away. | 

This Cafe was really difficult, and was managed with a great deal 

“of Danger; viz It was dangerous either for the Lochia or Small Pox 
; to 
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to be kept in, and neverthelefs, the full Eruption of either hindred the 
Motion of the other : as Jong as both proceeded moderately, the Bu. 
finefs being left to the Guidance of Nature, went on indifferently well; 
but when the one prevailing, the Affiftance of Art was required, it 
was neceffary to check the Lochia, and to put forward the Small Pox.

& ing Fevers, it being my Intent rather to write a Commentary than 


# an entire Tract: but in regard certain Epidemick Fevers are often 
rife, which obferve no Laws, nor can be reduced to a certain Rule of 
Dotrine 3 but being wholly anomalous, vary yearly, and therefore, as 
often as fome one of them fpreads it felf, prefently it is called the 
New Difeafe: therefore I have thought it neceflary, becaufe general @ 
Precepts are not to be given concerning thefe Fevers, to fubjoyn par- 
ticular Relations of fome of this kind: for from the various Apparatus 
of Symptoms whereby they are wont to be marked, the Nature, and 
the whole formal Reafon of thefe kinds of Affects, will fomewhat ap- 
pear. Since therefore of late Years, within a little Tra&t of Time, 
three Popular Difcafes have reigned in thefe Countries, I fhall give 
here, as a Conclufion to this Work, the particular Defcriptions of them 
made formerly in the Times that thofe Fevers reigned. 


A Defcription of an Epidemick Fever Reign- 
ing in Autumn, Avvo 1657. made in 


the middle of September. 


W* defigning a Defcription ofa Fever violently reigning at this time, 
it is fir, that being led by the Example of Azppocrates, we firft 
confider the foregoing Conftitution of the Year, and its ‘Diftempera- 
tures, and Excefles of the Qualities ; for the Caufe of an Epidemick Dif- 
eafe, raifed generally among People, muft be common. We muit note 
what the State of the Year was, and the Difpofition of our Body thence 
contracted, whereby many were affected together. Now to take the 
thing from its Origine, The foregoing Spring, and the Time thencefor- 


Ward to the end of the Summer, to wit, alf this half years fpace He: 
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return at fet times; alfo for the moft part they begin with a Cold and 
a Shivering, and very often with a Vomiting, and prefently going on 
with a moft intenfe Heat, at lengch they are ended in a Sweat. The 
Urine in moft appears of a Flame Colour; clear in the Fit, with fome 
Hypoftafis, out of it chick, with’ fomewhat a ruddy Sediment: the 
Difeafe comes not to a Crifis by a Sweat, tho very plentiful, and of- 
ten repeated, which might be expected in a continual Fever: but the 
Affect holds on for many Days, and fometimes Months, to a very long 
tine, tho there happens a very great Evacuation by Vomiting, and 
Sweating almoft daily; which we obferve to fall out often in an In- 
termitrent Fever, feldom in a continnal: out of the Fit, at anv time 
of the Difeafe, Purging is conveniently ordered, which it were a 
Crime to attempt in a Synochus before the Signs of ConcoGtion. More= 
over, that this Fever is of the kind of Intermictents, it hence appears, 
becaufe moft recover of it, that fcarce the thoufandth part of the Dif 
eafed dies; which I think is fcarce heard of an Epidemick Synochus. 
About the firft beginnings of this Difeafe, it appears very like an In- 
_termittent Tertian, tho ir may feem in fome, by reafon of a vicious 
Predifpofition of the Body, and of Errors committed in Diet, and | 
Tranfpiration, to have pafs’d into a continual: for in thofe in whom 
the Fits do not come to a due Determination, nor end in an Apyrexia, 
by reafon of the morbifick Matter being not perfectly blown off, in 
thofe the Blood continually boyls; whence it comes to pafs, that the 
Accefles return quicker, and infeft longer 5 till at length, by reafon of 
the ftore of the Matter, and the languifhing of Nature, the Blood be- 
coming weak, is not able to grow turgid any longer, and vo feparate 
the Febrile Matter at fet Hours, but endeavours to fubdue it by little 
and little, and by 4 continual Effervefcence. 
Some haply may. wholly place the Caufe of this fo Popular a Difeafe 
in a malignant Conftituion of the Air, to wit, that the Particles of the 
Air breath’d in were infe@ed with a certain extraneous Miafm, 
the Corpufcles of which Miafm being inwardly admitted, fermented 
with the Blood and Humours, and fo eaufed this Fever in a great ma- 
ny with the fame Appearance of Symptoms. But J do not thinx that 
this Fever arofe from a certain Contagion communicated from the 
Air, and immediately fixing the Taint in Men, but rather from a cer- 
tain febrile Diathefis or Predifpofition communicated to our Bodies 
by degrees before, through the Diftemperature of the Year 5 which 
at length having gotten a Maturity, is brought into Act on 2 light oc- 
cation; and it cannot be faid fo mach to burft forth into this Fever, as 
to grow into Its : ss 
For when about the Beginning of 7wy the Air wax'd immoder ately 
hor, through a moft intenfe Scorching for many days, It eafily aicered

Hence the nutritive Juice, which 
IS continually conveyed into the Ma of Blood, is not duely concoét- 
€d, nor affimilated into Blood, but js Perverted into an extraneous, 
aS it were, and fermentative Matter 5 which arifing to a Fullnef wich- 
in the Blood, and growing turgid at fet Periods, according to its In- 
reales, brings the Fits of an Intermittent Fever. Since therefore 
= from the fcorching Heat of this Summer, the Blood almoft of all Men 
growing hotter than it ought, was very much parch’d, it’s no Wonder 
if thereby ir contraéted a very great Aptnefs to Intermittent Fevers : 
but why this Difeafe grew not rife during the great Hear, but rathe 
aiterward, the Reafon is, becaufe this Tndifpofition is not imprinted 
a our Blood at one bout, but by degrees, and not till after a long 
fime and therefore the Fruir, as it were, of the Difeafe after the 
» foregoing Heat of the Summer, were chiefly brought to a Ripencfs in 
Autumn. All do not equally contra& this Aptnefs or Difpofition to a 
= Fever 5 thofe whofe Blood being hot by Nature moft abound with 
poulphur, and thereby is fooner parch’d, and thofe who being given 
= f0 Labours or ftaying much in the Sun, endurd moft of the Summer 
PHeat, by reafon of their Blood being more egregioufly {corch’d, ea- 
ely fell into this Difeafe: wherefore it fir reigned among the Hus- 
pbandmen, and chiefly in the Country: of thofe who had acquiyed an 
mapinels to this Fever from their Blood being {corched, haply fome 
Fell into it naturally, the feverifh Diathefis being raifed. by degrees to 
§@ Maturity, others by reafon ofa light Occafion, or an evident Caute, 
HWhich is otherwife wont to raife a feverith Effervefcence, as upon ta- 
King Cold, Surfeiting, drinking Wine, and the like; and others fell 
Mick by reafon of a Contagion received from others; for Efluvia con- 
Miantly flow from the Sick, which when they light on Bodies predif 
poled to the like Afea, readily raife into A& the latent Powers, 
me that the Conjunct Caufe of this Difeafe, and its formal Reafon 
may be known, you muft call to Mind what is faid elfewhere concerns 
pag the Nature of Intermittent Fevers; to wit, we fuppofe char the 
Bealis, as it were, of this Affe, isa burnt and bilous Conftitution of 
the Blood ; by reafon of which, the nutritive juice, daily fupply’d as 
iE were by Meafure, is not duely conco&ed, but through its being 
HeOrch’d turns into a fermentative Matter, and not mifcible with the 
mood. When the Blood is faturated with this Matter to a Fullnefs, 
fwhich happens at fet. Iarervals of Times, becaufe the mutritive Juice 
Is fupply’d in a fer Meafure as it were ) it naturally falls into a Tur- 
Ricency, and the Effervefcency raifed for the Expulfion of this Mat- 
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ter brings the feverifh Fit; which lafts fo long, till this febrile Matter, 
kindled in the Heart, and as ir were burnt, 1s wholly blown off wich 
the Sweat. 

From thefe things premitred, it is plain, si there are foie things 
which in this siege we treat, hapy en after a pecultar man- 
ner from the common kind of Intermitrents, and therefore it is not 
unfitly calld by ae Name of a new Kever fuch as a firft, that 
about the beginnings of the Difeafe, the Fits begin withouta Cold or 
a Shivering, 3 ict the Difeas’d with a Vomititig, a Thirft, 
and amo intenfe Heat, to which a Sweat for the moft part with dif.

| depending on the Blood depau uperatec d, rather than being inflam’d, it 
continues a very long time, and difpofes the Difeated towards a Cache- 
xia. 

The third way of difference, wherein this Fever difters from the 
common Rank of {ntermittents, is plac’d m this, that it 1s oftentimes 
ereadily propagated by Contagion into others; the reafon of which is, 
‘becaufe ae a great many Bodies are } if os’d after the fame man- 
fer to the fame Afle&; which at another time does not happen: 
wherefore hi e mere Effluvia from a es Body are able to ftir up 
the like Affect in a Subject eafily capable ; even as certain Rays of a 
Flame kindle a Flame ina Matter which is very combuftible: mean 
while, ali do not contract the taint of this Fever alike; but fome not 
prepar’d for it converte with the Difeas'd without: hurt.

J often obferv’d the former 
in ae our Neighbour hood ; , and the rea atts ay be deduced from 
a mighty bilous Temperature; for by reafon of this, the aduft Matter, 
not to be blown of: by Sweat 1s TTA, io rated in the Liver : af- 
terward by reafon of the Vafa Choledocha being over-fill'd, it is fent to 
the Ventricie and Inteftines: the other Afledt of the Dyfentery is found 
only in fome Plac cess and there being fporadical rather than common, 
it has feifed only fome i, ick Perfons. The Origine of it can be afcrib’d 
only to the pecnlia | Crafis or vicious Pred ifpofiti tions of fome Bodies, 
alfo to the Scituations of Places, or the nature of the Air. Moreover; 
it may be fufpected sae the Dileate e is now and then conveyed to others, 
not without the Communication of a certain Miafm. : 

Concerning this Difeale. there oug ht tobe a double Prognoftick; firft 
of the Rever it felf,in gene eral, what kind of end it will have, and aliens 
what it does threaten to our Land; whether it be not a Fore-runner 
of the Plague, or Pefiilential Dileales, (as it is vulgarly feared. } Se- 
Gondly, We ought to give the Signs by which we are wont to

As to the firft, becaufe we have fhewn th 
fee is not to be taken from the Air infe&ed with a Contagion, or ve- 
hemous Miafm, nor from a malignant Seminium of Vapours diffus’d 
through the Air; but only from a mighty bilous Temperature or Dia- 
thefis of our Bodies, with a Blood which is aduft and mightily fcorch’d 

y reafon of the Summer Heats: [ think there is ho caufe of Fear here, 
whereby we may dread that this F ever, being rais'd to a worfe ftate 
through the fault of the Air, may grow at length to be Malignant or 
Peftilential; but rather (what the Change of the Seafon of the Year, 
and the Alteration of our Blood may make us expect.) we ought to 
fear Jeft this Fever, which at firft imitates the Type of a Tertian, ma 
Pafs into a Quartan: which I obferve has already happened to fome 3 
and think it is greatly to be fear'd, left hereafter, Autumn drawing to 
an end, it may happen in many. 

As to the particular Prognoftick, the Signs which happen in the 
courfe of this Fever moft remarkable, and which in fome manner 
foretell its Iffte and Event, are thefe: If the Dileafe happens in a 
found Body, well-temperd, and eafily perfpirable, if a Vomiting with 
a well-bearing enfues, and the Belly be loofe; if the Fir begins with 
a light Shivering, and after a moderate Heat ends in a Sweat, and the 
Interval of ic be with an Apyrexia, or a well-bearing ; ifthe Pulfe be 
ftrong, the Urine of a fame colour, clear, with a laudable Hypotta- 
fis, we predi& that the Difeafe will end ina fhort time without dan- 
ger: but if this Fever be raifed in a fat Body, and of a vicious Habir; 
if with a troublefome Vomiting, an exorbitant Heat, and an intolera- 
ble Thirft, long torment the Difeafed; if the Heat be fucceeded by a 


difficult, parcial, often interrupted Sweat, and interlac’d with frequent 
1 


Vomitings, and does not end in an Apyrexia, we declare this Difeate 
to be long, and liable to Danger: but if che Difeafed holds his Strength, 
and the Urine fhews figns of Conco&tion, we do not defpair of well- 
doing; efpecially if after four or five Returns, the Difeafe, as it is ufu- 
al, remits of its wonted fiercenefs. Thirdly, we obferve, if this Dif- 
eafe happens in a Body which is cold, or broken with other Difeafes, 
oy Weaxen'd; if befides horrible Vomitings, and a violent Heat, a fre- 
quent Fainting, Sioonings, Deliriums, or Lethargick Affeéts happen 5 
Uf after many Acce(les, the Strenoth of the Difeas’d falling, the Difeafe. 
remits nothing, but a continual Effervefcence troubles the Blood, and 
very much diffipaces the vital Spirits; if a dejectcd Appetite, obiti- 
nate Watchings, convulfive Motions, with a weak Pulfe, a troubled 
or thick Urine happen, we declare the Cafe to be full of Danger: but 
it s protracted to a good length, and it gives Time and Occafions for 
Nature to recolle& her {elf, and to the Phyfician for giving Re- 
medies. |

at the Origine of this Af. 
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The Therapentick Indications which have place in. the Cure of this 
Fever, are chiefly four. Firft, that the Blood being becom burnt, and 
too bilous, be reduc’d to its due temper. Secondly, that the deprava- 
tion of the Nutritive Juyce, and its alteration into a fermentative mat- 
ter, be ftopr, or, at leaftwife, be leflemd. T hirdly, that about the de- 
‘ clination of the Difeafe the Blood being depauperated by a frequent 
Deilagration, and rendred impure by the mixture of the morbifick or 
aduft matter be reftored, and be rendred volatile as it Ought. Fourrh- 
ly, that we obviate with Remedies the Symptoms which are chiefly 
infefting in the Courfe of the Difeafe, To anfwer thefe Intentions, [ 
advife the following Method to be ufed. 

About the firft beginnings of the Difeafe, if a bilous Humour flow- 
‘ing from the Vafa Choledocha, and fent into the Ventricle, the Difeg- 
fed be inclin’d to Vomit, when the Fit is at hand let a plentiful Eva- 
cuation of the fame be raifed by a gentle Emetick: Blooding and Pur- 
ging ought not to be ufed but during the Interval of Firs: for while

the Blood violently ferments, or is refolved intoa Sweat, Nature ought 
Hot to be diverced from its Works begun, nos its Attempts be diftur- 
» bed by the Prefcripts of Phyficians ;- wherefore after the Acces is over, 
and the Sweat entirely ended, let a Purging be ordered by a gentle 
B Cathartick, and let the fame afterward be fometimes repeated on the 
» like occafion: for by this Method, pot onlw the ftore of the excremen- 
» titious Matter is withdrawn from the firft Paflages, but efpecially rhe 
 Choler-Veflels being emptied, the Bile is plentifully drawn from the 
» Mals of Blood, and thereby the Blood is reftor’d: toward its natural 
' Crafis. Let Blooding, if it be indicated, be put in Praétife, from the 
p beginning 5 for fo its Liquor growing too turgid, is eventilated, where- 
» by it both lefs perverts the nutritive Juice, and when the Fit prefles, ig 
p burns with a more mild Blaft together with the morbifick Matter: but 
Potherwife, if after a long Sicknefs a Vein be opened, when the Blood 
being depanperated and rendred watery, has heaped together more 
) Of Morbifick Matter, and does nor duely conco& it, and purge it forth, 
© much ts u..wn from the Strength of Nature, from the Power of the 
PDileafe nothing. In the Interval of the Accefles, when Blooding yor 
|Porging may not be admitted, let the Belly be kept foluble by a con- 
eitant ufe of Clyfters 5 alfo let digeftive Remedics of acetous or faline 
"Liquors and Powders be givn, fuch as Cream of Tartar, the fixe Salts 
pet Herbs, Tartar Vitriolate, burnt Harts-horn, Spirit of Vitriol and of 
@ealt, 7c. for thefe reftore the Ferments of the Vifcera loft. or grown 
tlugeith, depurate the Blood by fufing ic; alfo feparate, and as jc were, 
precipitate the morbifick Matte ifobf{tinate Watch- 
: the Dileafed, 
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So far concerning what is to be done in the Intervals of the Fits; ° 


but in the Fit, tho the Difeafed then chiefly fend for and call upon 
Phyficians, yet their Prefcripts at this time are limiced within a nar- 
row Scope: tf a Vomiting (tho an Emetick be giv’n before) be flill 
infefting, let it be freely promoted by Poflet-Drink, either fimple, or 
with bitter Herbs boyled in it; but let the chief way of the Cure be in 
qualifying the Heat and Drought, which are wont to torture feverely 
the Difeafed in this Fever 3 for whilft the Blood, fermenting with the 
morbifick Matter, atid being kindled in the Heart, {prings into the 
Lungs, it raifes there a moft violent Inflammation, which requiresa 
pouring on of cold Water as it were for extinguifhing a Flame: where- 
fore they defire to be pouring in Drink without meafure ; wirhout 
which the Difeafed faint through the too much burning, and ina 


manner all their Blood, being rarefied as it were into a Flame and a ~ 
Smoak, does not eafily continue the thread of Circulation ; wherefore, © 


Drink by all means ought to be granted ro thofe that are in the Fever: 
which neverthelefs, if ic be pourd in in too great a quantity, firft it 
€xagitates more the boyling Biood, and again brings a Confufion of 


the febrile Matter began to be feparated, that thereby the Work of 9 


fubduing and Secretion 1s longer protracted, and the. Fit 1s made 
longer; moreover, a great pouring in of Drink proves ofientive to the 


Stomach, and by troubling ir, and often by raifing a Vomit, hinders 4

broken forth : wherefore, when the Heat of the Fever 15 firit kindled, 
lec the Difeafed, tho very dry, drink only by fipping, and, what they 
may, let them refrain it; afterward when the burnt and fubdued Mat- 
ter begins to be fent off by Swear, let them more freely gratifie them 
felves with it; for fo the Sweating is greatly promoted, and the Fit 
is fooner over: as to the nature of the Drink, fomerimes let Poffet 
Drink, fometimes fall Ale, or Barley Water be givens fometimes

Fountain Water, either alone, or fharpen’d a little with the Juice of J 
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Limons: in this cafe, the ule of Sal Prunella is juftly commended, gi 
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ven in any Liquor; for this, by irs Nitroficy; wonderfully reftrains the

) Catarrbous. Epidemich Fever happening in the 
S middle of the Spring, An. 1658. 

AN immoderate Heat of the Summer before was followed in the 
Winter with a Froft equally intenfe, fo that no Man living has 
ear -¢ remembred a year like this for an Excéfs both of Heat and Cold. 
pe rOm'the fifth of December almoft-to the Vernal Equinox, the Earth 
Qaqagqqg Was 
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was cover'd with Snow ; and from the North: Winds continually 
blowing, all things, fet in the open Air, waxed ftiff with Cold: and 
aiterward, from the beginning of the Spring almoft to the firft da 
Of Fune, the fame Wind ftill blowing, the Seafon was more like Win- 
ter than Spring, only that (ometimes haply it was interlac’d with a 
day or two of hot Weather. During the Winter, amongft our Peo- 
ple here (fave that the Quartan Ague contra@ed in the Autumn infeft- 
ed fome) the State was indifferently healthful, free. from any popular 
Difeafe. Inthe beginning of the Spring an intermittent Zertian Fever 
(as it’s ufual in every other year) feifed fome. About the end of April, 
on a fudden an Affecé fhew’d it felf, which being fent as it were bya 
certain Blaft from the Stars, feis’d a great many ; that in fome certain 
Towns, in a Weeks {pace, above a thoufand Men lay iil at once. The 
Pathognomick Symptom of this Difeafe, which firft feifed the Difea- 
fed, was atroublefome Cough, with a copious Spitting, and a Catarrh 
falling on the Palate, Throat, and Noftrils; there 1s alfo a feverifh 
Diftemperature, which for the moft part 1s joyn’d witha Heat and a

A Defeription, made the firft day of September, of 
an Epidemick Fever, arifing about the begiuning 
of Autumn, An. 1658. fies. 


PP BE Vernal Fever even now defcribed, fcarce lafted above fix 
Weeks, that it plainly feemed only a light Effervefcence of the 
Blood, which growing turgid in the Spring, and withall being ftrait- 
ned in its room for want of Ventilation, boiled violently like new 
Wine ftopt in Bortles, and afterward ceafed of its own accord : but 
thenceforward,as the Year did not recover its due Temper, fo neither 
did our Blood, and fo a fecond fewel was foon heaped together for a 
new Fever, for after the Summer Solftice, the North-wind fti!l blow. 
ing, the Seafon continued cold a long time; fo that the Husbandman 
feared chat the Fruits and ftanding Corn would fcarce be brought to 
a Maturiy this Year: bute after this, a little before the beginning of 
Auguft, a moft incenfe heat followed for many dayes; and in the Dog - 
Dayes the Air was mighty parching, thar it was very tedious to be in 
the open Field. By reafon of thofe Excefles of Heat and Cold, the 
Temperature of this Year was very uneven: wherefore of Neceffity 
our Blood muft be fometimes fixed, and as it were congealed, fome- 
gimes too much parcht, and therefore preverted from its natural Cra-— 
fis, tobe burnt, or atrabilarious: alfo the Pores of the Skin were very 
much altered from their due Conftitution,that thereby infenfible Tranf- 
piration was not performed after iss wonted manner. 

From the time the foregoing Fever ceafed there was a healthy ftate, 
and. free fron: any popular Difeafe, almoft tothe endof the Dog-dayes: J

If Fhe nature Saad fo ormal reafon of oidemick Fever even now 


 defcribed be inquired into, we fay chat this (as that of the foregoing 
© Year) i is properly an Intermittent, for that which generally reigns, 


Carries this kind of Type; tho fome continual Fevers here and there 
are {cattered with them; of which.alfo we fhall prefently give a fhort 
Touch. Tt will not be needful for us to derive the Seminary of this 
from the Air infected with fome Miafm, but rather to fetch the ante- 
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eedent Canfe of it from the undue Conflirution of the Year, and the 
Indifpofition of our Blood acquir’d thereby; for Spring and Fall inter- 
mittent Fevers yearly reign, to wit, becaufe our Blood, as the Juyce 
of Vegetables, is wont to be moved, and to difplay it felf at thefe times 
more {prighrly than ordinary: wherefore, ifthe Mafs of Blood, by rea- 
fon of the foregoing Seafon of the Winter or Summer be altered from 
its due Temper, and has contra@ed a fharp or atrabilarious Diathefis 
of another kind ; its Dyfcrafies, began before, are chiefly maturated 
about the Equinoxes; to wit, when the Blood, more freely ferment- 
Ing (in cafe it falls from its natural Crafis) does not fo readily fangut- 
fie, but will be apt to pervert the nutritive Juyce, mix’d wich it, in- 
to an extraneous and febrile Matter. Since therefore this Year very 
much declined from its due Conftitution (that not only the prece- 
ding Dog days, but the two Solftices and Equinoxes before were alto- 
gether intemperate ) its no Wonder if intermittent Fevers, more fre- 

quent than wfual, and thofe attended with fome unufual Symptoms, 

reign in Autumn. That therefore an Epidemick intermittent Fever 

reigns at this Time, I think it ought not to be attributed to the Fault 
of the prefenr Air, but to the Irregularities of che foregoing Seafon: 
bur on what Caufes and Occafions certain peculiar Symptoms, and 

diftin@ from the common Rule of Intermittents, arife in this Fever, 

it is worthy to be inquired into. I have {aid above, that the Appara- 

tus whereby this Fever became deftructive to Mankind, confifted 

chiefly in two things; to wit, the Temper of the Year one while migh- 

ty cold, afterward happening to be very hot, both varioufly perverted 

the Crafis of our Blood, and affe&ed the Pores of the Skin with an 

undue Conftitution. According to the Reafons taken from both, I fhall 

brietly explicate the Accidents of this Difeafe, and aflign the Caufes of 
its Phoenomina. 

1. Firft, we obferve that the Type of this Fever was various; to 
wit, in (ome with a continual Effervefcence, in others with an Eruptt- 
on of Spots, but in moft intermitting, and like a Tertzan, and fome- 
times (tho rarely) like a Quotidian, renewing its Firs either each or eve- 
ry other day: we aflign the Caufe of this Diverfiry, becaufe in this 
Year the morbid Procatarxis was greater and {tronger, than only to 
produce an intermitrent Fever generally ufual in Autumn: wherefore 
in fome (haply of a more deprav’d Habit of Body) it raifed Fevers 
fomewhat malignant; and in thofe to whom it brought Incermittents 
according to the wonted Cuftom of the Seafon, it diftinguifhed them 
by fome peculiar Appearance of Symptoms. ee

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By reafon of this kind of Dyfcrafie of the Blood, to wit, whereby it is 
unfit for Fermentation, or a due Accenfion in the Heart, fome Catre] 
alfo, and e{pecially Horfes, in the Spring or Fall, become fhort-wind- 
ed, ‘and very unfit for a fwift Motion.

evacuates the filth from the Ventricle, and the yellow Choler from the 
Vafa Choledscha, and’ becaule it copioufly exprefles the Serous Latex 
from the Emunctories of the Genus Nervojum, plac’d about the 
Pancras and Inteftines, and draws it forth by ftirring them: wherefore 
we odferve, after a Vomir given, the Difeafed are better as to the Af 
fects of the Head. Let Purging (where Vomiting is not proper) be or- 
dered the day following the Fit, as a Succedaneum to the other : alf 
tho a Vomit be premitred, it may do well after a Fit or two; butlet 
it be perform’d only with a mild and gentle Medicine, which does not 
trouole or exagitate the Blood, Ic is ufual with usin thefe Fevers, all 
Aloetick or diagridiated Medicines laid afide,to give only che Infufion or 
Powder of Sena, Rhubarb, and vellow Saunders, with Tartar and Salrof 
Wormwood: and to ufe this kind of Purging a little after the beginning 
the Difeafe ; but at other times, to make the Belly foluble by a fre- 
quent ule of Clyfters. That Blooding in this Difeafe is very good, fre- 
quent Experience has fufficiently taught us; for fince, by reafon of the 
Pores being more clos’d than ufual in all, the Blood boyling in a Fe- 
ver wants a Ventilation, letcing Blood fupplies the Place of a more free 
Tranfpiration, and prevents the Effiuvia reftrained from being fo rea- 
dily difcharged on the Brain and Genus Nervofum. But this Remedy 
is chiefly indicated by a very hot Blood and a hot Temperament; nor 
ought it to be ufed indifferently by old Perfons, fuch as are flegmatick, 
and others very weak, unlefs haply it be in a fmall Quantity, that the 
Mats of Blood may be fomewhat eventilated, and that the Tranflati- 
on of the febrile Matter into the Brain may be ftopped. If it be proper 
to open a Vein, Ter it be done about the beginning of the Fever, or at 
leaftwife before the fourth or fifth AccefS; to wit, before the Blood be 
rendred very eflzte by a frequent Deflagration, and too impure by the 
Mixture of an aduft Matter: for if Blooding be ufed when the Blood 
is mightily viciated, the vital Spirits, and the Strength of the Difeafed 
are thereby more debilittated; nor is there any thing withdrawn from 
the Power of the Difeafe, or its Caufe. There remains another Eva- 
cuation famous inthis Fever; t6 wit, by Bliftering Plaifters applyed 
to many Parts of the Body: thefe are fo vulgarly obferved to give Re- 
lief, that fuch as are again{t them, and have a great Averfion for fuch 
a Remedy, being led by the Example of others growing better there- 
by, eafily admit of it. After what manner they feparate the fkarfe 
Skin from the Skin, and raife it as it were into a Bladder full of Waters 
whether they ferch the watery and limpid Humour from the Arteries, 
or out of the Nerves, this is not the Place to enquire: but, that they 
are ufed with benefit in this Difeafe, befides Experience, this Reafon 
feems fomewhat to convince; to wit, becaufe a large Difcharge of this . 
kind of ferous Humour does in fome fort recompence the Defect of a 
free Tranfpiration. Moreover, this kind of Remedy opens as it were 
the Doors and Gates at which the Blood and nervous Juice may pre- 
fentiy void forth the extraneous Matter mixt with them by a — 
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way of Purging; wherefore in the Plague and malignant Affeds, Veii- 
catories are efteemed very profitable. Alfo it is manifeft by common 
Obfervation, that in this and other Fevers, hapning in the fame Seafon, 
they prevent the fevere Affects of the Head, and are wont tO relieve 
them being caus’d before: wherefore in Men that are flegmatick, aged, 
and of a cold Temperament, Epiipaftic« Plaifters may be apply‘d about 


» the firit invafion of this Difeafe for Prefervation; and in any others, 


troubled with a Drowfinefs, a Vertigo, or a violent Head-ach, they 
are wont to be advantagioully ufed for the Cure of thofe Affe@s. Buc 
in very hot Conftitutions, where with a Defeé of Serum, the Blood is 
too much burnt; and if thofe that are in Fevers with an intolerable 
Burning are obnoxious to Watchings or a Frenzy, Veficatories do nor 
feem fit to be ufed. 
For correcting the Crafis of the Blood, and the Tone of the Vifcera, 
qualifying and digeftive Remedies have place, in incermediate times, 
when the Sick have refted a little from the Evacuations ev’n now men- 
tion’d, being fuch as fufe the Liquor of the Blood, and feparate its Foe- 
Culencies, and drive them towards the Emun@tories as it were by pre- 
‘Cipitating them; for thofe kinds of Intents are wont to be giv'n cool- 
Ing Fuleps and Decoffions, acidulated with Syirit of Vitriol, of Salt, with 
Tamarinds, the Fuyce of Oranges, or of Limons, whereof neat Forms e- 
nough are vulgarly to be found: and for this end conduce acetous, 


 faline, and teflaceous Powders, viz. fuch as are prepared of Tartar, Sul- 


phur, the fixt Salts of Herbs, of burnt Harts-horn, alfo of the Claws or
